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Candidates  for  governor  battle  in  first  televised  debate

On  Tuesday  night, 
the  four  candidates  for  t he 
upcoming  gubernatorial  election 
in  Massachusetts  gathered  for  the 
first  televised  debate  this  year. 

The  Democratic  candidate, 
current  Governor  Deval  Patrick  is 
fighting  for  his  seat  while  facing 
challenges  from  Republican 
candidate  Charles  Baker,  Green- 
Rainbow  candidate  Jill  Stein,  and 
independent  candidate  Timothy  Cahill. 

The  candidates  all  engaged 
in  a lively  one  hour  discussion, 
touching  on  different  issues  with  the 
ever-present  concern  of  the  budget 
and  the  economy  of  Massachusetts 
at  the  forefront  of  the  debate. 

With  the  unemployment 
rate  at  nine  percent,  talk  of  the 
economy  and  potential  solutions 
dominated  much  of  the  debate. 

While  Patrick  explained  how 
his  administration  has  worked  towards 
reviving  the  economy,  Baker  argued 
that  the  governor  has  not  worked  hard 
enough  to  limit  government  spending. 

Baker  promised  to  cut  taxes 
and  make  a more  affordable  model 
for  the  Commonwealth  while  Ms. 
Stein  argued  that  the  best  way  to  cut 


the  deficit  is  to  cut  waste  and  to  save. 

Stein  argued  that  “sweetheart 
deals”  are  a problem  in  the  current 
administration  and  that  Massachusetts 
needs  to  put  its  people  back  to 
work  and  create  more  green  jobs. 

Cahill  used  his  experience 
in  improving  the  budget  for 
education  to  demonstrate  that  he 
could  handle  the  deficit  problem. 

Patrick  and  Baker  engaged 
in  some  heated  exchanges, 
especially  dealing  with  the  economy. 

When  Patrick  said  that  Baker 
did  not  deal  well  financially  with  the 
Big  Dig,  Baker  accused  Patrick  of 
blaming  his  problems  on  a project 
that  happened  25-30  years  ago. 

In  regards  to  Patrick’s 
changes  in  the  state  pension  system. 
Baker  said  it  was  “a  bunt  when  we 
should  have  been  swinging  away.” 

Patrick’s  response  was, 

“you  call  it  a bunt.  You’ve 
never  even  swung  at  the  ball.” 

Stein  and  Cahill  let  the 

two  leading  candidates  battle  it  out 
during  their  tense  exchange  of  words. 

Although  economic 

issues  dominated  most  of  the 

discussion,  towards  the  end  of 
the  debate  the  candidates  shared 
their  views  on  immigration. 

Baker  and  Cahill  took  the 


position  that  the  state  needs  to  act 
while  Patrick  and  Stein  argued  for 
a national  resolve  to  that  issue. 

Overall,  all  of  the  candidates 
gave  clear  and  compelling  arguments 
and  it  remains  to  be  seen  what,  if 
any,  change  the  debate  will  have  on 


the  leading  candidate  in  the  polls.

He  said  that  he 


wanted  to  help  “bridge  the 
gap  between  Downtown 
Westfield  and  the  University.” 


Dellea,  Jill  Manganelli, 
Lisa  McMahon  from  WBID, 
and  Residential  Life  set 
up  many  places  around 
Westfield  for  the  students  to 
go  and  do  community  service. 

They  were;  Camp 

for  Kids  where  they  painted 
and  did  outside  landscaping, 
downtown  where  they  cleaned 
three  municipal  parking 

lots  and  paint^  store  front 
windows,  Amelia  Park  where 
they  did  interior  cleaning. 

Other  sites  where 

students  helped  include  the  Boys 
and  Girls  Club  where  the  projects 
were  endless,  the  Woman’s  Club 
where  they  did  landscaping. 
Flower  by  Webster  where  they 
painted  and  landscaped.  The 

Westfield  Athenaeum  where 
they  did  indoor  painting,  and  the

Judge  rules  cheerleading  is  not  real  sport

Earlier  this  summer, 
a federal  judge  ruled  that 
competitive  cheerleading 
was  not  an  official  sport 
after  members  of  Quiimipiac 
University’s  volleyball  team 
sued  the  university  for  trying  to 
cut  their  program  and  replace  it 
with  a competitive  cheer  squad. 

United  States  District 
Court  Judge  Stefan  R.  Underhill 
ruled  that  a competitive  cheer 
team  did  not  go  in  compliance 
with  Title  IX,  a law  created 
in  1972  that  demands  equal 


rights  for  both  men  and  women 
in  education  and  athletics. 

“Competitive 
cheerleading  may  sometime 
in  the  future  qualify  as  a 
sport  under  Title  IX,”  stated 
Underhill.  ‘Today  however,  the 
activity  is  still  underdeveloped 
and  disorganized  to  be 
treated  as  offering  genuine 
varsity  participation 

opportunities  for  students.” 

Under  the  Title  IX  law, 
an  activity  is  considered  a sport 
once  it  meets  certain  criteria. 

It  needs  to  have  coaches , 
practices,  competitions  during  a 
certain  season,  and  competition 
needs  to  be  the  main  focus. 


The  activity  caimot 
support  other  activities. 

Competitive 
cheerleading  is  not  recognized 
by  the  NCAA  or  the  Federal 
Department  of  Education. 

The  once  “competitive 
cheer”  team  at  Quinnipiac 
University  is  now  being 
called  Stunts  and  Tumbling. 

According  to  the 
Quinnipiac  Athletics’  website. 
The  National  Collegiate  Stunts 
and  Tumbling  Association 
is  “the  official  governing 
body  of  the  sport  and  is  made 
up  of  the  six  institutions  that 
currently  sponsor  stunts  and 
tumbling  at  the  varsity  level 


So  what  does  this 
mean  for  all  cheerleading  across 
the  nation,  and  especially  at 
Westfield  State  University? 
According  to  WSU  cheer  coach, 
Lisa  Moscow,  nothing  changes. 
WSU  has  two  cheer  squads. 

“Here  at  Westfield” 
said  Moscow,  “our  co-ed  team 
is  considered  a sport.  We  do 
traditional  competition  cheer, 
which  hundredsof  colleges  across 
the  country  also  participate  in. 
We  have  a win-loss  record  and 
are  evaluated  at  competitions  by 
professionally  trained  judges.” 

The  all-girl  squad 
however,  is  not  considered  a 
sport,  but  an  athletic  activity. 


“The  participants  are 
athletes  but  what  we  do  is  not 
consideredasport,”saidMoscow. 
‘Traditional  cheerleading  at 
a game  is  not  a sport,  but  this 
does  not  detract  from  the  value 
of  what  we  do,  or  directly  reflect 
the  level  of  athleticism  we  can 
do  it  at,  “ Moscow  continued. 

Moscow  also 

mentioned  that  cheering  at  a 
game  is  very  different  from 
competing  at  a competition 
with  a cheerleading  routine. 

Moscow  said  that 
“both  of  these  are  still  different 
from  what  QU  was  trying  to 
do,”  referring  to  starting  a 
Stimts  and  Tumbling  Team.

Veggie  Tacos  with  Feta 

and  Cilantro. 

For  the  veggies: 

2 small  zucchini,  cut 
lengthwise  into  thin  slices 

2 small  yellow  squash,  cut 
lengthwise  into  thin  slices 

3 tablespoons  vegetable  oil 
1 teaspoon  minced  garlic 
1 Serrano  chile,  minced 
8 6-inch  corn  tortillas, 

warmed 

3/4  cop  feta  cheese

Salt  and  pepper  to  taste 

Fry  the  veggies  in  a large  pan

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Plans  for  Ground  Zero

This  Saturday  is  the 
ninth  anniversary  of  the  ter- 
rorist attacks  that  demolished 
the  Twin  Towers  in  New  York 
City  on  September  11,  2001. 

Regardless  of  where 
you  are  on  Saturday,  there  will  be 
four  moments  of  silence  in  me- 
moriam,  two  to  commemorate 
the  moments  at  which  each  build- 
ing was  hit,  and  two  to  recognize 
the  moments  when  each  tower 
fell.  The  first  will  be  at  8:46  a.m. 

Currently  under  con- 
struction, Ground  Zero  will 
soon  be  home  to  the  Memo- 
rial Museum  where  visitors  can 
take  a journey  through  the  past 
and  experience  individual  and 
personal  historical  narratives. 

According  the  National 
9/11  Memorial  website,  “...visi- 
tors to  the  Museum  will  enter 
through  a Pavilion  that  will  house 
an  auditorium  for  public  pro- 
gramming, a multi-purpose  area 
for  contemplation  and  refresh- 
ment, and  a private  suite  reserved 
for  victims’  family  members.” 

On  Tuesday,  September 
7 two  historic  Twin  Tower  “tri- 
dents,” which  were  recovered 
from  the  World  Trade  Center  site 
during  the  recovery  effort  in  200 1 


and  2002,  were  installed  into 
their  permanent  positions,  which 
will  be  prominently  visible  from 
the  Memorial  Plaza  through 
the  Museum’s  glass  atrium. 

‘The  ‘tridents’  are  vi- 
sual references  to  the  towers 
that  once  stood  at  the  World 
Trade  Center,”  Mayor  of  New 
York,  Michael  Bloomberg,  said. 
“Installed  within  the  Museum, 
they  will  symbolize  our  resolve 
to  overcome  the  devastation  of 
9/11  and  signal  a hopeful  future 
as  they  greet  visitors  to  the  site.” 

From  the  Pavilion,  visi- 
tors will  descend  a ramp  toward 
the  heart  of  the  exhibitions. 
“This  descent  echoes  the  ramp 
that  once  was  used  by  construc- 
tion workers  to  help  build  the 
World  Trade  Center,”  said  the 
website,  “and  was  again  used 
in  the  aftermath  of  the  attacks 
for  the  recovery  and  clean-up 
of  the  site  and  by  victims’  fam- 
ily members  to  access  bed- 
rock on  anniversaries  of  9/11.” 

The  final  decent  to  the 
base  of  the  site  will  take  visitors 
along  the  Vesey  Street  Stair  Rem- 
nant, or  the  “Survivor  Stairs,” 
which  were  used  by  hundreds 
who  were  racing  to  escape  the 
destruction  of  the  towers  on  9/1 1 . 

Then  the  visitors  arrive 
on  the  “Bedrock”  or  the  base. 


which  served  as  the  founda- 
tion for  the  World  Trade  Center. 
Most  prominent  on  this  level  are 
the  actual  structural  foundations 
of  the  towers  that  are  still  pro- 
truding from  deep  in  the  ground. 

Also  on  this  level  are 
“the  permanent  and  tempo- 
rary exhibit  galleries  which  tell 
the  story  of  the  events  of  9/11 
through  artifacts,  narratives, 
oral  histories  and  multi-media 
displays,”  the  website  reported. 

In  the  West  Cham- 
ber will  be  the  massive  “Last 
Column”  which  is  covered  in 
tributes  and  memorabilia  from 
members  of  the  construction 
trades,  construction  person- 
nel, and  victims’  family  mem- 
bers. It  marked  the  end  of  the 
nine-month  recovery  efforts. 

Then  visitors  begin  the 
ascent  back  up  to  Memorial  Hall . 
There  will  be  an  escalator,  which 
will  have  “controlled  views  out 
to  the  aluminum-clad  tower  vol- 
umes. Arrival  in  Memorial  Hall 
is  followed  by  an  ascent  up  to 
the  plaza,  the  Memorial  foun- 
tains and  the  active  life  of  the 
city,”  according  to  the  website. 

Although  no  date  is 
specified  for  the  completion  of 
this  project,  construction  is  on- 
going and  can  be  followed  at 
www.national91 lmemorial.org.

Burning  of  Quran  stirs  controversy  as  9/11  approaches

Amidst  the  charged 
debate  over  the  building  of 
an  Islamic  Center  in  New 
York  City  comes  news  of  a 
pastor’s  plans  for  burning  of 
the  Quran,  the  Islamic  bible. 

Terry  Jones,  pastor 
of  a Florida  church  of  fifty 
members,  has  claimed  that 
his  church  will  go  ahead  with 
the  burning  of  the  Islamic 
holy  book  on  Saturday, 
the  ninth  anniversary  of 
the  2001  Terrorist  Attacks. 

Jones  explained  that 


the  burning  of  the  holy  books 
will  “confront  terrorism”  and 
the  “radical  element  of  Islam.” 

Despite  facing 
increasing  criticism  from  the 
Muslim  community  and  other 
government  officials,  Jones 
has  declared  that  his  group  is 
“not  convinced  that  backing 
down  is  the  right  thing.” 

The  proposed  plan  has 
elicited  a strong  international 
and  national  response. 

General  Petraeus, 
commander  of  United  States 
forces  in  Afghanistan, 
warned  that  the  burning  of 
the  Quran  would  result  in 


“the  safety  of  our  soldiers  and 
civilians...  put  in  jeopardy 
and  accomplishment  of 
the  mission  would  be 
made  more  difficult.” 

In  addition,  the  U.S. 
Embassy  in  Pakistanreleaseda 
statement  that  said  the  burning 
would  be  “disrespectful.” 

Secretary  of  State 
Hillary  Clinton  echoed  this 
view  in  saying  that  she  was 
“heartened  by  the  clear, 
unequivocal  condemnation 
of  this  disrespectful, 
disgraceful  act  that  has  come 
from  American  religious 
leaders  of  all  faiths  ...  as 


well  as  secular  U.S.  leaders 
and  opinion  makers.” 

As  well  as  these 
American  leaders,  the  Obama 
Administration,  the  Vatican, 
and  NATO  also  made 
their  disapproval  known. 

Other  religious 
groups  have  spoken  against 
the  plan  while  thousands  of 
Indonesians  protested  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in  Jakarta. 

If  Pastor  Jones 
does  not  heed  the  warnings, 
his  group’s  proposed 

plans  could  result  in 
detrimental  consequences 
for  the  United  States.

Raekwon  album  gets  4 stars

I’m  sure  my  fellow 
rap  connoisseurs  will  agree  with 
me  when  1 say  that  one  of  last 
year’s  best  albums  was  Wu-Tang 
Clan  by  drug-rap  czar  Raekwon ’s 
sequel  to  his  Mafioso  classic 
“Only  Built  4 Cuban  Linx.” 

Now,  a year  after 
its  release,  a re-release  has 
appeared  on  iTunes  similar  to 
that  of  Eminem’s  “Relapse,” 
featuring  a handful  of  bonus 
remixes  and  songs  that  did 
not  make  the  original  album. 

The  first  three  new 
songs  are  remixes  produced  by 
OB4CL2  producer  BT,  who  does 
a pretty  good  job  on  these  tracks. 

The  first  of  the  batch  is 
“The  New  Wu,”  which  has  an 
entirely  different  and  new  feel 
from  the  RZA’s  original,  but  still 
works  thanks  to  the  energy  of 
BT’s  new  beatwork,  the  MCs’ 
still-impressive  performances, 
and  a litany  of  samples  long-time 
Wu  fans  will  instantly  recognize. 

BT’s  second 

remix  of  “Broken  Safety”  is 


a much  closer  reimagining 
of  Scram  Jones’  original. 

This  new  beat  is 
slightly  starker,  with  a few  bass 
notes,  shimmering  cymbals, 
and  a sample  of  some  demonic 
laughter.  It  has  that  same  old 
vibe,  but  in  the  end  it’s  nothing 
we  haven’t  heard  before. 

The  third  remix,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  a surprising 
highlight.  For  “Penitentiary 
(Remix),”  BT  enlisted  Blink- 
182  drummer  Travis  Barker 
to  add  his  own  drum  track 
and  some  feedback-laden 
guitar  to  BT’s  original  beat. 

The  resulting  rock 
feel  goes  fantastically  with 
Raekwon  and  Ghostface’s* 
high-octane  verses. 

As  for  the  unreleased 
tracks,  no  matter  their  quality— 
which  is  high— one  can  see  why 
they  didn’t  make  the  final  cut. 

The  first  is  an  original 
version  of  the  Dr.  Dre/Rae/Busta 
Rhymes  collabo  “About  Me” 
featuring  not  Busta  but  Game. 

Game  does  a good  job 
of  keeping  up  with  his  idol  and, 
fits  in  well  with  the  Wu-Tang,  but 


since  his  voice  is  fairly  similar 
to  Rae’s,  the  track  actually 
becomes  shghtly  monotonous. 

In  the  end,  Raekwon 
made  a good  choice  in  putting 
the  Busta  Rhymes  version 
on  his  own  album,  since 
it’s  got  plenty  more  energy. 

This  leaves  another 
track  that  didn’t  make  the  cut: 
“Rockstars,”  produced  by  the 
RZA,  featuring  GZA,  Inspectah 
Deck,  and  Billie  Holiday- 
sound-alike  Thea  Van  Seijenz. 

Simply  reading  that 
lineup  tells  the  hstener  that 
they’re  in  for  a classic-style 
Wu-Banga,  and  no  doubt 
that’s  what  the  listener  gets. 

Raekwon  is  on  point 
as  always,  Inspectah  Deck 
completely  steals  the  song  in  his 
1993-1997  style,  and  the  GZA 
is  in  full  storytelling  mode,  a 
good  omen  for  his  upcoming 
“Liquid  Swords”  sequel. 

The  RZA  and  Stone 
Mecca  concoct  a beautiful  and 
mellow  but  still  forceful  beat 
with  funky  organ  and  guitar 
lines,  which  deserves  to  be  heard.

The  release  contains 
no  new  material,  as  expected.  It 
appears  that  fans  will  have  to  wait 
for  the  release  of  Guitar  Hero  6 
to  hear  a new  Megadeth  tune. 

Long-time  fans, 

however,  will  appreciate  hearing 
or  seeing  performances  of  songs 
that  were  not  usual  staples  of  the 
band’s  setlists  ,in  addition  tosongs 
that  are  staples,  like  Symphony 
of  Destruction  and  Peace  Sells. 

The  CD  and  DVD 
demonstrate  that  frontman  and 
lead  guitarist  Dave  Mustaine 
still  ‘has  it’  after  25  years 
of  touring  and  recording, 
despite  any  mishaps  that  have 
happened  along  the  way,  like  the 


revolving  door  of  bandmates. 

The  concert  is 
fantastic  and  guitarist  Chris 
Broderick  does  justice  when 
playing  Marty  Friedman’s 
classic  solos. 

However, youcan  barely 
hear  them.  The  only  complaint 
I have  about  this  release  is  that 
the  mixing  is  not  very  good. 

Megadeth  is  a guitar- 
driven  band  and  the  guitars  are  not 
nearly  loud  enough  in  this  mix. 

You  can  hear  the  drums 
and  bass  fine  ,and  Mustaine  is  loud 
and  clear— perhaps  a bit  too  loud . 

It’s  a great  DVD,  but 
if  they  increased  the  volume 
on  the  guitars  and  added  more 
special  features,  they  would 
have  a near-perfect  release. 

This  was  released  on 
Blu-Ray  as  well.  Given  the  audio 
quality  and  the  lack  of  DVD 
features,  I can’t  imagine  the  Blu- 
Ray  release  will  be  any  different, 
and  thus  not  worth  the  extra  cost. 

Minor  complaints 
aside,  this  is  a solid  release 
and  rocked  its  way  onto  retail 
shelves  on  September  7.

half,  to  improve  their  record  to 
2-0  following  a 6-3  season  open- 
ing win  over  Becker  College. 

Westfield  controlled  the 
tempo  for  much  of  the  first  half, 
with  junior  forward  Jessi  Gould 
(Canton,  MA)  connecting  for  a 
goal  in  the  8th  minute  and  senior 
forward  Amanda  Bums  (Hills- 
dale, NY)  scoring  in  the  10th. 

Freshman  Sarah  Pliszka 
of  Enfield , CT  scored  her  first  ca- 
reer goal  in  the  26th  minute  and 
Gould  scored  again  in  the  29th. 

The  Owl’s  were  also 
paced  by  the  brilliant  stick-work 
of  senior  Catherine  Moriar- 


ity  (South  Hatfield)  and  sopho- 
more Lauren  Tavares  (Tiverton, 
RI)  who  both  commanded  the 
midfield  well  and  enabled  the 
Owl’s  first  half  scoring  tear. 

The  second  half  saw 
the  Owls  once  again  assert  their 
dominance  as  Gould  would  score 
yet  again  off  an  assist  from  senior 
captain  Alicia  Gardner  (Athol, 
MA),  giving  Gould  a hat  trick  in 
only  the  second  game  of  the  sea- 
son. However,  the  game  was  a 
stale  mate  for  the  rest  of  the  half. 

WNEC  was  undeterred 
and  continued  to  fight,  taking 
command  of  the  second  half 
with  long  possessions  in  which 
they  tested  the  WSU  backline. 

Junior  Goalie  Aman- 
da McCarthy  (Franklin,  MA) 
was  up  to  the  challenge,  stop- 
ping eight  WNEC  shots  on 
the  night-a  night  in  which 
the  Golden  Bears  also  had  an 
11-1  advantage  on  comers. 

The  defensive  high- 
light of  the  night  came  as  the 


second  half  wound  down  when 
McCarthy  emphatically  stopped 
a WNEC  penalty  shot  with 
under  two  minutes  remain- 
ing to  preserve  the  Owl’s  first 
shutout  of  the  young  season. 

The  Owl’s  kept  WNEC 
on  their  toes  all  night,  shuffling 
lines  at  a rate  similar  to  that  of 
the  Boston  Bmins,  and  despite 
being  outshot  14-10,  the  Owl’s 
capitalized  on  their  chances.

The  Westfield  State 
Owls’  football  team  travels 
down  to  Montclair,  New  Jersey 
this  week  to  face  the  Montclair 
State  Red  Hawks  in  a non-con- 
ference meeting.  The  Owls 
are  coming  off  a very  impres- 
sive 43-21  season-opening 
victory  over  Nichols  College. 

In  the  win  over  Nich- 
ols, the  Owls  were  led  by  a 
very  strong  defense  that  forced 
seven  turnovers  (five  intercep- 
tions and  two  forced  fumbles). 

The  stout  defensive 
performance  was  led  by  senior 
strong  safety  Dave  Jolicoeur. 
Jolicoeur,  who  was  selected 
as  the  New  England  Football 
Conference  (NEFC)  defensive 
player  of  the  week,  scored  two 
touchdowns  including  an  88- 
yard  interception  return.  He  also 
had  six  solo  tackles  in  the  game. 


Hopefully  this  strong 
defensive  performance  can 
carry  over  into  this  week’s 
game  where  the  Owls  face  a 
nationally  ranked  opponent. 


The  Red  Hawks  are  coming  off  a 
10-2  season  last  year  and  are  cur- 
rently ranked  23rd  in  the  country 
in  the  Division  III  football  poll.

Tournament  before  falling  on 
the  road  to  eventual  nation- 
al runner-up  Mount  Union. 

Led  by  2009  NJAC 
Coach  of  the  Year  Rick  Gianc- 
ola,  Montclair  State  has  pro- 
duced a 191-87-2  overall  re- 
cord during  his  27-year  tenure. 

This  will  be  a very 
interesting  test  for  junior 
QB  Tyler  Dow  who  is  start- 
ing his  second  career  game.

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Views  differ  on  college’s  change  to  university

What  is  the  difference 
between  Westfield  as  a university 
and  Westfield  State  College? 

According  to  dictionary, 
com,  college  is  an  institution 

of  higher  learning  that  grants 
the  bachelor’s  degree  in 
liberal  arts  or  science  or  both. 

A university,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  an  institution 

for  higher  learning  with 

teaching  and  research  facilities 
constituting  graduate  schools  and 
professional  schools  that  award 
master’s  degrees  and  doctorates. 

A university  also  has 
an  undergraduate  division  that 
awards  bachelor’s  degrees. 

So  what  makes  Westfield 
State  University  different  from  last 
year’s  Westfield  State  College? 

Although  not  many 
physical  changes  have  been 
implemented  since  last  year,  the 
amount  of  students  accepted 
into  the  university  has  increased, 
new  majors  have  been  added, 
and  even  some  new  classes. 

A majority  of  the  students 
on  campus  all  agreed  that  nothing 
has  really  changed  except  the  name. 


One  student  said,  “Our 
standards  and  benefits  have  always 
been  that  of  a university  so  there 
are  not  a lot  of  visible  changes. 

“The  name  change 
was  merely  to  start  calling 
ourselves  what  we  really  are.” 

Other  students  said  that  the 
changes  they  noticed  the  most  were 
the  new  downtown  apartments, 
more  highly  skilled  teachers 
applying  for  faculty  positions,  and 
the  student  population  increase. 

The  most  popular  answer 
among  students  was  that  the  school 
is  now  more  globally  known. 

TheDeanofStudents,Susan 
LaMontagne,  who  has  been  working 
at  Westfield  State  for  23  years,  said, 
“The  difference  right  now  is  in  the 
name  and  in  the  more  global  common 
recognition  of  the  word  ‘university.’ 

“It  is  also  in  recognition 
of  what  we  already  do  well, 
which  is  offer  a comprehensive 
quality  of  programs  to  students. 

“No  specific  new 
initiatives  have  been  started  as  a 
result  of  becoming  a university, 
but  it  is  a nice  recognition  of 
what  we  already  have  in  place.” 

However,  this 

positive  outlook  on  the  change 
is  not  shared  campus- wide. 

One  professor  said,  “there 


are  no  increased  benefits  or  higher 
standards  once  our  name  is  changed. 
Westfield  State  is,  and  has  always 
been,  a college.  Changing  the 
name  will  not  change  what  we  are 
- primarily  a teaching  institution. 

“Our  neighbors  at  Mount 
Holyoke  College,  Williams 
College,  Amherst  College,  etc., 
will  NEVER  change  their  names. 
They  do  significantly  more  research 


at  these  places  than  we  do,  but 
they  are  proud  to  be  known  as 
Colleges  - primarily  undergraduate 
institutions  where  teaching  and 
learning  are  fundamental  to  their 
existence.  We  should  be  too.”

National  Suicide  Prevention  Week

Did  you  know  that 
the  eleventh  leading  cause  of 
death  in  America  is  suicide? 
It  is  estimated  that  for  ev- 
ery one-suicide  death,  there 
are  twenty-five  attempts. 

It  is  also  shown 
that  there  is  one  suicide 
every  15.2  minutes,  which 
means  that  there  are  al- 
most 35,000  deaths  result- 
ing from  suicide  each  year. 

The  American  As- 
sociation of  Sociology,  or 
AAS,  released  those,  and 
other  alarming  suicide  sta- 
tistics on  their  website  as 
part  of  their  effort  to  edu- 
cate others  about  suicide. 

Due  to  the  stagger- 
ing number  of  individuals 
who  are  affected  by  suicide 
each  year,  organizations 
around  the  globe  have  cre- 
ated National  Suicide  Pre- 
vention Week. 

Thanks  to  the  un- 
relenting efforts  of  those 
organizations  involved 
with  NSPW  they  were 
able  to  celebrate  their 
36th  anniversary  this  year. 

There  are  many 
underlying  goals  of  NSPW, 
one  of  which  is  to  in- 
form the  public  about  the 
somber  suicide  statistics.

Other  goals  are 
to  make  clear  of  the  warn- 
ing signs  and  to  foster  an 
understanding  of  how  and 
why  people  cope  with  the 
aftermath  of  a suicide. 

The  International 
Association  of  Suicide  Pre- 
vention also  wishes  to  “pro- 
vide an  international  body 
of  experts  that  can  provide 
authoritative  comment  on 
issues  regarding  suicide.” 

In  other  words, 
they  also  wish  to  establish 
a network  of  useful  infor- 
mation for  those  effected 
by  or  curious  about  suicide. 


During  the  36th 
annual  NSPW,  many  asso- 
ciations hosted  events  with 
those  main  goals  in  mind. 

One  example  is  the 
candle  light  ceremony  held 
on  Friday  September  10, 
2010  that  was  put  on  by  the 
Survivors  of  Suicide  Inc. 

Another  group,  the 
Kansas  Suicide  Prevention 
Committee,  paid  tribute  by 
holding  their  third  annual 
“Life  Support  Ride,”  a mo- 
torcycle run  whose  proceeds 
are  awarded  to  Headquarters 
Counseling  Center,  the  only 
support  group  in  Kansas  af- 


filiated with  two  national 
suicide  prevention  hotlines. 

The  State  of  Mich- 
igan took  part  in  this  year’s 
NSPW  by  honoring  those 
suicide  victims  with  the 
“End  the  Silence  Walk”  to 
benefit  the  Delta  County  Sui- 
cide Prevention  Task  Force. 

There  are  always 
opportunities  to  become 
involved  in  this  commend- 
able movement,  much  like 
South  Hadley  is  planing  to. 

The  town  is  host- 
ing a suicide  prevention 
workshop  later  this  month 
in  honor  of  Phoebe  Prince, 
a student  who  committed 
suicide  earlier  this  year. 

AAS  hosts  three  an- 
nual conferences  on  the  sub- 
ject of  suicide  prevention. 

If  you  would  like 
more  information  about 
suicide,  or  to  volunteer, 
contact  any  of  the  above 
mentioned  organizations  at 
their  respective  websites. 

If  you  or  some- 
one you  know  has  or  is 
contemplating  suicide,  you 
are  urged  to  contact  a lo- 
cal support  group.

With  partisan  poli- 
tics dividing  the  nation  and 
the  Tea  Party  continuing 
to  expand  its  faction,  the 
atmosphere  is  ripe  for  tem- 
pers to  flare.

Recently,  the 
news  out  of  Arizona  has 
been  dedicated  to  anti-im- 
migration law  protests  due 
to  Maricopa  County  Sher- 
iff Joe  Arpaio  and  Arizo- 
na’s controversial  SB  1070 
anti-illegal  immigrant  act. 

After  becoming 
sheriff  in  1992,  Arpaio  has 
become  notorious  for  several 
unique  programs  he  institut- 
ed in  his  jail  system.  Among 
the  more  well-known  are  the 
prison  chain-gangs  he  cre- 
ated, both  male  and  female. 

Then  there  is  the 
popular  tent  city,  where 
many  prisoners  are  housed  in 
tents  on  the  prison  property, 
in  order  to  reduce  crowding 
in  the  jail  cells.  In  response 


the  immigrants  themselves, 
but  rather  the  attitudes  of 
Americans  towards  im- 
migrants. The  claims  that 
immigrants  “take  jobs”  or 
are  “lazy”  or  “only  live  off 
of  welfare”  are  ignorant. 

Immigrants  of- 
tentimes work  at  jobs  that 
other  Americans  look  down 
upon,  and  they  work  hard  to 
provide  for  their  families. 

Essentially,  all 
Americans  have  ancestors 
who  were  immigrants.  When 
Europeans  first  came  to  this 
country,  which  was  not 
even  a country  at  the  time, 
no  rules  forced  them  out. 

They  were  not 
required  to  obtain  green 
cards  and  faced  no  danger 
of  deportation.  They  settled 
and  created  new  lives  here. 

Immigrants  of  to- 
day are  trying  to  create  new 


to  the  inevitable  cries  of  ex- 
cessive punishment  and  cru- 
elty, he  responded  by  saying, 
“This  is  not  the  Ritz-Carlton. 
If  you  don  ‘t  like  the  condi- 
tions here,  then  I suggest 
you  don’t  come  back!”  Very 
simple;  don’t  do  the  crime, 
if  you  can’t  do  the  time. 

Most  recently,  how- 
ever, Arpaio  and  the  State  of 
Arizona  have  been  vilified 
in  the  press  over  the  state’s 
tough  new  immigration  law. 

Liberal  protestors 
have  been  howling  over  the 
supposed  unfairness  of  the 
law,  which,  for  one,  allows 
police  to  see  proof  of  citizen- 
ship of  anyone  in  lawful  con- 
tact with  a police  officer,  after 
which  would  be  followed  by 
deportation  if  found  guilty  of 
illegal  immigration.  Doesn’t 
sound  too  unfair,  right? 


lives  here,  too.  However, 
they  face  intense  criticism 
because  of  xenophobia  and 
ignorance.  Americans  tend 
to  express  concern  over  “il- 
legal immigration”  but  in 
this  emotionally  charged  de- 
bate, fear  of  anything  new  or 
different  is  the  driving  force . 

The  calls  for  the 
U.S.  to  “close  our  borders” 
and  push  out  immigrants 
only  show  the  poor  attitudes 
of  Americans.  Many  Ameri- 
cans have  an  inability  to 
even  try  to  understand  the 
perspectives  of  others. 

So  what  is  the  so- 
lution to  this  xenophobic 
view?  An  attitude  adjust-

ing by  targeting  anyone  who 
looks  of  Hispanic  heritage. 

This  is  what  eventu- 
ally enraged  millions  of  pro- 
testors, gathering  en  masse  at 
locations  nationally  to  protest 
this  “in-humane  treatment”.

Arpaio 
said  it  best  when  he  said,”  Ille- 
gal immigration  is  against  the 
law... what  part  of  illegal  do 
these  people  not  understand?” 

It’s  sad  to  say,  but 
this  era  we’re  living  in  is 
not  the  idyllic  “peace,  love 
and  incense”  era  of  our 
parents  and  grandparents.

Jenks,  who  is  an 
accomplished  frlmmaker, 
has  made  documentaries 
such  as  “Room  335”  a sto- 
ry that  details  his  adven- 
tures as  he  spends  a month 
living  in  an  assisted-living 
home.  That  successful  doc- 
umentary aired  on  HBO. 

In  addition,  he 
directed  “The  Zen  of  Bob- 
by V”  which  debuted  on 
ESPN  and  followed  man- 
ager Bobby  Valentine  as  he 
managed  basebaU  in  Japan. 


Jenks  detailed  the  life 
of  a homeless  wom- 
an, named  Heavy  D. 

In  an  inter- 
view with  the  New  York 
Daily  News,  he  talks  a 
little  about  the  impact 
of  meeting  this  woman. 

“I  just  try  to  teU  an 
honest  story  of  who  they 
are,”  he  says.  “It’s  pretty 
much  that  simple.  In  terms 
of  Heavy  D,  it  was  probably 
one  of  the  weirdest  feelings . 

“I  say  goodbye  to 
her,  walk  to  our  production 
truck, go  back  to  a hotel , and 
then  fly  home.  You  know 
that  12  hours  ago  you  were 
homeless  with  that  girl. 

“You  know  she’s 
still  homeless . In  that  sense , 
you  don’t  want  to  feel  like 
you’re  letting  them  down. 
It’s  not  like  I come  in,  film 
your  life,  share  it  with  na- 


tional TV  and  forget  them.” 

So  because  of  the 
way  that  Andrew  Jenks 
makes  viewers  think  about 
the  realities  that  people  face 
every  day  is  what  makes 
this  show  a must  watch. 

For  MTV  to  high- 


light a documentary  series 
such  as  this  one  makes  their 
network  much  more  credi- 
ble to  audiences  of  all  ages.

Sara  Bareilles  has 
heartbreak  on  the  mind.

“All  the  colors  of  the  rain- 
bow, hidden  ‘neath  my  skin, 
hearts  have  colors  don’t  we 
all  know,”  set  the  tone  for 
the  rest  of  the  album.  She 
sings  stunningly  about  in- 
spiration, finding  the  ability 
to  stand  on  her  own  two  feet. 

Sonically,  the  al- 
bum is  a mix  between  her 
rockers  (a  Ik  “Love  Song”) 
and  ballads.  Both  are  about 
above  subject  matter.  Both 
of  course  owe  various  debts 
to  her  adult  pop/rock  and 
Americana  forbears  of  the 
last  forty  years;  Laura  Nyro, 


Carole  King,  Paul  McCart- 
ney, and  Paula  Cole.  Both 
rockers  and  ballads  are  really 
well  performed  and  written. 

On  the  rockers, 
including  first  and  cur- 
rent single  “King  of  Any- 
thing”, her  sound  is  huge. 
While  Bareilles  lashes  out 
at  another  overly  control- 
ling lover,  eighth-note 
piano  riffs  lay  the  founda- 
tion for  horns,  sugar-sweet 
strings,  and  her  own  incred- 
ibly strong  vocals  to  simply 
bounce  around  the  track. 

As  a matter  of  fact, 
almost  all  these  songs  have 
some  sort  of  orchestral  ad- 
dition. Some  of  these  pro- 


ductions (courtesy  of  Neil 
Avron),  including  “King 
of  Anything”  with  its  “oh- 
oh-oh”  backing  vocals,  al- 
most sound  like  they  belong 
on  Glee,  and  yet,  it’s  ok. 

Since  Bareilles’ 
melodies  are  so  strong  and 
memorable,  they  aren’t 
overshadowed  by  and  are 
even  strengthened  by  such 
bombastic  arrangements. 
Plus,  they  really  do  feel  sin- 
cere instead  of  overworked. 

She  also  finds  mu- 
sical variety  in  these  songs. 
“Gonna  Get  Over  You”  uses 
a piano  riff  and  progression 
reminiscent  of  early  2000 ’s. 

“Say  You’re  Sor- 


ry” has  a positively  boun- 
cy groove,  and  “Basket 
Case”,  with  its  harmonica 
and  guitars,  could’ve  eas- 
ily been  a 90’s  Neil  Young 
or  Mark  Erelli  ballad. 

Her  soul-searching 
reaches  its  climax  on  the  al- 
bum’s last  two  tracks  and  two 
loveliest  ballads,  “Breathe 
Again”  and  “Bluebird”. 

In  the  former,  over 
stark  piano  chords  and  a 
martial  drumbeat  reminis- 
cent of  Radiohead’s  “Vid- 
eotape”, she  not  only  admits 
her  needs  and  tendency  to- 
wards dependency  but  em- 
powers herself,  vowing  to 
pick  herself  up  and  “Breathe 
Again”  while  pushing 
strong  her  vocals  to  the  lim- 
it. You  can  hear  her  whole 
body  almost  give  out  on  the 
line  “still  I’m  searching”. 

On  the  latter,  she 
compares  herself  to  a bird 
ready  to  fly  on  its  own,  re- 
alizing that  while  being  on 
her  own  and  finding  herself 
can  hurt,  it  will  help  her 
build  something  beautiful 
with  a future  lover  - some- 
thing as  beautiful  as  the 
haunting  melody  and  per- 
formance she  gives  the  tune. 

Or  maybe  she’s 
singing  about  her  future  mu- 
sic? If  so,  then  I say  her  fears 
ofinadequacyareunfounded.

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Westfield  heads  to  WNEC  after  loss  to  Montclair

In  a game  where  the 
Westfield  State  Owls  were 
not  seen  as  a real  threat,  they 
proved  otherwise.  Though 
the  final  score  read  34-0 
in  favor  of  the  Montclair 
State  Red  Hawks,  the  game 
was  actually  much  closer. 

Going  up  against  a 
team  that  was  ranked  23rd  in 
the  country  in  the  Division 
III  national  poll,  the  Owls  ( 1 - 
1)  played  a passionate  style 
of  defense  and  only  trailed 
by  six  points  at  halftime. 

Unfortunately, 
Westfield’s  offense  could  not 
capitalize  on  the  many  op- 
portunities that  their  defense 
and  Montclair  gave  them. 

The  Owls  only  ac- 
cumulated 103  yards  of  total 
offense  in  the  game  and  were 
unable  to  get  anything  going 
in  the  running  or  passing 


game.  Facing  a defense  that 
was  coming  off  a great  2009 
season,  the  Owls  only  real 
scoring  opportunity  came 
near  the  end  of  the  game 
where  they  were  within 
eight  yards  of  the  end  zone. 

Backup  quarter- 
back Dylan  Smith  (2-4  for  28 
yards)  led  the  Owls  64  yards 
down  field  to  the  MSU  eight 
yard  line  with  under  a min- 
ute remaining  in  the  game. 

But  Montclair  de- 
fensive back  Matt  Mancino 
picked  off  a pass  in  the  end 
zone  to  end  the  threat  with 
22  seconds  left  in  the  game. 

WSU  lineback- 
er Justin  Ehrhardt  had  a 
game-high  13  tackles  and 
had  a 15-yard  intercep- 
tion return  in  the  game  to 
lead  the  Owls’  defense. 

The  Red  Hawks 
ran  for  251  yards,  includ- 
ing 174  from  running  back 
Chris  D’ Andrea,  against 
a Westfield  defensive  line 


that  was  much  smaller  than 
Montclair’s  offensive  line. 

The  Red  Hawks 
broke  the  game  open  near  the 
end  of  the  third  quarter  when 
they  scored  on  a 45-yard 
pass  from  quarterback  Tom 
Fischer  to  D’ Andrea  to  bring 
the  score  to  13-0.  Montclair 
never  looked  back  after  that. 

Though  this  was 
a tough  loss  for  the  Owls 
to  take,  it  hopefully  will 
raise  their  confidence 
knowing  that  they  played 
nose  to  nose  football  for 
three  quarters  against  a 
nationally  ranked  team. 

The  Owls  will  now 
head  to  Springfield  and  face 
Western  New  England  Col- 
lege tomorrow  at  1:00  p.m. 

The  Western  New 
England  Golden  Bears  (1-1) 
are  coming  off  an  impres- 
sive 30-6  victory  over  Mass 
Maritime  last  Saturday. 

In  that  game, 
WNEC  ran  for  409 


yards  behind  junior  run- 
ning back  JJ.  Jachym’s 
career  high  177  yards. 
Also  helping  the  Golden 
Bears  in  the  win  was  quar- 
terback Bryce  Brown,  who 
ran  for  100  yards  of  his  own. 

In  order  for  West- 
field  to  win  this  game, 
it  will  be  important  for 
the  Owls’  defense  to  shut 
down  the  Golden  Bears’ 
powerful  running  game. 

In  the  Golden 
Bears’  first  game  of  the 
season  against  Norwich 
College,  the  Bears  only 
accounted  for  59  yards 
rushing  in  a 35-7  loss. 

Westfield  will 
need  to  force  WNEC 
into  similar  rushing 
numbers  to  get  the  win. 

After  giving  up 
251  yards  on  the  ground 
last  week,  it  will  be  vital 
for  the  Owls’  front-seven 
to  clog  up  the  holes  of  the 
WNEC  rushing  attack.

Week  one  of  the 
NFL...  thank  the  Lord! 

What  a great 
feeling  it  was  to  wake  up 
Sunday  morning  know- 
ing that  I had  a whole  day 
of  football  ahead  of  me. 

Life  is  just  so 
much  more  exciting  dur- 
ing football  season. 

Before  I get  to 
some  of  my  thoughts  from 
the  opening  weekend  of

go  for  a touchdown  at  the  end 
of  the  first  half  rather  than 
taking  a chip  shot  field  goal.

Two  rivals  played  their  hearts 
out  on  Saturday  - the  team 
with  the  brightest  star  won.

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Vamos  Rafael:  Nadal  wins  2010  U.S.  Open  title

On  Monday, 
Rafael  Nadal  made  his- 
tory in  the  world  of  ten- 
nis. He  became  only  the 
sixth  ever  player  to  achieve 
the  career  grand  slam. 

He  achieved  the 
grand  slam  by  winning 
his  first  career  U.S.  Open 
title  on  Monday  defeat- 
ing Serbian  Novak  Djo- 
kavic  6-4,  5-7,  6-4,  6-2. 

Nadal  had  played 
in  the  world’s  largest  tennis 
stadium  numerous  times  be- 
fore this  victory  but  had  nev- 
er left  with  the  prize  that  he 
had  always  hoped  to  have, 
the  championship  trophy. 

Prior  to  this  year’s 
tournament,  Nadal  had 
played  in  the  U.S.  Open 
seven  times  with  his  best 
result  being  an  appearance 


in  the  semifinals.  Not  only 
was  this  his  first  career  vic- 
tory in  the  U.S.  Open,  but 
it  was  also  his  first  ever 
finals  appearance  in  his- 
toric Arthur  Ashe  Stadium. 

Although  Djokavic 
played  some  of  the  best  ten- 
nis of  his  life  in  this  match, 
his  five  set  win  against 
Roger  Federer  on  Saturday 
definitely  took  its  toll  in 
this  match  against  Nadal. 

Even  with  a day  de- 
lay due  to  weather  conditions , 
Djokavic  could  not  physi- 
cally stay  with  Nadal ’s  style 
of  play  for  an  entire  match. 

Although  Djoka- 
vic lost,  his  world  rank- 
ing went  up  from  number 
three  to  number  two  in  the 
world.  Djokavic  is  young 
and  has  many  more  tourna- 
ments ahead  of  him  - this 
will  not  be  the  last  time 
that  he  makes  a major  final. 

For  Nadal,  the  de- 


bate is  going  to  begin  on 
whether  or  not  he  is  now 
better  than  Roger  Federer 
since  they  both  have  com- 


pleted the  career  grand  slam. 

Nadal  said  after  the 
match,  “I  think  the  talk  about 
if  I am  better  or  worse  than 


Roger  is  stupid,  because  the 
titles  say  he’s  much  better 
than  me,  so  that’s  true  at 
that  moment.  I think  that 
will  be  true  all  my  life.” 

Although  Nadal 
says  that  Federer  will  al- 
ways be  better  than  him 
time  is  on  Nadal’s  side. 

He  is  only  24 
compared  to  Federer ’s 
29  and  he  is  only  seven 
titles  behind  Federer’s  16. 

Lf  he  manages  just 
to  win  two  major  titles  a year 
for  the  next  for  years  (which 
is  very  likely)  he  will  have 
surpassed  Federer’s  record. 

So  let  the  debate 
begin  - with  Nadal  finally 
proving  he  can  win  on  all 
surfaces  is  he  right  now  a 
better  player  than  Federer? 
Or  will  Nadal  surpass  Fe- 
derer later  in  his  career? 

Or  will  Fe- 
derer always  be  a bet- 

ter player  than  Rafa? 


Race  for  the  Heisman  trophy  is  heating  up

Two  weeks  into  the 
college  football  season  and 
it’s  still  unclear  as  to  who 
the  front  runner  is  to  win 
the  2010  Heisman  Trophy. 

So  far  this  season 
there  have  been  many  play- 
ers who  are  making  a strong 
case  to  win  the  coveted  tro- 
phy handed  out  in  December. 

This  past  week- 
end a hand  full  of  players 
catapulted  themselves  into 
the  Heisman  discussions 
with  key  performances. 
With  last  season’s  Heisman 
winner,  Alabama  running 
back  Mark  Ingram,  be- 


ing injured  for  the  first  two 
games  of  the  season,  the 
trophy  is  anyone’s  to  take. 

The  sensational 
sophomore  quarterback 

out  of  Michigan,  Denard 
Robinson,  did  it  all  in  the 
Wolverine’s  28-24  win  over 
Notre  Dame  on  the  road. 

Robinson  rushed 
and  passed  for  over  500  to- 
tal yards  against  new  Irish 
head  coach  Brian  Kelly’s 
defense  in  South  Bend. 

Robinson  broke 
the  Big  Ten  single  game 
rushing  record  for  a quar- 
terback by  gaining  258 
yards  on  the  ground. 

Quarterback  Ryan 
Mallet  from  Arkansas  took 


advantage  of  the  wide  open 
Heisman  field  and  gained 
some  ground  in  the  race 
by  passing  all  over  the 
Louisiana-Monroe  defense. 

Mallet  racked  up 
400  yards  in  the  air  and 
threw  three  touchdown 
passes  as  the  Razorbacks 
steamed  rolled  the  War- 
hawks  in  Fayetteville. 

The  favorite  to  win 
the  hardware  this  winter  is 
Ohio  States  quarterback  Ter- 
relle  Pryor.  Pryor,  who  is  a 
third  year  starter,  is  exp)ected 
to  have  a huge  season  as  the 
Buckeyes  look  to  be  right  in 
the  hunt  for  the  national  title. 

Pryor  had  a strong 
performance  on  Saturday 


as  the  number  12  ranked 
Miami  Hurricanes  came 
into  Columbus  to  try 
and  upset  the  high  pow- 
ered attack  of  Ohio  State. 

Pryor  didn’t  let  the 
situation  get  the  best  of  him 
as  he  passed  for  233  yards 
and  rushed  for  another  113 
against  an  athletic  Miami 
defense  that  was  coming 
off  a shutout  in  week  one. 

The  rest  of  Ohio 
State’s  schedule  sets  up 
nicely  for  Pryor  to  put  up 
Heisman  worthy  numbers. 

The  final  player  that 
made  noise  this  past  week- 
end was  Oklahoma’s  quar- 
terback Landry  Jones.  Jones 
is  following  in  the  foot- 


steps of  Heisman  winning 
quarterback  Sam  Bradford. 

With  Brad- 

ford entering  the  NFL, 
Jones  gets  his  chance  this 
year  to  prove  himself  as 
the  next  Sooner  great. 

Jones  hasn’t  let 
down  Sooner  nation  yet  as  he 
has  put  up  impressive  num- 
bers that  make  him  qualified 
for  the  Heisman  discussions. 

Jones  faced  the 
number  17  ranked  Florida 
State  SeminoleslastSaturday 
and  continued  his  hot  streak 
by  completing  30  of  his  40 
attempted  passes  for  380 
yards  and  four  touchdowns 
in  a big  win  over  an  experi- 
enced Florida  State  defense. 
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Virgo 

(Aug.  24  - Sept.  22)

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Governor  Patrick  comes  to  Westfield  State

Westfield  State  University  class 
council  invited  Governor  Deval  Patrick 
to  the  campus  for  the  annual  senior 
convocation  ceremony  last  Thursday. 

Before  speaking  to  the  students, 
he  attended  a briefing  in  Scanlon  Living 
Room  with  attendees  such  as  Mayor 
Dan  Knapik  and  President  Dobelle. 

In  the  briefing,  the  mayor 
addressed  the  work  he  is  doing  for  the  city 
of  Westfield  with  the  12  million  dollar 
stimulus  he  received  fi'om  the  government . 

Knapik  discussed  the  Great 
River  Bridge,  Park  Square,  and  the 
clock  tower  that  will  “chime  to  the 
time.”  These  projects  should  be 
complete  in  the  fall  of  next  year. 

He  then  thanked  Gov.  Patrick 
for  supplying  the  money  to  do  things  for 
Westfield  and  make  it  a better  place  to  live . 

Mary  Macinnes  from 

the  Holyoke  Intermodal  Center 

got  up  to  speak.  She  gave  a brief 
descripton  of  the  project  she  is  doing 
in  downtown  Holyoke  and  then 
thanked  the  governor  for  his  support. 

“We  couldn’t  have  done  it 

without  the  help  of  your  administration,” 
Macinnes  said  to  the  governor. 

After  Macinnes,  Pres.  Dobelle 
got  up  to  the  podium  to  speak  about 
the  downtown  projects  - Lansdowne 
apartments  and  the  Rinnova  Art  Gallery. 

Pres.  Dobelle  also 
said  that  Barnes  and  Noble  and 

Starbucks  are  looking  for  a 


location  in  downtown  Westfield. 

He  told  Gov.  Patrick  that 
we  are  “grateful  for  your  leadership” 
and  ended  with  saying  that  we,  as  a 
university,  are  5,400  students  strong. 
“It’s  the  nicest  college  in  the  nicest 
city  I’ve  ever  lived  in,”  he  said. 

After  the  briefing.  Gov. 
Patrick  changed  into  robes,  and  was 
escorted  into  Scanlon  Banquet  Hall 
so  the  convocation  could  begin. 

Vice  President  of  Academic 
Affairs  Bob  Hayes  introduced  all 
the  speakers,  including  professor 
Marsha  Marotta,  Senior  Class 


President  Courtney  Sarantos,  Ryan 
O’Connell,  Denise  Ammirato- 
Hughes,  and  President  Dobelle. 

President  Dobelle  gave  a moving 
speech  about  poverty  in  America  and  then 
introduced  the  special  guest  Gov.  Patrick. 

Gov.  Patrick  spoke 
about  the  4,000  jobs  he  created 

and  how  Massachusetts  is  getting 
jobs  faster  than  47  other  states. 

He  also  shared  a story 

about  his  past.  He  said  he  had  a 
rough  past  when  he  lived  in  Chicago. 

His  story  was  a rags-to- 

riches  type,  where  he,  his  mother,  and 


his  sister  all  shared  one  room.  Every 
third  night  he  would  sleep  on  the  floor 
because  they  would  all  have  to  share  a 
bunk  bed  and  have  to  switch  off  he  said. 

Even  though  he  didn’t  have 
much  growing  up,  he  ended  up  going  to 
Milton  Academy  in  Massachusetts , which 
was  his  first  time  coming  to  the  state. 

Gov.  Patrick  told  the 
senior  class  to  continue  being  a 
generation  that  reaches  out  and  goes 
the  extra  step  to  help  one  another. 

He  said  to  pass  that  on  through 
the  generations.  “That’s  all  I ask  of 
you,  that’s  all  I hope  of  you,”  he  said. 

In  an  exclusive  interview 
with  The  Voice,  Gov.  Patrick  said  that 
it  is  important  to  be  civically  engaged 
“for  two  reasons:  one  is  it’s  your 
government,  it’s  not  somebody  else’s 
government,  it’s  not  some  abstract 
government,  it’s  your  government 
and  it  ought  to  reflect  you,  the  best  of 
who  you  are,  the  best  what  we  want.” 

He  continued  to  say,  “if 
you  sit  it  out  and  ^ leave  it  to  the 
professional  politicians  and  the  pundits 
and  the  pollsters  and  all  that  then 
you’ll  get  the  same  old,  same  old. 

“But  if  you  want  real  change, 
if  you  want  to  move  the  agenda,  then 
you  got  to  get  involved,”  he  said. 

If  he  could  say  one  thing  to  the 
students  of  Westfield  State  University, 
Gov.  Patrick  said,  “care  about  the 
future  for  all  of  us,  not  just  yourself.” 

He  said  he  worked  for  the 
Clinton  Administration  and  he  now 
lives  in  Milton,  MA  with  his  family.

Don’t  get  a ticket:  Parking  changes  at  WSU

Westfield  State  has 
experiencedalotof  changes  this 
year:  a new  name,  new  majors, 
new  downtown  apartments 
and  probably  the  most  talked 
about  change,  the  new  parking 
regulations  on  campus. 

If  students  have  not 
read  the  email  notifications  or 
noticed  the  parking  changes 
already,  they  may  be  subject 
to  fines  if  their  cars  are  found 
parked  in  the  wrong  lot. 

There  seems  to 
be  mixed  emotions  about 
these  changes.  Junior  Brad 
Calandrella  admits  the 
changes  do  not  really  bother 
him.  As  a student  commuter 


Calandrella  says,  “most  of 
my  classes  are  in  Ely,  so 
I usually  just  park  behind 
Dickinson  HaU  or  in  Junijjer.” 

Alex  B rean , a first  time 
commuter,  said  he  is  quickly 
learning  that  rolUng  out  of 
bed  five  minutes  before  class 
is  not  going  to  work  this  year. 

“Last  year,  it  was 
a lot  easier  going  to  classes 
when  I lived  on  campus. 
Now  I have  to  leave  about  a 
half-hour  before  my  class  to 
beat  the  morning  commute, 
and  then  drive  around  for 
fifteen  minutes  just  to  find 
a parking  spot,”  Brean  said. 

Another  distraught 
student  Joseph  Bushior  said, 
“I  would  like  to  voice  to  the 
school  that  the  commuters 


are  requesting  more  parking 
spaces,  especially  since  there 
is  always  about  15  open  spots 
right  next  to  Ely  (the  spaces  that 
are  now  reserved  for  faculty/ 
staff  only).  Also,  they  took 
away  about  80  spots  from  us 
this  year,  what  did  they  expect 
would  happen  to  all  of  us?” 

There  have  been  a 
few  changes  to  the  parking 
in  front  of  Scanlon  Hall.  The 
original  spots  of  two-hour 
parking  have  been  moved  up 
towards  the  front  entrance  to 
expand  faculty/staff  parking. 
Along  Scanlon  Road,  outside 
Welch  HaU  once  was  M decal 
resident  parking.  Faculty /staff 
parking  has  now  replaced 
these  spaces  as  weU.  Also,  the 
lot  between  Dickinson  HaU 


and  the  Maintenance/Trade 
Department  includes  spots 
reserved  for  faculty/staff. 

The  lot  outside 
ConUn  HaU,  which  is  part  of 
the  Apartment  Complex,  is 
resident  parking.  However, 
in  that  parking  lot  there  are 
four  special  reserved  spots. 
Those  spots  are  also  reserved 
for  faculty /staff  parking.  Right 
next  to  that  is  the  Dickinson 
Lot.  This  lot  is  now  parking 
for  commuters  and  C/E  decals. 

The  Juniper  Park 
Lot  provides  spaces  for 
commuters,  residents,  visitors, 
and  for  faculty/staff.  The 
middle  rows  in  the  lot  are 
spots  where  commuters  and

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Bookstore  opens  doors  for  textbook  rentals

If  you  are  a 
procrastinator  or  just  found 
out  you  need  to  buy  another 
textbook  for  this  semester, 
then  why  not  try  renting?  The 
bookstore  on  campus  now 
offers  some  books  for  rental. 

Be  advised,  however, 
that  these  rentals  are  in 
small  quantities  depending 
on  the  textbook  and  in 
some  cases  are  not  offered. 

Book  rentals  can  be 
almost  50%  less  than  new  ones. 

Going  through  the 
bookstore  and  the  bookstore 
website  is  actually  very 
easy:  you  only  need  to  find 
the  book  for  your  course(s) 
and  choose  from  the  three 
options:  new,  used,  or  rental. 

If  you  choose 
rental,  you  will  be  asked 
to  read  a user  agreement 
policy,  which  explains  the 
rules  about  highlighting 
and  writing  in  the  books. 

The  document  also 
goes  over  the  condition  the 
text  has  to  be  in  when  returned.

A different  textbook 
option  available  to  students 
that  should  be  mentioned  is 
the  purchase  of  eTextbooks. 

This  is  purchasing 
your  book  in  digital  format. 
It  will  have  all  the  charts, 
text,  etc.  of  the  textbook. 

The  only 

difference  is  that  the 
book  is  on  your  computer 
instead  of  in  your  hand. 

While  it  is  cheaper 
than  buying  a new  or  used 
book  from  the  Westfield 
State  bookstore,  it  is  more 
expensive  than  renting 


for  anyone  who  is  renting 
is  to  read  the  return  policy 
before  ordering  whether 
you  rent  through  the  school 
bookstore  or  through  an  online 
textbook  rental  company. 

If  you  rent 
textbooks  through  the 
university,  the  books  need 
to  be  picked  up  at  the 
bookstore  here  on  campus. 

The  date  of  pick- 
up is  usually  two  to  three 
days  after  ordering.  All  the 
workers  at  the  bookstore 
provide  help,  if  needed, 
with  picking  up  the  book(s). 

After  you  sign  the 
invoice  for  the  textbook(s), 
you  will  receive  an  invoice  of 
the  transaction  along  in  bold 
italics  that  the  books  have  to  be 
returned  the  last  day  of  finals. 

Another  option  in 
renting  is  to  use  an  online 
rental  company.  One  such 
online  company,  Chegg’s, 
offers  a larger  selection  of 
rentals  and  will  ship  your 
book(s)  to  you  usually 
within  a week  after  ordering. 

You  can  pay  a 

option  on 

- ranging  close  to  $100. 

There  are  also  many 
disadvantages  to  this  format. 

The  first  among 
these  is  that  the  textbooks  are 
generally  compatible  only 
with  full  screen  computers, 
and  not  devices  like  the 
nook  or  other  e-readers. 

You  are  also 

limited  in  reading  the 

textbook  only  where  you 
can  bring  your  laptop. 

If  you  want  or  need  to 
take  your  book  into  class,  be 
prepared  to  pack  your  laptop. 

You  are  not 

limited  by  Internet  access. 

Another  major 
disadvantage  to  using  this 
method  is  that  once  you 


shipping  if  you  choose. 

For  every  textbook 
you  rent,  Chegg’s  wiU  plant 
a tree.  Please  note  that  if  you 
choose  to  go  with  Chegg’s  or 
another  online  rented  company, 
it  is  your  responsibility 
to  ship  the  book(s)  back. 

There  are  several 
options  for  the  duration  of  the 
rental:  half  a semester,  quarter 
of  a semester,  and  full  semester. 

Although  a few 
students  have  expressed 
disappointment  with 

rented  textbooks,  one 
should  not  be  discouraged 
from  trying  out  rentals. 

Students  should 
compare  prices  on  textbook 
rental  websites:  many  sites 
vary  with  price,  quantity, 
and  variety.  Also,  the 
online  companies  make  it 
easy  to  return  a textbook. 

Although  rentals 
cannot  be  sold  back,  you 
may  find  that  with  renting 
textbooks,  you  will  have 
a lot  more  cash  in  your 
pocket  at  the  end  of  the  day. 

textbooks 

download  your  book  you  are 
unable  to  return  it  for  a refund. 

If  you  decide  to 
drop  a class,  you  are  still 
stuck  paying  for  the  book. 

In  addition,  if 
something  happens  to  your 
computer,  you  lose  your  book, 
and  you  are  only  allowed  to  put 
the  book  on  two  computers. 

Currently  very  few 
books  are  in  the  eTextbook 
format,  although  in  the  coming 
years  that  is  sure  to  change.

The  battle,  however, 
may  not  be  between 
Democrats  and  Republicans. 

The  battle  may 

come  between  more  moderate 
Republicans  and  the  determined 
Tea  Party  Movement. 

The  Tea  Party  group 
is  just  that— a movement— 
not  an  actual  party.  This 
group,  however,  has  stirred 

up  quite  a bit  of  trouble 

within  the  Republican  Party. 

For  example, 

Lisa  Murkowski,  Alaskan 
Senator,  claims  that  the  Tea 
Party  Express  sabotaged  her 
campaign  and  she  now  faces 
the  daunting  task  of  winning 
with  a write-in  campaign. 

Senator  Murkowski 
also  points  blame  to  Republican 
Senator  Jim  DeMint,  who 
supportedherTeaParty  candidate 


opponent  Joe  Miller  and 
Christine  O’Donnell,  who  beat 
the  Republican  Representative 
in  Delaware’s  Primary. 

Murkowski 
argues  that  DeMint  has  further 
strengthened  the  divide, 
claiming  she  does  not,  “think 
that  it’s  particularly  helpful  to 
undercut  fellow  Republicans, 
but  as  I say,  it’s  his  prerogative.” 

A fiill-on  civil 
war  may  not  materialize, 
but  discord,  disagreement, 
and  dissent  are  likely  to 
contribute  to  an  outright  battle. 

Some  Republicans 
and  Democrats  too,  speculate 
that  the  Tea  Party  Movement’s 
ultra-conservatives  will  be 
unable  to  win  over  an  entire 
state  in  the  mid-term  elections. 

This  would  be 
an  accurate  assessment.  The 
Tea  Party  Movement,  while 
moving  full  sp)eed  ahead,  does 
not  have  the  “fan  base”— or 
rather,  the  voter  support,  to 
make  a significant  difference 
in  the  political  landscape  of 
Congress  .The  candidates  are  too 
extreme  and  too  conservative. 

While  they  may 
procure  supportfor  their  views  on 
the  federal  deficit  or  for  the  anti- 
big government  stance,  in  the 
end  they  are  all  playing  the  game 


they  have  so  often  criticized. 

Tea  Party  Movement 
candidates  utilize  the  same 
devices  that  aU  of  the  other 
Democrat  and  Republican 
candidates  use,  and  will  still  end 
up  as  part  of  the  big  government 
nowprevalentintheUnitedStates. 

While  there 

exists  the  possibility  of  Tea 
Party  Movement  candidates 
winning  elections  in  November, 
the  more  realistic  potential 
outcome  is  the  movement’s 
practice  of  self-destructive 
behavior  for  the  Republicans. 

The  Tea  Party 
Movement  faction  causes 
dissension  within  the  GOP 
and  will  result  in  a bigger  win 
for  Democrats  in  November. 

If  these  candidates 
do  win  any  seats  in  November, 
the  Tea  Party  Movement  will 
eventually  fizzle  out.  Although 
the  issues  of  unemployment 
and  big  government  may 
still  be  relevant  issues  in 
the  future,  this  movement 
lacks  a definitive,  solid  set  of 
ideals,  issues,  and  positions.

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Different  sleep  cycles  affect  can  help  improve  academic  scores

Thacher  recently  wrote  the 
article:  “University  Students 
and  ‘The  All  Nigh  ter.’” 

In  this  article, 
Thacher  refers  to  her 
2008  sleep  study  of 
college-aged  adolescents. 

Thacher  learned 
not  only  how  long,  but  also 
when  and  how  well  sleep 
affects  mood,  energy  levels  and 
academic  scores  of  young  adults . 

Thacher’s  article 
focuses  on  the  fact  that  there 
are  many  reasons  that  teenagers 
have  fallen  victim  to  a seemingly 
constant  lack  of  adequate  sleep. 

One  explanation  is 
that  due  to  cultural  and  social 
impacts , young  adults  are  driven 
to  stay  up  later  at  night,  creating 
a yearning  for  sleeping-in. 

Adults,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  the  complete  opposite. 


Due  to  their 
obligations,  responsibilities 
and  interests,  they  are  more 
likely  to  head  to  bed  earlier 
and  rise  as  early  birds. 

• Here  a problem 
arises:  adults  play  a major 
role  in  the  structuring  and 
scheduling  of  teens’  lives. 

Due  to  the  conflict 
of  interest  on  the  matter 
of  sleep,  teens’  schedules 
are  pre-determined  to 
hinder  more  than  they  help. 

So  what  are  teens 
to  do?  Continue  in  the  constant 
cycle  of  late-night  activities 
and  early  morning  grogginess? 

An  article  published 
on  high-existence.com  lends 
a helping  hand  by  showing 
that  there  are  alternatives  to 
the  standard  six  to  eight  hour, 
or  monophasic,  sleep  cycle. 

There  are 

actually  five  major  sleep 
cycles  that  have  both  a good 
track  record  of  effectiveness 
and  that  are  recognized  by 


the  scientific  community. 

These  alternatives 
are  referred  to  as  polyphasic 
sleep  cycles  due  to  the  fact 
that  one  sleeps  more  than 
once  in  any  given  day. 

The  Uberman  cycle 
is  designed  so  that  the  user 
is  to  take  a twenty  to  thirty 
minute  nap  every  four  hours. 

A high  reporting 
of  lucid  dreaming  is 
one  benefit  associated 
with  the  Uberman  cycle. 

The  major 

drawback  however,  is  that 
one  missed  nap  can  result 
in  feeling  miserably  tired. 

The  Every  Man 

Cycle  is  comprised  of  one 
longer  core  nap  with  a few 
twenty  to  thirty  minute 
naps  throughout  the  day. 

The  Every  Man 

Cycle  is  highly  accessible 
because  it  is  very  adjustable. 

One  could  take  a 
three  hour  core  nap  with  three 
twenty  minute  naps  just  as 


easily  as  one  could  take  a one 
and  a half  hour  core  nap  with 
four  or  five  twenty  minute  naps. 

Also,  there  is  the 
Dymaxion  Cycle.  This  is  the 
most  extreme  of  all  of  the  cycles . 

The  Dymaxion 
cycle  is  set  so  that  every 
six  hours  you  should 
take  a thirty-minute  nap. 

Although  this  is  the 
most  extreme  of  the  Cycles  it 
is  also  the  most  efficient  due 
to  the  fact  that  it  leaves  one 
with  the  most  useable  time. 

Lastly  is  the 
Biphasic  Cycle,  which 
is  most  like  what  many 
college  students  adapt  to. 

Biphasic  Cyclists 
sleep  for  four  to  five  hours 
each  night  with  one  ninety- 
minute  nap  around  noon. 

Although  this 
Cycle  may  be  one  of  the  easiest 
to  adapt  to,  it  is  not  quite  as 
efficient  as  the  other  options. 

Now  is  time  to 
consider  which  option  will 


work  best  for  you  individually. 

All  of  the  sleep 
cycles  show  a history  of 
effectiveness,  but  unfortunately 
it  can  become  a burden  to  be 
the  only  person  you  know 
who  is  awake  at  3:30  A.M. 

People  who  have 
tried  any  of  the  polyphasic 
cycles  urge  newcomers  to 
take  up  a hobby  that  they 
can  partake  in  during  their 
newly  acquired  free  time. 

Also,  veteran 
polyphasic  cyclists  insist  that 
simply  changing  your  sleeping 
patterns  will  not  fix  everything. 

Anyone  and 

everyone  should  try  to  lead 
as  healthy  and  active  lives  as 
possible,  in  addition  to  choosing 
the  correct  sleep  style  for  them.

By  a fluke  his  flight 
was  held  back  and 
the  rest  of  his  detail 
who  went  on  to  the 


ship  as  planned  were 
killed.  He  starred  in 
numerous  films,  one 
of  his  most  recogniz- 
able being  “Butch 
Cassidy  and  the  Sun- 
dance Kid,”  along- 
side actor  and  friend 
Robert  Redford.  One 
of  his  last  works  be- 
fore his  death  was  in 
2006  when  he  pro- 
vided the  voice  of  the 
retired  automobile 
racecar  Doc  Hudson 
in  the  Pixar  film  Cars . 


Stories  by  Anton  Chekhov:  Review

Anton  Chekhov 
has  been  called  the  father 
of  the  modem  short 
story,  and  rightfully  so. 

I recently  finished 
Barnes  and  Nobles’  publication 
of  his  Ward  No.  6 and  Other 
Stories,  and  I was  floored. 

From  Chekhov’s 
descriptive  language  to  his 
focus  on  mood  and  setting, 
I couldn’t  put  it  down. 

Ward  No.  6 and 
Other  Stories  includes  the  title 
story,  and  countless  others  - 
some  well  known,  some  less  so. 

Each  story 

has  something  unique, 
whether  it  is  a subtle  nuance 
or  character  description. 

Each  is 

wonderfully  detailed  and 
filled  with  memorable  lines. 

“On  The  Road”, 
the  first  of  my  four  favorite 
stories,  tells  the  tale  of  Liharev, 
a 42-year-old  homeless  man 
that  has  never  done  a terrible 
thing  in  his  life,  yet  his 


consciousness  weighs  on  him. 

He  meets  a group 
of  travelers,  and  becomes 
friends  with  a dying  woman. 

Some  of  Chekhov’s 
mostmemorable,yetmelancholy 
lines  come  from  this  story. 

On  page  53,  for 

example,  “Not  a day  passes 
but  one  makes  acquaintance 
with  somebody  one 

would  give  one’s  soul  for. 

There  are  ever 
so  many  more  good  people 
than  bad  in  this  world.” 

One  of  the  things  that 
makes  Chekhov  so  enjoyable  is 
that  no  matter  who  you  are  or 
where  you  come  from,  his  words 
resonate  and  connect  with  you. 

“Typhus”  may 

be  short  but  it’s  still  great. 

It  is  about  a young 
lieutenant  named  Klimov 
and  how  he  contracts  typhus. 

“In  Exile”  is  about 
Siberia,  and  how,  even 
there,  there  is  happiness. 

For  fear  of  spoiling  it, 
my  lips  are  sealed.  Purchase  the 
book  to  find  out  what  happens 
next  in  each  of  these  stories. 

“Ward  No.  6”  is  my 


favorite  story  out  of  the  entire 
book.  Andrey  Yefimitch  is  a 
doctor  entrusted  with  the  care  of 
the  mentally  unstable  patients 
who  reside  in  Ward  No.  6. 

He  unexpectedly 
befriends  one  patient,  Ivan 
Dimitrich,  with  whom  he 
has  inteUigent  conversations 
for  hours  every  day. 

However,"  the 

peculiarity  of  this  relationship 
leads  to  everything  going 

socially  downhill  for  Andrey. 

One  of  the  story’s  key 
lines  is  on  page  205,  “A  man’s 
peace  and  contentment  do  not  lie 
outside  a man,  but  in  himself.” 

AH  in  aU,  these  stories 
taught  me  many  things  about  life 
and  death,  and  they  let  me  see 
the  world  in  a new  perspective. 

If  you  are  a fan  of 
short  stories  or  just  want  to  read 
something  different,  pick  up 
Ward  No. 6.  You  will  not  regret  it.

With  singles  such  as  “My 
Last  Serenade,”  and  “Fixation  on 
Darkness”,  the  record  showed  the  rock 
world  that  a hardcore  band  can  use 
both  heavy  breaks  and  riffs  and  project 
emotion  with  softer  sung  choruses. 

Thebandhitaminorspeedbump 
when  Leach  resigned  due  to  depression 


and  other  emotional  problems. 
Howard  Jones,  with  whom  the  band 
continued  to  gain  fame,  replaced  him. 

Their  first  album  with  Jones, 
“The  End  of  Heartache,”  would  go  on 
to  be  nominated  for  a Grammy  Award. 

They  have  continued  to  prove 
that  Massachusetts  is  acathedral  of  metal 


with  the  releases  of  “As  Daylight  Dies” 
(2006)  and  their  recent  self-titled  album 
(2009)  featuring  the  single,  “Save  Me.” 

KSE  has  toured  the  world 
and  the  United  States  numerous 
times  making  headlines  on  Warped 
Tour,  Taste  of  Chaos,  and  Ozzfest. 

If  you  haven’t  seen 
Killswitch  live,  go  see  them. 

Even  if  you  don’t  like  metal, 
it  is  worth  going  to  a show  just  to  see 
the  crazy  antics  of  guitarist  Adam 
Dutkiewicz  who  has  been  known  to 
wear  a cape,  short-shorts,  and  even 
on  one  occasion  a Katy  Perry  t-shirt.

Weezer  back  on  track  with  new  album

In  a musical  world  that  seems  to 
be  dominated  by  autotune , drum  machines , 
and  not-so-hard-rock  one  can  look  up  to  a 
band  like  Weezer  to  bring  a little  bit  of  soul 
back  into  the  music  business ...  or  can  they? 

Weezer  has  now  released  three 
albums  in  three  years,  beginning  in 
2008  with  their  third  self-titled  album 
(known  to  most  as  the  Red  Album)  which 
was  not  too  different  from  the  band’s 
early  days  with  rock-out-loud  hit’s  like 
“Pork  N’  Beans”  and  “Troublemaker.”

Rattitude,  Weezer  split  from  then- 
long  time  label  Interscope,  and 

signed  on  with  Epitah  Records. 

Luckily  Weezer’s  new 
album  Hurley  is  a step  back  in 
the  right  direction...  kind  of. 

The  album  still  features  a 

number  of  Co- Writers/musicians,  but 
there  is  more  old  school  raw  rock  feel  to  it. 

The  album  takes  a Uttle 
bit  of  time  to  get  used  to,  but  it’s 

definitely  a step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  first  single  “Memories” 
was  written  solely  by  Cuomo  and  tells 
a story  of  some  of  his  favorite  times 
on  the  road  throughout  the  years. 

Other  tracks  like  “Ruling 
Me”  and  “Run  Away”  have  similar 
sound  to  that  of  classic  albums  like 
The  Blue  Album  and  Pinkerton. 

My  only  true  complaint  is  that 
there  is  nary  a guitar  solo  on  the  entire 
album,  even  though  Rivers  Cuomo 
is  known  to  be  an  excellent  guitarist.

I’ve  been  listening 
to  Meteora  a lot.  A whole 
lot.  One  of  my  three  room- 
mates brought  his  copy,  and 
it’s  a favorite  of  his,  and  so 
in  turn  I’ve  become  rather 
numb  to  it. 

Just  kidding,  and 
sorry  for  that  horrible  pun.  I 
make  this  point  because  I’ve 
heard  a lot  of  Linkin  Park 
lately. 

I know  what  Linkin 
Park  sounds  like.  Mike 
Shinoda’s  rapping,  Chester 
Bennington’s  soaring  vocals, 
industrial  drum  beats,  heavy 
guitars  and  synths,  and  the 
occaisional  distorted  turn- 
table are  staples. 

This  record  does  not 
sound  like  Linkin  Park. 

This  is  not  a dis- 
couragement. I am  simply 
saying  the  band  has  grown 
musically  since  they  bashed 
out  Hybrid  Theory  back  in 
2000. 

They  really  started 
searching  for  a new  sound 
on  their  2007  record  Min- 
utes To  Midnight,  where 
they  hooked  up  with  su- 
perproducer Rick  Rubin 
(Run-DMC,  Red  Hot  Chili 
Peppers,  Johnny  Cash). 

Again,  paired  with 
Rubin,  the  band  who  once 
declared  they  were  “One 
Step  Closer”  now  sounds 
like  occasional  Radiohead- 
imitators  Coldplay  with 
a little  Nine  Inch  Nails 
meshed  in  for  good  measure. 

The  set  is  comprised 
mostly  of  ballads  with  a 
rockers  closer  to  their  old 


style  thrown  in  for  good 
measure. 

First  single 

“Wretches  And  Kings”  is 
one  of  those  rockers,  a de- 
liberate tribute  to  their  major 
influence  Public  Enemy. 

One  of  the  few 
tracks  where  Mike  Shinoda 
raps,  he  starts  each  of  his 
verses  with  Chuck  D’s 
iconic  “Base!  How  low  can 
you  go?” 

The  band  uses  their 
typical  scratching  and  heavy 
riffs,  all  underpinned  by  an 
808-drum  machine  I image 
Rubin  actually  used  working 
with  Public  Enemy. 

Although  this  foray 
in  their  comfort  zone  is  suc- 
cessful, the  band  chooses  to 
focus  on  their  ballads. 

Many  are  Coldplay- 
esque,  but  the  band  also 
incorporates  enough  bits  and 
pieces  from  other  bands-U2 
on  “Iridescent”,  NIN  on 


“The  Catalyst”,  The  Roots’ 
and  Radiohead’s  latest  re- 
cords on  interludes-and  their 
own  electronics  to  make  the 
sound  their  own. 

Most  songs  have 
some  steady  drum  machine 
pattern,  and  Chester  Ben- 
nington’s mix  of  gorgeous 
straight  singing  and  scream- 
ing is  unmistakable. 

One  of  the  band’s 
greatest  strengths  which 
always  set  it  apart  from 
other  “Nu  Metal”  groups  is 
Bennington’s  gift  for  melo- 
dy, and  on  “Waiting  For  The 
End”  its  in  full  force. 

The  album  closes 
on  a surprising  note.  “The 
Messenger”  is  another  bal- 
lad, but  instead  of  a track 
in  the  style  of  “Numb”  or 
Coldplay  we  are  treated  to 
an  acoustic  guitar-piano-har- 
monica number  with  Ben- 
nington singing  solo. 

It  sounds  like  some- 


thing off  of  Rick  Rubin’s 
collaborations  with  Johnny 
Cash,  and  like  Cash  on  those 
records  Bennington  is  both 
emotive  and  hoarse  (in  a 
good  way). 

In  the  end,  Linkin 
Park  has  done  a pretty  good 
job  of  switching  to  a more 
“mature”  sound. 

While  old  fans  may 
be  turned  off,  for  those 
open-minded  enough  the 
band  has  created  a great 
headphones  listen. 

Not  every  song  is 
distinct  as  a song,  which  is 
an  unfortunate  byproduct  of 
the  focus  on  sonic  detail,  but 
the  band  is  definitely  grow- 
ing into  their  second  phase. 

Hopefully  their 
next  will  the  be  the  record 
on  which  they  break  this 
habit  and  craft  the  sonic 
masterpiece  they’re  defi- 
nitely capable  of.

Emotions  always 
run  high  when  two  football 
rivals  face  each  other  and 
this  game  was  no  exception. 

For  the  first  time  in 
four  years,  the  President’s 
Cup  is  going  to  Western 
New  England  College  after 
they  defeated  Westfield 
State  17-10  last  Saturday. 

The  loss  brings 
the  Owls’  record  to  1- 
2 on  the  young  season. 

After  both  teams 
failed  to  score  in  the  first 
quarter,  the  Golden  Bears  got 
on  the  scoreboard  first  when 
quarterback  Bryce  Brown  ran 
into  the  end  zone  for  a one-yard 
score  to  complete  an  85 -yard 
drive  early  in  the  second  quarter. 

Westfield  countered 
with  a 37-yard  field  goal 
from  kicker  Chris  Stengel 
near  the  end  of  the  half. 

The  first  half  ended 
with  a WNEC  field  goal 
with  five  seconds  left  on  the 
clock  to  make  the  score  10-3 
going  into  the  locker  rooms. 

The  play  of  the  game 
came  midway  through  the 
third  quarter  by  the  WNEC 


defense  when  linebacker  Dylan 
Chandler  intercepted  a Tyler 
Dow  pass  at  WNEC’s  2-yard 
line  and  scampered  all  the 
way  for  a 98-yard  touchdown. 

The  one  blemish  didn’t 
stop  Dow,  however,  as  he  threw  a 
10-yard  touchdown  pass  to  Evan 
Bemeche  early  in  the  fourth 
quarter  to  make  the  score  17-10. 

Unfortunately,  a 
Westfield  fumble  in  WNEC 
territory  late  in  the  fourth 
quarter  hurt  the  Owls’  chances 
of  making  a comeback. 

Though  the  Owls  lost 
the  game,  it  was  a good  bounce 
back  effort  from  Tyler  Dow  after 
the  tough  loss  to  Montclair.  He 
threw  for  180  yards  on  18  of  39 
passing  with  one  touchdown 
and  just  one  interception. 

Dow  got  a lot  of 
help  Bemeche  (6  catches 
for  74  yards)  and  his  other 
wide  receivers  as  CJ. 

Franklin  added 

6 catches  for  45  yards 
and  helped  a lot  in  the 
return  game  for  the  Owls. 

Westfield’s  defense 
performed  very  well  in  the 
game,  only  allowing  199 
yards  of  total  offense  to  the 
Golden  Bears  - well  below 
their  season  average  of  276

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What  should  happen  to  cheaters  in  the  game

Throughout  the  history 
of  sports,  there  has  always  been 
a problem  with  cheating  in  all 
levels  of  the  sporting  world. 

From  players  listed 
in  the  Mitchell  Report  to 
athletes  betting  on  games, 
cheating  is  a major  issue. 

This  discussion  brings 
us  to  our  major  question:  should 
players  who  have  cheated  or 
misrepresented  their  sports 
still  hold  their  respective 
stats,  records  and  awards?

Vince  Young 
would  have  won  the  Heisman 
Trophy  in  2005  and  Roger  Maris 
would  have  the  single  season 
record  for  home  runs  at  61. 

Suppose  Pete 

Rose’s  stats,  records  and 
accomplishments  were  erased 
because  he  bet  on  b^eball 
games  as  the  Reds’  manager. 
One  of  the  best  baseball 
players  of  all  time  would  have 
been  deleted  from  history. 

Rose  is  the  MLB 
record  holder  for  most  career 
hits,  most  games  played  and  the 
most  career  runs  by  a switch 
hitter  - along  with  many  other 
records,  the  course  of  history  in 
baseball  would  be  completely 
different  if  his  stats  were  erased. 

I believe  at  this  point 
in  time  that  going  back  and 
entirely  disregarding  what 
players  have  accomplished 
in  their  particular  sports  is  a 


ridiculous  and  stubborn  idea. 

How  does  anybody 
decide  how  much  and  to  what 
extent  players  have  cheated? 

When  the  talk  of  the 
most  recent  issue  of  cheating 
including  Reggie  Bush  comes 
to  mind,  I don’t  understand 
how  people  could  expect  him  to 
give  up  his  Heisman. 

Although  Bush  claims 
that  his  decision  to  give  up  the 
trophy  was  fully  his  choosing, 
I don’t  believe  that  he  would 
voluntarily  give  it  up  unless  he 
felt  he  was  forced  to  do  that.

there  will  always  be  a hand  full 
of  players  who  don’t  lead  by 
example  and  do  the  right  things.

Patriots  Randy  Moss  reaches  150  career  TDs

New  England  wide 
receiver  Randy  Moss  became 
the  fourth  player  in  NFL  his- 
tory to  reach  150  career  touch- 
downs with  a jaw-dropping, 
one-handed  34-yard  catch  in 
the  Patriots’  28-14  loss  to  the 
New  York  Jets  on  Sunday. 

After  a 46-yard  com- 
pletion to  Aaron  Hernandez  on 
third-and-10,  Tom  Brady  found 
Moss,  who  reached  up,  snagged 
the  pass  over  his  shoulder  with 
his  right  hand  - with  Darrelle  Re- 
vis  trailing  him  - for  a touchdown 
with  53  seconds  left  in  the  half. 

His  left  hand 
never  touched  the  ball. 
“I  saw  him  flashing  down 
the  middle,  so  I gave  him 
a chance,”  Brady  said.  “He 
made  a great  catch.  He  can

make  those  kinds  of  catches.” 
The  milestone  score  gave 
the  Patriots  a 14-7  lead. 

“Regardless  of  the 
touchdown,  the  one-handed 


catch,  my  teammates  com- 
mended me  on  it,”  Moss  said, 
“but  we  didn’t  win  the  game.” 

He  is  the  second 
wide  receiver  to  have  at  least 
150  career  scores.  Moss  has 
149  receiving  touchdowns 
and  another  on  a punt  return. 

He  trails  only  Jerry 
Rice  (208),  Emmitt  Smith  (175) 
and  LaDainian  Tomlinson  (153). 

Moss  was  held  to 
two  catches  for  38  yards,  even 
after  Antonio  Cromartie  re- 
placed the  injured  Revis  at 
comerback  in  the  second  half. 

“I  reaUy  don’t  have 
anything  to  say,”  Moss  said. 
“I  was  just  making  a play. 
My  job  is  to  go  out  here  and 
move  the  ball  and  score  touch- 
downs. I don’t  think  I did 
a good  job  of  that  today.”

Registrar  John  Ohotnicky  who  has  been  working  on  the  degree  audit 
for  the  past  two  years  smiles  as  his  project  goes  into  full  effect.

This  fall,  the 

Registrar’s  Office  is  implementing 
a program  called  a degree  audit. 

This  new  tool  will  help 
students  track  and  keep  control  over 
classes  they  have  taken,  need  to  take,  and 
what  classes  are  available  for  them  to  take . 

The  online  degree  audit  that 
will  be  accessed  via  the  myWestfield 
portal  will  be  available  to  students, 
faculty  advisors,  and  administrators. 

This  audit  is  all  online 
and  available  24  hours  a day. 

It  evaluates  every 
aspect  of  the  completion  of  a 
degree;  major  and  concentration, 
minor,  and  core  requirements. 

Registrar  John  Ohotnicky, 
who  has  been  working  on  this  project  for 
two  years,  said,  “Additionally,  the  audit 
will  give  students  ‘advise’  on  how  to 
satisfy  the  requirement  and  warn  students 
if  they  have  not  met  other  important 
non-course  requirements,  like  minimum 
GPA’s  and  residence  requirements.” 

The  process  of  developing 
this  audit  began  as  part  of  a strategic 
planning  idea  to  support  and 
enhance  academic  advising,  he  said. 

The  current  procedure  that  is 
in  place  is  limited  because  it  only  reviews 
the  core  requirements,  leaving  out  the 
requirements  for  major  and  minor,  which 
tend  to  be  lost  in  the  shuffle  and  sometimes 
forgotten  come  time  for  graduation. 


“Other  requirements  are 
manually  reviewed  and  for  graduation 
often  left  students  and  advisors  surprised 
when  missing  requirements  were 
discovered  in  the  student’s  final  semester. 

“The  new  audit  will  make 
the  entire  process  more  open,  accurate 
and  easy  to  follow,”  Ohotnicky  said. 

He  said  that  this  software 
will  be  sophisticated  enough  where  the 


Registrar’s  Office  can  respond  quickly  to 
a problem  and  correct  and  adjust  hundreds 
of  audits  with  a simple  click  of  a button. 

Students  will  be  able  to 
keep  track  of  their  own  progress  toward 
graduation,  but  their  advisors  will  also 
have  access  so  there  is  no  more  confusion. 

“Everybody  will  be 
using  the  same  tool.  It  takes  the 
guessing  game  out  of  what  your 


requirements  are,”  Ohotnicky  said. 

“We’re  hoping  we  can 
use  this  tool  to  better  plan  course 
offerings,”  he  said,  “so  that  it  can 
give  us  more  information  and  more 
data  to  make  better  decisions.” 

He  also  said,  “The  audit 
will  help  streamline  the  course-selection 
aspect  of  advising  so  students  and  faculty 
can  discuss  more  significant  issues  like 
research  options,  internships,  graduate 
school,  career  choices,  and  much  more.” 

Another  thing  this  audit  can 
do  is  give  students  “what-if’  audits. 

Without  actually  changing 
their  major,  students  and  advisors  can 
determine  different  combinations  of 
major/minor  requirements  while  looking 
at  which  classes  they  have  already  taken. 

This  helps  because  if  a 
student  is  thinking  of  changing  majors  or 
declaring  a minor,  they  will  know  what 
classes  they  have  taken  that  have  counted 
toward  that  or  how  many  and  which 
classes  they  have  to  take 
to  complete  it,  he  said. 

“For  the  large  number  of 
undeclared  students,  this  tool  should 
be  particularly  helpful  to  select  courses 
toward  a program  while  they  are  still 
investigating  many  options  to  trying 
to  decide  on  a major,”  said  Ohotnicky. 

There  was  one  significant 
challenge,  Ohotnicky  said,  that  he  faced 
and  that  was  determining  student’s 
concentration  in  majors  that  require  one. 

Such  majors  are  biology.

12th  annual  walk  to  cure  cancer

October  1,  2010 

marks  the  start  of  the  26tth 
annual  National  Breast  Can- 
cer Awareness  Month  and 
although  many  organizations 
are  holding  events  in  the 
coming  weeks,  the  UMass 
Memorial  Foundation  kicked 
things  off  early  this  year. 

On  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 26,  2010  UMass  Medi- 
cal School/UMass  Memorial 
Development  Office  (UMass 
Memorial  Foundation)  held 
it’s  12th  annual  Walk  to  Cure 
Cancer  in  Worcester,  Mass. 

The  Walk  to  Cure 
Cancer  is  the  largest  single- 
day fundraising  event  that 
is  held  in  central  Massa- 
chusetts and  has  helped  to 
raise  over  six  million  dol- 
lars for  cancer  research. 

Those  participat- 
ing in  the  walk  have  a 
choice  of  walking  1 or  5 
mile(s)  around  Lake  Quin- 
sigamon  in  Worcester. 

According  to  UMass 
Memorial  Foundation,  the 
goal  of  holding  this  walk 
each  year  is  to  make  impor- 
tant advances  in  “life-saving 
research  and  bringing  us  one 
step  closer  to  finding  a cure.” 


This  walk  is  unique 
in  that  it  is  not  dedicated  to 
one  si)ecific  type  of  cancer. 

Those  taking  part  in 
the  walk  are  allowed  to  walk  in- 
dividually or  as  part  of  a team. 

Teams  may  choose  to 
dedicate  their  walk  to  one  type 
of  cancer  or  someone  they 
know  affected  by  the  disease. 

Typically,  teams  who 
are  dedicating  their  walk  wear 
the  color  of  the  ribbon  asso- 
ciated with  the  cancer  they 
are  walking  for.  Each  year 
the  number  of  people  par- 
ticipating in  the  Walk  to  Cure 
Cancer  grows  and  this  event 
has  had  increasing  success. 

Although  this  event 
ended  on  Sunday,  there  are 
ways  that  you  can  help  now.

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The  Price  of  America’s  Mid-East  Empire

Upon  entering 
Baghdad,  the  commander  of  the 
victorious  forces  told  the  city’s 
inhabitants,  “Our  armies  do  not 
come  into  your  cities  and  lands 
as  conquerors  or  enemies,  but 
as  liberators. . . it  is  not  the  wish 
of  our  government  to  impose 
upon  you  alien  institutions.” 

Despite  such 

sentiments  and  high  hopes 
initially  accompanying  them, 
a revolt  against  the  self- 
proclaimed  liberators  of 
Mesopotamia  spread  through 
the  region  like  wild  fire. 

Additional  forces 
were  surged  into  the  country  and 
after  much  heavy  fighting  and 
bloodshed,  the  occupiers  were 
able  to  restore  a semblance  of 
order  and  reduce  their  number 
in  a drawdown  of  forces. 

Those  who 

remained  took  on  a less 
conspicuous  role,  stationed 
in  desert  bases  away  from  the 
local  population,  but  ready  to 
provide  air  support  if  needed 
and  spending  much  of  their  time 
training  the  new  Iraqi  forces. 

Policy  makers  far 
away  in  the  occupying  country’s 
capital  knew  that  it  was  important 
to  develop  new  and  less  direct 
means  for  maintaining  control 
over  the  strategically  important 
land  of  Iraq  and  its  oil  reserves. 

Occupying  and 

pacifying  the  land  had  been 
far  more  costly  in  lives  and 
treasure  than  any  of  the  war’s 
planners  had  anticipated. 

Like  their 

constituents,  the  elected  leaders 
of  the  occupying  country  were 
ready  to  move  on  and  focus  on 
the  economic  crisis  at  home. 

The  general  who 
had  earlier  told  the  people  of 
Baghdad  that  he  and  his  men 
had  not  come  as  conquerors 
but  instead  as  liberators  was 
not  Tommy  Franks,  s{>eaking  to 
Iraqis  after  Saddam  Hussein’s 
statue  in  Firdos  Square  had 
been  toppled  on  April  9,  2003. 


The  general’s  name 
was  F.S.  Maude,  commander  of 
British  forces  during  the  First 
World  War’s  Mesopotamian 
campaign  against  the  Ottomans, 
and  the  date  was  March  19,1917. 

Future  generations 
of  British  soldiers  invaded  Iraq 
as  well:  in  1941  after  a group 
of  Iraqi  army  officers  that  are 
sympathetic  to  and  supported 
by  the  axis  powers,  overthrew 
the  British-backed  monarch  in 
Baghdad,andmostrecently,with 
the  U.S.-led  invasion  in  2003. 

In  reality,  however,  the 
power  and  position  of  the  British 
Empire  in  the  Middle  East  had 
been  checked  and  surpassed  by 
the  United  States  nearly  half  a 
century  before  the  most  recent 
return  of  British  forces  to  Iraq. 

When  President 
Eisenhower  threatened  to  dump 
American  reserve  holdings 
of  British  sterling  and  cut  off 
all  loans  and  oil  supplies  until 
British,  French,  and  Israeli 
forces  terminated  their  invasion 
of  Egypt  in  1956,  he  provided 
an  exact  moment  to  cite  as 
the  formal  end  of  Britain  and 
France  as  imperial  powers. 

To  give  an  exact 


date  for  the  rise  of  the  U.S. 
as  an  imperial  power  in  the 
Middle  East  is  more  difficult. 

The  creation  of 
the  Arabian-American  Oil 
Company  in  1932  and  close 
relationship  with  the  House  of 
Saud  was  certainly  a foundation 
that  much  of  which  to  come 
later  was  built  off  of  and  around. 

The  most  decisive 
time  period  was  certainly  the 
aftermath  of  World  War  II 
and  the  decade  of  the  1950s. 

The  1950s  witnessed 
the  most  overt  expansion  of 
U.S.  power  to  date  in  the  region 
that  a 1945  State  Department 
memorandum  described  as  “a 
stupendous  source  of  strategic 
power,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
material  prizes  in  world  history.” 

In  1953,  the  CIA 
worked  with  British  intelligence 
to  orchestrate  the  overthrow 
of  Iranian  Prime  Minister 
Mohammed  Mossadegh. 

Mossadegh’s 
government  had  nationalized 
the  Anglo-Iranian  Oil  Company. 
After  his  subsequent  removal 
and  after  the  Shah  had  been

This  week.  President 
Barack  Obama  started  to  hit 
the  campaign  trail  in  a final 
last  gasp  effort  to  win  support 
for  democratic  candidates 
and  incumbents  in  the 
upcoming  November  elections.

For  yet  another 
group,  this  name  brings  up 
feelings  of  disappointment 
at  a failed  attempt  to  change. 
But  there  are  those  who  feel 
sympathetic  to  this  president. 

And  surely 

President  Obama  does 
deserve  some  sympathy. 

Trying  to  unite  a 
country  so  polarized  by  debates 
over  immigration,  healthcare, 
economic  problems,  and  foreign 
affairs  is  not  an  easy  task.

Even  those

policies  cannot  be  implemented. 

Of  those  that 
have  been  implemented,  the 
Recovery  Act  and  the  healthcare 
bill  are  the  two  that  stand  out. 

The  Recovery  Act, 
signed  by  Obama  in  early 
2009,  aimed  to  create  jobs  and 
boost  the  suffering  economy. 

Although  this  Act  has 
created  and  saved  jobs,  it  has 
not  had  the  effect  that  many 
Americans  were  looking  for. 

Where  does 

the  blame  go?  President 
Obama.  Did  he  write  the 
bill?  No.  Does  he  receive  a 
lot  of  the  blame  for  a still- 
suffering economy?  Of  course. 

Another  major 
policy  incentive  for  Obama 
was  the  healthcare  reform  bill. 
The  healthcare  bill,  passed 
without  a single  Republican 
vote  in  either  the  House  or 


the  Senate,  was  signed  into 
law  in  March  of  this  year. 

It  may  be  too  early  to 
tell  if  this  reform  proves 
effective,  but  the  healthcare 
debate  itself  demonstrated 
Obama’s  problem.  He 
was  unable  to  bridge  the 
partisan  gap  over  this  issue. 

As  a result, those  crying 
against  “Obamacare,”  including 
those  in  political  office  who  have 
brought  forth  lawsuits  against 
the  legislation,  have  further 
pointed  to  the  president  as  the 
culprit  behind  the  measures 
they  claim  are  unconstitutional. 

In  addition  to  these 
two,  Obama  has  been  further 
criticized  for  his  lack  of  a forceful 
response  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
oil  spill  crisis,  closing,  or  rather 
non-closing  of  the  Guantanamo 
Bay  detention  facility,  and 
the  wars  in  the  Middle  East. 

True,  Obama  should 
have  demanded  more  of 
BP  in  the  oil  spiU  crisis, 
which  in  a way,  became 
his  own  Hurricane  Katrina. 

Perhaps  more 

important,  though,  is 
the  war  in  Afghanistan. 

Although  the 

declaration  of  the  end  of  the 
combat  mission  in  Iraq  was 
announced  this  year,  the  increase 
of  troops  to  Afghanistan  did  not 
win  President  Obama  any  points . 

Rather,  he  looked 
as  though  he  was  going  back 
on  his  campaign  promises. 

Overshadowed  by 
the  deemed  “failures”  of  the 
Obama  Administration,  his 
small  successes  have  little 
weight  in  the  overall  assessment 
of  his  job  performance. 

Rarely  are  the  Lilly 
Ledbetter  Fair  Pay  Act  of  2009, 
the  reversal  of  restrictions  on 
stem  cell  research,  or  the 
extension  of  the  Hate  Crimes 
Prevention  Act  discussed 
in  assessing  Obama. 

The  truth  is, 
Obama’s  job  performance 
cannot  really  be  assessed.

reinstalled  as  ruler  of  Iran, 
a majority  of  the  oil  shares 
held  by  British  oil  companies 
prior  to  nationalization 
were  redistributed  to  their 
American  counterparts. 

The  U.S.  was  the 
main  benefactor  of  the  Shah’s 
regime  until  his  fall  in  1979 
during  the  Iranian  Revolution. 

After  checking  the 
British  and  French  in  their 
attack  on  Egypt  in  1956,  the 
U.S.  began  the  process  of 
inheriting  the  roles  that  the 
two  former  imperial  powers 
had  played  in  shoring  up 
and  protecting  pro-West 
client  regimes  in  the  region. 

Therefore,  when 
unrest  spread  through  the 
Jordanian  kingdom  in  1957,  it 
was  the  U.S.  Sixth  Fleet  that 
was  dispatched  to  the  waters 
off  of  Jordan’s  coast  rather  than 


the  ships  of  the  Royal  Navy. 

The  same  was 
true  with  Lebanon,  a 
former  colony  of  France. 

When  the  government 
of  Lebanese  President 
Camille  Chamoun  teetered 
on  the  brink  of  collapse  in 
1958,  U.S.  Marines  were 
sent  to  help  restore  order. 

1 958  also  witnessed 
the  overthrow  of  the  British- 
backed  monarchy  in  Iraq. 

A charismatic 
brigadier  general  named  Abd 
al-Karim  Qasim  led  the  coup 
but  neither  Britain  nor  the  U.S. 
was  willing  to  tolerate  another 
potential  GamalAbderNasserin 
the  region,  the  Arab  nationalist 
Egyptian  president  at  the  time. 

It  was  in  a botched 
assassination  attempt  on 
Qasim  in  1959  that  the  CIA 
first  made  contact  with  an 
individual  from  a small  town 
near  the  Iraqi  city  of  Tikrit. 


To  be  described  a 
few  years  later  by  Britain’s 
ambassador  as  a “presentable 
young  man,”  his  name 
was  Saddam  Hussein. 

Five  decades , much 
more  history,  and  two  Iraq  Wars 
later,  the  U.S.  relationship  with 
the  first  pillar  of  American 
dominance  in  the  Middle 
East,  Saudi  Arabia,  is  set  to 
reach  an  unprecedented  level. 

On  September 

13,  2010,  Bloomberg  news 
services  reported  that  the 
Obama  administration  would 
soon  inform  Congress  of  an 
arms  deal  with  Saudi  Arabia 
worth  over  $60  billion. 

As  is  almost  always 
the  case,  arms  deals  are 
accompanied  by  U.S. 
technical  assistance 

and  military  personnel. 

Shortly  thereafter, 
it  was  announced  that  Israel 
would  be  receiving  new  F- 


35  fighter  aircraft  by  2015. 

An  empire  of  bases 
across  the  Middle  East  testifies 
to  the  fact  that  American 
military  power  and  support, 
along  with  financial  aid,  plays 
a similar  role  in  countries 
such  as  Bahrain,  Egypt,  Israel, 
Jordan,  Kuwait,  Lebanon, 
Oman,  Qatar,  the  United 
Arab  Emirates,  and  Yemen. 

The  same  is  also  true 
in  Iraq,  which  will  not  develop 
its  own  air  force  until  2018. 

Despite  the  much- 
heralded  end  to  the  war  in 
Iraq  by  the  mainstream  media, 
American  soldiers  are  still 
dying  and  being  injured  there. 

In  Iraq,  American 
soldiers  continue  to  carry  out 
duties  similar  to  those  of  their 
British  predecessors  deployed 
there  some  90  years  ago. 

Oneofthebestaccounts 
of  the  Iraq  War  by  a journalist 
is  The  Forever  War  by  the  New 


York  Times’  Dexter  Filkins. 

He  concludes  the  final 
chapter  with  a visit  to  a cemetery 
for  British  war  veterans 
from  the  Mesopotamian 
campaign  of  1917  and  the 
later  revolt  against  British  rule. 

Unlike  future 

generations  of  mostly  young 
men  deployed  to  Iraq,  those 
who  fell  then  were  laid 
to  rest  there  in  Iraq  due 
to  the  difficult  journey  to 
England  by  ship  at  the  time. 

The  headstone 

of  one  seventeen-year-old 
soldier  caught  the  author’s 
attention.  On  it,  his  friends 
and  fellow  soldiers  had 
inscribed,  “He  died  for  us.”

Such  majors 
are  biology,  business 
management,  communication, 
English,  music,  |X)litical 
science,  movement 

science,  and  liberal  studies. 

Unfortunately,  it  is 
not  possible  to  get  100%  of 
the  concentrations  because 
many  programs  don’t 

require  students  to  declare 
a concentration  until  their 
junior  year,  Ohotnicky  said. 

Once  a major 

concentration,  double  major, 
or  minor  is  declared,  though, 
the  audit  can  be  refreshed  and  it 
will  be  automatically  updated. 

Faculty  and 

administrators  already  have 
access  to  the  system  and  have 
multiple  training  sessions 
scheduled  for  the  weeks  of 
September  27  and  October  4. 


Students  should 
have  access  this  week,  the 
week  of  September  27,  and 
can  get  information  on  how 
to  access  it  through  their 
myWestfield  email  account. 

The  Registrar’s 
Office  is  holding  two  open 
forums  at  2:30  p jnw.  Tuesday, 
October  5 in  the  Scanlon 
Living  Room  and  at  2:30 
p.m.  Thursday,  October  7 
in  Scanlon  Banquet  HaU  A. 

These  forums 
are  for  students  who  have 
questions  and  who  want 
to  see  demonstrations  of 
what  the  audit  can  do. 

There  is  also  an 
extensive  FAQ  document 
located  at  the  top  of  the 
browser  for  those  students  or 
faculty  members  who  could 
not  make  the  demonstrations. 

Ohotnicky  said, 
“The  web-based  audit  is  very 


user  friendly  and  many  early 
reviews  have  been  positive.” 

If  anyone  has 
any  further  questions  the 
Registrar’s  Office  in  Parenzo 
107  is  there  to  help  Monday- 
Friday  8:30  a.m.  until  4:30  p.m. 

“Future  developments 
and  enhancements  are  already 
in  the  works  and  include 
an  optional  planner  where 
students  and  advisors  can  plot 
courses  for  future  years  and 
the  option  to  analyze  all  the 
data  stored  in  the  audit  system 
to  improve  the  creation  of 
the  course  offerings  available 
to  students  in  a given 
semester,”  Ohotnicky  said.

While  college’s  around 
New  England  have  been  in 
session  since  late  August,  things 
officially  began  Saturday  night, 
as  internet  superblog  Barstool 
Sports  ushered  in  the  fall 
semester  right  with  “Back  To 
Stool” , an  exciting  music  festival 
which  blew  the  doors  off  the 
Mullins  Center  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  - Amherst. 

With  a unique  and 
exciting  line  up  which  included 
the  likes  of  rap  rookie  and 
UMass  freshman  Paul  Markham , 
underground  darling  Mac 
Miller,  mash-up  wizards  White 
Panda,  and  heavy-hitters  like 
Washington  D.C’s  Wale,  whose 
hit  single  “Chillin’’  featuring 
Lady  Gaga  tore  up  the  charts  last 
year  and  whose  mixtape  “More 
About  Nothing”  dominated 
the  summer  hip  hop  scene. 

But  the  star  of  the 
evening  was  a man  whose  story 
is  almost  as  well  known  as  his 
music,  as  the  incomparable 
Mike  Posner  took  the  stage. 

Over  the  past  few 
years,  Boston  .barstoolsports. 
com  has  become  almost  as 
ubitquitous  on  college  campus’ 
as  iPod’s  and  red  solo  cups. 

The  website  chums 
out  thousands  of  daily  hits, 
has  spawned  two  satellite 
sites  (New  York  and  Stool 
La  La),  and  it’s  founder, 
Dave  Portnoy,  has  become  an 
internet  zelig  in  his  own  right. 

The  site’s  main 
purpose  is  to  basically  produce 
a running  conunentary  on 
everything  involving  Boston 
sports,  random  celebrity  junk, 
the  “Smokeshow”  of  the  day 
(an  attractive  girl  from  a New 
England  college  who  must  be 
nominated  for  this  honor),  and 
other  rampant  rampantness. 

Hoping  to  capitalize 
on  the  rapid  growth  of  his 
site,  Portnoy  decided  to 
take  Barstool  big  time,  and 


began  hosting  campus  events 

During  the  spring 
semester  of  2010,  Barstool 
organized  “Stoolapalooza”  at 
UMass-Amherst,  with  Boston 
MC  Sam  Adams  headlining. 

Based  on  the  success 
of  last  year’s  event,  Barstool 
rolled  out  the  big  guns  this 
year,  organizing  three  “Back 
To  Stool”  shows  in  Amherst, 
Mass,  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire,  with  Posner 
scheduled  to  appear  at  all  three. 

This  site  clearly  has 
a lot  of  impact  on  College 
culture.  The  Mullins  Center  was 


sparsely  populated 

for  Paul  Markham. 

Several  freshman 
girls  arrived  with  “I  heart 
Paul”  t-shirts,  and  Markham’s 
parents  were  in  attendance 
as  well,  along  with  roughly 
200  other  spectators. 

Mac  Miller  appeared 
soon  after,  and  delivered  a 
blistering  set  of  four  or  five  songs. 

Following  Miller’s 
set,  electro-funk  duo  White 
Panda  took  the  stage,  armed 
with  their  standard  mac 
books  and  Panda  face  masks. 

This  duo  from  Los 
Altos,  CA  got  the  already  hype 
crowd  moving  with  mmp- 
shaking  remixes  and  mash  ups. 

Following  a brief 
intermission,  the  crowd  was 
near  full  strength  and  the 


noise  had  reached  a dull  roar. 

As  DJ  Omega  appeared 
onstage  with  his  equipment,  the 
crowd  reached  that  magical 
moment  when  it  began  to 
move  as  one,  in  anticipation 
of  the  master  of  ceremonies. 

And  as  Olubowale 
Folarin  galloped  onstage,  it 
was  apparent  that  the  building 
was  about  to  be  shut  down. 

Wale  came  out  guns 
blazin’,  spitting  with  the 
intensity  of  a man  possessed.  As 
he  proceeded  through  his  set, 
mostly  cuts  from  “More  About 
Nothing,”  it  became  apparent  to 
everyone  in  attendance  that  the 


District  of  Columbia’s  hip  hop 
scene  is  in  very  capable  hands. 

By  the  time  Wale  began 
his  performance  of  “Chillin’”, 
the  crowd  was  mesmerized, 
hanging  on  every  word. 

As  Wale  exited  the 
stage,  Portnoy  appeared  to 
thank  and  wish  everyone  a good 
night,  as  the  stage  crew  began 
to  take  down  the  equipment. 

Suddenly,  the  activity 
picked  up  on  stage,  as  the 
workers  weren’t  packing  up,  but 
rather  switching  the  equipment. 

The  crowd  was  in  the 
eye  of  the  storm , a brief  period  of 
relative  calmness,  minutes  away 
from  plunging  back  into  a violent 
assault  of  energy  and  sound. 

As  Posner  took  the 
mic,  the  crowd’s  energy  had 
reached  its  zenith.  The  lights 


dropped,  and  Posner’s  falsetto 
commanded  the  crowd  to 
put  their  hands  in  the  air. 

For  those  who  aren’t 
familiar  with  his  story,  Mike 
Posner’s  meteoric  rise  to 
stardom  began  in  his  dorm 
room  at  Duke  University, 
where  he  produced  his  first 
mixtape  “A  Matter  of  Time.” 

After  signing  a deal 
with  J Records, he  chose  to  finish 
his  degree  in  Sociology  while 
touring  on  the  weekends  and 
working  on  tracks  in  his  room. 

His  second  tape, 
“One  Foot  Out  The  Door”,  was 
hosted  by  Clinton  Sparks,  and 
won  Posner  wide  acclaim  from 
the  underground  community 
for  his  blend  of  blue-eyed  soul 
vocals,  electronica  twinged 
beats,  and  hip-hop  swag. 

His  major  label  debut, 
“3 1 MinutestoTakeofF’  ,debuted 
at  number  eight  on  the  Billboard 
charts  upon  its  release  in  August. 

His  signature 

hit,  “Cooler  Than  Me”, 
peaked  at  number  six  on 
the  U.S.  singles  chart. 

This  guy  has  been 
on  Leno,  Regis  & Kelly,  etc, 
but  yet  he  looked  equally 
excited  performing  for  an 
arena  of  rowdy  college  kids. 

Any  artist  knows  that 
there  isn’t  as  much  hanging 
on  a college  performance 
as  there  is  for  a nationally 
televised  one,  so  they  can 
relax  a bit,  calm  the  nerves.

His  trial  is  the 
talk  of  the  town,  which 
Mersault  doesn’t  mind, 
since  people  usually  didn’t 
pay  much  attention  to  him. 

During  his  trial,  he 
is  questioned  again  and  again 
why  he  did  what  he  did,  and 
he  cannot  rightly  explain  why. 

Throughout 
the  novel,  Mersault  is 
misunderstood;  misunderstood 
in  both  his  actions  and  his  words. 

He  knows  that 
people  don’t  understand  him, 
but  doesn’t  really  know  why. 

One  of  the  reasons 
why  I enjoy  this  novel  so 
much  is  for  precisely  this  fact; 


that  Mersault  understands 
himself  perfectly,  but  cannot 
explain  himself  to  others. 

Mersault  signifies 
one  of  the  problems  of  the  human 
condition;  knowing  yourself 
but  being  able  to  express 
yourself  in  a way  that  people 
can  accept  and  understand.

You  cannot  worry 
about  the  past,  you  can  only 
try  to  make  the  present  better. 

This  is  one 
of  the  many  lessons  that 
The  Stranger  taught  me.

looking  for  a novel  that  is 
exciting,  existential,  makes 
you  think,  and  has  a very 
enigmatic  main  character, 
then  this  is  the  book  for  you.

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Hurling  and  Gaelic  football:  Ireland  meets  Westfield

Have  any  of  you 
walked  through  the  green 
and  seen  kids  playing  an 
unfamiliar  sport  involving 
hitting  a ball  with  a stick? 

The  name  of  this  new 
sport  that  has  graced  Westfield 
State  University’s  campus 
green  is  called  hurling,  coined 
“the  fastest  game  on  grass.” 

Hurling  is  an  outdoor 
team  sport  of  ancient  Gaelic 
origin,  played  with  sticks  called 
hurleys  and  a ball  called  a sliotar 
(pronounced  like  “slither”). 

The  sliotar  has  a cork 
center  and  a leather  cover. 

It  is  between  23  and 
25  cm  in  circumference,  and 
weighs  between  110  and  120  g. 

The  game,  played 
primarily  in  Ireland,  has 
prehistoric  origins  and  is 
thought  to  be  the  world’s  fastest 
field  team  sport  in  terms  of 
game  play,  hence  the  nickname 
“the  fastest  game  on  grass.” 

There  is  a similar  game 
for  women  called  Camogie. 

The  object  of  the  game 
is  for  players  to  use  a wooden 
stick  to  hit  the  ball  between 
the  opponents’  goalposts  either 
over  the  crossbar  for  one 
point,  or  under  the  crossbar 
into  a net  guarded  by  a 
goalkeeper  for  one  goal,  which 
is  equivalent  to  three  points. 

The  sliotar  can 
be  caught  in  the  hand  and 
carried  for  four  steps,  struck 
in  the  air,  or  struck  on  the 
ground  with  the  hurley. 

It  can  be  kicked 
or  slapped  with  an  open 
hand  (the  hand  pass) 
for  short-range  passing. 

A player  who  wants  to 
carry  the  ball  for  more  than  four 
steps  has  to  bounce  or  balance 
the  sliotar  on  the  end  of  the  stick 
and  the  ball  can  only  be  handled 
twice  while  in  that  possession. 

Hurlinghasbeenplayed 
for  over  2,000  years  in  Ireland. 


One  of  the  first  modem 
attempts  to  standardize  the  game 
with  a formal,  written  set  of 
rules  came  with  the  foundation 
of  the  Irish  Hurling  Union  at 
Trinity  College  Dublin  in  1879. 

It  aimed  to  draw 
up  a code  of  mles  for  all 
clubs  in  the  union  and  to 
foster  that  manly  and  noble 
game  of  hurling  in  Ireland. 

The  founding  of  the 
Gaelic  Athletic  Association 
(GAA)  in  1884  turned  around 
a trend  of  terminal  decline  by 
organizing  the  game  around  a 
common  set  of  written  mles. 

The  20th  century 
saw  greater  organization  in 
hurling  and  Gaelic  football. 

What  brought  this 

unique  sport  to  the  campus  of 
Westfield  State  University? 

A student  by  the 
name  Daniel  Sweatland,  from 
Clinton,  MA  is  the  source 
of  this  new  phenomenon. 

Upon  studying  abroad 
last  semester  in  Ireland,  Dan 
returned  with  a new  hobby. 

This  hobby  has 

intrigued  this  student  body 
during  the  past  few  weeks 
courtesy  of  Sweaty,  as 
his  friends  call  him. 


Sweaty  brought 
five  hurleys,  a variety  of 
sliotars,  and  a gaelic  football 
to  campus  this  semester. 

I was  first  introduced 
to  hurling  through  Sweaty  when 
I walked  into  my  apartment  at 
the  beginning  of  this  semester. 

As  we  swapped  stories 
of  our  abroad  experiences, 
he  pulled  out  his  hurling 
equipment  and  taught 
me  the  mles  of  the  game. 

Sweaty  is  currently 
playing  in  a hurling 
league  in  Worcester. 

Hurling  is  played  on  a 
fieldcalleda“pitch”whichis  137 
- 145  m long  and  80  - 90  m wide 
(bigger  than  a football  field). 

The  goals  at  each  end 
of  the  field  are  in  the  shape  of  an 
“H”  formed  by  two  posts,  which 
are  usually  6 m high,  set  6.4  m 
apart,  and  connected  2.44  m 
above  the  ground  by  a crossbar. 

Imagine  two 

poles  sticking  up  from  the 
comers  of  a soccer  goal. 

A net  extending  in  back 
of  the  goal  is  attached  to  the 
crossbar  and  lower  goal  posts. 

The  same  pitch  is  used 
for  Gaelic  football  as  well. 

A hurling  match  has 


two  35  minute  halves.  There 
are  15  players  on  a team  and  a 
helmet  is  required  to  be  worn 
during  game  play  as  of  2010. 

A hurling  match  is 
watched  by  eight  officials. 

Another  important 
aspect  to  hurling  is  from 
the  defensive  perspective. 

Players  may  be 
tackled  but  not  stmck  by  a 
one  handed  slash  of  the  stick, 
with  exceptions  being  for 
two  handed  jabs  and  strikes. 

Jersey-pulling, 
wrestling,  pushing  and  tripping 
are  all  forbidden.  There  are 
three  types  of  tackling 
that  are  allowed.  The 
first  is  called  the  block. 

The  block  is  where 
one  player  attempts  to 
smother  an  opposing  players 
strike  by  trapping  the  ball 
between  his  hurley  and  the 
opponent’s  swinging  hurl. 

The  second 

type  is  called  the  hook. 

A hook  happens 
where  a player  approaches 
another  player  from  a rear 
angle  and  attempts  to  catch 
the  opponent’s  hurley  with  his 
own  at  the  top  of  the  swing. 

The  last  type  of 


tackle  is  called  the  side  pull. 

This  happens  when 
two  players  mnning  together 
for  the  sliotar  will  collide 
at  the  shoulders  and  swing 
together  to  win  the  tackle  and 
“pull”  (name  given  to  swing 
the  hurley)  with  extreme  force. 

Gaelic  football 

is  played  pretty  much 
the  same  way  as  hurling 
except  you  don’t  use  sticks. 

Instead,  players 
advance  the  ball  up  the  field 
with  a combination  of  carrying, 
soloing  (dropping  and  then  toe- 
kicking  the  ball  upward  into 
the  hands),  kicking,  and  hand- 
passing to  their  team-mates. 

It  is  played  on  the 
same  field,  has  the  same 
amount  of  players,  and  uses 
the  same  goal  as  hurling  does. 

Gaelic  football  and 
hurling  are  the  two  biggest 
sports  played  in  Ireland. 

With  all  that  said, 
there  is  nothing  like  picking 
up  a hurley  and  hitting  the 
ball  or  kicking  the  gaelic 
football  around,  which  looks 
like  a volleyball  except  it 
has  a much  harder  surface. 

A word  to  the  student 
body  of  Westfield,  if  you  want 
to  learn  how  to  play  hurling 
first  hand,  come  over  to  the 
students  and  Sweaty  if  they 
are  playing  on  the  green. 

Sweaty  loves 

explaining  how  to  play  and 
showing  how  to  hit  the  sliotar 
with  the  hurley  along  with  a 
short  explanation  of  the  rules. 

The  players  enjoy 
teaching  and  informing 
people  that  walk  by 
and  ask  about  the  sport. 

If  you  find  yourself 
strolling  through  the  green  and 
see  kids  playing  something  you 
have  never  seen  before,  say 
“hey,  what  are  you  playing” 
and  you  will  be  glad  you  did.

The  Westfield  Voice 
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Turnovers  hurt  Owls  in  loss  to  Worcester  State

The  name  Graham 
Asum  was  heard  a lot  last  Sat- 
urday as  the  Westfield  State 
Owls  feu  on  the  road  to  the 
Worcester  State  Lancers  30-18. 

Asum  intercepted 
Owls’  starting  quarterback  Ty- 
ler Dow  four  times  and  returned 
one  for  a 52-yard  touchdown. 

Westfield  committed 
seven  turnovers  (5  intercep- 
tions and  2 fumbles)  on  the 
day  in  a tough  loss  to  open 
New  England  FootbaU  Con- 
ference Bogan  Division  play. 

The  Owls  record 
now  goes  to  1-3  while  the 
Lancers  improved  to  3-1. 

The  Owls  could 
not  estabUsh  a solid  running 
game  as  they  only  accumu- 
lated 49  yards  rushing,  forc- 
ing Dow  and  backup  quarter- 
back Dylan  Smith  to  throw 
the  baU  50  times  combined. 

Dow  was  13-25  and 
threw  for  179  yards  with  four 
interceptions  and  one  touch- 
down, while  Smith  was  12-25 


passing  for  147  yards  with  one 
touchdown  and  one  interception. 

Though  both  quar- 
terbacks struggled  on  the  day, 
they  were  able  to  find  wide  re- 
ceiver Evan  Bemache  8 times 
for  110  yards  including  a 74- 
yard  touchdown  reception  from 
Dow  in  the  second  quarter. 

Receiver  Kevin  PameU 
also  caught  a 1 2-yard  touchdown 
from  Smith  late  in  the  game  to 
add  to  his  five  catch,  77  yard 
day.  Speedy  receiver  and  return 
man  C J.  Franklin  also  contrib- 
uted with  121  all-purpose  yards. 

The  Owls’  defense 
once  again  made  some  nice 
plays  and  forced  two  safeties 
against  the  Lancers  on  a blocked 
punt  and  a misplaced  snap. 
Ryan  O’Connell  blocked  a 
Lancers’  punt  at  the  2 yard 
line  and  the  ball  went  over 
the  end  line  for  a safety. 

O’  Connell  would  finish 
the  day  with  seven  tackles,  not  to 
be  outdone  by  Westfield’s  team- 
leading tackier  Justin  Ehrhardt, 
who  had  10  tackles  for  the  game. 

Lancers’  quarterback 
Tony  Tokarz  led  Worcester 
State  offensively  as  he  ended 


with  179  yards  of  total  offense 
and  two  touchdowns  while 
junior  Marcus  Price  had  19 
rushes  for  a game-best  70  yards. 

Tokarz  was  able 
to  find  his  favorite  target 
Keimy  Russell  four  times 
for  77  yards  and  one  score. 

The  Owls  are  hoping 
to  end  their  three  game  losing 
streak  this  Saturday  when  they 
finally  return  home  and  face 
Bridgewater  State  at  1:00  p.m. 

Bridgewater  is  2-2  this 
season  with  victories  over  Mount 
Ida  and  UMass-Dartmouth. 

The  Bears  are  coming 
into  this  game  with  a two  game 
losing  streak  after  losing  their 
conference  opener  to  Fram- 
ingham State  last  week  46-7. 

The  Bears  average 
nearly  13  points  per  game 
and  are  led  by  senior  run- 
ning back  Justin  Fuller  who 
has  rushed  for  316  yards  and 
four  touchdowns  this  season. 

The  Owls’  defense  has 
given  up  almost  169  rushing 
yards  per  game  so  far  this  year. 

It  will  be  important  for 
the  Owls  to  contain  FuUer  and 
force  Bridgewater  to  pass  the

ball,  which  is  something  that 
they  do  not  like  to  do  as  their

The  Patriots  are  2-1 
at  the  end  of  week  three  after 
securing  a 38-30  victory  over  the 
Buffalo  Bills  at  Gillette  Stadium. 

The  Bills  started 
off  the  game  with  a march 
down  the  field,  but  only 
came  away  with  a field  goal. 

When  the  Pats  got  the 
ball  they  took  it  to  the  end  zone 
after  three  great  plays  by  tight 
end  Aaron  Hernandez,  including 
a 12-yard  end  around  run. 

The  drive  ended  with 
a 7-yard  touchdown  pass  from 
Tom  Brady  to  Randy  Moss. 

The  Bills  basically 

mimicked  their  first 
drive  on  their  second  and 
were  held  to  another  FG. 

The  Buis  finaUy  got  a 
TD  with  6:13  left  in  the  second 
quarter  as  New  England’s 
defensive  front  struggled 
to  get  pressure  on  Buffalo 
quarterback  Ryan  Fitzapatrick. 

The  Pats  answered 

with  a 22-yard  touchdown 
run  by  newly  acquired 


Danny  Woodhead  to 
give  them  a 14-13  lead. 

With  less  than  30 
seconds  left  in  the  half  Buffalo 
madeafieldgoaltoretakethelead. 

But  with  18  seconds 
remaining , Brady  threw  two  long 
passes  to  move  New  England 
down  field  and  Gostkowski 
kicked  a 41 -yard  field  goal 
as  time  expired  to  give  the 
Pats  a 17-16  lead  at  half  time. 

Now  this  is  where 
Pats  fans  got  nervous  because 
the  Patriots  games  have  been 
going  downhill  once  the 
second  half  starts  since  last 
year  - but  they  held  up  weU  in 
this  one  thanks  to  the  offense. 

On  their  first  drive  of 
the  half,  the  Pats  scored  a TD 
whenTomBrady  threw  a35-yard 
touchdown  pass  to  Randy  Moss 
for  his  second  TD  of  the  game. 

The  teams  exchanged 
touchdowns  twice  more  in  the 
third  and  fourth  quarters,  but  on 
a drive  that  would  have  given 
the  Bills  a chance  to  tie  the 
game,  Fitzpatrick  was  picked 
off  by  Brandon  Meriweather. 

Benjarvus  Green-Ellis 


pounded  the  ball  through  the 
defense  to  kill  the  clock  untU 
the  Pats  were  able  to  kneel  down 
and  come  away  with  the  victory. 

What  was  most 
surprising  to  see  from  the 
Patriots’  offense  was  the 
success  of  their  running  game. 

They  had  200  rushing 
yards  with  contributions 
from  Fred  Taylor,  Benjarvus 
Green-Ellis,  Dan  Woodhead, 
Hernandez  and  even  Brady, 
who  ran  for  a first  down. 

Green-Ellis  finished 
the  game  as  the  team’s  leading 
rusher  with  16  carries  for 
98  yards  and  a touchdown. 

Brady  finished  21- 
27  for  252  yards  and  three 
touchdowns  and  Hernandez 
led  the  Pats  in  receiving  with 
six  catches  for  65  yards. 

Patrick  Chung  led  New 
England’s  defense  with  seven 
tackles  and  one  interception,  but 
the  rest  of  the  defense  did  not 
look  good  for  most  of  the  game. 

The  Pats’  defensive 
backs  allowed  Fitzpatrick, 
the  newly  selected  starter 
for  the  Bills,  to  pass  for  247 


yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

The  Patriots  would 
have  been  in  trouble  if  it  wasn’t 


for  the  high-scoring  offense 
and  the  defense  will  need  to 
improve  in  the  upcoming  weeks.

Stephen  Strasburg’s 
entrance  into  the  MLB  came 
quicker  than  anticipated 
as  he  was  thrown  into 
the  rotation  in  early  June. 

Strasburg  showed 
signs  of  excellence  prior 
to  getting  hurt  in  August. 

The  22-year-old 
pitching  phenom  tore  his  ulnar 
collateral  ligament  which 
put  him  out  for  the  season. 


Strasburg  underwent 
Tommy  John  surgery  earlier 
this  month  and  will  be  out  of 
baseball  for  12  to  18  months 
as  he  rehabs  the  injury. 

The  defending  champs 
of  a year  ago  have  asserted 
themselves  once  again  as  one 
of  the  best  teams  in  the  MLB 
throughout  the  regular  season. 

This  past  off-season, 
the  Yankees  didn’t  sit  back  as 
they  went  out  and  got  Curtis 
Granderson  and  Javier  Vazquez. 

CC  Sabathia  once 
again  put  up  Cy  Young  like 
numbers,  going  20-7  with  an 
earned  run  average  of  326. 

All  roads  to  the 
World  Series  go  through  the 
Bronx  Bombers  this  October. 

The  Texas  Rangers 


have  officially  clinched 
their  fourth  playoff  spot 
in  franchise  history. 

The  rangers  picked  up 
former  Cy  Young  award  winner 
Cliff  Lee  from  the  Mariners 
as  they  outbid  the  Yankees 
just  before  the  trade  deadline. 

The  Rangers  led 
the  MLB  in  batting  average 
and  hits  this  season  and  they 
were  the  first  team  to  secure 
their  spot  in  the  playoffs. 

In  the  year  of  the 
pitcher,  a previously  “no  name” 
outfielder  from  the  Toronto 
Blue  Jays,  Jose  Bautista,  has 
belted  52  homeruns  to  date. 

Bautista  has  knocked

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PHENOM  walks  for  public  higher  education

Saturday  October  2, 
2010  marked  an  important  day 
for  the  Public  Higher  Education 
Network  Of  Massachusetts 
(PHENOM)  as  they  started  their 
100-mile  cross-state  march. 

PHENOM  organized 
this  dramatic  walk  starting  in 
Pittsfield  and  ending  in  Boston 
at  the  State  House  to  request 
that  Legislators  increase  state 
funding  to  public  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  state. 

This  six-day  walk 

started  out  at  Berkshire  Community 
College  on  October  2,  2010  as 
they  made  their  way  to  Westfield 
State  University  for  a welcoming 
ceremony  held  on  campus. 

The  walkers  were 

also  met  by  several  cyclists 
and  departed  Westfield  State. 

University  Sunday  morning. 

From  there  they  continued 
on,  making  stops  at  UMass  Amherst, 
Worcester  State  University, 

Framingham  State  University, 
Massachusetts  Bay  Community 
College  and  UMass  Boston 
before  reaching  their  destination 
of  the  State  House  in  Boston. 

Each  school  visited  by 


the  walkers  held  a welcoming 
ceremony  to  help  show 
support  for  such  a noble  cause. 

The  schools  helped 
provide  the  walkers  with  food  and 
places  for  them  to  spend  the  night. 

Following  a rally 
at  the  State  House,  PHENOM 
representatives  asked  Legislators 
to  sign  a statement  known  as 
“For  a Great  State  of  Mind.” 

“For  a Great  State  of 
Mind”  is  a statewide  campaign  that 
aims  to  fix  fundraising  problems 
in  the  state  of  Massachusetts. 

PHENOM  hopes 
that  “For  a Great  State  of  Mind” 
will  re-align  Massachusetts 
Higher  Education  fundraising 
with  the  national  average. 

Currently  the  national 
average  of  state  revenue  spent 
on  higher  education  is  6.5%. 

In  Massachusetts, 

however,  only  3.9%  is  spent  on 
higher  education.  Also,  the  tuition 
and  fees  for  a four-year  public 
education  in  Massachusetts  are  33% 
higher  than  the  national  average. 

Massachusetts,  as  a state, 
also  only  awards  half  of  the  financial 
aid  per  person  than  other  states. 

Lastly,  from  the  year 
1988  to  2008,  the  fundraising  for 
the  main  need-based  financial  aid

organization  has  declined  by  53%. 

PHENOM  is  hopeful 
that  following  the  cross-state 
walk,  “For  a Great  State  of 
Mind”  will  continue  to  bring 
success  to  Massachusetts. 

The  long-term  focus  is 
to  have  national  averages  take 


effect  to  the  2012  state  budget.

Possible  changes  to  WSU  common  core

Some  of  the  main 
issues  for  smdents  during 

class  registration  involve 
making  decisions  about  what 
common  core  classes  to  take. 

Students 
oftentimes  try  to  choose 
common  core  classes  that 
seem  easier  than  others. 

One  reason  for 
this  may  be  that  smdents 
are  concentrating  more  on 
classes  that  they  need  for 
their  specific  majors  because 
that  is  where  their  more 
important  concerns  lie. 

The  current  common 
core  requires  smdents 
to  take  specific  classes 
under  different  sections. 

There  an  exact 
amount  of  credits  needed 
to  take  in  each  section 
of  the  common  core  list. 

The  list  of  classes 
available  for  the  common 
core  becomes  a check- 
list of  what  one  has  taken 
and  still  needs  to  take. 

This  list  can  feel 
like  a common  to-do  list, 
esp>ecially  when  some  things 
do  not  get  done. 

The  pressure  to 
fulfill  certain  requirements 
has  built  and  caused 

stress  for  some  smdents. 

Smdent  MicheUe 
Rizzo  says  that  as  “a  math 


major,  I already  have  to  take 
numerous  time-consuming 
classes  and  it  is  difficult  getting 
my  common  core  done  when 
they  don’t  help  me  accomplish 
my  major  classes  as  well.” 

This  is  a widespread 
issue  for  smdents  here  at 
Westfield  State  University. 

They  are  worried 
about  requirements  for 
their  majors  as  well. 

Another  concern 
is  that  some  smdents  are 
double  majors,  have  majors 
and  minors,  or  are  active  in 
multiple  groups  on  campus. 

Many  smdents  are 
busy  and  they  sometimes  do 
not  have  the  patience  to  work 
hard  and  smdy  for  classes  that 
will  not  help  them  with  fumre 
careers  and  current  majors. 

Shawna  Sullivan,  a 
psychology  major,  possible 
Secondary  Education  major, 
and  a member  of  Lambda 
Sigma  Honor  Society  says, 
“1  have  had  difficult  common 
core  classes  that  give  heavy 
amounts  of  homework  and  it 
has  been  challenging  to  give  a 
lot  of  effort  when  the  classes 
do  not  help  me  with  my  major.” 

It  is  not  only  smdents, 
however,  who  are  unhappy 
with  the  common  core. 

Some  of  the  faculty 
members  have  also  expressed 
their  opinions  on  the  matter. 

Some  professors’ 
aggravation  can  be  seen  and 


heard  in  the  classroom  which 
adds  to  the  smdents’  attimdes 
towards  common  core  courses. 

Some  smdents  are 
not  taking  the  assignments 
as  seriously  as  other  classes 
and  may  not  be  performing 
to  their  fuU  potential. 

This  can  be  frustrating 
for  any  professor,  especially 
one  who  feels  passionate  about 
the  course  he/she  is  teaching. 

These  issues  and 
others  about  the  common 
core  have  not  gone  unnoticed. 

The  common  core  has 
been  a heavy  topic  for  the  past 
few  years  and  the  ROCCC, 
Review  of  the  Common  Core 
Committee,  has  given  the 
university  recommendations 
for  how  to  potentially  change 
the  common  core  to  better 
serve  the  smdents  and  faculty. 

Some  of  these 
suggested  changes  include 
decreasing  the  number 
of  credits  required  for 
the  common  core  to  34 
credits  and  having  more 
interdisciplinary  teaching 
such  as  “team  teaching” 
which  means  two  professors 
teach  a class  together. 

Other  potential 
changes  include  adding 
foreign  language  and 
physical  education  classes 
in  the  common  core. 

There  is  also  the 
possiblyofmakingthecommon 
core  more  of  a smdent  choice 


in  order  to  make  the  required 
classes  less  constricting. 

The  Curriculum 
Committee  on  campus  is 
currently  hashing  through 
aU  the  possibilities  for 
the  common  core. 

The  committee  must 
meet  a deadline  and  reach 
a verdict  on  their  decision 
by  the  end  of  this  semester. 

Professor  Vanessa 
Diana,  president  of  the  All- 
College  Committee,  says, 
“the  Campus  Curriculum 
Committee  will  be  soliciting 
campus-wide  input  on 
the  recommendations.” 

The  issues  that 
smdents  have  had  with  the 
common  core  are  well-known. 

Smdents  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  voice 
their  opinions  and  the 
Curriculum  Committee  is 
currently  thinking  of  ways 
to  hear  smdents’  opinions. 

One  possible  way 
would  be  Survey  Monkey, 
which  is  used  frequently 
to  hear  smdent  opinions 
on  other  issues  on  campus. 

The  Curriculum 
Committee  wants  to  hear 
what  smdents  have  to  say 
and  they  are  willing  to  put 
time  and  thought  into  the 
outcome  of  this  ongoing  issue. 

Hopefully,  smdents 
will  be  active  and  speak 
their  minds,  and  a change 
will  be  made  for  the  fumre.

The  Angry  Liberal

Glenn  Beck, 
Fox  News  “entertainer,” 
hosted  a rally  on  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  on  August  28,  2010. 
Entitled  “Restoring  Honor,” 
the  rally,  which  claimed  to 
be  non-partisan,  attracted  a 
huge  slew  of  Tea-Partiers. 

On  the  “Restoring 
Honor”  rally  website  under 
“FAQ  for  Media,”  section, 
those  behind  the  planning 
claimed  that  the  August  28  rally 
was  a “non-political  event.” 

It  goes  on  to  say 
that  “there  are  plenty  of 
opportunities  to  talk  about 
politics.  This  isn’t  one  of  them.” 

Regardless,  the  rally 
brought  out  many  Tea-Party 
Movement  supporters  and 
featured  speakers  like  Sarah 
Palin,  who  is  really  the  epitome 
of  extreme  conservative. 

Palin,  claiming 
she  was  speaking  “not  as 
a politician”  has  difficulty 
traveling  anywhere  without 
involving  herself  in  politics. 

Mr.  Beck  held  his 
“non-political”  rally,  and  that 
was  his  right.  However,  when 
others  of  a more  liberal  nature 
held  a rally  for  their  own 
purposes,  Mr.  Beck  couldn’t 
withhold  his  nonsense. 

Beck  was  full  of 
criticism  for  a rally  that  took 
place  over  last  weekend,  which 
gathered  together  liberal  and 
progressive  groups  for  a march 
on  in  the  Lincoln  Memorial. 

Beck’s  website 

declared  that  the  “socialists 
descended  on  Washington.” 

What  was  more 
infuriating,  however,  was 
Beck’s  declarations  on 
his  television  program. 

On  television.  Beck 
stressed  that  the  rally  on 
Saturday,  which  was  largely 
organized  by  a coalition  of 
liberal  and  progressive  groups. 


allowed  organizations  like 
Communist  Party  USA  and 
democratic  socialist  groups 
to  be  included  in  the  rally. 

What  Beck  did  not 

emphasize  was  that  300  other 
organizations  were  involved  in 
the  organizing  which  all  formed 
the  protest  theme  of  “One 
Nation  Working  Together.” 

Beck  forgot  to 
mention  that  the  NAACP,  the 
AFL-CIO,  the  Sierra  Club, 
Democracy  for  America, 
Women’s  International  League 
for  Peace  and  Freedom, 
and  many,  many  others. 

Beck  also  took 
issue  with  the  protesters  at 
Samrday’s  rally,  who,  in 
his  opinion,  did  not  wear 
enough  red,  white,  and  blue. 

He  criticized  those 

wearing  union  shirts  and  even 
expressed  anger  at  their  signs, 
some  of  which  read  “The 
Left  is  What’s  Right”,  “We 
March  for  Hope,  not  Hate” 
and  “Stop  Racism  Now.” 

Comparing  video 
footage  from  both  the  August 
28  and  October  2 rallies. 
Beck  praised  the  supporters 
of  his  rally,  who  did  not  carry 
signs  and  were  dressed  in 
patriotic  garb  while  he  heaped 
criticism  on  the  protesters  at 
the  rally  over  last  weekend. 

Well,  while  Mr.  Beck 
was  calling  on  the  people  of 
the  August  28  rally  to  “turn 
back  to  God,”  and  “restore 
honor”  (whatever  that  means), 
the  protesters  on  Saturday 
were  marching  for  assistance 
for  unemployed  and  small 
businesses,  an  increase  in  the 
minimum  wage,  immigration 
policy  changes,  and  increased 
spending  for  education. 

Most  importantly, 
the  leaders  and  speakers  of 
this  liberal  and  progressive 
rally  were  calling  on  people  to 
vote  in  the  upcoming  election. 

They  were  marching 
as  a group  for  a specific 
cause,  while  the  Tea-Partiers 


were  nodding  their  heads 
and  waving  American  flags. 

But  why  do  Gleim 
Beck’s  opinions  or  even 
actions  matter  anyways? 

Normally,  he  would 
just  be  another  commentator  on  a 
(barely  credible)  news  network. 

Beck,  however, 
has  a large  following. 

By  the  begiiming  of  last 
year,  he  averaged  over 
two  million  viewers  for 
his  television  program. 

In  addition,  although 
the  exact  numbers  for  the 
August  28  “Restoring  Honor” 
rally  are  not  known,  there  were 
significantly  more  participants 
at  that  gathering  in  Washington, 
D .C . than  at  the  one  last  Saturday. 

Does  this  mean 
that  Glenn  Beck  is  more 
popular?  That  may  be  and  it 
is  no  surprise,  considering  his 
primary  function  on  the 
television  program  is  to 
entertain,  not  to  inform. 

Beck  may  be  a 
political  commentator, 

but  he  has  virtually  no 
expertise  to  fill  that  role. 

He  may  make  $32 
million  a year,  but  in  fact. 
Beck’s  highest  level  of 
education  is  high  school. 

The  bottom  fine  is 
that  Beck  needs  to  sit  down 
and  be  quiet.  Seeing  as  that 
probably  will  not  happen  in 
the  near  future,  he  needs  to 
emphasize  that  his  programs 
are  entertainment  and 
commentaiy,  not  thoroughly- 
researched  political  analysis. 

If  his  programs 
are  attracting  over  a million 
viewers  and  if  his  rally 
can  bring  out  thousands  of 
supporters,  then  Fox  “News” 
Channel  needs  to  stress 
that  Beck  is  a commentator 
and  a commentator  alone. 

Maybe  then  Americans 
will  realize  that  they  need  to 
think  critically  about  Beck’s 
(and  any  other  news  networks’) 
programs  and  wake  up. 
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So,  inventory  wasn’t  as  bad  as  I thought  it  was  go- 
ing to  be  at  all.

It  was  made  quite 
clear  yesterday  when  the 
demands,  which  included 
standards  such  as  better 
housing,  stopping  racism,  better 
schools,  etc;  began  rolling  out. 

Nothing  wrong  with 
those , but  it  was  basically,  “What 
have  you  done  for  me  lately?” 

There  was  actually 
a woman  interviewed  who 


complained  that  she  was  told 
that  her  mortgage  would  be  paid, 
and  she  would  be  given  a job  if 
she  voted  democrat  in  2008. 

That  is  obviously 
an  extreme  example, 
but  this  exemplifies  the 
mindset  of  many  in  the  left. 

“Somebody  needs  to 
take  care  of  us”  is  their  cry.  The 
liberals  would  rather  hand  out 
the  fish,  where  the  conservatives 
would  rather  hand  out  a fish 
along  with  a fishing  pole. 

Self-reliance  and 
responsibility  are  two  ideals, 
which  are  quickly  disappearing 
in  this  country,  and  it  is  a 
shame.  These  are  some  of  the 
ideals  that  made  this  country 
great,  and  we  can’t  afford 
to  forget  what  they  mean.

For  college, 
Damon  attended 
Harvard  University 
from  1988  - 1992, 
majoring  in  Eng- 


lish, but  he  did  not 
graduate.  Together, 
Damon  and  Affleck 
wrote  an  original 
screenplay  together 
and  when  a director 
finally  picked  it  up, 
it  was  titled  “Good 
Will  Hunting,”  win- 
ning nine  academy 
award  nominations. 
Damon  himself  was 
nominated  for  Best 
Lead  Actor  and  Rob- 
in Williams  as  Best 
Supporting  Actor. 


Phantom  of  the  Opera  — Oct  9, 1986 


Le  Fantome  de 
ropera  is  a novel 
written  by  French 
writer  Gaston  Ler- 
oux.  The  book  didn’t 


sell  very  well,  and 
was  in  and  out  of 
print  several  times 
during  the  early 
twentieth  century. 
It  was  eventually 
adapted  to  the  stage 
and  the  first  perfor- 
mance was  on  the 
aforementioned  date. 
It  is  now  the  longest 
mnning  Broadway 
show  in  history,  and 
one  of  the  most  “lu- 
crative entertain- 
ment enterprises  of 


all  time.”  The  most 
notable  of  its  various 
adaptations  are  the 
1925  film  depiction, 
but  more  so,  Andrew 
Lloyd  Webber’s 
1986  musical  star- 
ring Gerard  Butler 
as  the  phantom.  The 
book  has  been  trans- 
lated into  five  differ- 
ent languages,  but 
the  plot  remains  the 
same  and  remains 
cherished  no  mat- 
ter where  it’s  read.

It  was  a picturesque 
afternoon  for  some  football 
last  Saturday,  as  Alumni  Field 
was  packed  to  capacity  for  the 
Family  Day  match-up  between 
the  Westfield  State  Owls  and 
their  MASCAC  rivals,  the 
Bridgewater  State  Bears. 

With  the  Bears  seated  at 
2-2  and  the  Owls  resting  at  1-3, 
this  contest  would  have  serious 
implications  in  both  conference 
play  and  for  the  second  half  of 
the  season  for  the  two  squads. 

Westfield  was  able  to 
pull  ahead  in  the  second  half 
and  take  a 15-0  victory  over 
Bridgewater, taking  the  Sodexho 
Trophy  for  the  rivalry  win. 

Bridgewater  won 
the  coin  toss,  but  chose  to 
kick  off  to  begin  the  game. 


Westfield  returned,  and 

the  game  was  under  way. 

Junior  Running 
back  Luke  Johnson  of  South 
Attleboro  was  returning  from 
an  injury  and  let  the  Bears 
have  it,  rushing  for  132  yards 
on  30  carries,  including  a 
touchdown  in  the  third  quarter 
for  the  game’s  first  points. 

The  game  also  saw 

Junior  Quarterback  Dylan 
Smith  (Worcester/  Bumcoat) 
make  his  first  collegiate  start. 

Smith  proved  that 
good  things  come  to  those 

who  wait,  as  he  went  7-11 
passing  for  98  yards,  and 
rushed  for  a touchdown  of  his 
own  for  the  game’s  final  score. 

The  game  saw  the 

Owls  challenged  by  the 
Bears  spread,  option  happy 
offense,  which  was  led  by 
quarterback  Mike  McCarthy 
and  running  back  Kyle  Brodeur. 


However,  the  Owls 
would  proceed  tomake  life  rough 
for  McCarthy,  as  he  was  picked 
off  early  by  senior  linebacker 
Bryan  Anderson  (Stoneham). 

McCarthy  was  also 
sacked  twice  on  the  afternoon. 

The  Owls  advanced 
the  ball  up-field  as  sophomore 
wideout  Kevin  Parnell  (Berlin, 
CT)  and  Junior  CJ.  Franklin 
(Natick)  would  haul  in  two 
receptions  apiece  for  53 
and  36  yards  respectively. 

But  the  man  of  the 
hour  was  Johnson,  whose 
power  rushing  keyed  the 
Owls  offensive  attack. 

As  the  first  half  ended 
with  a score  of  0-0,  the  Owls 
regained  their  week  one  form, 
keeping  the  Bears  at  bay  and 
never  allowing  them  to  come 
within  striking  distance. 

Punter  Chris  Stengel 
(Baldwin,  MD/  North  Harford) 


was  a weapon  on  special  teams, 
pushing  the  Bears  into  their 
own  territory  time  and  again, 
including  a booming  60  yarder. 

The  defensive 

highlight  of  the  day  came 
with  seven  minutes  to  go 
in  the  second  half  when 
Bridgewater  punt  returner  Nick 
Pistacchio  returned  a Stengel 
punt  41  yards  and  looked  to 
give  the  Bears  a touchdown. 

Westfield  sophomore 
Linebacker  Anthony  Renari 
(Ayer)  had  other  ideas, however, 
roping  Pistacchio  in  with  a fish 
hook  tackle  in  Westfield  territory. 

Ten  seconds  later, 
McCarthy  was  picked  by 
sophomore  defensive  back 
Erik  Wellhoff  (Natick)  to 
seal  the  Westfield  victory. 

After  the  game. 
Smith  was  ecstatic  about  his 
team’s  performance.  “This  was 
definitely  more  of  a team  win,” 


he  stated.  “We  played  hard 
and  limited  turnovers.  That’s 
how  you  win  football  games.” 

When  asked  about 
his  first  career  start,  he  was 
enthusiastic . “It ’s  a great  feeling , 
I’m  glad  I could  get  the  win. 

“I’m  pumped  for 
the  team,  though.  This 
is  just  what  we  needed.” 

Stengel  was  also 
excited  with  the  team’s 
performance.  “We  beat  them 
by  a lot  more  than  15,”  he 
said.  “We’ve  been  working 
real  hard,  and  it  showed  today. 

“We  put  it  in  (the 
end  zone)  when  it  counted. 
I’m  satisfied  with  this  win.” 

With  the  win,  Westfield 
pulls  even  with  Bridgewater 
at  2-3  on  the  season.

signature  simle  and  head  nod. 

The  fans  in  Philly 
are  actually  pretty  smart. 
They  cheered  for  the 
accomplishments  of  the  six 
time  pro  bowl  quarterback, 
who  lead  their  team  for  11 
years  winning  four 
consecutive  NFC  East 
Division  titles  as  well  as  five 
NFC  Championships  and 
a Super  Bowl  appearance. 

But  then  they 
showed  us  that  they  now  see 
him  as  an  enemy  because  he 


plays  for  the  rival  Redskins. 

Unfortunately  for 
McNabb,  who  threw  for  125 
yards  and  a touchdown,  his 
mnning  backs  stole  the  show.

But  the  rumors  and 
speculation  quickly  became 
serious  and  when  I woke  up 
Wednesday  morning  and  Moss 
was  officially  a member  of  the 
Minnesota  Vikings  (I  wonder 
if  he  still  has  a few  old  purple 
jerseys  lying  around  anywhere). 

Wow.  I couldn’t  be- 
lieve that  they  actually  traded 
their  number  one  offensive 
weapon,  outside  of  Tom  Brady. 
Many  people  like  the  trade 
while  others  absolutely  hate  it. 

I wasn’t  a huge  fan  of 
the  trade  at  first,  but  after  giv- 
ing it  some  thought  I’ve  quickly 
warmed  up  to  the  idea  of  see- 
ing the  Pats’  offense  without 
#81  lining  up  on  the  outside. 

This  move  shouldn’t 
have  taken  any  one  by  sur- 
prise. Just  l(x)k  at  the 
moves  New  England  has 


made  over  the  past  decade. 

Remember,  we’re 
talking  about  the  franchise  that 
traded  Drew  Bledsoe  within  the 
division  for  a high  draft  pick 
(the  first  round  pick  was  used 
on  defensive  end  Ty  Warren). 

The  same  franchise 
that  released  disgruntled  safety 
Lawyer  Milloy  five  days  before 
the  start  of  the  2003  season. 

This  is  the  same 
team  that  released  star  comer- 
back  Ty  Law  rather  than  pay 
his  massive  salary  in  2005. 

The  same  team  that 
traded  our  former  “star  receiv- 
er” Deion  Branch  for  a first 
round  pick  before  the  2006  sea- 
son (pick  was  used  on  Pro-Bowl 
safety  Brandon  Meri weather). 

This  is  the  same  team 
that  packaged  veteran  Mike  Vra- 
bel  to  Kansas  City  for  a second 
round  draft  pick  (pick  was  used 
on  safety  Patrick  Chung  - that 
name  ring  a beU  from  the  Mon- 
day night  win  over  Miami?). 

The  same  team  that 


traded  Richard  Seymour  to 
Oakland  in  the  final  year  of  his 
contract  right  before  the  start  of 
last  season  for  a first  round  pick 
in  2011  (maybe  the  Pats  will 
use  that  pick  on  Mark  Ingram). 

And  let’s  face  it, 
none  of  those  players  outside 
of  maybe  Vrabel  and  Bledose 
(he  did  have  a great  year  in 
2002)  have  made  much  of  an 
impact  for  their  new  teams. 

Branch  in  particular 
has  looked  like  a completely  av- 
erage receiver  for  the  Seahawks. 

In  the  2011  Draft  the 
Patriots  will  now  have  two  picks 
each  in  rounds  one  through  four. 
Based  on  the  way  New  Eng- 
land usually  drafts,  that  should 
be  a lot  of  great  young  talent. 

Most  teams  would 
salivate  over  having  that  many 
draft  picks,  especially  rebuild- 
ing teams  like  the  Bills,  Li- 
ons, Panthers  and  Browns. 
But  let  me  emphasize  the  point 
that  the  2010  New  England  Pa- 
triots are  not  a rebuilding  team. 


They  have  a lot  of 
young  talent  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball  and  in  a few  years  we 
may  be  talking  about  a new  dy- 
nasty with  Tom  Brady  being  the 
only  remaining  member  from 
the  teams  of  the  early  200()s. 

But  this  team  still 
has  the  ability  to  win  this  year 
and  compete  for  a champion- 
ship. The  Pats  have  won  before 
with  a bunch  of  no  name  play- 
ers. They’ll  have  to  do  it  again. 

Brandon  Tate  will 
need  to  go  from  special  teams 
ace  to  Randy  Moss  Jr.  He’s  the 
new  deep  threat  on  the  outside. 
Aaron  Hernandez  will  need  to 
keep  doing  what  he’s  doing. 

Rob  Ninkovich  will 
have  to  keep  playing  out 
of  his  mind  at  linebacker. 

This  team  is  young 
but  they  remind  me  of  Patriot 
teams  of  the  early  2000s  - a lot 
of  young,  unproven  talent  that 
plays  with  a chip  on  their 
shoulder.  Those  teams  had  no 
Randy  Moss.  They  had  Troy 


Brown,  David  Patten,  J.R.  Red- 
mond and  Jermaine  Wiggins. 

Now  it’s  time  for 
Tate,  Hernandez  and  Edelman. 

Moss  had  become 
disgruntled.  He  was  upset  with 
his  role  in  the  short  passing 
offense  and  was  becoming  a 
distraction  in  the  locker  room. 

The  33-year  old  re- 
ceiver was  not  going  to  be  re- 
signed in  the  offseason  and  it 
was  clear  that  his  stay  in  New 
England  was  coming  to  an  end. 

The  Patriots  traded 
a fourth  round  pick  in  2007  to 
acquire  Moss.  Three  plus  sea- 
sons and  259  receptions,  3,904 
receiving  yards  and  50  touch- 
downs later.  Moss  has  been 
traded  for  a third  round  pick 
- not  a bad  deal  if  you  ask  me. 

Good  luck  to  Randy 
back  in  Minnesota.  Gun  slinger 
Brett  Favre  should  have  a good 
time  throwing  up  bombs  to  Moss . 

I just  hope  Randy 
will  feel  more  “appreciated” 
by  the  fans  in  Minnesota...

In  an  ongoing  struggle 
over  the  past  two  and  a half  years, 
Westfield  State  University  and  the 
City  of  Westfield  still  have  not  come 
up  with  an  agreement  over  banner 
placements  on  Western  Avenue. 

According  to  Ken 
Magarian,  Director  of  Special 
Programs  and  Community  Service 
in  the  Division  of  Advancement  & 
College  Relations,  this  issue  has 
exceeded  beyond  two  and  a half  years . 

“About  seven  or  eight 
years  ago,”  said  Magarian,  “the 
president  wanted  to  put  banners 
on  the  property.” 

He  said  that  at  the 
time,  there  were  no  rules 

or  regulations  for  banners. 

The  plan  was  to 

put  the  banners  on  utility 
f)oles  on  the  University 

property  along  Western  Ave. 

The  poles  are 
jointly  owned  by  Westfield 
Gas  & Electric  and  Verizon. 

The  University  submitted 
a contract  with  both  companies  and 
the  banners  were  put  up  last  spring. 
However,  the  banners  were 
taken  down  in  August. 

Allegedly,  the  University 
did  not  consult  with  neighbors  on 


Western  Ave . and  surrounding  streets . 

The  neighbors  were 
not  happy  with  the  banners. 

Mary  O’Connell,  Ward 
Four  Councilor,  said  that  residents 
“were  upset  over  illegal  banners.” 

O’Connell  explained 
that  there  is  a Cease  and  Desist 
Order  over  the  banner  placement 
on  Western  Ave.  and  that  the 
application  that  the  University 
submitted  with  the  City  is  in  process. 

According  to  Magarian, 
a petition  was  signed  by  50 
people  against  the  banners. 

On  October  4*,  2010,  there 
was  a Neighborhood  Advisory  Board 
(NAB)  Meeting  in  the  Horace  Mann 
Center  regarding  such  banners. 

The  mission  statement  of 
the  NAB  states  that  the  mission  is  to 
“promote  positive  relationships  and 
mutual  respect  between  the  Westfield 
State  College  community  and  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhoods 
impacted  by  college  operations.” 

At  the  meeting  there  were 
a “number  of  hostile  neighbors  who 
spoke  against  the  college  and  the 
banners,”  according  to  Magarian. 

On  Thursday,  October 
7*,  there  was  a City  Council 
meeting  relating  to  the  banners. 

The  requests  for 
banners  on  Western  Ave. 
were  formally  withdrawn. 


Councilman  James 

Brown  motioned  for  the  request 
to  go  through  the  Westfield 
Department  of  Public  Works 
after  a new  ordinance  is  created. 

A vote  for  that  motion 


will  be  held  at  Westfield 
City  Hall  on  October  21“. 

The  next  NAB  meeting  is 
scheduled  sometime  in  November. 

The  topic  of  banner 
placement  will  be  addressed.

There  was 

considerable  excitement 
in  the  medical  community 
recently,  as  it  was  reported 
that  United  States  doctors 
had  begun  treating  the  first 
patient  to  receive  human 
embryonic  stem  cells,  in  a 
procedural  trial  conducted 
by  Geron  Corporation. 

There  has  been  a 
lot  of  discussion,  both  pro 
and  con,  regarding  this 
new  age  medical  discovery. 

The  excitement 
about  stem  cell  research  is 
due  to  the  myriad  of  reported 
medical  benefits  in  areas 
of  regenerative  medicine 
and  therapeutic  cloning. 

Many  say  stem 
cells  can  be  the  “missing 
link”  in  curing  many 
diseases  and  illnesses. 

These  include 

different  kinds  of  cancers, 
spinal  cord  injuries, 
diabetes,  Alzheimer’s, 

Huntington’s  disease, 

Parkinson’s,  MS  and  more. 

This  is  exciting 
news  for  anyone  who  could 
stand  to  gain  from  such 
a modem  miracle. 

Now  there  are 
three  different  categories  of 
stem  cells,  usually  related 
to  how  they  are  harvested. 

The  first  kind  is  called 
adult  harvested  stem  cells, 
which  come  from  blood,  cord 
blood,  skin  and  other  tissues. 

These  cells  are 
usually  found  in  living 
human  bone  marrow. 

Umbilical  cords 

have  also  been  utilized 

for  providing  stem  cells. 

Procurement  of  these 
cells  are  not  always  readily 
accessible,  and  do  cause  some 
discomfort  to  human  hosts. 

But  the  method 

that  technically  is  the  most 


effective,  but  also  causes  the 
most  controversy  is  the  use  of 
embryonic  derived  stem  cells. 

This  procedure 
involves  the  destmction 
of  cellular  blastocysts 

formed  from  laboratory 
fertilized  human  eggs. 

Despite  the  calls  for 
implementing  this  method 
which  at  face  value  seems 
faultless,  there  are  those 
of  us  who  believe  that  fife 
begins  at  conception,  and  the 
blastocyst  is  tmly  a human  life 
and  to  destroy  it  is  immoral 
and  highly  unacceptable. 

This  issue  is  the  only 
roadblockstandinginthewayof 
stem  cell  research  in  America. 

Although  President 
Bush  vetoed  a bill  on 
federally  funded  stem 
cell  research,  in  2009, 

President  Obama  overturned 
Bush’s  ruling  freeing  up 
federal  funds  for  research. 

Obviously  all  human 
suffering  and  sickness  need 
to  be  treated,  and  research 
for  new  cures  are  a work  in 
progress,  but  at  what  cost 
to  humanity  in  general? 

Additional  funding 
should  be  invested  in  adult  cell 


and  umbilical  bloodharvesting . 

There  is  too  much  of  an 
ethical  dilemma  in  embryonic 
cell  harvesting  to  warrant 
further  experimentation. 

Without  mincing 
words,  many  people  consider 
this  selective  murder. 

These  are  embryos 
which  would  eventually 
become  babies  if  not  for 
this  experimentation. 

Human  spare 

parts  cultivation  is  what’s 
being  discussed  here, 
and  it  scares  me  to  death. 

Many  pro  stem  cell 
advocates  argue  that  it  is  legally 
and  morally  justifiable  to  kill 
a few  in  order  to  save  many. 

Pro-Ufers  say  that  it 
is  never  acceptable  to  kill  a 
human  being,  no  matter  what 
the  potential  benefits  may  be. 

Scientists  should 
conduct  studies  in  which  no 
humans  are  killed  to  obtain 
stem  cells,  and  no  patients  are 
harmed  from  receiving  them. 

Instead,  funding  for 
adult  stem  cell  research  should 
be  increased,  because  human 
beings  should  not  be  considered 
biological  raw  material. 

We  are  better  than  that .

Finally,  stem  cell 
research  is  getting  somewhere. 

Last  week,  the 
first  human  embryonic 
stem  cell  trial  began. 

Sponsored  by  Geron 
Corporation,  the  trial  began 
when  a patient,  who  has 
suffered  a spinal  cord  injury, 
was  injected  with  the  stem  cells. 

According  to  the 
Geron  CEO,  the  anticipated 
result  will  repair  the  damage 
that  was  caused  by  the  spinal 
cord  injury  and  “permanently 
regenerate  tissue.” 

This  trial  has  the 
goals  of  determining  safety  and 
providing  hope  for  the  person 
who  has  the  paralysis  in  this  case . 

Although  trials  have 
been  conducted  on  animals  for  a 
few  years,  this  is  the  first  human 
trial  with  embryonic  stem  cells. 

The  stem  cell  research 
question  has  remained  a 
controversial  topic  in  recent 


years,  and  the  arguments 
about  government  funding 
have  dragged  on  as  well. 

Whether  or 

not  government  funding  is 
appropriate,  however,  people 
who  protest  stem  cell  research  on 
the  grounds  that  it  violates  a right 
to  life  do  not  have  valid  claims. 

First  of  all,  embryonic 
stem  cells  are  taken  from  the 
in  vitro  fertilization  process, 
and  thus  on  their  own,  cannot 
survive  outside  of  the  womb. 

Also,  more  than  one- 
third  of  all  embryos  fertilized 
not  via  the  in  vitro  fertilization 
process,  do  not  implant  and 
so  more  are  lost  naturally  than 
are  lost  by  stem  cell  research. 

Finally,  so  many 
embryos  are  created  using  in 
vitro  fertilization  that  they  will  be 
discarded  and  wasted  anyways. 

Because  of  the 
excess  amount  of  unused 
embryos,  they  become  waste. 

Is  it  logical  to  throw 
these  embryos  away  simply 
because  they  had  potential  to 
be  humans  instead  of  using 


them  to  try  to  cure  people  who 
are  suffering  with  diseases? 

No,  it  is  not  logical, 
which  is  why  this  new  human 
embryonic  stem  cell  trial  is  such 
a significant  step.  Even  if  the 
trial  is  not  a complete  success 
or  if  it  fails  outright,  there  is  no 
denying  the  importance  of  it. 

In  this  trial  and  in 
the  prior  research,  scientists 
have  tried  to  provide  a 
cure  for  many  diseases. 

The  research  would 
not  be  a waste  or  a failure, 
because  trial  and  error 
experiments  will  only  lead 
to  more  perfected  strategies 
about  how  to  provide  cures 
for  these  diseases,  which  may 
include  Parkinson’s,  diabetes, 
muscular  dystrophy,  heart 
disease  (which  is  the  leading 
cause  of  death  in  the  United 
States),  and  even  hearing  loss. 

All  eyes  are  on  the 
trial  and  one  can  only  hope 
it  is  a success.  If  it  is,  the 
lives  of  many  Americans,  and 
people  all  around  the  world, 
will  be  positively  changed.

Camell  Dawson, 
his  wife  Angela  and 
their  five  children 
were  all  murdered 
in  Baltimore,  Mary- 


land. Angela  repeat- 
edly reported  to  the 
police  instances  of 
her  neighbors  par- 
ticipating in  dmg 
dealing,  assault,  and 
other  crime.  After 
repeated  vandalism 
of  their  home,  the 
Dawson  family  sur- 
vived a first  arson 
attempt  on  October 
3,  2002.  The  second 
time  their  house  was 
firebombed,  the  fam- 
ily of  seven  could 
not  escape  in  time. 


A neighbor,  Darrell 
Brooks,  pled  guilty 
and  was  sentenced  to 
life  without  parole.  In 
2005,  relatives  of  the 
Dawson  family  filed 
a law  suit  against  the 
city  , the  state,  and 
various  other  agen- 
cies for  neglecting  to 
correct  the  dmg  and 
violence  problem. 
The  house  where  the 
family  died  was  re- 
opened in  2007  as  the 
Dawson  Safe  Haven 
Community  Center. 


Speaker  Series:  Dr.  Timothy  Black

Last  Monday,  the 
Westfield  State  University 
Speaker  Series  focused  on 
author  and  professor  Dr. 
Timothy  Black,  who  spoke 
about  his  novel,  “When  Heart 
Turns  Rock  Sohd:  The  Lives 
of  Three  Puerto  Rican  Brothers 
On  and  Off  the  Streets.” 

The  full  sized 
audience  was  made  mainly 
of  Sociology  majors  and 
Ethnic  Studies  students  with 
notebook  and  pen  in  hand  ready 
to  listen  and  learn  from  the 
impressive  man  in  a suit  and  tie. 

Many  within  the 
audience  attentively  hstened  to 
the  soft-spoken  Dr.  Black  as  he 
explained  his  passion  for  his  work 
and  his  subjects:  three  Puerto 
Rican  brothers  from  Springfield. 

He  dedicated  18  years 
of  observation  and  analysis  to  the 
responses  of  the  brother’s  social 
changes  throughout  the  years. 

Dr.  Black  spoke  of

the  journey  he  took  through 
this  experience  and  how  he 
learned  a lot  about  Puerto 
Ricans  culturally,  especially 
those  residing  in  Springfield. 

He  went  in  depth 
about  Springfield’s  glory 
days  as  the  cradle  of  New 
England’s  industrial  hub. 

He  gave  background 
for  our  neighboring  city  that 
many,  including  myself  as  a 
local  to  Springfield,  didn’t 
know  about  the  history, 
struggle,  and  transformations 


that  Springfield  has  undergone. 

According  to  Dr.  Black 
the  theme  throughout  his  book 
and  research  is  that  “Man  is  out 
of  place  and  with  no  place.” 

Through  this 

generation’s  lack  of  direction 
throughout  the  years  he  saw  a 
growing  trend;  barriers  that  often 
affected  men  from  transitioning 
from  the  streets  to  the  workplace . 

He  talked  about 
the  brothers  and  mentioned 
each  individual  and  their 
struggles  back  then  and 
where  are  they  now. 

Throughout  the 

presentation  Dr.  Black 
thoroughly  went  over  the 
different  aspects  that  affected 
the  brothers  and  gave  a 
unique  prospective  being  an 
outsider  observing  their  fives. 

Although  many 

students  quickly  filed  out  at  the 
end,  many  stayed  and  asked 
questions  related  to  Dr.  Black’s 
experience  as  well  as  how 
the  brothers  feel  today  about 
the  book  written  about  them.

Remembering  John  Lennon:  Concert  Review

2010,  the  eve  before  the  day 
John  Lennon  would  have 
turned  seventy  years  old, 
I attended  a John  Lennon 
tribute  concert-  “Remember 
Lennon:  Imagine  70.”

Lennon  fan  (both  with  The 
Beatles  and  solo),  I was 
hoping  for  a good  show.

with  a screen  behind  the  band 
showing  a projection  of  early 
events  in  John’s  life,  including 
WWn  and  pictures  of  The 
Beatles  with  a backdrop  of 
classic  Beatles  tunes. 

Peter  finally  came 
onstage  in  one  of  John’s 
signature  outfits:  the  white 
suit,  as  seen  on  the  cover  of 
The  Beatles’  Abbey  Road. 

I was  taken  aback 
by  how  much  he  looked 
and  sounded  like  John. 

He  opened  the  concert 
with  a few  of  my  favorite  songs, 
plus  many  more:  “Working  Class 
Hero,”  “God,”  and  “Mother”. 

When  he  played 
“Mother”,  tears  came 
to  my  eyes  for  the  first 
time  of  many  that  night. 

Throughout  the  show, 
Peter  talked  about  John’s  life 
as  if  he  was  actually  John. 

I learned  bits  and 
pieces  of  history  that  I did  not 
know,  which  was  pretty  neat. 

For  a brief  interlude, 
Peter  went  behind  the  stage  and 


changed  into  one  of  John’s  other 
famous  outfits:  his  army  suit  as 
seen  in  interviews , and  the  music 
video  for  “Nobody  Told  Me.” 

This  set  included 
“Imagine,”  “Rock  and 
Roll  Music,”  and  a very 
heartfelt  “Mind  Games.” 

After  “Mind 

Games,”  he  played  a song 
that  never  fails  to  bring  tears 
to  my  eyes-  “Jealous  Guy”- 
with  all  the  passion  and 
wistfulness  that  you  can  hear 
when  you  listen  to  John  sing  it. 


After  another 

intermission,  Peter 

Gendron  came  back 

onstage  changed  yet  again. 

He  was  wearing 


a New  York  City  shirt, 
and  a black  suit  jacket. 

For  this  set,  he 
played  “Revolution  #1,”  “Dear 
Prudence,”  “Beautiful  Boy 
(Darling  Boy),”  and  others. 

He  played  “Woman,” 
John’s  ballad  for  Yoko 
sorrowfully,  yet  lovingly, 
just  like  how  John  sounds 
on  the  original  recording. 


After  “Woman,” 
the  stage  grew  dark,  and  a 
news  broadcast  announcing 
John’s  assassination  on 
December  8, 1980,  was  played. 

My  throat  grew  tight 
and  my  eyes  grew  watery 
as  the  recording  ended. 

A single  spotlight 
shined  on  Peter  as  he 
took  off  his  sunglasses. 

He  then  started  to 


play  “In  My  Life,”  one  of 
my  favorite  Beatles  songs. 

After  “In  My  Life,” 
Peter  left  the  stage,  but 
came  back  on  for  an  encore. 

For  the  first 
song,  he  launched  into 
“All  You  Need  Is  Love.” 

The  audience 

sang  and  clapped  along. 

For  the  final  song  of 
the  evening,  he  played  one  of 
John’s  most  famous  protest 
songs,  “Give  Peace  A Chance.” 
Everyone  clapped  along. 

Peter  left  the  stage 
with  a couple  bows  and 
kisses  blown  to  the  audience. 

As  he  left  the  stage 
he  called  out,  “And  a Happy 
Seventieth  Birthday  to  John.” 

After  the  show, 
I stood  outside  near  the 
front  of  the  Calvin  Theatre. 

Peter  came  out  and  met 
some  of  the  fans  who  had  been 
waiting  there,  including  myself. 

He  was  a nice 
guy,  and  did  a great 
job  portraying  John. 

I’m  sure  if  John 
had  been  alive  to  see  him, 
he  would  have  been  pleased. 

I left  the  Calvin  with 
that  sense  of  happiness  and 
completeness  that  listening 
to  John’s  songs  gives  me. 

It  was  a fabulous 
night,  and  I am  glad  that  I 
had  a chance  to  experience  it.

about  the  many  20-somethings 
who  wander  the  internet  all  day. 


After  seeing  the  movie 
I was  amazed  that  although 
the  entire  movie  was  simply 
dialogue,  it  was  so  intense  and 
engaging  that  you  don’t  realize 
that  all  they  are  doing  is  talking. 

It  follows  Mark 
Zuckerburg,  the  creator  of 
Facebook,  and  how  it  and  how 
two  different  lawsuits  came  to  be . 

The  seamless  editing 
of  the  film  blends  these  three 
different  stories  gracefully. 

Acting- wise,  the 
two  real  standouts  acting 
wise  were  Jesse  Eisenberg  as 
Mark  Zuckerburg  and  Andrew 
Garfield  as  Zuckerburg ’s  best 
friend  Eduardo  Suarverin. 
Many  will  say  that  Jesse 
Eisenberg  is  just  playing 
himself,  but  his  performance 
is  absolutely  brilliant. 

He  melts  away  into 
the  character  and  delivers 
dialogue  in  an  empty  but  at 
the  same  time  witty  way. 

The  real  new  discovery 
here  is  Andrew  Garfield  he 
is  the  emotional  core  of  the 
film.  Without  his  performance 
“The  Social  Network” 


would  be  devoid  of  emotion. 

Every  scene  being 
equal  parts  slick,  charming, 
and  emotionally  centered 
he  is  a star  ready  to  be  bom. 

Justin  Timberlake  also 
does  a good  job  here  playing 
a manipulative  and  sleazy 
businessman,  but  in  the  end 


it  seems  like  stunt  casting  to 
bring  popularity  to  the  movie. 

The  real  star  here  should 
stand  up  and  take  a bow;  Aaron 
Sorkin’s  adapted  screenplay 
is  just  short  of  brilliant. 

The  dialog,  as  one 
would  expect,  crackles  and 
pops,  but  beneath  that  is 


the  strong  thematic  pulse 
of  a very  human  story. 

All  tied  together  with 
beautiful  cinematography  and 
a unconventional  but  effective 
original  score.  The  Social 
Network  not  only  tells  us  the 
story  about  Facebook  but  it  also 
tells  the  story  of  our  generation. 


M.  Night  Shyamalan  redeems  himself  with  the  movie  Devil

Poor  M.  Night 
Shyamalan.  After  “The 
Happening”  and  the  joke 
known  as  “The  Last  Airbender”, 
what  credibility  did  he  have 
left  with  his  audiences? 

Luckily,  with  “Devil”, 
in  theaters  now,  it  is  safe  to 
say  he  has  redeemed  himself. 

What  probably  saved 
this  movie  from  crashing  and 
burning  is  that  while  Shyamalan 
created  the  story  the  movie 
is  based  on,  it  was  written 
and  directed  by  other  people. 

The  movie  is  about 
five  strangers  trapped  in  an 
elevator,  and  you  are  led  to 
believe  one  has  got  to  be  the 
Devil,  as  someone  within  the 
elevator  keeps  killing  off  the 


others  without  anyone  knowing 
who,  including  the  security 
staff  helplessly  watching 
from  a surveillance  camera. 

But  which  one  is 


the  Devil?  Each  character  is 
given  equally  good  reason 
for  you  to  believe  they  are 
or  aren’t  them.  Is  the  devil 
the  mysterious  man  whose 


name  was  not  on  the  sign 
up  sheet?  Is  it  the  furniture 
salesman  who  seems  to 
be  harassing  the  others? 

The  film  doesn’t 


disappoint,  with  a classic  M. 
Night  twist  ending  as  promised 
which  ties  all  loose  ends  together. 

If  M.  Night  had 
written  the  script,  the  dialogue 
would  have  been  his  typical 
cheesy  overly  dramatic  one- 
liners.  Thankfully,  it  isn’t. 

True  to  usual 
Shyamalan  form,  the  film 
contains  a ‘Believer’  and  a 
‘Skeptic,’  one  person  to  have  a 
ready  and  detailed  explanation 
for  the  bizarre  phenomena,  and 
the  other  to  say  “Wow,  that’s 
dumb”  until  their  faith  is  restored 
in  God  and  they  believe  again. 

If  you’re  a fan 
of  his  work,  then  this 
is  M.  Night  at  his  best. 

If  you’re  not  a fan  you 
might  still  feel  decently  about 
this  one.  In  either  case,  please 
don’t  ever  see  “The  Happening” . 


The  Westfield  Voice 
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Neil  Young:  Le  Noise  review

The  most  Canadian 
of  America’s  national 
treasures,  Neil  Young  has  been 
recording  for  nearly  40  years, 
alternating  between  records 
in  the  country-folk  and  hard 
rock  veins  and  influencing 
generations  with  both. 

His  consistency 
has  gone  down  the  toilet 
since  the  70 ’s  ended,  but 
whenever  tragedy  hits  his 
life  he  always  retaliates 
with  a masterful  record. 

The  dark  precedent 
for  this  trend  arrived  in  1975: 
Tonight’s  the  Night,  a twin 
elegy  for  his  Crazy  Horse 
bandmate  Danny  Whitten 
and  roadie  Bruce  Berry. 

His  latest,  Le  Noise, 
falls  right  in  this  pattern. 

Upon  the  passing 

of  his  long  time  producer 
and  sideman  Ben  Keith, 
NeU  hooked  up  with  Daniel 
Lanois  (U2,  Bob  Dylan,  Peter 
Gabriel)  to  record  a dark  and 
introspective  set  featuring 
only  Neil’s  voice  and  guitar. 

The  opener  “Walk 

With  Me”  is  surprising  for 
two  reasons,  the  first  being

how  much  like  Pete  Townsend 
Neil’s  voice  and  riffs  sound, 
the  second  being  how  the 
recording  actually  sounds. 

Despite  the  track 
(and  the  entire  album) 
being  just  Neil  and  a guitar, 
the  soundscape  Daniel 

Lanois  creates  is  sturming. 

Lanois  transforms 
Neil’s  ancient  Les  Paul  into 
an  army  of  instruments  and 
burbling  electronics,  creating 


a perfect  middle  point  between 
his  singer-songwriter  and 
noisemaker  modes,  plus  a 
little  shoegaze  thrown  in. 

On  “Love  and  War,” 
he  switches  from  the  electric  for 
Hank  Williams’  acoustic  and 
goes  into  protest  singer  mode. 

Unlike  his  last  record. 
Fork  in  the  Road,  which  told 
listeners  what  to  think  about 
global  warming,  on  this  song  he 
simply  plants  in  his  listeners  the 


image  of  a mother  trying  to  tell 
her  children  why  their  soldier 
father  won’t  be  coming  home 
again.  Definitely  enraging. 

Another  highlight 
is  “Hitchhiker,”  where 
over  an  angry  riff  Neil 
surprises  even  long  time 
listeners  with  a strikingly 
autobiographical  song. 

He  relates  to  listeners- 
or  perhaps  confesses  a history 
of  drug  abuse  leading  to 


paranoia,  shedding  new 
light  on  previous  songs. 

Somehow,  he  finds 
himself  with  a loving  wife  and 
kids,  clean  and  alive,  and  he 
definitely  counts  himself  lucky. 

The  penultimate 
track  “Peaceful  Valley 
Boulevard”  is  where  Neil’s 
darkness  reaches  its  peak. 

He  sings  an  epic  tale 
of  man’s  negative  impact  on  the 
Earth  over  a Hendrixian  riff, 
making  the  song  a sort  of  sad 
sequel  to  “After  the  Gold  Rush .” 

He  cites  the  hunting 
of  the  buffalo  and  the  rise  of 
Califomia  culture  to  tell  a 
greater  tale  of  innocence  lost. 

The  closer, 

“Rumblin,”’  ends  the  album 
on  a much  lighter  note. 

The  song  has  a slight 
Radiohead  feel,  which  is 
understandable  given  how 
muchThomYorkeidolizesNeil. 

Neil  asks  himself 
“When  will  I learn  how 
to  give  back?/When  will  I 
learn  how  to  heal?”  giving 
himself  hope  for  the  future. 

It’s  another  relevant 
question  from  the  ageless 
master  that  we  all  ask 
ourselves  in  this  cynical, 
seemingly  apocalyptic  age.

After  coming  off  an 
impressive  15-0  victory  over 
Bridgewater  State,  the  Westfield 
State  Owls  traveled  to  Castine, 
Maine  to  face  off  against  Maine 
Maritime  and  their  prolific  rush- 
ing attack  this  past  Saturday. 

Coming  into  the  game, 
the  Mariners  were  the  number 
one  ranked  Division-Ill  rushing 
offense  in  the  nation,  averag- 
ing 506  yards  per  game  on  the 
ground  this  year,  and  they  did  not 
disappoint  their  fans  last  week. 

Running  the  ball  62 
times,  the  Mariners  ran  for 
435  yards  rushing  in  the  game 
in  a 42-21  win  over  the  Owls. 

Helping  lead  this 
stout  attack  was  running  back 
Nick  Bourassa  who  ran  for 
156  yards  and  three  scores. 

But  not  be  outdone 
was  fullback  Jim  Bower  who 
recorded  two  touchdowns  on 
his  way  to  146  yards  rushing. 

This  game  will  be 
one  that  Bower  will  remem- 
ber for  the  rest  of  his  life  be- 
cause in  this  game  he  surpassed 


5,000  career-rushing  yards. 

With  6:20  to  go  in 
the  third  quarter.  Bower  ran 
the  ball  for  10  yards  to  the 
Owls’  one-yard  line  and  be- 
came the  third  Mariner  run- 
ning back  in  the  program’s  long 
history  to  surpass  the  5,000- 
yard  rushing  mark  in  a career. 

He  finished  the 
game  with  5,080,  leaving 
him  in  17th  place  on  the  D- 
III  career  rushing  yards  list. 

The  Owls  were  once 
again  hurt  by  turnovers  as  they 
committed  six  in  the  game. 
Starting  quarterback  Dylan 

Smith  threw  three  interceptions 
and  one  of  those  interceptions 
was  returned  for  a touchdown. 

The  Owls  then 

turned  to  Tyler  Dow  to  help 

create  a spark  but  he  also 
threw  three  interceptions. 

However,  Dow  was 
able  to  lead  the  Owls  on  a 
nice  scoring  drive  after  Gregg 
Jackson  intercepted  Mari- 

time quarterback  Matt  Rende. 

Dow  threw  a nice 
18-yard  touchdown  pass  to 
Evan  Beraeche,  who  ended 
the  day  with  eight  catches  for 
143  yards  and  that  score.  With 


that  score  midway  through 
the  third  quarter,  the  Owls 
were  only  down  by  28-14. 

Trying  to  get  back 
into  the  game  the  Owls  at- 
tempted an  onside  kick,  but 
Alex  Grant  recovered  the  kick 
and  ran  the  ball  back  to  the 
Owls’  16-yard  line.  Bower 
scored  just  three  plays  later, 
giving  Maritime  a 35-14  lead. 

Helping  the  Owls  of- 
fensively was  running  back 
Luke  Johnson  who  finished  with 
104  yards  and  one  touchdown 
on  25  carries.  This  was  the  sec- 
ond week  in  a row  that  Johnson 
has  run  over  the  century  mark. 

Linebacker  Justin  Eh- 
rhardt  had  10  tackles  in  the  loss 
leading  the  Owls  defense.  The 
Owls  next  game  will  be  Satur- 
day when  they  face  off  against 
the  Coast  Guard  Academy. 

The  Coast  Guard  is 
coming  into  this  week’s  game 
with  a 2-3  record  after  losing 
a double-overtime  heartbreaker 
to  Bridgewater  State  32-25.  The 
Coast  Guard  academy  has  a bal- 
anced offense  and  is  led  by  soph- 
omore quarterback  Jon  Resch. 

Resch  has  thrown 
for  668  yards  this  year  with  4 


touchdowns  and  4 interceptions 
as  well.  The  Coast  Guard  has 
been  hurt  a lot  this  season  by 
turnovers  fi'om  its  quarterbacks, 
as  Resch  and  his  backup  have 
nine  interceptions  combined. 

The  Coast  Guard  is 
only  averaging  14  points  per 
game  and  allowing  opponents 
to  score  21  points.  The  Owls 
need  to  be  able  to  create  a bal- 


anced offensive  of  attack  of 
running  and  passing  the  baU. 

With  running  back 
Luke  Johnson  looking  strong, 
the  Owls  need  to  stop  turning 
the  ball  over  on  offense  and 
get  their  trio  of  wide  receiv- 
ers the  ball  - Bemeche,  CJ. 
Franklin  and  Kevin  Parnell.

Trapped  Chilean  miners  rescued  safely

Trapped  for  more  than 
two  months,  their  wait  was  finally 
over.  With  the  whole  world 
watching,  one  by  one  33  Chilean 
miners  rose  to  the  surface  last 
Wednesday,  greeted  with  cheers 
and  applause  by  family  and  friends 
in  celebration  of  what  has  become 
known  as  the  miracle  in  the  mine. 

For  the  first  17  days,  no  one 
knew  how  many  miners  survived 
the  accident,  if  any  at  all.  After 
weeks  of  searching,  the  miners 
were  finally  located  and  drilling 
efforts  began  to  get  them  out. 

Starting  at  midnight  last 
Tuesday,  a 13-foot  tall  capsule 
named  Phoenix  was  lowered  a half- 
mile  into  the  ground  to  the  site. 

Ending  much  earlier' 
than  predicted,  it  took  rescuers 
roughly  20  minutes  to  bring  out 
each  miner  along  with  six  rescue 
workers  that  were  first  sent  down 
to  assess  the  men,  taking  the  entire 
operation  about  a day  to  complete. 

For  their  trip  up,  the  miners 
were  monitored  by  video.  They 
were  given  oxygen  masks,  dark 
glasses  to  protect  their  eyes,  and 
more  clothing  to  help  with  the  move 
from  the  sweltering  underground 
heat  to  the  cool  desert  air. 


Florencio  Avalos  was  the 
first  to  emerge  from  the  ground. 
He  was  welcomed  with  hugs 
and  kisses  from  his  wife  and  7- 
year-old  son  as  well  as  Chilean 
President  Sebastian  Pinera. 

The  men  came  up 
stronger  than  expected.  They  were 
brought  to  a triage  center  where 
they  underwent  both  physical  and 
mental  evaluations.  One  miner 
was  treated  for  pneumonia  and  two 
others  needed  dental  surgery.  The 
rest  were  released  on  Thursday. 

A shift  foreman  named 
Luis  Urzua  has  become  known 
as  the  hero  of  the  group.  The  last 
man  out,  he  is  said  to  have  kept  the 
men  alive  during  their  two-month 
ordeal  with  his  strict  rotation  of 
their  limited  food  and  supplies 
before  help  could  reach  them. 

A waiting  station  set  up  for 
family  and  friends  called  “Camp 
Hope”  exploded  with  cheers  and 
applause  when  Urzua  came  to  the 
surface.  Confetti  and  balloons 
were  released  into  the  air  and 
champagne  bottles  were  popped 
open  as  people  began  to  celebrate. 

The  entire  world  became 
captivated  by  the  miners’  story. 
News  crews  from  across  the  globe 
aired  live  footage  of  the  rescue. 
Thousands  gathered  in  the  capital  of 
Santiago  waving  flags  and  yelling 


chants  as  they  watched  the  miners 
being  pulled  up  to  the  surface. 

The  Chilean  government 
has  promised  constant  care  to  the 
miners  that  will  not  end  until  each 
has  been  able  to  readjust  to  their 
lifestyles.  Chilean  president  and 
first  lady  urged  each  miner  to  rest 
and  recover  and  assured  them  they 
will  not  be  alone  in  the  process. 

They  will  soon  learn 
how  true  that  is  with  the  whole 


world  fascinated  by  the  event,  now 
providing  a new  life  of  fame  and 
fortune  for  the  miners.  A life  far 
different  than  the  ones  they  left 
August  S'*  when  the  33  men  went 
into  the  San  Jose  mine  risking 
their  lives  for  $1,600  a month. 

From  mission  impossible 
to  mission  incredible,  the  cap  was 
sealed  by  President  Pinera,  officially 
marking  the  mine  closed  on  a day 
that  will  no  doubt  go  down  in  history.

Facebook  taking  control  of  privacy  issues

Facebook,  the 
popular  social  networking  site, 
has  recently  been  experiencing 
problems  with  security  leading 
to  the  release  of  personal 
information  of  many  users. 

Although  it  is  unclear 
when  the  breach  began,  several 
of  the  network’s  top  applications 
leaked  personal  information 
about  users  of  their  applications. 

It  has  been 
suggested  by  “The  Wall  Street 
Journal”  that  even  those  users 
who  have  their  privacy  settings 
adjusted  so  that  their  profile  is 
completely  private  may  be  at  risk. 

The  Times  goes  on  to 
say  that  even  some  Facebook 
users  whose  information  was 
compromised  may  also  have 
been  subjected  to  the  breach. 

The  applications 
that  have  obtained  the 
information  are  among  some 


of  the  most  popular  on  the 
Facebook  website  including 
FarmVille  and  other  games. 

Information  was 
then  passed  to  advertising  and 
Internet  Tracking  companies. 

Although  many 
people  are  worried  that 
this  breach  in  security  may 
leave  them  vulnerable,  “The 
Washington  Post”  as  well 
as  gather.com  have  pointed 
out  that  the  information 
that  has  been  leaked  was 
accessible  in  most  scenarios. 

TTie  information  that 
has  been  obtained  includes 
your  Facebook  username  and 
user  number,  which  can  lead 
I>eople  to  finding  your  name, 
gender,  age  and  networks. 

Unless  you  have 
disabled  the  Facebook  feature 
that  allows  other  users  to 
‘search’  for  your  name,  this 
information  is  already  public. 

Facebook  addressed 
the  breach  in  a public  statement, 
in  which  they  explained  that  in 


most  cases , the  applications  took 
the  information  inadvertently 
through  normal  techniques. 

They  have  also 
since  suspended  use  of  the 
applications  in  question. 

A Facebook 

spokesperson  had  this  to  say 
in  regard  to  the  severity  and 
precautions  of  the  situation, 
“Our  policy  is  very  clear 
about  protecting  user  data, 
ensuring  that  no  one  can 
access  private  user  information 
without  explicit  user  consent. 

“Further,  developers 
cannot  disclose  user  information 
to  ad  networks  and  data  brokers. 
We  take  strong  measures  to 
enforce  this  policy,  including 
suspending  and  disabling 
applications  that  violate  it.” 

Althouwgh  many 
Facebook  users  are  concerned 
that  their  information  has 
been  leaked  it  is  important  to 
know  that  Facebook  has  taken 
control  of  the  situation  and 
aims  to  prevent  further  lapses.

Possible  renovations  to  WSU

With  an  ever- 
growing student  population, 
Westfield  State  University 
is  considering  expansion. 

Plans  were  first  proposed 

to  the  board  of  Trustees  on 

Tuesday  September  12,  2010. 

The  plans  included 
a new  residence  hall,  which 
looks  as  though  it  may  be 
placed  on  the  campus  green. 

Also,  new 


developments  to  the  dining 
commons  would  not  only 
add  hundreds  of  additional 
seats,  but  possibly  a new 
wellness  center  as  well. 
The  renovations  to  the  new 
dining  commons  may  entail  the 
inclusion  of  a new  second  floor. 

The  proposal  stated 
that  the  target  occupancy 
date  for  both  the  new  dining 
commons  and  residence 
hall  would  be  2013-2014. 

A new  academic 
building  was  also  mentioned 
in  the  plans.  Although  the 


building  would  most  likely 
be  placed  somewhere  along 
Western  Avenue,  there  was 

no  occupancy  date  offered. 

All  in  all,  the 

renovation  plan  would  cost  an 
estimated  $100  million.  The 

allocation  would  be  $55  million 
dedicated  to  the  residence 
hall,  $7  million  for  the  dining 
commons  and  $33  million  for 
the  new  academic  building. 

The  Board  of 

Trustees  will  meet  to  discuss  the 
approval  of  the  newly  suggested 
plan  sometime  in  December.

Greetings  from  London

Hello  from  Lxjndon, 
Westfield  State  University!  Still 
strange  calling  it  university  for 
me,  but  it  certainly  isn’t  a bad 
title  to  have.  But,  as  1 said.  I’m 
currently  in  London  so  I can’t 
gather  all  the  benefits  of  being 
a Westfield  State  University 
student,  whatever  they  may  be. 

London  is  a great 
place  and  is,  of  course,  a bit 
more  lively  than  good  old 
Westfield.  It  really  is  a meeting 
point  of  every  culture,  which 
is  unbelievable  to  see.  Apart 
from  Paris,  I can’t  compare  it  to 
anywhere  else  I have  ever  been. 

Visiting  the  pub  is 
something  every  proper  Brit 
does,  and  does  with  frequency. 
It’s  not  uncommon  to  visit  a pub 
five  nights  a week,  and  see  the 
same  people  there  every  night. 
Not  necessarily  even  drinking, 
but  just  being  there.  And 
during  the  weekend,  the  pubs 
come  to  life  with  football  fans. 

In  fact,  that  is  the  reason 
I am  even  here.  You  see,  unlike 
most  Americans,  I am  a football 
(soccer)  fan.  Perhaps  it’s  just  the 
French  in  me,  but  I absolutely 
love  everything  about  it. 

While  most  of  you 
have  always  watched  the 
Patriots  or  the  Red  Sox,  I have 
always  watched  Arsenal  FC, 
and  the  French  national  team. 

And  Arsenal  just 
so  happens  to  be  located  in 
North  London.  So  it’s  no 
coincidence  that  this  is  where 
I ended  up.  Academics  and 
culture  aside,  I came  here  for 
Arsenal.  It  really  is  my  passion. 

Which  is  why  I 
consider  myself  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  attend  matches 
in  person.  It’s  also  why 
instead  of  going  off  to  Spain 
or  Italy  some  weekends  like 
the  other  Americans  here, 
I actually  get  more  excited 
at  the  prospect  of  staying 
in  London  to  see  my  team. 

My  latest  match  was 


Arsenal  vs.  Birmingham  City, 
the  latter  a relatively  unknown 
team  outside  of  England. 
Arsenal’s  stadium,  known  as 
the  Emirates  Stadium  is  a brand 
new,  massive,  and  wonderful 
place  to  watch  a match. 

It’s  a bit  fuimy  that  I 
work  for  the  Red  Sox  and  spent 
all  summer  at  Fenway  Park, 
saw  every  game,  and  I always 
wondered  how  first-time  visitors 
were  so  awestruck  by  Fenway. 

Yet  at  the  Emirates,  I 
was  the  stupid  looking  fan  in 
a trance,  and  now  I completely 
understand  it.  I’ve  watched  so 
many  matches  on  TV,  and  seen 
plenty  of  pictures , but  the  feeling 
of  finally  setting  foot  inside 
simply  cannot  be  described. 

The  match  started  off 
great.  Arsenal  is  a big,  well 
known  team  with  stars,  whereas 
Birmingham’s  best  player  is  one 
who  was  actually  rejected  and 
sold  by  Arsenal.  Yet  some  time 
into  the  game,  Birmingham 
struck  first  with  a header, 
and  then  were  winning  1-0. 

It  should  be 
noted  that  visiting  fans  for 
football  matches  in  England 
do  not  mix  with  home  fans. 
It’s  not  like  at  Fenway,  with 
Yankees  and  Sox  fans  side 
by  side.  Here,  the  away 
fans  sit  in  a little  fenced-in 
section,  surrounded  by  police. 

But  during  the  game 
we  continued  in  good  spirit, 
singing  and  chanting.  Arsenal 
fans  had  already  created 
and  spread  a chant  about 
one  of  the  players  based  on 
something  he’d  done  five 
minutes  prior.  And  all  60,0(X) 
of  us  were  singing.  We  were 
losing,  yes,  but  still  singing. 

Later  on  we  were  given 
hope.  A player  was  fouled  in  the 
box , and  we  were  given  a penalty. 
And  just  like  that,  we  scored. 

The  way  everyone 
reacts  to  a goal,  intentionally 
or  not,  is  by  immediately 
jumping  with  their  arms  up. 
And  60,000  people  doing  this 
together  in  one  second  is  quite  a 


sight.  But  we  were  aU  relieved. 
We  were  back  in  the  game. 

Sometime  later. 

Arsenal  scored  a beautiful  goal, 
and  the  score  was  2-1.  Once 
again , we  all  went  absolutely  nuts 
and  random  strangers  hugged. 
Then  came  the  final  whistle, 
and  we  let  out  some  cheers 
and  applause  for  the  players, 
but  just  like  that,  it  was  over. 

A 90  minute  game 
feels  like  it  takes  forever 
on  TV,  but  in  person,  it  felt 
like  I was  barely  there.  The 
celebrations  continued  out  onto 
the  street,  where  the  police  had 
the  entire  area  on  lock  down, 
and  onto  the  subway  where 
we  continued  singing.  Hours 
later  I was  still  feeling  the 
excitement  from  it. 

It  is  something  that 
you  can  never  experience  in 
the  United  States.  Hockey 
perhaps  comes  close,  but 
baseball,  American  football, 
and  basketball  are  miles  away 
from  the  experience  of  a 
proper  football  (soccer)  match. 

Interestingly,  the 
MLS,  despite  being  the 
same  sport,  almost  insults 
real  football  by  being 
mentioned  in  the  same  breath.

Rosa  Louise  Mc- 
Cauley Parks  was 
bom  in  Tuskegee, 
Alabama.

her  age.  School  bus 
transportation  was 
virtually  nonexis- 
tent for  African- 
American  children 
in  the  South.  She 
was  quoted  as  say- 
ing, “I’d  see  the  bus 
pass  every  day...  But 
to  me,  that  was  a way 
of  life...  The  bus  was 
among  the  first  ways 
I realized  there  was 
a black  world  and  a 
white  world.’’  She 
recalls  a time  when 


she  was  very  young, 
when  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  marched  down 
her  street  vandal- 
izing houses  and 
her  father  had  to 
guard  the  front  door 
with  a shot  gun.  In 
December,  1955 
Parks  refused  to  obey 
her  bus  driver  and 
leave  her  seat  in  the 
front  of  the  bus  for 
a white  passen- 
ger, sparking  the 
Montgomery  Bus 
Boycott.  She  died 
at  the  age  of  92.

The  screenplay

Following  a big 

Monday  night  win  over  the 
Miami  Dolphins,  the  New 
England  Patriots  decided 

to  trade  their  number 

one  wide-out  Randy  Moss 
away  back  to  where  it  all 
started  for  him  in  Minnesota. 

Over  the  past  few 
weeks,  debates  have  come 
up  about  whether  or  not 

Moss  would  re-sign  with 
the  Patriots  after  this  year. 

Moss  has  felt  the  need 
to  speak  out  about  people  in 
New  England  wanting  to  see  him 
fail  on  a number  of  occasions. 

Rumors  have 

surfaced  about  Moss  and 
Tom  Brady  getting  into  a 
cathght  in  the  locker  room. 

Bill 
Belichick  ended  the  discussions 
of  Moss  potentially  re- 
signing with  New  England 
by  trading  the  Hall  of  Fame 
receiver  to  Minnesota  for  a 
third  round  draft  pick  in  2011.

New  England  gave 
the  Seattle  Seahawks  the  fourth 
round  pick  they  acquired  from 
Denver  in  the  Laurence  Maroney 
trade  to  get  their  former  Super 
Bowl  MVP  back  in  town. 

Branch  is  a perfect 
fit  in  this  offense  as  he  is  very 
familiar  with  the  playbook  and 
system  Bill  Belichick  has  going. 

Many  people  are 
wondering  what  this  trade  does 
to  the  Patriots  in  the  short  term. 

Brandon  Tate,  the 
talented  but  raw  receiver 
out  of  North  Carolina 
needs  to  step  up  his  play  in 
the  offense  as  the  Patriots 
move  forward  this  season. 

Belichick  is  also 
counting  on  rookie  tight  ends 
Aaron  Hernandez  and  Rob 
Gronkowski  to  produce  for 
the  remainder  of  the  season.

Minnesota  gets  arguably  the 
best  deep  threat  wide  receiver 
in  NFL  history  to  throw  to  now. 

There  are  no  excuses 
this  season  if  the  Vikings  don’t 
make  the  playoffs  with  the 
talent  Favre  is  surrounded  with. 

When  Sidney  Rice 
arrives  back  to  the  field, 
Minnesota  will  have  one  of 
the  best,  if  not  the  best,  wide 
receiving  cores  in  the  NFL 
- not  to  mention  they  still 
have  Adrian  Peterson,  who 
in  my  opinion  is  the  test 
running  back  in  the  league. 

The  Patriots  couldn’t 
have  traded  Moss  at  a tetter 
time  as  the  Vikings  faced  the 
New  York  Jets  on  Monday 
Night  Football  on  October  11. 

The  timing  was  also 
perfect  for  this  trade  because  the 
Patriots  had  their  bye  week  to 
prepare  their  new  look  offense 
before  facing  the  Baltimore 
Ravens  at  home  on  October  17.

Patriots  come  from  behind  to  beat  Baltimore  in  overtime

The  New  England 

Patriots  came  back  to  teat 
the  Baltimore  Ravens  23-20 
last  Sunday  in  an  overtime 

thriller  that  any  football 

fan  could  have  loved. 

After  the  Ravens 

drove  the  ball  down  field  for 
a field  goal  on  their  first  drive, 
the  Patriots  answered  with 
a touchdown  run  by 
BenJarvus  Green-Ellis  to 
take  a 7-3  first  quarter  lead. 

This  was  Green-Ellis’s 
third  straight  game  with  a TD. 

The  pace  of  the  game 
was  slow  for  the  rest  of  the 
first  half.  Todd  Heap  caught  a 


touchdown  midway  through 
the  second  quarter  and  the 
Ravens  took  a three  point 
lead  into  the  locker  room. 

This  was  a very 
defensive  oriented  game 
and  neither  team  was  able  to 
gain  too  much  of  an  edge. 
Down  by  10  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  Tom  Brady 
hooked  up  with  newly  acquired 
receiver  Deion  Branch  for 
a touchdown  to  bring  the 
Pats  within  a score  of  a tie. 

The  Patriots  defense 
got  a big  stop  on  their  next 
series  and  then  a field  goal  on 
their  next  offensive  possession 
to  tie  the  score  at  20-20. 

With  a questionable 
call  to  end  regulation,  the 
Pats  decided  to  go  for  a deep 


touchdown  pass  instead  of 
kicking  a 62-yard  field  goal 
for  the  win.  The  pass  was 
intercepted  in  the  end  zone  and 
the  game  went  into  overtime. 

Baltimore  started  the 
overtime  period  with  the  ball. 

After  a three-and- 
out  by  both  teams,  and  an 
unsportsmanlike  like  conduct 
on  the  Ravens’  fullback,  the  Pats 
were  set  up  in  great  field  position . 

Starting  the  drive 
on  the  Patriots’  38-yard  line, 
Brady  hit  Branch  for  a big 
gain  followed  by  a 
completion  to  Wes  Welker. 

After  another 

completion  to  Branch  and  a few 
short  runs,  Stephen  Gostkowski 
was  brought  in  to  kick  the  game 
winning  35-yard  field  goal. 


The  ball  was 
up  and  it  was  good. 

A flag  on  the  play 
scared  a lot  of  Pats  fans,  but 
the  penalty  was  against  the 
Ravens.  It  was  declined  and 
the  Patriots  had  won  the  game. 

The  Pats’  D kept  them 
in  the  game  when  their  high 
powered  offense  seemed  to  have 
forgotten  to  eat  their  Wheaties 
as  Brady  had  two  interceptions. 

Joe  Flacco  and  the 
Ravens’  offense  seemed  to  not 
understand  that  they  weren’t 
going  to  get  the  run  game  going. 
Ray  Rice  did  have  88  yards,  but 
it  was  on  28  carries  and  sounds 
more  effective  than  it  was. 

Deion  Branch  was 
the  biggest  story  in  this  game. 
Five  years  after  leaving  the 


team.  Branch  returned  wearing 
number  84  and  he  made 
nine  catches  for  98  yards  in 
a game  in  which  Pats  fans 
were  wondering  what  would 
happen  in  the  post-Moss  era. 

Branch  made  the 
key  catches  that  led  to  a 
Pats’  victory  and  he  seemed 
to  have  not  lost  a step  in 
his  relationship  with  Brady. 

After  this  test  against 
one  of  the  toughest  teams  in 
the  AFC,  the  Patriots  head 
to  San  Diego  with  some 
serious  defensive  momentum 
and  an  offense  that  should 
prove  to  be  more  dangerous.

Bears  in  a very  competitive  game. 

The  win  against 
Coast  Guard  was  the  first  win 
for  the  Owls  in  this  series  as 
they  had  lost  their  previous 
seven  games  to  the  Bears. 

Bemeche,  who  had 
never  played  running  back 
in  college  or  in  high  school, 
filled  in  for  Luke  Johnson 
who  earlier  in  the  week  left 
the  team  for  personal  reasons. 

Bemeche  foundoutthat 
he  would  be  starting  at  running 
back  on  Monday  of  last  week 
and  was  up  for  the  challenge. 

The  decision  to  go  with 
Bemeche  at  running  back  was 
a huge  surprise  for  the  Bears’ 


defense,  as  they  prepared  only 
to  face  Bemeche  as  a wide  out. 

“1  am  very  thankful 
for  my  offensive  line  as 
they  provided  some  huge 
holes  for  me  to  work  with,” 
Bemeche  said  after  the  game. 

Westfield  controlled 
the  ball  for  31  minutes  of  the 
game  and  ran  a very  conservative 
style  of  offense  to  limit 
mistakes  that  have  haunted  the 
Owls  the  last  couple  of  weeks. 

Quarterback  Tyler 
Dow  got  the  start  and  was 

6-16  for  51  yards  and  also 

added  one  rushing  touchdown. 

This  was  the  first 

game  this  season  that  the  Owls 
did  not  thrown  an  interception 
and  because  of  this,  they  were 
able  to  effectively  utilize  the 
running  game.  Junior  fullback 
Justin  Karrat  also  added  in 

a 1-yard  scoring  run  late  in 
the  first  half,  to  bring  the 
Owls  lead  to  13-6  at  halftime. 

This  was  all  the  help 
the  Owls’  defense  needed  as 
they  forced  three  interceptions 
and  sacked  Bears’  quarterbacks 
six  times  in  the  game. 

The  game  was 
finally  put  out  reach  after 
Ryan  O’Connell  picked  off 
Bears’  quarterback  Jesse  Karr 
for  his  second  interception 


of  the  game  and  returned  it 
35  yards  for  a touchdown 
with  2:55  left  in  the  game. 

O’Connell  finished  the 
day  with  seven  tackles  along 
with  those  two  interceptions 
and  credited  his  defensive  line 
for  helping  get  those  turnovers. 

“The  D-line  was  huge 
and  created  a lot  of  pressure 
on  the  quarterback  enabling 
me  to  make  some  plays  in  the 
secondary,”  O’Connell  said. 

However,  not  to 
be  outdone  by  the  strong 
performance  by  O’Connell  was 
defensive  end  Chris  Walker 
who  finished  with  six  tackles  in 
the  game  along  with  three  sacks 
and  was  thorn  in  the  back  of  the 
Coast  Guard  offense  all  day. 

Coast  Guard  was  not 
able  to  produce  a solid  running 
game  after  their  starting 
running  back  Jarrod  Owens 
went  down  with  an  injury. 

Owens’  backup  Ryan 
Webster  did  an  adequate  job 
filling  in  for  him  and  ran 
for  40  yards  and  also  had 
five  catches  for  43  yards. 

The  Coast  Guard 
quarterbacks  were  27-44  for 
247  yards  as  Jesse  Karr  filled 
in  for  starter  Jon  Resch  who 
left  the  game  with  an  injury. 

Next  week  Westfield 


faces  a very  strong  Framingham 
State  Rams  team  who  is  5-2 
this  year  and  is  coming  of  a 
50-26  loss  to  Maine  Maritime. 

The  Rams  have  a 
prolific  offense  this  year  and 
average  almost  32  points  per 
game.  Senior  quarterback  Kurt 
Leone  leads  the  Rams’  offense 
and  has  thrown  1808  yards 
this  year  for  20  touchdowns. 

Twelve  of  those 
touchdowns  have  gone  to  wide 
receiver  James  McCarthy  who 
has  caught  40  balls  for  622  yards 
along  with  those  12  scores. 

Along  with  this  great 


passing  game,  the  Rams  have  a 
powerful  running  attack  led  by 
fi’eshman  running  back  Melikke 
Van  Alstyne  who  has  rushed 
878  yards  and  five  touchdowns. 

This  will  be  a very 
tough  test  for  the  Owls’ 

defense  as  there  are  not  a 

lot  of  holes  in  this  offense. 

It  will  be  crucial 

for  Westfield  to  get  another 
big  game  out  of  Bemeche  on 
offense,  but  the  Owls  must  also 
be  efficient  in  the  passing  game 
if  they  want  to  win  this  game. 
The  game  is  tomorrow,  October 
23  at  1:30  p.m.  at  Alumni  Field.

Welcome  back  Deion. 
Boy  is  it  nice  to  see  you  again. 

Branch  made  his 
Patriots  re-debut  on  Sunday 
and  led  all  New  England 
receivers  with  nine  catches 
for  98  yards  and  a huge 
fourth  quarter  touchdown. 

His  precise  route 
running  looked  just  as  crisp  as 
it  did  in  2005  and  the  chemistry 
Branch  had  developed  with 
Brady  seemed  to  be  as  strong  as 
ever  despite  a four  season  layoff. 

While  Branch  (5- 
foot-9,  192  pounds)  is  not 
as  physically  gifted  as  the 
departed  Randy  Moss  and  he 
will  never  be  that  type  of  down- 
field  vertical  threat,  Branch  runs 
short  and  intermediate  routes 
over  the  middle  of  the  field 
that  Moss  would  never  attempt. 

Branch  seems  to  be  the 
last  piece  of  the  puzzle  in  the 
Patriots’  attempt  to  reincarnate 
its  2001-2006  style  of  offense. 

Who  was  the  big- 
time  vertical  threat  on  those 
teams?  David  Patten?  David 
Givens?  I’d  say  those  two 
were  about  the  only  deep 
threats  that  New  England  had. 

Moss  is  more  talented 
than  either  of  those  two  guys 
with  bad  ankles  and  one 
arm  tied  around  his  back. 

The  point  is  that  the 
Pats  never  had  an  elite 
deep-threat  receiver.  Patten, 
Givens,  Branch  and  Troy 
Brown  were  excellent  route 
runners  who  developed 
great  chemistry  with  Brady. 

But  looking  at  the 
careers  of  those  guys  (minus 
Brown  who  retired  as  a 
Patriot)  after  they  left  New 
England  shows  that  they 
were  far  from  elite  talents. 

Outside  of  Brown 
in  2001,  the  Pats  hadn’t  had 
a 1,000-yard  receiver  with 
Brady  as  their  starting  QB 
until  Moss  and  Wes  Welker 
joined  the  team  in  2007  and 
both  went  over  1,000  yards. 

That’s  because  the 
key  to  the  Pats’  offensive 


success  was  Brady  spreading 
the  ball  all  over  the  field  - he 
was  almost  impossible  to  stop 
when  opposing  teams  had  no 
idea  who  the  ball  was  going  to. 

But  over  the  past 
three  years,  53%  of  the 
Patriots’  completions  have 
been  to  Moss  or  Welker. 
That  doesn’t  exactly  scream 
offensive  balance  if  you  ask  me. 

Brady  is  getting 
back  to  the  way  he  played 
during  New  England’s  three 
Super  Bowl  seasons  - short 
and  intermediate  passes  that 
are  spread  all  over  the  field. 

Moss  put  up  some 
imbelievable  numbers  during 
his  three  plus  years  with 
the  Patriots,  but  Randy  laid 
a goose  egg  in  the  most 
important  category  of  them 
all:  Super  Bowl  rings. 

Branch  captured  two 
rings  and  a Super  Bowl  MVP 
award  before  heading  to  the 
northwest  for  a bi  contract. 

But  Branch’s  best  days 
came  when  he  was  catching 
balls  from  Brady,  and  for  a 
while  this  past  Sunday  anyway, 
2010  looked  like  2005.  It’s 
nice  to  have  you  back  Deion. 

Some  other  random 
thoughts  from  week  6 in  the  NFL: 

How  are  the 
Chargers  so  terrible  when 
they  play  on  the  road? 

San  Diego  is  2-0  at 
home  with  a combined  score 
of  79-23  against  two  wirming 
teams.  But  on  the  road,  the 
Chargers  are  a dismal  0- 
4 while  being  outscored 
103-78  against  the  Chiefs, 
Seahawks,  Raiders  and  Rams 
Yikes.  That’s  just  atrocious. 

Norv  Turner  might 
be  looking  for  employment 
soon  if  his  Chargers  can’t 
get  their  act  together. 

It  should  be  a pretty 
interesting  afternoon  when 
the  Patriots  face  the  Chargers 
in  San  Diego  on  Sunday.

Fantasy  football  craze:  what  all  the  hype  is  about

Fantasy  Football 
- ever  |Wondered  what  the 
craze  is  all  about?  Well,  it  is 
simple.  Instead  of  having  to 
root  for  a team  that  stinks,  you 
can  draft  your  own  players  to 
be  on  your  fantasy  team  from 
NFL  teams  all  over  the  league. 

There  are  a variety 
of  ways  to  draft  a team  with 
the  most  popular  being  a 
fiK  public  league  through 
eiwer  Yahoo  or  ESPN. 

\ You  can  simply 
choose  a date  to  pick  your 
team  and  do  an  online  draft 
to  pick  players  for  your  team. 

You  can  choose  to 
have  8, 10  or  12  people  to  make 
up  a league.  Public  leagues 
are  leagues  that  are  randomly 
put  together  by  the  website. 

Private  leagues  are 
ones  where  you  can  pick 
who  is  in  your  league  like 
friends,  family  or  co-workers. 

The  league  I am  in 


with  my  high  school  buddies 
is  a $100  buy  in  league  with  12 
people  in  it.  We  do  a live  draft 
at  somebody’s  house  which 
means  we  sit  around  a table  and 
actually  call  out  which  player 
we  want  to  be  on  our  team 
and  then  we  put  that  players 
name  up  on  the  draft  board. 

Still  with  me?  The 
draft  goes  in  order  of  1- 
12,  with  number  1 getting 
the  first  pick  and  therefore 
access  to  any  player  he  wants. 

When  the  twelfth 
person  picks  a player  they  get  to 
pick  another  player.  The  picking 
process,  known  as  a snake  draft, 
goes  in  reverse  order  until  it  gets 
to  the  first  person  again  where 
he  then  gets  two  picks  in  a row. 

Most  drafts  last  for  17 
rounds.  We  started  our  league  3 
years  ago  and  created  incentives 
to  participate  in  our  league  to 
make  itmorecompetiti  veandfun . 

The  buy  in  started  at 
$50  dollars  and  has  doubled 
to  $100  dollars  now.  The 
person  that  comes  in  third 


place  gets  their  money  back, 
second  place  gets  $300  and 
the  wiimer  gets  the  rest. 

Also,  we  have  a 
hat  called  a “Fez”  that  the 
winner  gets  as  bragging  rights. 

The  fez  is  awarded 
to  the  winner  at  next  year’s 
draft  and  they  get  their  name 
stitched  onto  it  so  that  they 
are  recognized  as  a winning 
the  championship  that  year. 

So  now  onto  how 

the  actual  fantasy  football 
scoring  works.  Based  on 
the  performance  of  how  the 
players  you  drafted  play,  they 
are  rewarded  points  for  certain 
achievements  like  rushing 
yards,  receiving  yards,  passing 
yards  and  touchdowns  among 
many  other  things  depending 
on  the  particular  league. 

Then  there  are 
two  styles  of  play  you  can 
utilize  with  one  being  head 

to  head  or  total  points. 

With  head  to  head, 
you  play  another  person  in  your 
league  each  week  and  the  person 


with  the  most  points  wins. 

We  play  head  to  head  in 
my  league,  so  it  all  depends  on 
whom  you’re  playing  each  week. 

There  is  a lot  you 
can  do  with  the  features  on 
the  website  like  smack  talk  to 
the  person  you  are  playing, 
pick  up  available  players  off 
a database  called  a “waiver 
wire”  where  players  that  aren’t 
on  anyone’s  team  are  located. 

On  each  person’s 

team  you  are  only  allowed  a 
certain  number  of  positions 
for  players  on  your  team  and 
bench  players.  The  style  you 
implement  for  your  league  is 
up  to  the  people  in  that  league. 

We  have  spots  in  the 
starting  roster  for  1 quarterback, 
2 running  backs,  3 wide 

receivers,  1 tight  end,  1 WR/RB 
flex  spot,  1 defense  and  1 kicker. 

We  also  have  8 

bench  spots  available  to 
use  for  players  on  our  team. 

A record  is  also 

kept  track  of  and  how  many 
overall  points  you  earn  during 


the  season.  This  is  done 
as  a tiebreaker  when  your 
team  and  another  person’s 
team  have  the  same  record. 

You  play  against 
each  other  until  the  last  few 
weeks  of  the  NFL  season’s 
regular  season.  During  these 
last  few  weeks  is  when  fantasy 
football  playoffs  occur. 

Most  leagues 

allow  the  top  six  teams  to 
advance  into  the  playoffs. 

Then  a bracket  system 
is  used  with  the  number  1 
and  2 ranked  teams  getting  a 
first  round  bye.  That  means 
team  3 and  6 play  each  other 
and  4 and  5 play  each  other. 

The  winners  of  those 
games  play  the  top  two  seeds 
and  then  the  championship 
game  is  played  during  week 
16  of  the  NFL  regular  season. 

The  champion  has 
bragging  rights  until  next 
season,  their  name  engraved  in 
history  and  a nice  deposit  for 
their  bank  account.  Sundays 
will  never  be  the  same  again.

Anyone  who  is 
familiar  with  the  Springfield 
area  knows  about  Theodore’s 
Tavern  on  201  Worthington  St. 

It  is  located  in  the  heart 
of  Springfield’s  “Entertainment 
District.”  Built  in  1893,  there 
are  117  years  of  activity  in  the 
building  including  the  presence 
of  bars,  brothels,  a hotel,  and  at 
one  point  a speakeasy,  which 
reportedly  operated  in  the 
basement  during  prohibition. 

Given  this  information, 
it  is  not  too  surprising  when 
patrons  sometimes  talk  of  strange 
and  unexplained  occurrences 
at  the  tavern.  Workers  at  the 
building  have  also  reported 
eerie  happenings  including 
footsteps  in  the  bar  after  closing 
time,  among  many  other  things. 

Springfield  resident 

Stephen  A.  Gonsalves,  recalls 
a few  times  when  he  heard 
and  saw  things  in  Theodore’s 
that  defied  explanation. 

“Many  times  I was  one 
of  the  last  people  to  leave  the 
bar,  after  having  to  pack  up  my 
equipment  after  a gig,  and  several 
times  I heard  footsteps  on  the 
floor  above,  which  I knew  was 


Gonsalves  came  up  with 
the  idea  of  contacting  Theodore’s 
co-owners  Keith  Makarowski  and 
Keith  E.  Weppler  with  the  proposal 
for  “Ghost  Hunters”  to  come  to 
Springfield,  and  conduct  a two- 


“1  myself  have  exf>erienced  the 
paranormal  late  at  night,  and  I would 
like  to  find  out , once  and  for  all  ,if  there 
is  anything  really  happening  here.” 

So  on  the  evening  of 
August  16,2009  the  crew  of  “Ghost 


Hunters”  arrived  for  a two-night 
stay  at  Theodore’s  to  conduct  a 
thorough  paranormal  investigation. 

Lead  investigator  Grant 
Wilson  says  that  they  don’t  bring 
any  preconceived  notions  with  them. 
“We  try  to  disprove  a haunting, 
and  if  we  can’t  find  any  natural 
means  for  any  unexplained 
activity,  then  we  look  at  the 
possibilities  of  something  else.” 

After  meeting  with 
the  co-owners,  the  crew  went 
right  to  work  and  after  a brief 
discussion  between  the  co-owners 
and  the  lead  investigators,  it  was 
determined  that  they  were  going  to 
cover  all  five  floors. 

As  the  crew  began  to 
split  up,  Gonsalves  decided  he  was 
going  to  check  out  the  basement 
of  the  building.  His  job  was  to 
set  up  a thermal  imaging  camera 
and  a digital  voice  recorder  to  try 
and  see  or  hear  ghostly  presences. 

“As  soon  as  I reached  the 
bottom  stair,  a cold,  blast  of  wind 
from  seemingly  out  of  nowhere  hit 
me  in  the  face,”  recalls  Gonsalves. 
“It  was  then  I remembered  the 
rumors  of  a speakeasy  being  located 
down  there,  and  I began  to  sweat 
a little  bit  and  I have  to  admit, 
I was  a little  freaked  out.”

It  makes  its  home  next 
to  a graveyard;  it  is  slow,  disor- 
ganized, and  rather  dull.  No,  it 
is  not  a zombie.  It  is  the  Emer- 
gency Room  at  Noble  Hospital. 

When  in  a crisis, 
whether  mild  or  severe,  people 
hope  the  best  place  to  be  is  in 
a hospital.  This  is  not  so  much 
the  case  at  Noble.  Some  people 
have  even  claimed  that  they 
would  rather  try  to  “sleep  off’ 
a concussion  than  go  to  Noble. 

“The  nurses  were  rather 
rude  to  me,”  says  one  senior 
about  her  experience  at  the  No- 
ble Hospital  ER.

Eventually  I was  moved 
into  a storage  room  to  try  to  grab 
a few  hours  of  sleep  with  an 
open  door  between  a floor  pol- 
isher, the  loud  nurses,  and  me. 

In  the  morning  (and  I 
really  do  mean  morning,  as  in 
7 or  Sam)  I was  kicked  back 
out  onto  the  gurney  in  the  hall. 

Perhaps  the  only  redeem- 
ing feature  of  Noble  was  some 
of  the  younger  nurses  who 
came  to  talk  to  me  and  kept 


me  company  through  my  or- 
deal. They  helped  me  through 
by  bringing  me  food,  water, 
and  something  clean  to  wear. 

The  hospital  pastor  also 
stopped  by  to  wish  me  the  best. 

The  best  part  of  my  ex- 
perience, as  well  as  that  of 
others  I interviewed,  was  the 
EMT  and  ambulance  team. 
Cheery  and  experienced,  they 
made  the  whole  situation  much 
smoother  and  less  stressful.

Although  the  crew  had  all  five 
floors  under  surveillance,  lead 
investigator  Grant  Wilson  put 
priority  on  the  3"*  floor,  where 
there  had  been  reports  of  a 
young  boy  running  between 
two  rows  of  pool  tables.

Debate  over  justification  of  the  termination  of  the  NPR 
senior  analyst  Juan  Williams  continues.

Well,  for  this  week’s 
political  drama.  Fox  News 
was  involved— once  again. 

Last  week  Juan 
Williams,  a NPR  news 
analyst,  was  fired  after  he 
made  some  questionable 
comments  on  the  Fox  News 
program  The  O’Reilly  Factor. 

Williams,  who 

has  worked  for  NPR  since 
1999,  also  makes  regular 
appearances  on  Fox  News. 

During  one  of 
the  programs  last  week, 
O’Reilly  and  Williams 
were  discussing  O’Reilly’s 
comments  about  Muslims 
on  the  talk  show  The  View. 

Williams  claimed 
that  he  himself  was  “not  a 
bigot”  but  that  “when  I get  on 
a plane,  I got  to  tell  you,  if  I 
see  people  who  are  in  Muslim 
garb  and  I think,  you  know, 
they  are  identifying  themselves 
first  and  foremost  as  Muslims, 
I get  worried.  I get  nervous.” 

Days  later,  Mr. 
Williams  was  fired  by  NPR. 

NPR  received 

criticism,  especially  from 
conservative  groups,  who 
claim  that  NPR  is  too  liberal 
and  should  not  receive  any 
federal  subsidies.  Why 
should  NPR  be  criticized? 
They  fired  an  employee  who 
did  not  follow  the  rules. 

As  CEO  Vivian 
Schiller  said  in  a statement, 
“Juan’s  comments  on  Fox 
News  last  Monday  were  the 
latest  in  a series  of  deeply 
troubling  incidents  over  several 
years... he  was  explicitly  and 
repeatedly  asked  to  respect 
NPR’s  standards  and  to  avoid 
expressing  strong  personal 
opinions  on  controversial 
subjects  in  public  settings,  as 
that  is  inconsistent  with  his 
role  as  an  NPR  news  analyst.” 

Although  Ms. 
Schiller  expressed  that  she 
does  “deeply  regret  the  way  I 


handled  and  explained  it,”  she 
also  said  she  was  going  to  stand 
by  the  decision  to  terminate 
William’s  employment  at  NPR. 

NPR’s  decision  to  fire 
Williams  is  valid  because  he 
had  violated  the  rules  and  ethics 
of  a news  analyst  previously. 

Hence,  his  firing  was 
the  culmination  of  incidents, 
not  the  result  of  one  incident. 
Regardless,  his  comments  are 
bigoted  and  buy  into  stereotypes . 

Admitting  he  was 
“nervous”  on  airplanes  because 
someone  was  in  Muslim  dress 
is  Judging  someone  based  on 
religion  and  appearance,  and 
that  amounts  to  prejudice. 

Williams,  who  has 
just  signed  a multi-year  deal 
with  Fox  News  after  NPR  let 
him  go,  is  complaining  about 
his  termination  and  said  that 
he  believes  “Americans  feel 
there’s  nothing  wrong  in  telling 
someone  how  you  feel”  and  “to 
be  punished  for  that  is  unfair 
and  amounts  to  censorship.” 

Censorship?  Anyone 
has  the  right  to  explain  how 
they  feel,  but  when  those 
comments  are  broadcast  on 
television,  that  is  inappropriate. 

Essentially,  NPR 
did  not  want  to  be  associated 
with  an  employee  who 
makes  controversial  remarks 
that  are  intolerant. 


When  employees  fall 
out  of  line  in  any  job  or  field, 
they  are  fired.  NPR  can  hardly 
be  accused  of  “censoring” 
Mr.  Williams’  speech. 

They  simply  did 
not  want  an  employee 
to  express  views  that  are 
inconsistent  with  their  own, 
just  as  any  company  would  do. 

Now,  Mr.  Williams 
can  spout  whatever  nonsense 
he  wants  to  because  he  has 
signed  a longer  contract  with 
Fox  News  Channel  and  can 
use  that  outlet  to  make  rude 
and  intolerant  comments. 

Being  tolerant  and 
not  buying  into  stereotypes  are 
not  “liberal”  or  “conservative” 
values.  They  are  human  values. 

As  such,  they  should 
be  embraced  by  the  media, 
who  are  constantly  filling 
American  minds  with  ideas. 

Television  and  radio 
news  stations  have  an  obligation 
to  practice  tolerance  and 
acceptance  and  if  a radio  station 
sees  an  employee  violating  that 
obligation,  then  it  has  the  perfect 
right  to  let  that  person  go. 

NPR  was  acting 
within  its  own  right  to  end 
the  employment  of  someone 
who  blatantly  violated  their 
“commitment  to  diversity” 
and  “integrity  and  values 
as  a news  organization.”

He  never 
walks,  but  only  omi- 
nously walks  from 
victim  to  victim. 


The  summer  of 
1957  at  Camp  Crys- 
tal Lake,  a young 
boy  named  Jason 
Voorhees  drowned 


in  the  lake  because 
his  camp  counselors 
were  too  busy  in  bed 
to  pay  attention  to 
him  and  save  him.  A 
year  later,  two  coun- 
selors were  mur- 
dered, causing  the 
camp  to  close  down. 
When  it  attempted  to 
reopen  in  1962,  fires 
and  bad  water  pro- 
hibited it.  Now,  in 
1979,  the  owner  de- 
cides to  open  it,  and  a 
few  counselors  come 
to  help.  They  all  start

to  get  killed  one  by 
one.  It  seems  that  Ja- 
son has  come  back 
for  revenge  against 
the  counselors  who 
would  rather  have 
fun  with  each  oth- 
er than  watch  their 
campers.  He  had  a 
very  close  relation- 
ship with  his  mother, 
was  it  her  commit- 
ting the  murders  or 
was  it  Jason  back 
from  the  waters?  His 
hockey  mask  hides 
his  disformities. 


Playwrights  Forum:  unique  plays  spark  interest

On  October  22“*,  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  going  to  the 
Student  Theatre  Association’s 
(STA)  Producer  Series  Event, 
A Playwright’s  Forum. 

This  was  an  event 
that  featured  dramatic  reading 
by  members  of  the  STA. 

They  read  plays 
written  by  WSU  students  in  the 
Script  Writing  Class  and  other 
plays  selected  to  be  read  aloud. 

All  of  the  plays  were 
very  emotionally  charged  and 
well  written.  The  plays  ranged  in 
focus,  with  topics  that  touched 
upon  Russian  family  life,  a 
volcano  eruption,  relationships, 
zombies,  and  ghosts. 

Each  play  was  about  an 
act  or  so  in  length,  and  all  were 
very  different.  The  first  play, 
Anastasia’s  Torture,  written  by 
David  Andersen,  takes  place 
outside  of  Moscow  in  the  1890s. 

The  story  centers  on 
Anastasia  and  her  love  for  her 


sister  Alora’s  fiance,  Dimitri. 

Another  play 

called  Vesuvias,  which  was 
written  by  Brian  Scannell, 
focuses  on  the  eruption  of 
Mount  Vesuvias.  An  elderly 
man  named  George,  who  is 
depressed,  refuses  to  leave 
his  house.  A young  police 
officer,  Robert  Ramirez,  tries  to 
make  him  leave,  and  by  doing 
so  causes  harm  to  himself. 

Another  play.  Alamo 
Insurance,  which  was  written 
by  Richard  Valera,  told  the 
story  of  two  survivors  in  a 
zombie  apocalypse.  It  was 
rather  comical  and  very  unique. 

Forever  After  by  Ben 
Lapean  was  one  of  the  many 
emotional  plays  about  a romantic 
relationship  between  a male  and 
a female.  Forever  After  tells 
the  story  of  a worldly  young 
woman  who  has  just  returned 
from  Spain  only  to  find  that  her 
boyfiriend  has  been  unfaithful. 

Wanting,  by  Lexi 
Wight,  told  the  story  of  two 
college-age  students  who  want 


to  be  together,  but  deny  it. 

Dispositions,  by 
Robert  Van  Wart,  focuses  on  a 
freshman  couple  who  differs 
over  religion  while  Things  Left 
Unsaid,  written  by  Richard 
Valera,  tells  the  story  of  one 
woman’s  struggle  with  abortion. 

Scattered  Pages,  by 
Ben  Lapean,  is  about  a man 
who  struggles  to  let  go  of  his 
deceased  wife  and  stay  with 
another  woman . Black  and  White 
Lies  by  Lexi  Wight  is  about 
a dysfunctional  relationship 
between  a father  and  daughter. 

The  last  play  that 
was  read.  Wholly  Unsayable, 
by  Mary  Cafferty,  was 
about  one  boy  who  loves  a 
ghost  and  can’t  let  her  go. 

After  the  plays  were 
read,  there  was  a question 
and  answer  session  in  which 
the  playwrights’  answered 
questions  asked  by  the  audience. 

All  of  the  plays  were 
very  well  written  and  well 
read.  I really  look  forward  to 
the  next  Playwright’s  Forum.

“Airtight’s  Revenge”  - Bilal  Oliver  writes  his  heart  out

In  the  early 
2000’s,  Bilal  Oliver  was  at 
the  forefront  of  the  neo-soul 
movement  of  classic  soul- 
influenced  songwriters  and 
he  combined  the  music  with 
hip-hop,  collaborating  with 
Lauryn  Hill,  Erykah  Badu, 
D’Angelo,  The  Roots,  Mos 
Def,  Common,  and  many  more. 

His  debut  in  2001, 
First  Bom  Second,  featured 
beats  from  Dr.  Dre  and  J Dilla, 
was  well  received  by  fans  and 
critics  but  not  commercially. 

Label  issues 

then  prevented  him  from 
releasing  any  new  material 
for  almost  a whole  decade. 

Finally,  after 

signing  with  California  indie- 
soul  label  Plug  Research,  he  has 
dropped  a stunner:  Airtight’s 
Revenge.  “Cake  And  Eat  It  Too” 
opens  the  album  with  a burst  of 
electronic  noise  before  settling 
into  a very  J Dilla-esque  beat. 

Dirtier  and  earthier 
synths  mixed  with  jazzy  guitar 
strums  and  hard  drums  all  blend 
withBilal’smulti-trackedvocals. 

Bilal’s  vocals  really 
are  incredible;  between  his  pure 
tone  and  different  voices  and 
singing  about  trying  to  find  his 
own  identity,  he  sounds  like  a 
second  Stevie  Wonder  or  Prince . 

Over  this  mix, 
one  can  make  out  lyrics 
about  seeking  meaning  and 
reality  in  the  modem  era. 

Both  the  lyrics  and 
music  prepare  the  listener 
for  a dense,  paranoid,  and 
even  painful  listening 
experience,  which  is  exactly 
what  the  listener  gets. 

On  “Restart”,  he 
pleads  to  his  partner  that  he’s 
still  committed  despite  never 
being  close  to  home,  asking 
if  it’s  “too  late  to  start  again.” 

The  track  is  densely 
packed  with  sounds,  similar  to 
Autechre  and  2000 ’s  Radiohead . 

The  whole  mix 
becomes  more  and  more  chaotic 
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as  the  song  goes  on,  building  to 
a major  climax,  a pattern  Bilal 
and  producer  Stevie  McKie 
repeat  over  and  over  again  as 
Airtight’s  Revenge  progresses. 

“All  Matter”  is 
jazzier,  which  makes  sense 
given  the  fact  he  previously 
recorded  the  tune  with  pianist 
and  collaborator  Robert  Glasper. 

However,  the  reading 
here  too  is  denser,  much  denser 
than  the  sparce  jazz  take. 
Comparing  the  two  versions 
reveals  one  of  the  album’s 
intentions:  creating  memorable 
and  moving  soundscapes. 

The  album 

sure  succeeds,  since  this 
reviewer  can’t  name  a 
single  thing  it  sounds  like. 

Instead,  it’s  a blend 
of  nearly  every  genre:  rock, 
soul,  jazz,  hip-hop,  electronica. 

Most  surprising 


are  a series  of  storytelling 
ballads  a la  Stevie  Wonder. 

“Flying”  is  a dark 
tale  about  a girl  trapped  up 
in  the  prostitution  and  drug 
games:  “So  [messed]  up 
on  prescription  pills/she’ll 
never  trust  a man  again/now 
she’s  cryin’/she’s  flyin’.” 

It  begins  quiet,  with 
Glasper  playing  minor  key 
jazz  chords,  and  then  builds  up 
to  a grungy  guitar  firestorm. 

The  penultimate 
song  “Who  Are  You”  is  where 
the  album  finds  its  climax. 

Over  folky  guitar 
strums  and  warm,  carnal  synth 
blurts,  he  first  tells  stories  of 
people  who  define  themselves 
based  on  categories  that  exist 
outside  themselves  (“Ever  told 
you  about  the  boy/who  said 
he  was  a Virgo?/He  walked 
around  doing  every  little  thing/ 


He  thought  a Virgo  does”). 

Then  he  turns  to 
where  he  feels  he  is  now  as  a 
human  being  (“I’m  a lover/ 
I’m  a fighter/l’m  a saint/I’m  a 
sinner/I’m  a loser/I’m  a winner/ 
but  I’m  just  a beginner”), 
coming  full  circle  lyrically 
from  “Cake  And  Eat  It  Too”. 

After  the  recording 
fades  out,  a reggae  groove 
fades  in,  and  the  listener  is  left 
with  a feeling  of  cathartic  bliss. 

Now,  this  record  is 
not  for  the  faint  of  heart.  If  you 
want  simple  beats  and  boring 
lyrics  about  sex,  stay  away. 

If  you  want  to 
hear  a man  sing  and  write 
his  heart  out  over  mind- 
expanding soundscapes,  and 
want  to  hear  one  of  the  best 
records  so  far  of  this  fresh 
new  decade,  then  Airtight’s 
Revenge  cannot  disappoint.

Kasey  Sheehan  said, 
“Everyone  is  doing  absolutely 
fantastic.  I’m  really  excited  for 
the  show,  I love  the  cast . We  have 
really  talented  new  people  and 
the  veterans  make  it  look  easy.” 

One  of  those  talented 
new  people  is  Barrett  Tamaren- 
Leddy.  After  being  asked  how 
he  felt  about  being  in  a lead  rold 
his  freshman  year,  said,  “It  feels 
amazing,  I was  so  surprised  that 
I got  it.  I really  didn’t  expect  it.” 

When  asked  about 
his  nerves  he  replied,  “I’m 
fine.

Teen  viewers  opinions  differ  on  MTV’s  ‘16  and  Pregnant’

This  week,  MTV 
premiered  a new  season  of  their 
hit  show  “16  and  Pregnant.”

Some  of  the  teen 
moms  have  been  on  the 
cover  of  magazines  and  been 
guests  on  talk  shows,  their 
hair  done  up  and  their  makeup 
professionally  applied,  with 
big  smiles  on  their  faces 
as  they  hug  their  babies. 

This  show  seems 
to  send  the  message  to  teens 
that  “being  a teen  mom  can 
get  me  on  MTV  and  the  cover 
of  US  Weekly...  awesome!” 


Why  these  girls 
have  been  made  into  stars,  is 
something  I do  not  understand. 

But  on  the  other 
hand  does  this  show  showcase 
the  reality  of  being  pregnant 
at  such  a young  age  and  the 
challenges  that  you  might  face? 

That  is  why  this 
show  is  so  confusing  to  me. 

Still,  MTV’s  new 
teen-mom  reality  shows  have 
drawn  criticism  that  they  are 
glamorizing  teen  motherhood. 

After  MTV  teen 
moms  Maci,  Farrah,  Amber, 
and  Catelynn  turned  up  on 
the  cover  of  Us  Weekly,  you 
have  to  ask  yourself,  why 
are  these  girls  on  the  cover  of 
magazines,  why  aren’t  other 


girls  who  go  through  this  same 
situation  on  the  covers? 

The  main  reason 
is  that  those  girls  on 
MTV  sell  magazines. 

Bill  Albert,  chief 
program  officer  for  the  National 
Campaign  to  Prevent  Teen  and 
Unplanned  Pregnancy,  said 
recently,  “Their  stories  are  so 
heart-rending  that  one  could 
make  the  argument  that  these 
are  the  best  teen-pregnancy- 
prevention  public  service 
announcements  ever  made.” 

Mr.  Albert’s  view 
of  the  show  was  supported 
recently  by  a survey  to 
find  out  what  teens  really 
thought  of  “16  and  Pregnant.” 

The  poll,  which 


the  National  Campaign 
commissioned,  found  that  out 
of  more  than  1,000  teens,  six 
out  of  ten  had  seen  the  show. 

Of  those  teens,  82 
percent  thought  that  the  show 
helped  teens  understand  the 
challenges  of  childbearing 
much  better,  while  only  15 
percent  thought  it  glamorized 
having  a baby  in  high  school. 

I am  still  unsure 
about  what  to  make  out  of  this 
MTV  show,  but  one  thing  I 
know  is  that  people  will  still 
watch  it  and  either  view  it 
"has  a positive  or  a negative.

“Candidates  appropriately 
spend  the  bulk  of  their  time 
preparing  to  answer  questions 
they  anticipate  being  asked,” 
Mackay  says.  “Always  be 
ready  to  ask  two  or  three  ques- 
tions yourself  that  show  you 
have  studied  the  company  and 
that  you  are  thinking  about 
the  top-of-mind  issues  that 
the  company  is  considering.” 

6.  IVanslate  your  past 
into  future  success 

Show  your  capabilities.  Weave 
real  examples  from  your  past 
into  your  interview,  and  quan- 
tify production  whenever  pos- 
sible (“Sales  went  up  10  percent 
after  my  team  implemented  ...”). 
“We  find  that  those  profession- 
als who  successfully  secure 


employment  fully  understand 
the  value  of  their  previous  con- 
tributions and  can  communicate 
this  from  the  employer’s  per- 
spective,” says  Jennifer  Dun- 
leavy,  president  of  The  Accuro 
Group,  a professional  services 
organization  based  in  Cary,  N .C. 

7.  Be  specific  about  the  con- 
tribution you  can  make  now 

You  may  be  dying  to  know  the 
salary  scale  or  how  fast  new 
hires  move  up.  Focus  on  the  po- 
sition at  hand  and  why  you  are 
the  candidate  best-suited  to  fill  it. 
“Research  and  probe  in  your 
interview  conversations  for 
things  the  company  needs  now 
to  ratchet  up  its  performance. 
Show  how  you  are  part  of 
the  solution,”  Mackay  says. 

8.  Be  likable 

Get  the  interview  off  to  a good 
start  by  being  on  time.  Smile  at 
people  you  pass.  “When  it’s  all 


said  and  done , people  hire  people 
they  like,”  Jewell  says.  “Try  to 
relax  in  the  interview  and  show 
that  you  are  a likable,  fun  per- 
son. Don’t  be  afraid  to  laugh.” 

9.  Ask  for  the  job

ending  the  meeting  by  say- 
ing, “I  would  really  like  to 
contribute  to  this  company.

Coming  off  a very 
impressive  victory  last  week 
over  Coast  Guard,  the  West- 
field  State  Owls  were  ready 
to  showcase  Evan  Bemeche 
for  a second  week  against 
the  Framingham  State  Rams. 

Unfortunately,  nobody 
told  Kurt  Leone  and  James 
McCarthy  this  as  Leone  (the 
Rams’  quarterback)  put  on  a 
show  for  the  fans  at  Alumni 
Field,  throwing  for  313  yards 
and  four  touchdowns  on 
15-22  passing  in  a 48-27 
beat  down  of  the  Owls. 

All  four  of  those 
touchdowns  went  to  his  favor- 
ite wide  receiver,  McCarthy, 
who  now  has  16  touch- 
down grabs  on  the  year. 

Coming  into  this 
game  the  Owls  had  beaten  the 
Rams  14  straight  times  includ- 
ing a 20-2  victory  last  year. 

However,  that  was  a 
different  Rams  team.  Leone, 
who  transferred  from 
Merrimack  this  year,  has  24 
touchdowns  passes  on  the 


year,  which  is  a single  sea- 
son record  for  the  Rams. 

McCarthy  also  put  his 
name  in  the  record  books  as  he 
added  most  touchdown  recep- 
tions, points  and  touchdowns  in 
a single  season  to  his  resume. 

With  the  loss,  the 

Owls  now  faU  to  3-5  on  the 
season  (2-3  in  the  conference). 

With  the  Rams  of- 

fense producing  many  points 
early,  the  Owls  were  forced 
to  throw  the  ball  and  were 

unable  to  control  the  clock 

with  their  miming  game. 

Quarterback  Tyler 
Dow,  who  was  3- 1 5 for  26  yards 
and  an  interception,  was  later 
pulled  in  favor  of  Dylan  Smith, 
who  was  6- 11  for  90  yards  and 
led  the  Owls  on  two  scores. 

One  of  the  TDs  came  on 
a pass  to  Bemeche  and  the  second 
came  when  he  ran  it  in  himself. 

Bemeche  was  the 
only  real  bright  spot  on  offense 
for  Westfield,  accumulating 
115  all-purpose  yards  (74  on 
the  ground  and  41  receiving). 

This  was  the  second 
game  that  Bemeche  played 
mnning  back  and  he  was  un- 


able to  equal  the  stellar  perfor- 
mance he  had  last  week  when 
he  ran  for  over  200  yards  and 
received  the  Golden  Helmet 
award  for  best  offensive  per- 
formance in  New  England. 

Bemeche  had  three 
touchdowns  in  the  game,  one  on 
a 33-yard  pass  from  Smith  late  in 
the  game  and  two  rushing  touch- 
downs, but  it  was  not  enough 
to  stop  the  Rams  on  this  day. 

On  the  defensive 
side  of  the  ball,  Justin  Eh- 
rhardt  and  Ryan  O’Connell 
both  chipped  in  with  9 tack- 
les each  to  lead  the  Owls. 

The  Owls  will  try  to 
regain  their  confidence  and  get 
a win  this  week  as  they  travel 
to  Buzzard’s  Bay  to  face  Mass 
Maritime  Academy  at  1:30  pjn. 

The  Mass  Maritime 
Buccaneers  come  into  this  game 
after  a tough  loss  to  Maine  Mar- 
itime 28-27.  The  loss  brought 
the  Buccaneers  record  to  4-4. 

Mike  Stanton  leads 
the  Mass  Maritime  offense 
and  has  thrown  for  893  yards 
with  7 touchdowns  and  8 
interceptions  this  season. 

The  Bucs’  other  big 


weapon  on  the  offensive  side 
is  Matt  White,  who  has  9 msh- 
ing  touchdowns  on  the  year. 

Coming  off  a tough 
loss,  it  will  be  important  for 
the  Owls’  defense  to  step  up 
and  create  turnovers  in  or- 
der for  the  Owls  to  main- 
tain a solid  mnning  game. 

Westfield  might  be 
without  defensive  end  (2hris 
Walker  who  left  the  game

I hope  that  the  majority 
of  students  reading  this  are 
registered  to  vote  - but  knowing 
the  percentage  of  my  friends 
who  are  registered  to 
vote  I have  a sad  feeling 
that  this  is  not  the  case. 

If  you’re  not  registered 
to  vote,  it’s  to  late  for  this 
election,  but  go  register  before 
the  next  elections  take  place. 
It  takes  five  minutes  to  go 
to  your  town  or  city  clerk 
and  fill  out  a simple  form. 

That’s  it,  you’re  registered. 

For  those  students 

are  registered  vote,  I really 

hope  that  if  you  live  close 
to  campus  you  will  be 
able  to  go  home  and  vote. 

If  you  live  a ways 
from  campus,  like  I do,  then 
I hope  you  requested  for  an 
absentee  ballot.  Again,  this 
is  a very  simple  process. 

I requested  an 

absentee  ballot  two  weeks 
ago  and  got  one  mailed  to  me 
by  my  town  clerk  last  week. 

At  this  point,  it  will 
be  too  late  to  get  an  absentee 
ballot  unless  you  happen  to 
be  going  home  this  weekend. 
So  if  there  is  any  way  that 
you  can  get  to  the  polls  and 
vote,  I really  hope  you  do  so. 

I’m  not  going  to  give 
one  of  those  speeches  saying 
that  it’s  you’re  “civic  duty  as  an 


American  citizen  to  go  out  and 
vote.”  I don’t  care  if  you  believe 
that  or  not  and  I don’t  care  if  your 
political  views  clash  with  mine. 

Students  need  to  be 
more  involved  with  politics 
no  matter  what  side  of  the 
political  spectrum  you  place 
yourself  on  - or  if  you  have 
no  idea  what  side  of  the  aisle 
you  tend  to  lean  towards. 

Two  of  the  three 
statewide  ballot  questions  (for 
you  Massachusetts  residents 
out  there)  deal  directly  with 
student’s  every  day  lives. 

One  is  whether  or  not 
the  sales  tax  should  be  reduced 
from  6.25%  to  3%  and  the  other 
is  whether  or  not  the  sales  tax 
on  alcohol  should  be  eliminated. 

The  first  question 
affects  anyone  who  makes 
purchases  here  in  the  state  and 
pays  a sales  tax  on  items.  But 
it  affects  Westfield  students 
especially  since  this  state  funded 
institution  relies  on  tax  dollars 
for  the  majority  of  things  it  does. 

There  are  great 
arguments  for  both  sides  of  the 
issue  and  no  matter  which  side 
you  agree  with,  the  results  of 
that  question  will  definitely  have 


an  impact  on  all  students’  lives. 

There  is  a hotly 
contested  governor’s  race  being 
wages  here  in  the  Bay  State 
along  with  many  races  for  U.S. 
representatives  as  well  as  state 
senators  and  representatives. 

While  the  governor’s 
race  and  U.S.  representative 
races  steal  most  of  the  spot 
light,  the  races  for  senate  and 
representative  seats  on  Beacon 
Hill  are  much  more  important 
than  people  give  them  credit  for. 

I haven’t  even 
mentioned  the  races  being  waged 
for  state  treasurer,  auditor, 
secretary  of  state,  attorney 
general  and  three  seats  on  the 
governor’s  council.  If  you  have 
never  hear  of  these  positions 
you’re  definitely  not  alone,  but 
hey  too  have  a major 
impact  on  the  lives 
of  Massachusetts  citizens. 

Between  these 

positions  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Court  (the 
Representatives  and  Senators 
in  Congress)  they  can  veto 
and  override  virtually  anything 
the  governor  tries  to  get  down. 

The  race  for  governor 
is  getting  all  the  attention. 


but  the  winners  of  these 
other  races  will  have  a bigger 
impact  on  the  politics  of  the 
state  for  the  next  few  years. 

So  for  those  of  you 
who  are  voting,  don’t  leave  any 
question  or  race  blank.  Do  some 
research  and  find  out  which 
candidates  you  think  will  be 
best  for  the  state,  even  for  the 
positions  you  may  think  have 
will  no  impact  on  your  life  at  all . 

This  election  will 
have  major  implications 
for  what  happens  over  the 
next  few  years  both  here  in 
Massachusetts  and  nationwide. 

So  before  you  play 
a pick  up  basketball  game 
rather  than  go  to  the  polls  and 
vote,  think  about  it  and  decide 
which  choice  will  have  a 
greater  impact  on  your  future. 

Unless  you  plan 
on  going  to  the  NBA,  I 
think  you  know  which 
answer  is  the  correct  choice.

To  Faculty  & Student 
Organizations: 

My  name  is  Alan-Michael 
Chest.  I am  a senior  at  Westfield  State 
University.  I am  the  Co-President 
of  the  So  Seductive  Step  Team 
& The  WSU  Poetry  Slam  Team. 

The  reason  I’m  writing 
is  to  give  an  in-depth  commentary 
of  the  details  that  surround  an 
incident  in  which  another  Westfield 
State  student  and  I were 
victims  of,  involving  racial 
hate  through  verbal  abuse. 

The  incident  occurred 
Tuesday  October  26,  2010  at 
approximately  2;  30pm  when 
Karlah  Paul  and  I had  come  back 
to  Westfield  State  University 
after  taking  a trip  to  the  bank. 

We  parked  in  South  Lot 
and  decided  to  walk  back  to  the 
main  campus. 

As  we  begin  walking  on 
Western  Ave.,  a red  car  headed 
east  sped  passed  us  as  the  young 
white  male  in  the  back  seat 
rolled  down  his  window  and  yelled 
the  “N”  word  (however,  he  used  the 
full  word). 

There  were  three 
white  males  in  the  car.  The 
car  was  a red  ford  Taurus. 

Since  yesterday,  I 
have  been  speaking  about  the 
incident  to  multiple  faculty 


members  and  students  on  campus 
because  I believe  everyone 
should  be  aware  of  the  situation. 

I have  met  with  the  Dean 
of  Students,  Susan  Lamontagne  and 
the  Dean  of  Diversity/Affirmative 
Action,  Carlton  Pickron  to  discuss 
the  incident  as  well  as  make  a 
statement  at  Public  Safety. 


I realize  that  I do  not 
have  much  information  about 
the  males  because  the  incident 
happened  really  quickly,  but  the 
incident  made  me  also  realize 
that  racism  and  hate  is  still  alive 
and  exists  around  the  grounds 
of  Westfield  State  University. 

I also  spoke  with  Sue 


and  Carlton  about  having  an 
open  forum  discussion  on  which 
I have  not  secured  a date  for  yet. 

I do  not  believe  that  I am 
the  only  student  on  this  campus  that 
has  dealt  with  an  issue  such  as  this 
one. 

The  primary  difference 
is  that  I am  willing  to  inform 
everyone  of  the  incident  in 
hopes  of  creating  some  type  of 
awareness  on  our  college  campus. 

I also  plan  to  work  with 
other  student  organizations  such 
as  Third  World  Organization, 
Student  Government  Association, 
Latino  Association  for 
Empowerment,  Sigma  Tau  Delta, 
the  Queer  Straight  Alliance,  Asian 
Appreciation  Club,  Jewish  Student 
Organization,  Urban  Education 
Gospel  Choir,  Social  Work 
Association  Group,  Students 
Advocating  for  Gender  Equality, 
The  Voice,  Women  Empowering 
other  Women,  WSC-TV,  and  WSKB 
radio  station  in  collaboration  with 
the  So  Seductive  Step  Team  & 
WSC  Poetry  Slam  Team  to  host  an 
on  campus  forum  about  racism  and 
prejudices  on  our  college  campus. 

This  forum  will  be  an 
attempt  to  educate  not  only  those 
students  who  may  be  ignorant

Westfield  State  takes  first  place  at  poetry  slam

October  25 , 

2010  marked  the  annual 
Intercollegiate  Poetry  Slam, 
held  this  year  at  our  own 
Westfield  State  University. 

Three  local  colleges, 
Westfield  State  University 
(WSU),  Holyoke  Community 
College  (HCC),  and  American 
International  College  (AIC) 
met  to  compete  for  the 
poetry  slam  championship. 

This  year’s  poetry 
slam  was  sponsored  by 
Westfield  State  University’s 
English  department,  and 
hosted  by  Alan-Michael 
Chest  and  Caitlin  Farmer. 

Each  college  came 
prepared  with  a team  of 
three  poets  and  one  alternate. 

The  rules  of  the 
competition  were  as  follows: 
each  poet  had  three  minutes 
with  a ten  second  grace 
period  to  relay  a poem  of 
his  or  her  own  construction. 


The  poets  were  not 
allowed  to  use  props,  music,  or 
costumes,  and  if  they  exceeded 
the  time  limit  points  would  be 
deducted  from  their  scores. 

Poets  were  judged  on 
a scale  of  zero  to  ten.  Each 
poet  read  two  poems  and  their 
poems’  scores  were  added 
together.  Each  team’s  poet’s 
scores  were  then  added  to 
determine  a winner. 

The  Poetry  Slam  was 
judged  by  three  noted  poets. 
First  was  Stephen  Lindow,  a 
former  opera  performer  who 
will  be  teaching  English  in  South 
Korea  in  the  spring  of  2011. 

Next  was  Crystal 
Brown,  a poet  who  is  currently 
working  on  her  third  collection 
of  poetry  “And  I Will  Move 
the  Earth,”  as  well  as  taking 
on  the  roles  of  singer, 
songwriter,  mother  and  wife. 

Last,  but  certainly  not 
least,  was  Lynnette  Johnson, 
who  is  the  author  of  “I’ve  Been 
Meaning  to  Tell  You,”  a book  of 
her  own  poems  and  short  stories. 

Poetry  styles  varied 


greatly  from  poet  to  poet. 
HCC’s  Chris  Goudreau 
took  a more  stereotypical 
approach  with  abstract  ideas 
as  compared  to  WSU’s  Rachel 
Lareau  more  story-like  poem. 

After  the  first 
round,  WSU  had  the  top  two 
scoring  poems,  a 27.9  by 
Maurice  Taylor  and  a 27.7 
by  Rachel  Lareau,  followed 
closely  by  AIC’s  Kadeem 
Gayle  who  scored  a 25.7. 

Following  a short 
intermission,  each  of  the 
judges  performed  pieces 
of  their  own  work,  after 
which  round  two  began. 

Westfield  led  the 
pack  again  with  Rachel 
Lareau ’s  poem,  in  which  she 
tried  to  give  a name  to  our 
generation  while  taking 
a crack  at  baby  boomers.

The  Gunslinger  by  Stephen  King:  A review

“The  man  in  black 
fled  across  the  desert,  and 
the  gunslinger  followed.”  So 
opens  Stephen  King’s  The 
Gunslinger,  his  opening  book 
to  his  seven  book  epic,  his  self 
proclaimed  “magnum  opus” 
(and  I must  agree  with  this  self 
proclamation).  And  if  one  word 
could  be  used  to  describe  this 
story,  “epic”  would  be  it. 

The  story  consists 
of  Roland  Deschain’s  journey 
across  the  desert  following 
a man  in  black  and  his  trials 
during  this  chase.  He  meets  Jake 
Chalmers  and  the  two  continue 
their  journey.  If  I gave  any 
other  details  it  might  spoil  parts 
of  Stephen  King’s  mysterious 
plot. 

Stephen  King’s 
writing  in  The  Gunslinger  is 
superb.  The  entire  book  is  well 


paced,  weU  structured,  and 
well  plotted.  While  you  may  be 
confused  at  certain  parts,  there 
is  little  chance  that  you  will 
confused  with  the  story  as  a 
whole.  Every  word  he  uses  feels 
like  there  isn’t  another  word  he 
could  have  used. 

Stephen  King 
creates  the  fascinating  character 
of  Roland  Deschain,  the  last 
gimslinger  (a  sort  of  order  of 
knights)  to  star  is  this  tale, 
chasing  the  ever-elusive  man 
in  black.  Roland  is  someone 
you  may  grow  to  love  or  hate, 
or  both  at  times,  but  he  is  a 
character  you  will  certainly 
grow  to  enjoy. 

Introduced  later  is 
Jake,  a boy  from  our  world  used 
to  link  the  story’s  landscape  to 
our  own.  Skeptical  as  one  may 
be  hearing  this,  the  linking  of 
the  two  worlds  is  extremely 
well  done. 

Speaking  of  the 


landscape,  the  setting  is  that  of 
a desert,  except  with  a few  dark, 
fantastical,  twists  to  it.  This 
setting  contributes  greatly  to  the 
feel  of  the  book  and  gives  it  a 
distinctive  tone  that  readers  will 
fall  in  love  with. 

The  book  is  not  for 
everyone,  and  if  after  reading 
this  opening  part  of  the  series 
one  will  find  it  a large,  albeit 
satisfying  challenge  to  read  to 
entire  series.  One  should  also 
take  warning  that  this  is  not 
exactly  light  reading;  it  will 
take  your  undivided  attention  to 
read  for  its  full  value. 

Despite  its  few 
flaws,  the  epic  plot,  the  quality 
of  writing,  and  the  atmosphere 
that  the  world  and  characters 
give  off  make  The  Gunslinger 
an  excellent  read  for  any  fan  of 
westerns,  fantasy,  or  Stephen 
King.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
unique  books  I have  ever  read.

Coming  off  a game 
where  Westfield  State’s  defense 
allowed  Framingham  State 
quarterback  Kurt  Leone  to 
throw  for  over  300  yards,  the 
Owls  (4-5,  3-3  NEFC)  stepped 
up  and  played  an  inspired  game 
of  football. 

The  Owls’  defense 
forced  four  turnovers  on  the 
day,  three  interceptions  and  one 
forced  fumble,  on  their  way  to 
a 28-14  road  victory  over  Mass 
Maritime. 

Leading  the  defense 
for  Westfield  was  junior 
defensive  back  Ryan  O’Connell 
who  intercepted  Maritime 
quarterback  Mike  Stanton  late 
in  the  third  quarter  and  brought 
it  back  48  yards  for  a game 
sealing  touchdown. 

It  was  Ryan’s  fourth 
interception  of  year  and  the 
second  time  that  he  scored  on  an 
interception  return  this  season. 

Leading  tackier  Justin 
Ehrhardt  had  another  solid  game 
with  12  tackles  and  a forced 
fumble  .Dave  Jolicoeur  and  Dan 
Dowling  had  interceptions  in 
the  game  as  well. 


On  the  offensive  side 
of  the  ball,  the  Owls  once  again 
relied  heavily  on  Evan  Bemeche 
who  ran  for  158  yards  and  one 
score  on  38  carries. 

With  the  Owls  being 
able  to  establish  ball  control  and 
maintain  a lead,  they  did  not 
force  quarterback  Tyler  Dow  to 
throw  the  ball  more  than  what 
was  necessary. 

Dow  threw  for  59  yards 
including  a 10-yard  touchdown 
pass  to  Jeff  Winchell  in  the 
second  quarter. 

Though  Westfield’s 
offense  only  accumulated  186 
total  yards,  they  benefited  from 
great  field  position  thanks  to 
Justin  Karrat  who  had  three  kick 
returns  for  91  yards,  including 
a 47-yard  return  to  set  up  the 
Owls  at  Maritime  23  yard  line. 

Karrat  also  added  a 
10-yard  scoring  mn  on  his  only 
carry  of  the  game. 

Nathan  Sherr  led  the 
Bucs  with  67  yards  mshing  and 
a score  while  Matt  White  added 
64. 

Jonathan  Emond 
hauled  in  four  passes  for  83 
yards  including  a 40-yard  TD 
pass  from  freshman  quarterback 
Mike  Stanton. 

Stanton  went  ll-of-27 
for  159  yards  and  a score  but 


was  intercepted  three  times. 

Westfield  has  one  more 
game  left  this  season  and  hopes 
to  end  it  on  a high  note  as  they 
play  the  Fitchburg  State  Falcons 
on  Senior  Day  this  Saturday  at 
noon. 

The  Falcons  come 
into  this  game  with  a 1-8 
record  following  a 41-6  loss  to 
Worcester  State  last  week. 

Even  though  Fitchburg 


comes  into  this  game  with  a 
poor  record,  the  Owls  cannot 
afford  to  take  them  lightly. 

The  Falcons  average 
15  points  per  game  and  have  a 
balanced  offensive  attack. 

Their  starting  running 
back,  Darren  Wilson,  has  rushed 
for  77 1 yards  and  6 touchdowns 
this  year. 

In  the  passing  game 
receiver,  Kyle  Callahan  leads 


the  Falcons  with  37  catches  for 
469  yards  and  4 touchdowns. 

Finally,  it  will  be 
interesting  to  see  if  someone 
other  than  Bemeche  steps  up 
and  helps  carry  the  load  on 
the  offensive  side  of  the  ball 
to  help  balance  the  offense  for 
Westfield. 

The  game  will  kick  off 
from  Alumni  Field  tomorrow  at 
12:(X)  p.m.

Moss  has  made  it  clear 
that  he  misses  New  England 
and  would  love  to  come  back. 


Belichick  would  brilliant  for 
basically  stealing  a third  round 
pick  from  the  Vikings.  But  at 
the  same  time,  there’s  a reason 
Belichick  traded  away  Moss. 

Could  he  put  their 
very  recent  past  in  the  rear  view 
mirror  and  just  bring  Moss  back 
like  nothing  happened?  That 
remains  to  be  seen. 

Enough  on  Moss, 
because  the  Patriots  clearly 
didn’t  need  him  to  make  the 
Vikings  look  silly  in  the  second 
half  on  their  way  to  a 6- 1 record, 
the  best  in  the  NFL. 

The  Patriots  certainly 
aren’t  the  most  talented  team  in 
the  NFL,  but  they’re  winning 
ugly  like  they  did  in  the  early 
half  of  last  decade.  The  NFL  is 
completely  wide  open  this  year. 

There  are  no  truly 
dominant  teams  this  season  and 
most  teams  have  some  serious 
issues  on  at  least  one  side  of 
the  ball.  Any  team  could  beat 
any  other  team  in  a given  week 
(aka  Browns  beating  the  Saints 
at  home)  and  there  are  no  clear 
cut  favorites  to  win  any  of  the 
eight  divisions.

Before  I start  this  article,  let 
me  make  something  very  clear:  the  BCS 
system  is  a complete  and  utter  joke  - a 
system  that  has  ruined  the  integrity  of  a 
great  sport  that  is  college  football. 

There  should  undoubtedly  be  a 
playoff  system  like  every  other  college 
sport,  but  unfortunately  their  probably 
will  never  be  one. 

Thus , there  will  always  be  a team 
left  out  of  the  National  Championship 
game  that  deserves  it  more  than  another 
team. 

Now  that  I have  gotten  that 
off  my  chest,  let  me  talk  about  the  2010 
college  football  season  so  far. 

For  the  first  time  in  a long  time, 
there  are  no  dominant  football  teams 
out  there  and  every  team  that  could  be 
considered  the  best  team  in  the  country 
has  the  potential  to  lose  any  given  week. 

The  top  four  teams  in  the  BCS 
rankings  this  week  are  Auburn,  Oregon, 
TCU  and  Boise  State. 

1 can  guarantee  that  at  the  end 
of  the  season  these  will  not  be  the  same 
rankings  when  the  final  BCS  standings 
come  out. 

First,  Auburn  is  not  as  good 
as  people  think  they  are.  Now  before 
everyone  starts  yelling  at  me,  let  me  tell 
you  why. 

Sure,  Auburn  probably  has 
the  Heisman  Trophy  winner  in  Cam 
Newton,  who  right  now  has  thrown  for 
almost  1,600  yards  and  15  touchdowns 
along  with  1,122  rushing  yards  and  14 
touchdowns. 

However,  if  you  take  away 
Newton  Auburn  would  probably  not  be 
in  the  same  position.  That  is  because 
their  defense  is  terrible. 

The  Tigers  defense  is  allowing 
more  points  per  game  than  any  other 
BCS  title  contender.  Auburn’s  defensive 
struggles  were  shown  when  backup 
freshmen  quarterback  Tyler  Wilson  of 
Arkansas  put  up  over  50  points  on  the 
Auburn  D. 

They  recently  allowed  31  points 
to  an  even  lesser  opponent  in  Ole  Miss. 
Auburn  will  definitely  be  exposed  when 
they  face  Alabama  in  the  Iron  Bowl 
where  elite  receiver  Julio  Jones  will 
destroy  the  Tigers’  secondary. 


The  next  team  to  look  at  is 
Oregon.  Another  Heisman  hopeful  in 
running  back  LaMichael  James  leads 
Oregon’s  offense. 

James  has  rushed  for  1,210 
yards  and  14  touchdowns  this  year  and 
leads  the  speedy  Ducks’  offense.  The 
Ducks  average  55  points  per  game  and 
can  score  under  a minute  at  times. 

Oregon  runs  the  read  option  to 
perfection  and  defenses  not  only  need 
to  watch  James,  but  also  quarterback 
Darren  Thomas  to  run  the  ball  as  well. 

The  Ducks  beat  USC  last  week 
53-32  and  their  remaining  schedule 
should  not  be  a challenge  for  them  other 
than  their  rival  game  against  Oregon 
State  and  the  elusive  and  speedy  back 
Jacquizz  Rodgers. 

Third  in  the  standings  are  the 
TCU  Homed  Frogs  followed  by  Boise 
State  in  fourth.  Both  TCU  and  Boise  State 
are  non-automatic  qualifiers,  meaning 
that  their  conference  does  not  award  the 
conference  champion  an  automatic  berth 
into  a BCS  game. 

These  two  schools  have  been 
atop  the  standings  of  the  polls  the  last 
couple  of  years  and  recently  have  been 
in  BCS  games. 

However,  it  is  a travesty 
that  these  teams  never  will  be  able  to 
showcase  their  talents  to  teams  who  are 
in  the  top  conferences  because  nobody 
wants  to  play  them. 

No  team  wants  to  travel  to 
Boise  and  play  on  the  blue  turf  and 
nobody  wants  to  face  the  Homed  Frogs. 
The  only  teams  that  have  the  guts  to 
schedule  these  teams  are  Virginia  Tech 
and  Oregon  State. 

Boise  beat  Virginia  Tech  earlier 
in  the  year  and  both  teams  have  beaten 
Oregon  State. 

Nevertheless,  these  two  teams 
will  need  a lot  of  help  to  make  it  to  the 
big  game.  For  TCU,  their  best  game  left 
is  against  unbeaten  Utah  who  is  also 
ranked  in  the  top  ten  of  the  BCS. 

Boise  State’s  only  quality 
opponent  left  on  their  schedule  is 
Nevada,  who  is  ranked  in  the  top  25  in 
the  polls. 

When  will  it  be  time  for  these 
schools  to  gain  the  respect  of  nation  and 
more  importantly  the  computers? 

Whatever  the  case  may  be,  one 
thing  that  all  people  can  agree  on  is  that 
the  BCS  is  a joke.

On  Wednesday,  November 
10,  2010,  the  day  before  Veteran’s 
Day,  30  or  more  veterans  and  their 
families  gathered  at  Stanley  Park 
in  remembrance  and  to  honor  past, 
present,  and  future  veterans. 

One  feature  that  was 
recently  added  to  the  park  is  one  that 
many  people  probably  don’t  know 
about.  The  Veterans  Memorial  is 
located  close  to  the  first  entrance 
while  driving  down  Western 
Avenue.

11,  2010,  Westfield’s  Veterans’ 
Council  helped  people  all  around 
the  area  remember  why  we  celebrate 
Veteran’s  Day  by  hosting  the 
city’s  annual  parade  and  memorial 
observance. 

Along  with  that,  the  Boys 
and  Girls  Club  on  West  Silver  Street 


provided  breakfast  for  veterans  and 
active  military  recruits. 

This  memorial  is  a great 
addition  to  Westfield.

While  there,  they  were 
amazed  to  see  that  a group  of 
five-year  olds— who  had  only 
been  attending  the  school  for 
two  months— could  speak 
better  Chinese  than  they  could. 

As  kindergartners 

and  first  graders,  the  students 
are  fuUy  taught  in  Chinese 
for  75%  of  their  day.  They 
learn  math,  science,  and 

social  studies  in  Chinese. 

One  might  be 

wondering  if  this  affects  their 
English  speaking  skills,  and  the 


answer  is  no.  These  children 
leave  the  school  in  seventh  grade 
fully  fluent  in  two  languages. 

Unfortunately,  most 
people  don’t  even  know  that 
Chinese  classes  exist,  and  if 
they  do,  they  aren’t  aware 
of  the  numerous  benefits 
of  taking  them. 

Why  take  Chinese? 
In  the  Global  Economy,  China 
is  flourishing  despite  the 
floundering  economy  of  most 
developed  countries.  They 
have  technology,  work  ethic, 
and  most  of  all  man-power. 

If  one  wants  to  get  a 
leg  up  in  the  business  world, 
they  had  better  be  prepared 
to  deal  with  Chinese  business 
men,  and  doing  so  in  their 
native  language  will  give 
you  an  advantage  over  all  of 
the  other  English  speaking 


people  they  deal  with. 

There  are  other 
benefits  of  learning  Chinese 
other  than  in  the  business  arena. 

Learning  to  read  and 
write  characters  (called  hanzi) 
helps  to  train  your  brain  to  think 
symbolically.  This  is  a very 
important  and  great  skill  to  have. 

If  nothing  else, 
learning  Chinese  exposes 
you  to  something  that 
will  force  you  to  think 
outside  of  our  western 
philosophy-oriented  brains. 

There  are  also  lots 
of  opportunities  for  jobs  in 
China.  In  particular,  they  are 
always  looking  for  people 
to  teach  English.  We  also 
have  some  great  exchange 
programs  here  at  the  university. 
A student  who  studied  abroad 
in  China  said,  “going  to  China 


really  opened  my  eyes  to 
third  world  poverty.  People 
who  are  considered  poor  in 
America  would  be  living 
the  highlife  in  rural  China.” 

Westfield  State  is 
looking  to  redo  the  common 
core,  and  one  of  the  possible 
amendments  will  be  including 
a foreign  language  requirement 
for  students  in  all  majors. 
Even  though  this  requirement 
won’t  affect  students 
directly,  think  about  all  the 
students  in  the  future  who 
will  be  leaving  college 
with  the  capability  to  speak 
another  language.  Being 
bilingual  in  the  job  market 
is  certainly  an  advantage. 

Learning  Chinese  is 
very  beneficial,  so  sign  up  for  a 
Mandarin  class  on  campus  and 
it  is  promised  to  not  disappoint.

In 
1 995 , he  was  inspired 
to  try  acting.  His 
breakthrough  film 


was  his  outstand- 
ing performance  as 
the  Phantom  of  the 
Opera  in  the  2004 
film  adaptation  of 
the  Broadway  musi- 
cal. He  then  gained 
worldwide  recogni- 
tion as  King  Leoni- 
das in  the  movie 
300.  Since  then,  he 
has  appeared  in  proj- 
ects such  as  P.S.  I 
Love  You,  The  Ugly 
Tmth,  Law  Abid- 
ing Citizen,  and 
The  Bounty  Hunter. 


Sheppard  was  bom 
in  White’s  Row  in 
London,  an  impov- 
erished part  of  town 
that  was  known  for 


its  high  infant  mor- 
tality rates.  As  such. 
Jack  Sheppard  was 
named  after  his  old- 
er brother  who  died 
before  he  was  bom. 
Sheppard  himself 
was  a sick  and  frail 
baby.  His  father  and 
his  younger  sister 
died  when  he  was 
very  young,  leaving 
him  with  his  mother 
and  older  brother 
as  his  only  rela- 
tives, and  none  of 
them  made  enough 


money  to  support 
each  other.  In  1973 
he  took  to  theft  and 
burglary.  He  was  ar- 
rested and  impris- 
oned five  times  and 
escaped  four  times, 
making  him  a noto- 
rious public  figure 
and  widely  popu- 
lar with  the  poorer 
classes.  Ultimately, 
he  was  caught,  con- 
victed, and  hanged, 
ending  his  short 
criminal  career  af- 
ter only  two  years. 


The  Tenth  Circle:  A book  review

Jodi  Picoult  is  known 
for  writing  about  difficult  issues 
and  moral  decisions.  In  The 
Tenth  Circle,  this  is  no  different, 
and  she  is  as  effective  as  ever. 

Trixie  Stone  is  a 
popular  and  relatively  normal 
14-year-old  girl  until  she 
gets  hurt  and  violated  by  her 
ex-boyfriend  and  her  world 
crumbles  around  her. 

The  story  is  about  not 
only  her  difficulties  but  also 
those  of  her  father,  Daniel  Stone. 
Laura,  his  wife,  is  a professor  at 
a university  who  along  with  the 
news  of  Trixie’s  tragedy  also 
has  her  own  marital  issues  with 
Daniel. 

A quaUty  I must  point 
out  about  the  book  is  that  its 
characters  are  extremely  deep. 
No  character  is  a clear-cut 
hero  or  villain  by  the  end  of 
the  book,  and  each  character 
has  their  own  flaws,  motives. 


and  pasts.  These  characters 
and  their  internal  conflicts  are 
what  drive  the  story  more  than 
anything  else. 

The  plot  is  intense, 
with  several  twists  that  will 
make  perfect  sense  but  you  will 
never  see  coming. 

The  only  major 
critique  I have  of  the  book  is 
that  a major  part  of  the  ending 
was  extremely  predictable  by 
halfway  through,  at  least  for 
this  reader. 

Daniel  Stone  is  a 
comic  book  artist,  and  comic 
books  play  a major  role  in  the 
story  in  the  form  of  Daniel’s 
comics  (with  extremely  good 
illustration  by  Dustin  Weaver), 
which  are  shown  several  times  in 


the  book.  These  comics  parallel 
the  story,  and  while  some  may 
argue  they  are  unnecessary, 
they  add  another  dimension  to 
the  story  that  would  be  missed 
if  not  there. 

Perhaps  Daniel  Stone’s 
inner  conflicts  are  perhaps  the 
greatest  part  of  the  book.  He 
has  to  decide  between  being 
the  person  he  is  or  being  the 
person  he  was,  and  decide  what 
he  is  willing  to  do  to  protect  his 
daughter. 

Overall,  the  book  is 
well  written  and  incredibly 
complex.  It  takes  complex 
issues  such  as  rape  and  vigilante 
justice  and  makes  the  reader 
think  about  them  deeply.

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Red  Sox  flashback:  2003  playoffs

85  years.  That’s  how 
many  years  it  had  been  since 
the  Boston  Red  Sox  had  won 
a World  Series  title  when  they 
entered  game  three  of  the  2003 
American  League  Division  Se- 
ries. 

They  were  down  2-0 
in  the  series  and  one  game  away 
from  being  eliminated  and  turn- 
ing 85  World  Series-less  years 
into  86. 

Then  Trot  Nixon  hit  a 
two-run  homerun  to  bring  the 
Red  Sox  and  their  fans  back  to 
life. 

StiU  on  the  brink  of 
elimination,  the  Sox  went  into 
game  four  with  veteran  John 
Burkett  starting,  who  was  not  a 
fan  favorite  at  the  time,  against 
one  of  the  Oakland  Athletics’ 
three  aces.  Tun  Hudson. 

Game  four  just  hap- 
pened to  be  Steve  Babcock’s,  a 
13  year  old  at  the  time,  first  ever 
game  at  Fenway  Park. 

A neighbor  who  had 
season  tickets  with  tickets  for 
that  day’s  game,  which  started 
at  3:00,  came  over  45  minutes 
before  the  game  to  give  Bab- 
cock and  his  dad,  Bruce,  the 
tickets. 

“Everything  happened 
so  fast,”  says  Babcock,  “I  was 
shocked  and  excited.  It  was  out 
of  nowhere  and  it  was  just  a 
normal  Sunday.” 

In  a child’s  life  there 
are  many  memories  from  sports 
they  always  remember,  first  hit, 
first  basket,  first  touchdown, 
but  there  is  a different  feeling  of 
nostalgia  about  one’s  first  ball 
game,  especially  when  it’s  at 
Fenway. 

The  field  has  many 
quirks  like  one  of  the  small- 
est foul  territories  in  the  major 
leagues,  the  green  monster  in 
left  field,  the  triangle  in  deep 
center,  Ted  Williams  home-run 
seat  in  the  outfield,  the  list  could 
go  on  and  on. 


Since  the  new  owner- 
ship took  over  in  2002,  the  ball- 
park has  gone  from  an  old  and 
rundown  nightmare  that  was 
near  demolition  mto  a park  very 
much  in  its  glory. 

That  first  game  for 
anyone  can  do  two  things:  hook 
them  into  the  sport  or  bore  them 
into  a deep  sleep. 

Babcock  says  that  this 
game  brought  him  closer  to 
baseball  and  made  him  look  at 
the  games  differently. 

“There  was  something  in 
the  air,  like  that  playoff  feeling 
and  it  was  like  everyone  there 
was  there  for  the  one  reason. 

No  one  worried  about 
an>’thing  besides  the  next  pitch 
being  thrown.” 

Once  the  game  started  the 
feeling  of  nostalgia  began  to 
wear  off  and  the  intensity  of 
playoff  baseball  began  to  set  in. 

The  game  was  tied 
after  one  inning  until  Oakland 
loaded  the  bases. 

The  Red  Sox  got  out 
of  that  and  in  the  bottom  of  the 
third,  Johnny  Damon  hit  a two- 
run  homerun  to  put  the  Sox  up 
2-1. 

The  scoring  remained 
quiet  until  the  sixth  inning  when 
Burkett  gave  up  three  runs  to  put 
the  Sox  down  4-2.  The  Sox  got 
one  back  in  the  next  half  inning 
with  a Todd  Walker  home  run  to 
make  the  game  4-3  Oakland. 

Baseball  is  often  a 
game  of  scoring  standstills  and 
hot  steaks.  This  game  came  to 
a screeching  halt  with  no  run 
scoring  threats  for  either  team 
until  the  bottom  of  the  eighth 
inning. 

The  late  innings  in  a 
game  are  when  the  game  slows 
down  drastically  as  if  to  amplify 
the  anticipation  and  the  impor- 
tance of  the  next  hit. 

Keith  Foulke  then 
came  in  to  pitch  the  bottom  of 
the  eighth  inning  and  started  off 
with  a quick  groundball  to  get 
Johnny  Damon. 

Now  just  five  outs 
away  from  elimination  and  an- 


other failed  season,  the  legend- 
ary Red  Sox  player  Nomar  Gar- 
ciaparra  came  to  the  plate. 

On  the  fifth  pitch  of 
the  at  bat,  lightning  struck  as 
the  crowd  rose  to  its  feet  to  see 
the  double  that  put  the  Sox  two 
bases  short  of  tying  the  game 
up. 

Next  up  was  Todd 
Walker.  The  crowd  seemingly 
died  as  he  flied  out  to  center  on 
the  third  pitch. 

The  crowd  rose  for 
their  star  hitter  Manny  Ramirez. 
Ramirez’s  presence  was  another 
lightning  bolt  of  energy  into  the 
crowd  and  he  singled  to  left  to 
move  Garciaparra  to  third. 

The  Sox  were  just  one 
out  away  fit)m  losing  their  big- 
gest chance  when  David  Ortiz 
came  up.  This  was  before  Or- 
tiz was  known  as  “Big  Papi”  or 
known  as  one  of  the  most  clutch 
hitters  in  baseball.

The  Sox  went  on  to 
win  game  five  4-3  and  advanced 
to  face  the  Yankees. 

Every  fan  has  that  one 
game  they  will  always  remem- 
ber and  be  able  to  tell  an  hour 
story  about. 

Game  4 of  the  2003 
ALDS  was  Steve  Babcock’s 
because  of  the  history  of  Fen- 
way Park,  the  greatest  hot  dog 
he  ever  had  and  all  of  the  sights, 
sounds  and  drama  of  the  game 
at  arguably  the  greatest  stadium 
in  sport’s  history  .

University  captured  the 
Massachusetts  State  Collegiate 
Athletic  Conference 

(MASCAC)  women’s  volleyball 
tournament  by  besting  rival 
Bridbewater  State  University, 
3-1  (25-27,  26-24,  25-18,  25- 
17)  in  the  championship  game 
on  Saturday,  Nov.  6. 

Westfield  (20- 

12)  captured  the  MASCAC 
regular  season  and  postseason 
tournament  championship 
for  the  second  straight  year 
and  now  advances  to  the 
NCAA  Division  III  national 
tournament,  scheduled  to  begin 
with  regional  action  Nov.  12- 
14. 

No.  1 seed  Westfield 
also  had  to  rally  for  a 3-1 
(22-25,  25-12,  25-19,  25-15) 
victory  over  No.  4 seed  MCLA 
in  a semifinal  match  played 
Saturday  morning. 

In  the  other  semifinal 


match,  Bridgewater  handled 
Worcester  State,  3-0  (25- 1 1 , 25- 
15,25-17). 

In  the  championship 
match,  Bridgewater  pulled  out 
the  first  game,  27-25.  The  Bears 
jumped  out  to  an  early  12-6 
lead. 


In  the  key  second 
game,  the  teams  traded  leads 
throughout.  Westfield  led  24-21 
then  Bridgewater  scored  three 
straight  points  to  knot  the  score. 
The  Owls  scored  the  final  two 
points  to  tie  the  match  at  1-1 . 

The  Owls  led  the  third 


game  19-18  and  rattled  off  six 
straight  points,  with  Rachel 
Ryan  serving,  to  take  a 2-1 
match  advantage. 

In  the  decisive  fourth 
game,  Westfield  took  a 9-6  lead 
but  Bridgewater  regrouped  for 
an  11-10  advantage.  Sparked 


by  their  tall  frontcourt  of  Alex 
Shaw  and  Kelsey  Leonard,  the 
Owls  scored  five  straight  points 
for  a 15-11  lead. 

A kill  by  Bridgewater’s 
Shelly  DePina  stopped  the  run, 
but  Westfield  later  went  on  a 6- 
1 run  for  a commanding  22-15 
lead. 

Alyssa  Stankowski 
receives  the  tournament  MVP 
trophy  from  head  coach  Fred 
Glanville. 

Ryan  and  Shaw  had  12 
and  10  kills,  respectively,  and 
Kerin  DeGirolamo  registered 
40  assists  and  four  blocks.

In  front  of  504  fans 
last  Friday  night,  the  Westfield 
Sate  Owls  men’s  ice  hockey 
tied  Nichols  College  4-4  in  a 
penalty  filled  game. 

In  a game  that  saw  20 
combined  penalties  between  the 
two  teams,  it  figured  that  the 
play  of  the  game  would  come 
after  a whistle  as  Owls’  forward 
Lucas  Romero  was  awarded  a 
penalty  shot  with  one  minute 
left  in  the  third  period. 

Romero  took  full 
advantage  of  the  opportunity 
and  scored  the  game  tying  goal 
for  Westfield. 

The  Bison  stormed  out 
to  a cormnanding  lead  early  in 
the  game  when  they  got  goals 


from  Andrew  Ella,  Matt  Sayer, 
Zach  Kohn  and  Brent  Davis. 

However,  the  Owls 
would  not  quit  despite  being 
down  by  3 goals  late  in  the  third 
period. 

Westfield  goalie 

Ray  Monroe  had  34  saves 
and  allowed  just  one  goal  in 
the  third  period  and  the  Owls 
outshot  the  Bison  25  to  9 in  the 
final  period. 

In  the  third  period,  a 
pair  of  penalties  by  the  Bison 
gave  Westfield  a brief  5-on-3 
power  play  and  they  capitalized 
with  just  one  second  left  on  the 
two-man  advantage  when  AJ. 
Shiverdecker  scored  a goal  to 
cut  the  Bison  lead  to  4—2. 

Freshman  Vince 
Perreault,whoscoredWestfield’s 
first  goal  of  the  game,  tallied  an 


assist  on  Shiverdecker’s  goal. 

Later  in  the  third, 
another  new  face  made 
an  impact  for  Westfield  as 
freshman  Taylor  Murphy’s 
power  play  tip  in  made  it  4—3  at 
the  17:34  mark. 

Then  with  just  over 
one  minute  left  in  the  game, 
Romero  took  a loose  puck  into 
the  neutral  zone  and  looked  like 
he  was  going  to  score  until  he 
was  tripped  up  by  Nichols  Will 
Brown. 

Romero  was  awarded 
a penalty  shot  and  with  that 
goal  the  game  was  tied  4-4  and 
headed  into  overtime. 

In  the  overtime  period 
both  teams  failed  to  score  and 
game  ended  in  a tie. 

The  tie  was  big  for 
Westfield,  as  they  did  not  want 


to  disappoint  their  home  fans  on 
opening  night. 

“The  crowd  for  the 
entire  game  was  amazing,” 
said  sophomore  defenseman 
Jeff  Callahan.  “We  knew  it  was 
going  to  be  a big  crowd  and 
they  really  helped  in  the  game. 
Hearing  the  crowd  chanting 
helps  elevate  everyone’s  play 
and  it  was  amazing  to  have  that 
type  of  support.” 

Though  the  team 
pulled  out  a thrilling  tie,  the 
Owls  know  that  they  have  to 


improve. 

“We  need  to  put 
together  a full  60  minutes  and 
we  need  to  play  with  a sense  of 
urgency  throughout  the  game,” 
said  Callahan.  “We  have  a lot 
of  potential  but  just  need  to  put 
it  all  together  right  now  and 
if  we  can  do  that  we  can  beat 
anyone.” 

The  Owls  were  picked 
to  finish  fourth  in  the  division 
this  year  and  hope  to  prove 
voters  wrong  with  a strong 
season.

If  one  wanted  to  put 
into  words  how  the  Westfield 
State  Owls’  football  season 
went  this  year,  they  would  only 
have  to  look  at  last  week’s  sea- 
son finale  to  understand  their 
season. 

Narrowly  pulling  out  a 
17-14  win  over  Fitchburg  State, 
the  Owls  were  able  to  make  it 
four  years  in  a row  without  a 
losing  record  as  they  finished 
the  season  with  a record  of  5-5. 

The  Owls  relied  heav- 
ily on  converted  running  back 
Evan  Bemeche  again  this  week 
as  he  compiled  1 27  yards  on  23 
carries  and  had  two  touchdowns, 
including  a 69-yard  score  in  the 
first  quarter,  in  his  last  college 
football  game  of  his  career. 

Bemeche  finished  the 
season  with  over  1200  all-pur- 
pose yards  (595  yards  rushing 
and  534  receiving). 

Though  Westfield  was 
able  to  get  out  to  a nice  17-7  first 
half  lead,  the  Owls  would  only 
accumulate  three  first  downs  in 


the  second  half.  But  this  was 
when  Westfield’s  defense  took 
over. 

The  Owls  were  only  up 
by  three  late  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter after  a Tyler  Dow  fumble  set 
up  a Fitchburg  touchdown. 

After  Fitchburg  forced 
a Chris  Stengel  punt,  the  Fal- 
cons took  over  at  their  own  10- 
yard  line. 

The  Falcons  looked 
like  they  were  in  great  posi- 
tion to  tie  the  game,  but  a costly 
fumble  by  Darren  Wilson  at  the 
Westfield  48-yard  line  stalled 
the  drive  and  ended  the  game. 

The  fumble  was  forced 
by  Bryan  Anderson  and  recov- 
ered by  Dan  Dowling. 

“With  the  offense  not 
playing  too  well  in  the  second 
half,  the  defense  really  stepped 
up”,  said  receiver  CJ  Franklin 
who  had  1 catch  for  8 yards. 

“Jeff  Smith  and  Dave 
Jolicoeur  really  made  some 
great  defensive  plays  at  the  end 
of  the  game.” 

Anderson,  Dowling 
and  leading  Owls  tackier  Justin 
Erhardt  each  had  12  tackles  in 
the  game. 


It  was  a great  end  to  a 
somewhat  disappointing  season 
in  which  the  Owls  were  opti- 
mistic to  make  a strong  mn  in 
the  division  this  year. 

Senior  tight  end  Matt 
Ross,  who  caught  a key  third 
down  pass  for  26  yards,  talked 
about  the  season  and  how  he 


felt  about  it  being  the  last  game 
of  his  career. 

“It’s  sad,  I think  we 
could  have  played  better  on 
offense,  but  we  had  a good 
season,”  Ross  said.  “But  I am 
definitely  going  to  miss  football 
and  this  team  a lot.” 

It  was  great  end  for  the 


twelve  Westfield  seniors:  Bryan 
Anderson,  Keith  Bateman, Evan 
Bemeche,  Taylor  Bradway, 
John  Hickey,  Randy  Hitchins, 
Dave  Jolicoeur,  Jon  Lynch, 
Steve  Ohlson,  Matt  Ross,  Chris 
Stengel,  and  Anthony  Tomac- 
chio as  they  finished  their  Owls 
career  with  a victory.

The  Celtics  enter 
this  season  trying  to  recover 
from  their  heart  breaking  loss 
in  game  seven  of  last  season’s 
NBA  Finals.

strengthen  their  already  stout 
bench. 

They  added  former 
Celtic  Delonte  West  and  future 
hall  of  famer  Shaquille  O’Neal. 

The  most  valuable 
player  to  this  point  in  the  season 
would  have  to  be  All-Star  point 
guard  Rajon  Rondo. 

So  far  all  he’s  done 
is  break  a hand  full  of  NBA 
assist  records  and  lead  Boston 
to  an  impressive  record  to  begin 
the  season. 

When  Kendrick 
Perkins  returns  to  the  lineup 
later  this  season,  the  Celtics 
will  easily  be  one  of  the  deepest 
teams  in  the  NBA. 

On  November  3rd 
in  an  intense  game  versus  the 
Milwaukee  Bucks,  Paul  Pierce 
racked  up  his  20,000'*'  point, 
becoming  the  third  leading 
scorer  in  Celtics  history.  Pierce 
only  sits  behind  Celtic  greats 
John  Havlicek  and  Larry  Bird. 

As  the  Celtics 
continue  to  progress  into  the 


season,  it  is  important  for  them 
to  stay  healthy  because  of  the 
amount  of  older  veterans  they 
have  on  their  roster. 

Kevin  Garnett  has 
had  some  re-occurring  knee 
problems  over  his  career  that 
some  sources  are  saying  are 
beginning  to  bother  him  once 
again. 

Shaquille  O’Neal 
has  also  been  banged  up  this 
season  already,  resting  for 
a couple  of  games  to  let  his 
injured  right  knee  heal. 

As  rumors  swirl 
about  this  season  being  Doc 
River’s  last  hurrah,  the  Celtics 
are  inspired  this  year  to  deliver 
him  a championship  on  his  way 
out  Boston. 

As  the  Celtics  continue 
to  get  older  each  year,  there  are 
only  a couple  years  left  this  team 
can  compete  at  a championship 
level.  Look  for  Danny  Ainge 
to  make  a move  at  the  trade 
deadline  to  add  yet  another  key 
player  to  this  already  impressive 
team.

Americans  know 

Thanksgiving  Day  to  mean  Turkey 
Day,  the  fourth  Thursday  of 
November,  Football  Day,  amongst 
other  things. 

However,  this  holiday  is  a 
lot  more  than  stuffing  bellies  with 
turkey,  yams,  and  pumpkin  pie. 
The  beginning  of  Thanksgiving 
goes  back  a long  way  and  its  story 
deserves  to  be  shared. 

The  first  Thanksgiving 
took  place  in  1621  to  honor  the 
harvest  that  was  gathered  by  the 
Plymouth  Colony  after  a very  harsh 
and  long  winter. 

Governor  William 

Bradford  declared  a day  of 
thanksgiving  that  year  after  the 
pilgrims  survived  the  winter 
months  and  could  now  be  thankful 
for  their  food  and  lives. 

The  colonists  celebrated 
this  day  as  a traditional  harvest 
feast  and  they  invited  the  local 
Wampanoag  Indians  to  join  them. 

Though  a little  extreme, 
some  disapprove  of  the  fact  that 
although  the  colonists  invited  the 
Indians  to  their  feast,  technically 
they  were  on  the  Indians’  land  and 


is  not  far  from  the  truth. 

They  did  fight  over  land, 
but  the  first  T-Day  was  spent  sharing 
food  and  company,  not  arguing. 

All  thirteen  colonies  did 
not  at  first  celebrate  Thanksgiving 
at  the  same  time,  although  all  of 


official  holiday. 

By  the  mid- 1800’s, 
many  states  observed  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday  and  would 
celebrate  it.  Poet  and  editor 
Sarah  J.  Hale  was  lobbying  for  a 
national  Thanksgiving  holiday. 


President  Abraham  Lincoln, 
during  the  Civil  War,  was  trying  to 
find  ways  to  unite  the  nation  and 
decided  to  discuss  the  subject  of 
Thanksgiving  with  Hale  - hoping 
he  has  found  his  way  to  do  so. 

In  1863,  Lincoln  gave 
his  Thanksgiving  Proclamation 
declaring  the  last  Thursday  in 
November  a day  of  thanksgiving. 

It  did  not  stay  that  way  for 
long,  for  between  1939  and  1941, 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  announced 
Thanksgiving  as  the  third  Thursday 
in  November  to  leave  more  time  for 
the  Christmas  shopping  season. 

Controversy  followed 
this,  though,  and  Congress  passed 
a joint  resolution  in  1941  saying 
that  Thanksgiving  should  fall  on 
the  fourth  Thursday  of  November 
and  that  is  where  it  remains  today. 

As  all  Thanksgiving  lovers 
out  there  enjoy  a Thanksgiving 
meal,  remember  to  keep  in  mind 
the  reason  we  get  to  celebrate  it. 

Had  the  Native  Americans 
and  the  colonists  not  been  willing 
to  settle  their  differences  and  share 
their  land  and  food,  we  might  still 
be  in  school  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
in  November,  and  we  might  never 
know  the  distinct  and  yummy  taste 
pumpkin  pie  has  on  Thanksgiving 
- different  from  any  other  day.

is  for  the  Chasers  to  score  a 
volleyball  (called  the  “quaffle” 
in  the  Harry  Potter  series)  into 
the  goal  of  the  opposing  team, 
earning  their  team  ten  points. 

The  Beaters,  and 
occasionally  the  Keeper, 
throw  dodgeballs  (called 
“bludgers”  in  the  series)  at 
the  Chasers  in  an  attempt  to 
prevent  them  from  scoring. 

If  hit,  the  player  must 
go  back  to  their  side  of  the 
field,  symbolizing  that  they 
have  fallen  from  their  broom. 

The  Snitch,  as  Harry 
Potter  lovers  know  it,  is  a tiny 
golden  ball  with  wings.  In  a 
muggle’s  version  of  Quidditch, 
it  is  a team  member  dressed 
in  yellow  who  carries  a small 
ball  in  a sock  at  their  waist.

Thanksgiving  is  a 
little  less  than  a week  away  and 
while  many  people  are  cleaning 
the  house  and  cooking  feasts,  a 
whole  host  of  people  are  busy 
anticipating  something  besides 
mountains  of  mashed  potatoes: 
Black  Friday. 

Although  it 

is  not  deemed  an  official 
United  States  holiday,  it  sure 
holds  the  popularity  of  one. 

Originating  in 

1924  after  the  first  Macy’s 
Thanksgiving  Day  Parade , Black 
Friday  has  been  viewed  as  the 
beginning  of  the  holiday  season.

One  of  the  reasons 
that  Black  Friday  became 
popular  was  that  retailers 
realized  that  following  a 
Thanksgiving  Day  feast,  many 
Americans  were  geared  up  and 
ready  to  shop  for  the  holidays. 

After  noting  this  trend, 
retailers  began  offering  big 
sales  every  year  and  now  some 
stores  announce  their  sales 
hours  before  hand  while  others 
give  shoppers  notice  weeks  in 
advance. 

Many  retailers  also 
open  their  doors  earlier,  around 
5 a.m.,  so  that  the  influx  of 
shoppers  can  get  an  early  start. 

According  to  a 2009 
survey  by  BIGresearch,  31.2% 


of  shoppers  that  year  arrived 
at  their  target  destination 
right  when  the  stores  opened. 

The  next  step 
for  retailers  was  to  begin 
online  shopping  deals. 

Today,  many  people 
have  access  to  computers  for 
shopping  online,  and  stores  post 
similar  deals  online  to  the  ones 
in  stores  on  Black  Friday  and 
thus,  are  expanding  the  number 
of  customers. 

Even  as  popular 
as  Black  Friday  is,  research 
by  BIGresearch  shows  that  on 
average,  a shopper  only  has 
about  46%  of  their  holiday 
shopping  completed  by  the 
second  week  of  December. 

So,  if  you’re  feeling 
ambitious  enough  to  tackle 
the  crowds,  feel  free  to  trek  to 
your  nearest  mall  at  4:30  a.m. 
next  Friday,  November  26*. 

But  if  you  don’t  seem 
to  want  to  roll  out  of  bed  that 
early,  rest  easy  knowing  that 
you  have  a solid  month  of  sales 
to  fall  back  on.

Her 
first  full-blown  hit 
was  the  romantic 
comedy  When  Har- 
ry Met  Sally...  but 
she  had  had  a role 
in  the  long-mnning 
daytime  drama  titled 
As  The  World  Turns 
previously.  Since 
then  she  has  starred 
in  movies  like  Sleep- 
less In  Seattle  and 
You’veGotMail.She 
has  two  kids,  both 
by  Dennis  Quaid. 


Oswald  was  bom  in 
New  Orleans,  Loui- 
siana. His  father  died 
before  he  was  bom, 
forcing  his  mother 


to  raise  him  and  his 
two  brothers  alone, 
but  she  had  to  put 
them  in  an  orphan- 
age for  13  months 
because  she  couldn’t 
support  them.  As  a 
child  Oswald  had 
been  withdrawn  and 
temperamental  - he 
even  threatened  his 
brother’s  wife  with 
a knife  after  hit- 
ting his  own  mother 
across  the  face.  He 
was  sent  for  psychi- 
atric assessment  and 


they  concluded  that 
he  had  schizoid  fea- 
tures and  passive-ag- 
gressive tendencies. 
He  later  joined  the 
Marines  and  briefly 
lived  in  the  Soviet 
Union  before  return- 
ing home.  On  No- 
vember 22  he  was  ar- 
rested for  the  murder 
of  John  F.  Kennedy. 
Two  days  later  while 
being  transferred  to 
county  jail,  Oswald 
was  murdered  by 
a nightclub  owner.

The  Illustrated  Man:  A Book  Review 


WINTERSESSION 
COURSES  AT  WSU

Ray  Bradbury  is,  in 
my  opinion,  one  of  the  greatest 
short  story  writers  of  all  time. 

He  has  written 
hundreds  of  books,  and  even  if 
you  aren’t  aware  of  it,  you’ve 
been  exposed  to  at  least  some 
of  them. 

Eighteen  of  these 

excellent  stories  are  collected  in 
the  book  “The  Illustrated  Man”, 
which  collects  eighteen  of  his 
stories  into  a single  volume. 

Bradbury  uses  the 

interesting  framing  device  of 

a story  of  a man  covered  in 
moving  tattoos,  each  of  which 
“illustrates”  one  of  these 

stories. 

Other  than  this,  there 
is  no  relation  between  the 
stories.  There  are  two  recurring 
themes,  however,  that  Bradbury 
expresses  effectively. 


The  first  of  these  is  how 
technology  is  neutral  and  cold. 
The  second  is  humanity,  and 
how  the  human  condition  stays 
the  same,  regardless  of  what  we 
have  and  how  “advanced”  we 
are. 

In  addition,  you 
will  commonly  find  some 
unexpected  twists  in  the  plot 
which  make  you  look  at  the 
world  differently. 

All  of  these  stories  are 
excellent  and  enjoyable  to  read, 
with  only  a couple  exceptions, 
if  any. 

However,  a few  do 
stand  out  among  the  collection. 

The  first  of  these  is 
“Kaleidoscope,”  a story  about  a 
doomed  spaceship. 

It  is  both  a sad  and 


heartwarming  story  about 
finding  meaning  in  life. 

Another  story  is  “The 
Rocket  Man,”  which  is  about  an 
astronaut’s  family  dealing  with 
his  constant  long  absences  due 
to  his  job. 

The  greatest  of  these 
stories  is  “The  Rocket,”  the 
last  in  the  book,  which  is  about 
a man’s  attempts  to  send  his 
family  into  space  at  least  once. 

After  reading  it,  you’ll 
be  thinking  about  it  for  a long 
time. 

This  is  an  excellent 
collection  of  stories  by  Bradbury 
that  should  be  read  by  anyone 
who  is  a science-fiction  fan,  a 
fan  of  Ray  Bradbury,  or  wants 
to  read  something  imaginative. 
I give  it  a 4 out  of  5.

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Popularity  of  rugby  rising  at  Westfield  State

Westfield  State 

University  is  an  institution  with 
a proud  athletic  pedigree.  It  is 
also  an  institution  full  of  open 
minded,  free  thinkers. 

And  in  2008,  a crew  of 
free  thinkers  chose  to  embark 
on  a journey  to  Stanley  Park, 
where  they  played  a game  only 
a few  of  them  had  ever  played 
before. 

They  got  together 
every  few  days  to  play,  even 
organizing  two  scrimmages  that 
spring.  The  game  was  rugby 
and  these  weekend  warriors 
would  become  the  Westfield 
State  Black  Squirrels. 

Led  by  Charlie  Bain 
and  Greg  Miller,  this  motley 
crew  would  grow  through  word 
of  mouth  and  interest  meetings 
to  their  current  number  of  30 
men  and  women. 

“There  were  a lot  of 
growing  pains,”  said  junior 
wing  Zach  Graves,  one  of  the 
original  eight  Black  Squirrels. 
“But  we  are  well  on  our  way  to 
becoming  a prominent  squad  in 
our  conference.” 


This  past  fall,  WSU 
rugby  was  elevated  to  an 
official  club  sport,  joining  the 
New  England  Rugby  Football 
Union  (NERFU)  and  competing 
in  the  west  division  of 
Division  IV  against  the  likes 
of  American  International, 
Maine  Maritime,  the  University 
of  New  England,  Dartmouth 
College  and  Fitchburg  State 
University. 

In  their  inaugural 
season,  the  Squirrels  would 


register  a 5-1  record,  including 
pulling  off  a stunning  upset  win 
over  Johnson  State  College  in 
Johnson,  VT  in  the  first  round 
of  the  NERFU  playoffs  last 
month. 

“You  know,  to  start 
where  we  did  and  to  be  where 
we  are  now,  I mean,  it’s  huge,” 
Graves  said. 

He  continued,  “We 
started  out  with  it  being  just 
myself,  Brent  Bell,  Joe  Boyle, 
Dave  Hansen,  Tommy  Lesser, 


Joe  Phalan,  Travis  Sullivan 
and  Jack  Nealon  and  here  we 
are  today,  winning  our  first 
ever  playoff  match  after  a 5-1 
season. 

“It’s  unreal,  and  I have 
to  give  a lot  of  credit  to  Coach 
for  making  us  into  what  we  are. 
We  were  not  rugby  players  when 
we  got  here.  We  are  now.” 

For  those  unfamiliar 
with  the  game  of  rugby,  it  is  a 
physical  contact  sport  in  every 
sense  of  the  word.  There  are  15 


players  on  each  side  with  eight 
on  the  scrum  (similar  to  the  line 
of  scrimmage  in  football). 

There  are  also  three 
backs  (a  fly  half,  an  inside 
center  and  an  outside  center) 
and  two  wings. 

The  major  differences 
between  rugby  and  American 
football  is  that  in  rugby  there 
are  no  forward  passes,  a player 
can  kick  the  ball  at  anytime 
and  there  are  no  blindside  hits. 

“It’s  basically  a game 
of  kill-the-man-with-the-ball,” 
Graves  said. 

When  asked  about 
the  team’s  prospects  for  next 
season.  Graves  smiled  with 
anticipation.  “It’s  going  to  be  a 
different  ball  game,”  he  said. 

“We’re  losing  four  key 
guys,  but  we  do  keep  Brent  and 
Joe  who  are  the  captains  of  the 
backs  and  the  pack.” 

When  asked  of  his  role 
for  next  season.  Graves  said, 
“My  versatility  is  my  biggest 
asset  to  the  team.  Whatever 
they  need  me  to  do,  that’s  what 
I’m  going  to  do.” 

And  it’s  that  attitude 
that  defines  this  team.  Like  it 
or  not,  rugby  has  arrived  at 
Westfield  State  University. 


Westfield  volleyball  falls  to  NYU  in  NCAA  tournament

After  winning  the 
Massachusetts  State  Collegiate 
Athletic  Conference  for  the 
second  straight  year,  the 
Westfield  State  women’s 
volleyball  team  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  Division  III  tournament 
and  was  set  to  play  the  number 
one  seed  in  their  region.  New 
York  University.

The  Angry  Liberal:  Obama  to  win  in  2012

As  if  there  isn’t  enough 
to  worry  about  in  the  political 
arena  with  an  impending  Re- 
publican takeover  of  the  House, 
troubling  economic  issues,  and 
backlash  in  the  repeal  of  “Don’t 
Ask  Don’t  Tell,’’  news  of  poten- 
tial candidates  for  2012  is  cause 
for  a headache. 

First  of  all,  Sarah 
Palin  refuses  to  move  out  of 
politics  and  is  promoting  her 
newest  book  in  states  like  Iowa 
and  South  Carolina,  which 
are  both  early  primary  states.

She  said  it  herself: 
she  doesn’t  need  to  run  for  of- 
fice. Maybe  she  should  listen  to 
herself,  or  peers  from  her  own 
party. 

Former  Republican 
congressman  from  Florida  and 
current  news  host,  Joe  Scarbor- 
ough, said  that  “Republicans 
have  a problem.  The  most-talk- 
ed-about  figure  in  the  GOP  is  a 
reality  show  star  who  cannot  be 


elected.” 

That  raises  the  ques- 
tion: which  candidate  from 
the  Republican  Party  can  get 
elected?  Can  Mike  Huckabee? 
Newt  Gingrich?  Mitt  Romney? 

All  three  of  these 

potential  candidates  are  se- 
riously considering  a presi- 

dential run  but  have  not  for- 
mally announced  yet  and 

will  not  until  early  next  year. 

The  Republican  Party 
needs  a strong  candidate,  but 
that  person  does  not  seem  to 
have  materialized  yet. 

Palin  may  be  a fa- 

vorite for  some,  but  she  lacks 
the  support,  even  within  her 
own  party,  to  beat  incumbent 
Obama  in  2012.  In  a hypo- 
thetical national  poll,  Obama 
beat  Palin  but  even  that  is  just 
a poll  and  it  is  coming  almost 
two  years  before  the  election. 

Either  way,  she  is  too 
extreme  to  reach  the  moderate 
voters  she  needs  to  win. 

Obama  has  said 
he  doesn’t  even  think  about 
Palin  but  he  is  facing  some 
daunting  federal  issues,  most 
of  which  he  inherited  from 
the  previous  administration. 

Obama  is  blamed  for 
the  wars  (which  he  didn’t  start), 
blamed  for  the  economy  (which 
he  inherited),  and  blamed  for 
the  healthcare  bill  (which  would 
never  been  signed  without  Con- 
gress to  vote  on  it). 

People  complain 
about  Obama’s  lack  of  defini- 
tive action.  They  should  check

out  a website  that  explains 
what  Obama  has  done  in  the 
time  he  has  been  in  office, 
which  is  less  than  two  years. 

The  website  URL  con- 
tains an  expletive  so  it  cannot 
be  included  here,  but  typing  in 
“what  has  Obama  done”  into  a 
search  engine  like  Google  will 
bring  up  the  site. 

Obama  has  made  a 
difference  and  surprisingly  so, 
with  such  a lack  of  bipartisan 
support.  Obama  will  beat  the 
Republican  candidate  in  20 1 2 if 
he  shows  the  American  people 
what  he  has  accomplished  and  if 


he  can  keep  Democratic  support. 

So  far,  a challenger 
for  his  seat  from  his  own  party 
has  not  surfaced.  Hillary  Clin- 
ton, currently  the  Secretary  of 
State,  has  expressed  no  interest 
in  a 2012  presidential  run  and 
has  even  stated  that  she  will  not 
run.

Noble  Hospital  connected  to  WSU  students

Noble  Hospital 

is  the  closest  hospital  to 
Westfield  State  and  has  treated 
numerous  students  there. 

It’s  located  almost 
right  down  the  street  from  the 
campus  at  115  West  Silver 
Street  and  houses  almost 
30,000  patients  per  year. 

The  hospital  recently 
received  money  from  the 
state  and  used  it  to  repaint 
the  walls  and  get  fiat  screen 
televisions  in  every  room  to 
make  the  hospital  experience 
as  comfortable  and  calming  as 
possible  for  the  patients. 

The  main  emergency 
room  is  about  1,000  square 
feet  and  the  urgent  care  unit  is 
around  3.000  square  feet. 

Doctor  Stan 

Strzempko  has  been  with  Noble 
Hospital  for  sixteen  years. 

“The  biggest 

dissatisfier  for  • emergency 
patients  is  waiting  time,”  Dr. 


Strzempko  said.  “We  have 
the  best  waiting  times  in  the 
valley.” 

The  “door-to-door” 
time,  or  the  amount  of  time 
patients  spend  in  the  hospital 
from  the  time  they  walk  in  the 
door  to  the  time  they  leave, 
is  on  average,  three  hours. 

This  includes 

everything  from  heart  attack 
patients  to  f>eople  who  come  in 
to  the  hospital  with  abdomen 
pain. 

Some  specific 

services  are  provided  by  the 
state,  which  means  that  the 
time  it  takes  state  employees 
to  get  to  the  hospital  lowers 
the  hospital’s  numbers,  and  it’s 
“completely  out  of  our  hands,” 
Dr.  Strzempko  said. 

If  these  certain 
circumstances  are  left  out,  the 
door-to-door  time  is  only  about 
an  hour. 

“You  don’t  wait  a long 
time  here . We  have  numbers  to 
prove  it,”  Dr.  Strzempko  said. 
“Our  turn  around  times  are 


good  and  we’re  proud  of  that.” 

There  is  even  a staff 
who  takes  care  of  just  the 
people  who  aren’t  emergency 
patients,  which  contributes  to 
the  decrease  in  wait  time. 

The  hospital  has  had 
a relatively  long  track  record 
with  the  school. 

“We  value  our 
relationship  with  Westfield 
State  and  the  ties  go  deeper 
than  most  students  know,”  Dr. 
Strzempko  said. 

The  Department  of 
Residential  Life,  the  Dean  of 
Students,  and  the  hospital  meet 
once  a year. 

“We  really  value  our 
relationship  with  Westfield 
State,”  Dr.  Strzempko  said. 
“It’s  a joy  and  a pleasure  to 
take  care  of  Westfield  State 
students. 

“We  treat  kids  who 
drink  too  much,  and  we’re 
happy  to  help  out.” 

Dr.  Strzempko  said, 
“We’re  here  for  you  24/7  right 
down  the  road.”

Bob  Dylan  going  strong  at  69

On  October  19, 
2010, 1 got  to  fulfill  one  of  my 
lifelong  goals:  to  see  Bob  Dylan 
in  concert.

He  slowed  it  down 
with  “Spirit  On  The  Water”, 
but  turned  it  back  up  with  a 
rocking  rendition  of  “Rollin’ 


and  Tumblin’.”  Bob  played  an 
amazing  piano  solo  on  that  one. 

After  that,  he  played 
another  one  of  my  favorite 
songs,  “Tangled  Up  In  Blue.” 
He  slowed  it  down,  but  added 
raw  power  due  to  his  rougher 
voice. 

Later  on  in  the  show, 
he  played  “A  Hard  Rain’s  A- 
Gonna  Fall”, one  of  my  favorites 
as  well.  Barely  anyone  sat  down 
during  the  entire  two  hour  set. 
“Highway  61  Revisited”  was 
played  next.  Before  the  two 
encores,  he  played  “Ballad  of 
a Thin  Man.”  Seeing  him  stand 
up  there  and  menacingly  belt 
out  one  of  my  favorite  songs 
of  all  time  was  unbelievable. 
Tears  came  to  my  eyes.  I Just 
couldn’t  believe  what  I was 
experiencing. 

For  the  last  song  of 
the  show,  he  played  “Like 
A Rolling  Stone”-  a crowd 
favorite.  After  the  show,  Adam 
and  I felt  like  we  didn’t  actually 
see  him  in  concert,  but  we  did.

Harry  Potter  and 
the  Deathly  Hallows:  Part  I 
is  an  emotional,  entertaining 
and  gripping  experience. 

Splitting  the  last  film 
into  two  parts  is  one  of  the  best 
decisions  made  about  it.

The  efficient  pace 
of  the  film  takes  out  some  of  the 
small  moments  that  wrapped 
up  subplots,  but  that  is  just 
nitpicking  by  a diehard  fan.

Gyllenhaal  was  bom 
in  Los  Angeles,  Cal- 
ifornia and  raised 
within  the  Jewish 
faith.  His  parents 


held  his  Bar  Mitzvah 
in  a homeless  shelter, 
to  teach  him  grati- 
tude and  to  show  him 
what  a privileged 
lifestyle  he  had.  His 
parents  were  strict 
and  insisted  that  he 
support  himself  by 
getting  a summer 
job,  so  he  worked 
as  a both  a lifeguard 
and  a busboy.  When 
he  was  eleven  years 
old  he  made  his  film 
debut  playing  Billy 
Crystal’s  son  in  the 


movie  City  Slickers. 
He  was  offered  a role 
in  1992’s  Mighty 
Ducks  but  his  par- 
ents wouldn’t  allow 
him  to  take  it  because 
he  would  live  away 
from  home  for  two 
months.  Since  then 
he  has  appeared  in 
films  such  as  Broke- 
back  Mountain  and 
Donnie  Darko,  in 
which  he  played  the 
onscreen  brother  of 
his  real-life  sister 
Maggie  Gyllenhaal. 


Hussein  was  bom 
near  the  Iraqi  town  of 
Tikrit.  His  father  left 
them  when  he  was  a 
baby  and  shortly  af- 


ter his  thirteen  year 
old  brother  died  of 
cancer.  When  his 
mother  remarried, 
his  stepfather  treated 
him  cmelly.  He  ran 
away  from  home 
when  he  was  only 
ten  years  old  to  live 
with  his  uncle.  Later 
in  life,  he  attended 
an  Iraqi  law  school 
but  dropped  out  at 
the  age  of  twenty  to 
join  the  revolution. 
During  the  1980 
Iran-Iraq  War  and  the 


Persian  Gulf  War  in 
1991,  Hussein  had  to 
smother  attempts  to 
overthrow  the  gov- 
ernment. In  2003,  the 
Bush  administration 
found  out  that  Husse- 
in was  linked  to  ter- 
rorist organizations 
and  weapons  of  mass 
destmction  and  was 
soon  captured  by  U .S . 
forces  to  be  brought 
to  trial.  On  Decem- 
ber 30.  2006  Hus- 
sein was  announced 
dead  by  hanging.

Westfield  State  is  living  out  his 
dream  working  for  the  media 
division  of  an  NFL  organization. 
Matt  LaPan  is  currently  working 
for  the  Atlanta  Falcons. 

The  reason  I 
interviewed  Matt  is  because  he 
is  also  living  my  dream  of  taking 
his  knowledge  he  received  as  a 
communication  major  to  the 
NFL  to  work  in  the  department 
of  media. 

When  I asked  him 
what  his  exact  job  was  he  said, 
“I  am  currently  working  in  new 
media,  more  specifically  video 
services. 

This  entails  filming 
interviews,  community  events 
and  other  various  shoots,  editing 
video  and  getting  it  ready  for  the 
website,  and  posting  videos  to 
the  website,  and  also  breaking 
down  game  film  and  putting 
highlights  on  our  server. 

“On  game  day  I 
get  pre-game  fan  video,  help 
moderate  with  our  game  day 
fan  chat,  and  then  get  post  game 
interviews  in  the  locker  room.” 

We  talked  about 
some  small  details  of  the  job, 
some  pros  and  cons,  and  how 
Matt  felt  overall  about  his  job. 


To  sum  it  all  up  Matt  said,  “It 
is  a dream  come  true  to  work  in 
the  NFL. 

“I  have  always 
seen  the  Falcons  as  my  number 
two  team  so  it  is  amazing  to 
work  for  them.  1 would  100% 
recommend  this  to  anyone.” 

As  for  the  pros,  he 
said  that  it  is  a great  experience 
and  he  is  learning  what  he  does 
and  does  not  want  to  do,  and 
for  cons  he  said  that  there  are  a 
lot  of  long  days  and  there  is  no 
room  for  error. 

We  took  some  time 
to  talk  about  the  football  team 
and  the  amount  of  interaction 
he  has  had  with  the  players  and 
how  they  feel  about  their  own 
media  people  opposed  to  ESPN 
and  the  other  networks. 

“The  players  are 
great  when  it  comes  to  media. 
We  have  open  locker  room  four 
times  a week  and  on  game  day, 
so  they  get  used  to  seeing  the 
same  p>eople  99%  of  the  time. 

“As  opposed  to  guys 
from  ESPN  or  NFL  network,  I 
think  it  is  to  my  advantage  that 
I am  in  the  locker  room  every 
day  because  I think  we  can  get 
more  candid  comments  and  a 
better  reaction  since  they  know 
who  we  are. 

“It  is  really 
interesting  though  because  I 
could  never  imagine  having 


all  these  people  (after  Sundays 
game  there  was  about  45  media 
members  in  the  locker  room  plus 
cameramenjaskingmequestions 
and  filming  me  while  I am 
changing.” 

We  also  talked 
about  his  relationship  with  Matt 
Ryan,  the  star  quarterback  of 
the  Falcons.  I asked  him  if  they 
talk  since  they  both  are  from 
Massachusetts  colleges. 


“I  get  to  talk  every 
now  and  then  with  Matt,”  LaPan 
said.  “Honestly  though,  being 
part  of  video  services  is  more 
a job  where  you  are  behind  the 
camera. 

“You  can  make 
a good  relationship  with  the 
players  but  with  most  of  the 
bigger  names  it  is  just  a ‘hey 
how  are  you.’ 

“I  have  talked  with 


[Ryan]  about  Boston  College 
because  we  do  a college  football 
pick  ‘em  league  but  outside  of 
that  the  relationship  I have  with 
most  of  the  guys  is  professional, 
not  a personal  relationship.” 

The  Falcons  are 
19-1  at  home  in  the  Matt  Ryan 
era  and  this  season  they  are  9- 
2,  tied  for  the  best  record  in  the 
NFL  with  the  Patriots  and  Jets. 

“Both  the  team  and 
the  organization  are  excited 
but  the  feeling  around  the 
whole  facility  is  that  we  have 
not  played  our  best  football,” 
LaPan  said. 

“And  people  were 
excited  about  the  win  against 
the  Packers  but  again  the 
overwhelming  comment  from 
players  is  we  can  play  better.” 

One  very  exciting 
thing  for  Matt  is  that  if  the 
Falcons  make  the  Super  Bowl, 
he  will  get  to  travel  with  the 
team  and  participate  in  media 
day. 

Matt  is  experiencing 
the  chance  of  a lifetime  working 
in  the  NFL  for  his  favorite  team 
away  from  home. 

Matt  is  showing 
everyone  what  you  can  do 
through  the  WSU  internship 
program  and  what  you  can  do 
when  you  graduate. 

Chase  your  dream  and 
eventually  you  will  catch  it.

general  and  had  eight  assists  in 
the  first  quarter  alone,  finishing 
with  14  on  the  night.

good  game,”  Boston  coach  Doc 
Rivers  said  in  his  postgame 
press  conference.

Doc  was  right  and 
it  was  very  obvious  while 
watching  the  game  that  “KG” 
had  something  to  prove  and 
ended  up  scoimg  26  points  with 
11  rebounds.

Coming  into  this 
week’s  set  of  games,  West- 
field  State’s  men’s  basketball 
team  held  a 2-1  record. 

Coming  off  an  im- 
pressive 84-65  victory  over 
City  Tech  on  November  20, 
the  Owls  returned  to  action 
on  Tuesday  as  they  faced 
Southern  Vermont  in  the 
home  opener  for  the  team. 

Southern  Vermont 
was  coming  into  this  game 
after  playing  an  epic  seven- 
overtime game  against  Skid- 
more College. 

The  Mountaineers  (4- 
2)  were  able  to  get  the  better 
of  Westfield  (2-2)  and  spoiled 
the  Owls’  home  opener  with 
an  80-62  victory. 

Westfield  struggled 
shooting  on  the  night  and 
made  only  33  percent  of  its 
field  goal  attempts. 

Southern  Vermont 
had  a seven  point  lead  at  half- 


time and  was  able  to  put  the 
Owls  away  in  the  second  half 
with  strong  defense  and  solid 
interior  scoring. 

Center  Matt  Devine 
led  the  Owls  with  a 12  point, 
17  rebound  double-double 
w'hile  Lee  Vazquez  and  Chris 
Jurkowski  each  added  14 
points  in  the  loss. 

The  Owls  were  able 
to  defeat  City  Tech  in  the 
consolation  game  of  the  Rut- 
gers Newark  Tournament  two 
weeks  ago,  as  freshman  guard 
Andrew  Morgan  had  a team 
high  18  points,  eight  boards 
and  four  assists  for  the  Owls. 

Twelve  players  out 
of  the  15  players  on  the  Owls’ 
roster  were  able  to  put  their 
name  in  the  score  sheet  as 
Westfield  had  little  difficulty 
with  City  Tech  and  had  a 39- 
1 5 lead  late  in  the  first  half. 

Lee  Vazquez  tallied 
15  points  and  Marcellus  Lee 
added  11  points,  while  big 
men  Chris  Jurkowski  and 
Matt  Devine  scored  10  £md  9 
points  respectively. 


Though  Coach  Sut- 
ter’s group  only  has  a couple 
of  games  under  their  belt, 
the  young  team  seems  to  be 
meshing  well  together. 

With  6 foot  7 inch 
center  Devine  averaging  a 
double  double  in  points  in  re- 
bounds so  far,  the  Owls  look 


to  have  a strong  year.

that  much  more  special. 

New  England  will 
face  a huge  test  this  week  when 
they  face  their  rival  New  York 
Jets  at  home  on  Monday  night. 

The  two  teams  sit 
atop  the  NFL  standings  with 


records  of  9-2  and  the  game 
will  have  huge  implications 
on  seeding  and  home  field 
advantage  for  the  playoffs. 

The  Patriots  are 
seeking  to  avenge  their  week 
two  loss  to  the  Jets  and  take 
control  of  the  AFC  East.  But 
this  is  a different  Patriots  team 
than  the  team  that  lost  in  New 
York  back  in  September  - and 
not  just  for  the  obvious  reason 
that  Darrelle  Revis  won’t  be 
covering  Randy  Moss. 

The  Patriots 

offensive  philosophy  has 
changed.

can’t  seem  to  get  on  the  field 
and  Kyle  Arrington  is  flat  out 
atrocious  in  coverage.  Starting 
safeties  Brandon  Merriweather 
and  Patrick  Chung  are  hard 
hitters  with  a knack  for  coming 
up  with  turnovers,  but  their  pass 
coverage  has  been  skeptical 
throughout  the  year. 


Pressuring  the 
quarterback  would  go  a long 
way  in  helping  out  New 
England’s  secondary.  The 
defense  will  need  to  come  up 
with  a big  game  against  New 
York  on  Monday  and  continue 
to  progress  heading  into  the 
playoffs. 

Speaking  of  the 
playoffs,  this  will  be  the  last 
column  I write  before  the  NFL 
postseason  begins.  With  the 
semester  ending  and  the  stress 
of  finals  and  essays  coming  into 
full  swing,  this  will  be  the  last 
edition  of  the  Voice  until  spring 
semester  begins.

Second,  I have  to 
give  a shootout  to  one  of  my 
favorite  college  teams  in  the 
country,  Syracuse,  for  becoming 
bowl  eligible  for  the  first  time 


since  2004  despite  losing  their 
last  two  games.  The  Orange 
play  hard  on  defense  and  have 
to  great  running  backs  and 
watching  them  play  in  a bowl 
game  this  winter  will  be  a lot 
of  fun. 

Third  and  finally, 
the  game  I’m  most  interested 
in  this  weekend  is  between 
Washington  and  Washington 
State.

Locker  win  his  final  regular 
season  game  and  have  the 
chance  to  play  in  his  first  career 
bowl  game  - that  would  be  a 
great  Christmas  gift.

After  the  past  few 
seasons  of  being  denied  a 
chance  at  the  BCS  National 
Championship  Game,  TCU  has 
accepted  an  offer  from  the  Big 
East  to  join  the  conference  in 
all  sports.  This  move  will  take 
effect  on  July  1 , 20 1 2 . 

TCU’s  current 

conference,  the  Mountain  West 
Conference , does  not  alio  w them 
to  earn  an  automatic  qualifying 
bid  to  a BCS  game. 

In  their  current 
conference,  the  only  way  to 
earn  a BCS  bid  would  be  if  they 
went  undefeated  and  even  then 
they  would  be  on  the  bubble 
of  earning  a trip  to  one  of 
college  football’s  best  bowl 
games. 

By  the  joining  the 
Big  East,  TCU  can  now  make 
BCS  games  and  the  National 
Championship  game  a lot 
easier. 


This  move  will 
improve  TCU’s  recruiting  as 
they  can  now  persuade  high 
school  athletes  to  join  them  as 
they  will  be  playing  in  a major 
conference. 

TCU’s  arrival  to  the 
Big  East  in  terms  of  football 
will  improve  that  conference  as 
a whole. 

They  will  get  a team 
competing  for  the  national 
title  every  season  and  better 
competition  within  the 
conference. 

This  is  the  perfect 
time  for  the  Big  East  to  make  a 
move  like  this  because  in  recent 
years  the  Big  East  has  been 
lacking  big  name  teams  ranked 
at  the  top  of  the  nation  who  can 
compete  for  a national  title. 

With  a win  this 
weekend,  the  UConn  Huskies 
earn  an  automatic  bid  to  a BCS 
bowl  game  with  four  losses  this 
season.

In  Boston  on  January 
15,  more  than  400  eighth  grade 
students  representing  all  351 
cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts 
joined  Governor  Deval  Patrick,  Lt.

“Literally  3 hours  before  the 
ceremony,  the  registrar  called 
me  to  tell  me  I was  half  a point 
short  from  fulfilling  the  required 
grade.  I couldn’t  graduate.” 

“Meeting  with  your 
adviser  from  time  to  time 
is  another  good  way  to  see 
how  you  are  doing  academic- 
wise  as  well  as  if  you  will  be 
graduating,”  Biela  said.  “This 
way  in  the  event  there  is  an 
error,  paperwork  or  credit  wise, 
you  can  work  with  them  and  the 


academic  office  in  order  to  fix 
it.” 

“I  have  had  to  jump 
through  so  many  hoops  in  order 
to  graduate,  retaking  classes, 
writing  papers,  independent 
study;  its  ridiculous,” 
Di  Girolamo  said. 

Although  he  hasn’t 
graduated  yet,  Di  Girolamo 
was  stiU  able  to  land  a job  at 
Yellowstone  National  Park 
where  he’ll  start  in  May  2011. 

“With  my  new  job 
starting  May  19  and  graduation 
being  the  20  or  so,  1 will  never 


have  the  opportunity  to  walk 
across  the  stage  nor  do  1 have 
a reason  to  wear  my  cap  and 
gown. 

“That’s  kind  of  a right 
of  passage  1 will  never  be  able 
to  participate  in,”  Di  Girolamo 
said.

If  you  see 
any  red  “x’s”  anywhere  in  your 
audit,  go  see  your  advisor  and 
the  registrar  and  see  what  can  be 
done  to  turn  those  pesky  x’s  into 
glorious  green  check  marks;  or 
at  least  the  blue  squiggle  which 
means  it’s  a work  in  progress. 
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Revisiting  a decade-old  2P*  century  vision:  John  Mearsheimer’s  vision

“Many  in  the  West 
seem  to  believe  that  ‘peqjetual 
peace’  among  the  great  powers 
is  finally  at  hand...  In  the  words 
of  one  famous  author,  the  end  of 
the  Cold  War  has  brought  us  to 
‘the  end  of  history.’” 

So  began  political 
scientist  John  J.  Mearsheimer’s 
Tragedy  of  Great  Power  Politics 
that  was  published  in  2001. 

Mearsheimer  wasted 
no  space  before  taking  on 
Immanuel  Kant’s  republican 
theory  of  “perpetual  peace,” 
distantly  echoed  two  centuries 
later  in  the  present  by 
“democratic -peace”  theorists  in 
the  likes  of  the  New  York  Times’ 
Thomas  Friedman,  while  firing 
an  opening  salvo  at  Francis 
Fukuyama’s  End  of  History. 

Like  Fukuyama’s  more 
hopeful  and  idealistic  work, 
Mearsheimer’s  treatise  offered  a 
vision  for  the  new  century,  albeit 
a much  more  pessimistic  one. 

At  the  center  of 
his  argument,  Mearsheimer 
rejected  the  notion  held  by 
Fukuyama  and  others  that  the 
apparent  20'*'  century  triumph 
by  Western  liberal-democratic 
capitalism  over  all  competing 
visions  and  systems  would 
fundamentally  alter  the  way  that 
states  behaved  and  interacted 
with  one  another. 

In  Mearsheimer’s 
view,  despite  the  United 
States’  position  as  the  world’s 
sole  remaining  superpower 
and  the  enhanced  prestige 
of  international  institutions, 
the  international  system  was 
still  anarchic  and  security 
competition  between  its  states 
would  remain  a fact  of  life. 

Mearsheimer’s  vision 
of  the  future  saw  that  politics 
between  states  would  remain 
a zero-sum  game;  they  would 
maximize  their  own  power 
at  the  expense  of  others. 

The  bulk  of  the 
Tragedy  of  Great  Power  Politics 


outlined  Mearsheimer’s  theory 
of  international  relations  and 
tested  it  against  the  backdrop 
of  great-power  competition  and 
conflict  over  the  previous  two 
centuries. 

Looking  toward 
the  future,  the  introduction 
and  final  chapter  contained 
warnings  in  regard  to  the  rise 
of  China  as  a world  power. 

Mearsheimer  noted 
that  the  “possibility  of  a 
clash  between  China  and  the 
United  States  over  Taiwan  is 
hardly  remote”  and  concluded 
with  a warning  that  the  U.S. 
needed  to  reverse  its  policy  of 
“constructive  engagement”  with 
China  in  order  to  slow  its  rise. 

He  argued  that  the 
structure  of  the  international 
system  called  for  such  a 
course  in  that  a rising  China 
would  naturally  become 
an  aggressive  state  seeking 
hegemony  over  Asia. 

Events  of  early  2001 
suggested  that  Mearsheimer’s 
apprehension  and  warnings 
may  be  quickly  vindicated.  A 
major  diplomatic  crisis 
between  the  U.S.  and  China 
developed  in  April  when  an 
U.S.  Air  Force  intelligence- 
gathering plane  collided  with 
a Chinese  military  jet  and 
was  forced  to  land  in  China. 

The  eventual  release 
of  the  Chinese-held  American 
crewmen  from  this  Hainan 
Island  Incident  added  a 
chill  to  relations  between 
the  U.S.  and  China  even  as 
spring  turned  to  summer. 

Then,  out  of  the 
clear  blue  sky  that  prevailed 
over  much  of  the  American 
northeast  on  a fateful  and 
tragic  Tuesday  morning  that 
September,  came  a challenge 
and  threat  that  Mearsheimer, 
Fukuyama,  and  other  leading 
academics  who  offered  visions 
of  the  21*'  century  overlooked. 

As  the  United  States 
mobilized  for  war  in  Fall  2001 
and  President  Bush  declared 
a “Global  War  on  Terror,”  it 
became  clear  that  America’s 


most  dangerous  enemies 
would  not  challenge  or  fight 
it  in  the  traditional  sense. 

19  men  armed  with 
box-cutters  didn’t  represent  a 
state  or  a great  power.  Clearly, 
the  nature  of  the  U.S.’s 
enemies  had  changed  and 
new  strategies  and  ways  of 
combating  them  were  required. 

Following  the  9/11 
terrorist  attacks,  there  was 
a widespread  consensus 
that  many  of  the  greatest 
challenges  of  the  new  century 
would  come  from  non- 
state actors  like  Al-Qaeda. 

Over  the  course  of  a 
few  months,  Mearsheimer’s 
book  went  from  a dreary  but 
possibly  prescient  assessment  of 
global  politics  to  an  antiquated 
volume  better  relegated 
to  the  previous  century. 

The  world’s 

states  would  now  certainly 
be  most  concerned  with 
fighting  terrorists  and  security 
cooperation  would  be  the 
standard  between  them  rather 


than  security  competition.  This 
certainly  seemed  to  be 
the  case  then  but  was  it 
really  a permanent 
fundamental  change? 

No  sooner  had  Osama 
Bin  Laden  and  his  top  henchmen 
escaped  to  Pakistan’s  rugged 
border  region  with  Afghanistan, 
then  a crisis  erupted 
between  India  and  Pakistan. 

The  bitter  rivals  had 
fought  4 major  wars  since  the 
partition  of  British  India  in 
1947  and  the  bombing  of  India’s 
parliament  by  terrorists  with  ties 
to  Pakistan  in  late  2001  raised 
the  horrific  prospect  of  a fifth. 

India  mobilized  its 
army  for  war  and  Pakistan 
followed  in  kind.  Citizens  of 
both  countries  and  international 
observers  could  only  solemnly 
look  on  as  Indian  and  Pakistani 
army  convoys  took  up  positions 
across  from  one  another 
along  the  shared  border. 

Both  governments 
readied  their  nuclear  arsenals 
and  though  India  promised 


it  would  not  be  the  first 
to  use  them,  numerically 
disadvantaged  Pakistan  refused 
to  give  any  such  guarantee. 

Thus  as  a million  men 
faced  off  against  one  another 
in  preparation  for  war,  at  the 
very  start  of  the  21*'  century, 
India  and  Pakistan  stared  back 
into  the  20'*’  century’s  abyss 
of  violence  before  finally 
stepping  away  from  the  brink. 

Around  the  same  time 
that  the  India-Pakistan  standoff 
was  de-escalating,  the  U.S.’s 
relationship  with  China  moved 
back  into  the  spotlight  again 
as  the  Bush  administration 
set  its  sights  on  Iraq  and 
possibly  Iran  and  North  Korea. 

The  U.S.  Congress 
passed  massive  tax  cuts  and 
simultaneously  increased 
spending  on  a vast  scale  and 
as  budget  deficits  and  the 
national  debt  soared,  it  was 
clear  that  somebody  would 
have  to  make  the  payments.

More  snow  means  more  cave-in  threats

It’s  beginning  to  look 
a lot  like... a mess  outside. 

With  the  Christmas 
season  well  behind  us,  many 
New  Englanders  are  ready 
to  trade  in  their  shovels  and 
winter  jackets  for  t-shirts, 
beach  chairs,  and  flip  flops. 

With  three  nor ’easters 
already  hitting  Massachusetts, 
and  possibly  more  on  the  way, 
Westfield  State  University 
students  are  already  feeling  the 
pressure  of  class  cancellations, 
make-up  assignments,  and 
change  in  schedules,  all  in  the 
first  week  of  classes. 

But  with  more  snow 
expected,  make-up  homework 
is  the  least  of  our  worries. 
With  over  28  inches  of  snow 
this  past  storm.  New  England 


hasn’t  seen  this  much  snow 
since  2004  with  21  inches. 

Because  of  how 
heavy  snow  can  get,  many 
buildings  are  not  equipped  to 
handle  that  amount  of  snow. 
An  apartment  building  in 
Norwich,  Connecticut  had  to 
be  evacuated  because  the  roof 
was  partially  collapsing  under 
the  weight  of  the  snow. 

The  Institute  for 
Business  & Home  Safety 
(IBHS)  offers  tips  to  determine 
how  much  snow  a building  can 
handle.  They  say  that  many 
New  England  buildings  are 
made  to  hold  snow,  but  there 
are  certain  designed  buildings 
that  are  more  delicate  than 
others. 

According  to  the 
IBHS,  the  age  of  a building 
is  a major  factor  for  snow 
safety.  Newer  buildings  are 
more  snow-load  ready  because 


of  new  building  codes  that 
require  them  to  be.  However, 
older  buildings  might  not  have 
had  the  same  building  codes, 
depending  on  the  time  the 
building  was  built. 

Flat  roof  buildings 
are  also  more  prone 
to  water  leakage. 

Also,  snow  build- 
up around  windows  can  lead 
to  water  damage  as  well. 
Students  can  help  do  their  part 
by  getting  rid  of  snow  around 
windows. 

Although  WSU’s 
buildings  are  fully  equipped 
to  deal  with  this  kind  of  New 
England  weather,  anything  can 
happen  in  these  conditions.  So 
just  be  prepared  for  anything, 
wear  warm  clothing,  and 
shovel  out  your  cars  as  soon  as 
possible.

Obama  gave  his  hour-long  State 
of  the  U nion  address , the  political 
pundits  and  commentators  on 
the  news  networks  as  well  as  on 
blogs  began  sharing  opinions 
and  assessments  of  the  speech. 
While  some  praised  the  delivery, 
others  criticized  the  tone. 

The  optimist  watching 
at  home  might  hope  that 
Obama’s  call  for  the  political 
parties  to  work  together  will 
result  in  compromise  while 
the  cynic  might  deem  the 
speech  useless  because  of 
its  mention  of  unattainable 
goals  or  perceived  lies. 

In  all  actuality , Obama’s 
State  of  the  Union  speech  will 
probably  not  change  many  minds 
when  the  time  for  controversial 
or  contentious  bills  arrive. 

What  his  speech  does 
do,  though,  is  demonstrate  his 
commitment  to  pursue  greater 
innovation  and  renewable 
energy,  improve  the  education 
system,  create  jobs,  maintain  a 
strong  defense  against  foreign 
threats , and  cut  the  federal  deficit . 

It  also  demonstrates 
the  President’s  hope  for 
bipartisanship  in  the  next 
year  to  pass  legislation  in  the 
politically-split  Congress. 

Speaking  with  Vice 
President  Joe  Biden  on  his 
right  and  new  Republican 
Speaker  of  the  House  John 
Boehner  on  his  left,  Obama 
tried  to  appear,  as  some  analysts 
suggested,  as  the  “reasonable 
person”  to  both  Congress 
and  the  American  people. 

Although  he  spoke  in 
a solemn  tone  about  working 
together,  the  president  did  not 
avoid  politically  divisive  issues 
like  immigration  reform,  the 
recent  repeal  of  Don’t  Ask  Don’t 
Tell,  or  freezing  part  of  the 
federal  budget  to  cut  the  deficit. 

When  he  mentioned 


the  health  care  bill  and  alluded 
to  its  unpopularity  among 
Republicans,  he  joked  but 
then  seriously  stated  that 
“anything  can  be  improved.  If 
you  have  ideas  about  how  to 
improve  this  law  by  making 
care  better  or  more  affordable, 
I am  eager  to  work  with  you.” 

Despite  the  fact  that  the 
president  is  required  by  the  U.S. 
Constitution  to  discuss  the  state 
of  the  Union  with  Congress, 
Obama’s  speech  also  had  the 
political  advantage  of  showing 
Americans  that  he  is  willing 
to  compromise.  Of  course, 
within  minutes,  the  “Republican 
response”  and  later  the  ‘Tea 
Party  response”  ruined  it. 

Wisconsin 
Congressman  Paul  Ryan  gave 
the  official  Republican  response, 
which  mostly  just  criticized 
Obama  and  the  Democrats. 

Representative  Ryan 
emphasized  the  need  for 
more  limited  government  and 
complained  about  the  rising 
deficit,  but  did  not  give  many 
ideas  as  to  how  to  alleviate 
the  burden  of  that  debt. 

Ryan  mentioned  the 
Republican  efforts  to  repeal 
the  health  care  law  and  said, 
“we  will  work  to  replace  it  with 
fiscally  responsible,  patient- 
centered  reforms  that  actually 
reduce  costs  and  expand 
coverage.”  How  exactly  the 


Republicans  planned  to  do 
that  was  something  he  left  out. 

In  Ryan’s  fifteen 
minute  response,  he  said  that 
the  “debt  is  out  of  control,” 
that  we  are  in  a “fiscal  crisis,” 
the  federal  government  “spends 
too  much,”  we  have  “record 
deficits  and  debt”  and  explained 
how  the  “poor  decisions  made 
in  Washington  and  Wall  Street 
that  caused  a financial  crisis 
squanderedour  savings  ,brokeour 
trust  and  crippled  our  economy. 

The  Republican 
response  reiterated  the 
commitment  to  limited 
government,  lower  taxes,  and 
fiscal  responsibility,  but  did 
not  propose  any  definitive  plan 
to  achieve  those  goals.  There 
was  no  talk  of  working  together 
with  Democrats  or  the  President 
and  reaching  any  compromises. 

The  other  Republican 
response,  the  Tea  Party 
Response,  wasn’t  much  better. 

Representative 
Michele  Bachmann  gave 
a response  from  the  Tea 
Party  Movement,  which  also 
complained  about  the  debt  and 
health  care,  as  she  explained 
the  “explosion  of  government 
spending”  and  “Obamacare.” 
She  also  did  not  emphasize 
bipartisanship  or  a definitive 
plan. 

If  the  Republicans 
want  to  cut  the  deficit. 


repeal  the  health  care  law, 
and  limit  government,  then 
they  need  to  unite  under  a 
definitive  plan,  which  was  not 
mentioned  in  their  rebuttals. 

The  Republicans 
won’t  go  anywhere  with  only 
complaining  and  disparaging 
Obama  for  the  past.  It  is 
time  to  move  on  and  move 
forward.  If  any  legislation  is  to 
be  passed,  then  they  also  need 
to  work  with  the  President 
and  with  other  Democrat 
members  of  Congress. 

During  the  State  of 
the  Union  Address,  Democrats 
and  Republicans  alike  wore 
black  and  white  ribbon 
in  support  of  recovering 
Congresswoman  Giffords  and 


they  oddly  sat  side-by-side. 

But,  as  Obama 
explained,  “What  comes  of  this 
moment  will  be  determined  not 
by  whether  we  can  sit  together 
tonight , but  whether  we  can  work 
together  tomorrow.  I believe 
we  can.  I believe  we  must. 

That’s  what  the 
people  who  sent  us  here 
expect  of  us.  With  their  votes, 
they’ve  determined  that 
governing  will  now  be  a shared 
responsibility  between  parties. 

New  laws  will  only  pass 
with  support  from  Democrats 
and  Republicans.  We  will  move 
forward  together,  or  not  at  all 
- for  the  challenges  we  face  are 
bigger  than  party,  tind  bigger 
than  politics.”

U.S.  prefers  China  as  ally  over  foe

Superseding 
security  competition,  what 
emerged  was  the  framework 
by  which  the  U.S.  would 
increasingly  provide  the  needed 
market  for  export-led  Chinese 
economic  growth  while  China 
would  continue  to  buy  up 
a sizable  share  of  the  U.S. 
Treasuries  required  to  finance 
Washington’s  profligacy. 

Mearsheimer’s 
vision  neglected  the  growing 


economic  connection  between 
China  and  the  U.S.,  but  the 
security  competition  he 
warned  of  has  indeed  taken 
place  to  the  extent  that  China 
has  simultaneously  sought  to 
develop  military  technologies 
capable  of  projecting  power 
throughout  the  Pacific  region 
and  by  its  nature,  to  one  day  be 
in  the  position  to  successfully 
challenge  the  United  States 
and  other  regional  powers. 

Perhaps  global  politics 
in  the  21®*  century  has  developed 


as  more  of  a multi-sum  game 
than  Mearsheimer  foresaw. 

It  is  possible  that  a 
highly  dependent  economic 
partnership  of  necessity  that 
historian  Niall  Ferguson  termed 
“Chimerica,”  will  help  provide 
continued  stability  in  the  security 
realm  weU  into  the  future. 

As  serious  as  currency 
and  other  economic  disputes 
between  China  and  the  U.S. 
have  been,  their  presence  is 
much  more  preferable  than 
unfettered  rivalry.

Elijah  Wood-  Born  Jan.  28,  1981 


Elijah  Wood  was 
bora  and  raised  in 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
the  middle  of  three 
children.  When  he  was 
ten  years  old,  he  began 


modeling  and  even  do- 
ing commercials.  His 
first  break  was  when 
he  appeared  in  Paula 
Abdul’s  music  video, 
“Forever  Your  Girl.” 
His  first  film  appear- 
ance was  in  the  great 
movie  Back  to  the 
Future  II,  in  which  he 
played  the  role  of  “vid- 
eo game  boy.”  In  1993 
he  played  the  lead  role 
in  The  Adventures 
of  Huckleberry  Firm. 
Also  in  that  year,  he 
appeared  in  The  Good 
Son,  in  which  Ma- 
caulay Culkin  plays 


Wood’s  cousin,  an 
almost  psychopathic 
child  who  is  obsessed 
with  death  and  killing 
things.  Wood  is  best 
known  for  his  role 
as  Frodo  Baggins  in 
the  Lx)rd  of  the  Rings 
Trilogy.  Since  then, 
he  has  appeared  in 
movies  such  as  Eter- 
nal Sunshine  of  the 
Spotless  Mind,  Hap- 
py Feet,  and  wiU  re- 
prise the  role  of  Frodo 
Baggins  in  The  Hob- 
bit, being  made  in 
two  parts  and  coming 
out  in  2012  and  2013. 


Robert  Frost  - Died  Jan.  29,  1963 


Robert  Frost  was  bom 
on  March  26,  1874  in 
San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, the  first  of  two 
children.  Once  his  fa- 
ther died,  the  family 


moved  to  Lawrence, 
Massachusetts,  where 
Frost  began  attend- 
ing Dartmouth  Col- 
lege. He  sold  his  first 
poem  “My  Butterfly: 
An  Elegy”  to  The  New 
York  Independent 
for  $15.  In  1894, 
he  attended  Har- 
vard for  liberal  arts 
and  was  doing  quite 
well,  until  he  had  to 
leave  the  university 
to  support  his  grow- 
ing family  with  wife 
Elinor  Miriam  White. 
Together,  the  two  pro- 
duced six  children. 


They  moved  to  a farm 
where  they  lived  for 
nine  years.  Frost  work- 
ing during  the  day  and 
writing  poetry  in  the 
early  mornings  and 
late  evenings.  The 
farm  did  not  progress 
successfully,  so  Frost 
returned  to  school  and 
eventually  became  an 
English  professor.  His 
first  book  of  poems, 
“A  Boy’s  Will”  was 
published  in  1912.  His 
most  famous  poems  in- 
clude, “Nothing  Gold 
Can  Stay”  and  “The 
Road  Not  Taken.”

Cory  Matthews  was 
always  there  to  show  us  how  to 
survive  as  a lowly  6th  grader, 
handle  the  rigors  of  the  middle 
school  dating  world,  aspire  to  be 
a professional  baseball  player, 
and  balance  the  importance  of 
family. 

He  would  always 
get  in  trouble  with  Shawn,  and 
make  fun  of  Topanga,  watch  as 
his  older  brother  Eric,  got  all 
the  girls,  while  Mr.  Feeney  gave 
guidance  from  next  door. 

Then  we  watched 
one  of  the  greatest  love  stories 
ever  told,  that  being  between 
Cory  and  Topanga.  Their 
relationship  proved  that  love 
is  something  of  a struggle,  and 
though  there  may  be  many  bad 
days,  there  are  always  bright 


days  on  the  horizon.

began  to  wimess  one  of  the 
first  bromances,  that  being  the 
friendship  between  Cory  and 
Shawn.

Who  in  the 
beginning  of  the  show  was  the 
cool  brother  who  we  all  wanted 
to  be  like,  but  did  anyone  else 
realize  how  stupid  he  got  near 
the  end  of  the  series. 

Sure,  we  loved 
him  yelling  “Feeney, 
FFFEENNEY!”  all  the  time,  or 
“Plays  with  Squirrels”  but  what 
happened  to  the  old  Eric. 

Then  does  anyone 
realize  that  Cory’s  sister  Morgan 
vanished  for  2 years.  Then  the 
next  time  we  see  her,  it  is  a new 
actress. 

But  then  “Boy 
Meets  World”  also  had  those 
episodes  that  pulled  at  your 
heartstrings. 

Who  didn’t  cry 


when  Shawn’s  father  died, 
or  when  Mr.  Turner  got  into 
that  bike  accident  and  Shawn 
had  to  deal  with  loss  and  pain.

okay. 

That  is  what  made 
this  show  so  great.  It  had  all 
the  things  that  we  loved  in 
a TV  show,  comedy,  drama, 
friendships,  and  a great  plot, 
and  that  is  what  makes  “Boy 
Meets  World”  memorable.

“Evidence  of 
Things  Unseen,”  by  Marianne 
Wiggins,  is  a romance  novel 
following  the  lives  of  Fos  and 
Opal,  covering  their  entire  adult 
lives.

Bryant  Cyr,  a senior 
at  Westfield  State  University, 
will  graduate  this  spring  with 
a bachelor’s  degree  in  Theatre 
Arts.  Cyr  is  from  Poland 
Springs,  Maine  and  plans  to  stay 
in  theatre  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

As  of  right  now,  Cyr 
has  a spring  internship  at  a 
theatre  doing  administrative 
work  but  also  has  his  bartending 
license,  which  works  perfectly 
for  his  life  as  a hopeful  actor. 

As  Cyr  says,  “that 
way  I can  set  myself  up  to  be 
able  to  have  some  kind  of  full 
time  job  while  I ultimately  play 
the  role  of  the  starving  artist.” 

His  five-year  plan,  as 
he  puts  it,  is  to  get  his  MEA  in 
acting  and  directing  ,culminating 
in  a teaching  job  for  those  areas. 
He  also  has  expressed  plans  to 
open  up  a theatre  of  his  own 
some  day. 

Yet,  even  with  all 
of  those  high  aspirations,  the 
life  of  acting  does  come  with 
consequences. 

“It’s  more  mentally 
draining  then  psychically 
draining,”  Cyr  says  when  talking 
about  what  it  takes  to  act. 

It  gets  even  more 
strenuous  when  Cyr  describes 
the  acting  side  coupled  with  the 
student  side  of  life  at  college. 

He  has  to  “be  able 
to  throw  myself  completely  into 
a character  as  much  as  possible 
for  five  hours  a night  all  week, 
and  then  come  back  and  write 
papers  until  2 a.m.” 

How  does  he  handle 
it?  According  to  Cyr,  Sunday 
football  is  what  he  drives  at 
each  week. 

If  you  ask  his 
friends  and  peers,  all  of  the 
work  has  paid  off. 

“I’vealwaysthought 
that  he’s  been  the  best.  Not 
many  people  can  act  like  him,” 
Ian  Entrot,  Cyr’s  roommate  and 
friend  of  four  years,  says  of  his 
acting  prowess. 


The  numerous 
plays  that  Cyr  has  been 
involved  in  at  school,  from 
Black  Box  appearances  in  True 
West  to  a short  presentation  of 
Shakespeare’s  Othello  in  class, 
demonstrate  that  his  acting  is 
structured,  serious,  and  all- 
encompassing  of  the  characters 
in  the  scripts. 

Watch  him  on  stage, 
when  the  lights  center  around 
him  and  the  costume  he  puts  on, 
and  you  won’t  see  Bryant  Cyr, 
you’ll  see  the  character  he  plays. 

When  asked  what 
his  method  of  acting  was,  Cyr 
said  that  there  is  more  than  one 


method:  the  Modem  Method 
and  the  Chekhovian  Method.  In 
his  words,  the  Modem  Method 
is  when  an  actor  “becomes”  the 
character.  He  involves  himself 
in  everything  that  the  character 
is  and  stands  for,  to  the  point 
where  the  actor  literally 
becomes  the  character  on  stage 
or  in  movies. 

“You  have  to  learn 
how  to  turn  it  off,  and  my 
personal  technique  is  something 
that  I use  in  my  directing  all 
the  time  where  before  you 
ever  step  foot  on  stage  and 
start  rehearsals,  you  learn  about 
the  character,  and  then  you 
do  exercises  of  turning  it  off, 
turning  it  on,  until  they  can 
literally  do  it  like  a flick  of  a 
switch.  You  got  to  be  able  to 
shake  off  the  character.” 

Some  people  can 
do  this  technique  without 
problems,  but  as  Cyr  explained, 
this  wasn’t  the  case  with  him. 
When  he  did  his  stage  reading 


for  True  West,  he  said  that  it 
was  hard  for  him  to  shake  off 
the  character. 

“I  had  this  character 
who  had  to  get  emotionally 
wrapped  up  in  the  fact  that  he 
was  losing  everything,”  Cyr 
explained. 

He  found  a 
song  that  allowed  him  to  get 
emotionaUy  into  his  scene  in 
the  right  way  and  although  the 
performance  went  off  quite 
well,  he  had  trouble  shutting  off 
the  character. 

According  to  Cyr, 
he  kept  “playing  it  over  and 
over  again  during  the  scene, 
and  it  got  me  so  emotionally 
unraveled  and  so  emotionally 
into  the  scene  that  at  the  end  of 
the  performance,  I would  come 
home  and  I wouldn’t  be  able  to 
sleep  because  that  song  was  still 
stuck  in  my  head.” 

He  was  able  to 
get  over  it,  but  it  took  time. 
Since  then,  Cyr  has  used  the 
Chekhovian  Method,  in  which 
the  actor  plays  the  character 
on  the  surface,  but  is  fully 
detached  on  the  inside.  In  this 
method,  the  actors  play  the 
characters  and  inside,  they  are 
still  themselves. 

Though  his  acting 
style  has  led  him  to  play  roles 
in  each  of  the  Student  Theatre 
Association  plays,  there  will 
always  be  both  praise  and 
critical  analysis  of  his  work. 

“He  is  a phenomenal 
actor,  you  can  tell,  being  around 
him  both  as  an  actor  and  as 
a roommate,”  says  Brendan 
Carroll,  roommate  of  Bryant. 
“You  can  really  tell  the  time 
and  preparation  he  has  put  into 
every  character  he  has  had.” 

Cyr’s  last  words  were 
about  the  critics,  and  how  little 
criticism  affects  him:  “Every 
time  I go  out  there  to  audition, 
there’s  a huge  risk  of  someone 
not  liking  the  work  I do. 

“That’s  the  key  thing  about 
acting;  you  got  to  get  past  the 
critics.  There  are  always  going 
to  be  critics,  and  you’re  not 
going  to  please  eveiyone.” 
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MTV’s  new  show  “Skins”  causing  more  trouble  than  it’s  worth

Congratulations 
MTV,  you  have  just  premiered  a 
show  that  some  parents  compare 
to  child  pornography  and  has 
advertisers  dropping  like  flies. 

The  new  MTV 
show  “Skins”  is  the  worst  piece 
of  garbage  that  as  ever  appeared 
on  my  television  set  ever. 

“Skins”  is  the  story 
of  a group  of  friends  in  high 
school,  and  detail  all  of  the 
trouble  they  get  into. 

The  show  is  similar 
to  that  of  a soap  opera  and  each 
episode  concentrates  on  one  of 
the  main  characters. 

The  show  is  a 
remake  of  a far  superior  British 
programme.  The  British 
“Skins”  was  notable  not  only 
for  its  blunt  and  casual  depiction 
of  teen  sex  and  drug  use,  but 
also  for  the  fact  that  most  of 
its  writing  staff  had  an  average 
age  of  21  and  was  based  on 
very  recent,  culturally-specific 
experience. 

I was  shocked  by  the 
trash  that  MTV  presented.  The 
cast  is  fiUed  with  unlikable  stars 
who  only  say  interesting  things 
to  get  a controversial  reaction 
from  the  viewing  public. 

For  a network  that 
glamorizes  teen  pregnancy 


and  random  beach  hookups, 
they’re  going  to  have  to  try  a lot 
harder. 

The  show  remains 
faithful  to  the  original  (at  least 
in  tone),  but  with  a cast  of  kids 
who  really  can’t  act  with  any 
sense  of  realism,  the  show  just 
comes  across  as  dull. 

To  put  things 
into  perspective,  here  is  what 
occurred  in  the  first  episode  of 
“Skins”:  The  kids  got  drunk, 
got  high,  went  to  a brothel, 
bought  weed,  stole  a car,  and 
one  character  overdosed  on 
pills. 

It  really  doesn’t 
help  that  I can’t  stand  the  kid 
who  plays  Tony. 

James  Newman 
lacks  the  sort  of  cool  demeanor 
that  his  character  needs  in  order 
to  make  the  crazy  stuff  he  does 
believable. 

In  the  British 
version,  Tony  was  obnoxious, 
but  you  understood  why 
everyone  was  drawn  to  him  and 
put  up  with  his  trouble. 

However,  in  this 
version  Tony  comes  across  as 
someone  whose  friends  would 
have  dropped  him  years  ago  for 
the  crap  he  puUs. 

What  makes  a great 
show  is  how  viewers  connect 
with  the  characters.  The 
characters  can  act  like  idiots 
but  they  have  to  have  some 


redeemable  characteristics  that 
allow  viewers  to  identify  with 
them. 

The  show  claims 
that  it  presents  relatable  stories 
about  relatable  kids,  but  when 
the  show  instead  coasts  on  its 
raunchy  reputation,  why  bother 
with  real  substance? 

Real  substance 
takes  a lot  more  work.  Work 
that  the  UK  “Skins”  already  put 
in  WITH  all  the  sex  and  drugs 
rolled  in. 

That’s  where 
the  problem  with  the  direct 
comparison  comes  in:  instead 
of  waiting  around  for  the 
American  remake  to  catch  up. 
I’d  rather  just  watch  the  UK 
version  instead. 

Surely,  there  are 
talented  American  writers  not 
long  out  of  their  teens  who  could 
have  helped  craft  a new  group 
of  characters  and  stories  that 
reflected  their  own  experiences 
- and  with  enough  sex,  drugs, 
and  mayhem  to  please  MTV’s 
need  for  extra  attention. 

In  addition,  if  MTV 
wanted  more  attention,  it  got 
it,  in  the  hand  of  the  PTC  (The 
Parents  Television  Council). 

That  pressure  is 
already  beginning  to  mount. 
Advertisers  including  Taco  Bell, 
Wrigley  Gum,  H&R  Block,  and 
GM  announced  they’re  pulling 
their  commercials  ftom  future 
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shows. 

The  Parents  Television 
Council  called  on  the  chairmen 
of  the  U.S.  Senate  and 
House  Judiciary  committees 
and  the  Department  of 
Justice  to  open  investigations 
about  what  the  PTC  alleges  is 
child  pornography  on  “Skins” 
involving  actors  as  young  as 


fifteen. 

In  addition  to  the 
pornography  charges,  PTC 
chairman  Tim  Winter  said 
in  a letter  to  the  committee 
chairs  that  the  group 
also  wants  an  investigation 
into  allegations  of  excessive 
references  to  drugs  and  alcohol 
on  the  program.

The  Owls  would

However,  the  Falcons 
were  undeterred  and  clawed 
their  way  back  into  the  contest 
by  utilizing  the  long  ball. 

Fitchburg  also  went

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Opinion:  Dark  cloud  lingers  after  great  college  football  season

The  most  recent 
college  football  season

Then  there  is  the 
whole  Terrell  Pryor  and  Ohio 
State  mess.

According  to  the 
NCAA  release,  the  players 
“did  not  receive  adequate  rules 
education”  from  the  school  at 
the  time  of  the  transgressions, 
which  occurred  in  2009.

Pryor,  running  back  Daniel 
Herron,  receiver  DeVier  Posey, 
offensive  tackle  Mike  Adams 


and  defensive  lineman  Solomon 
Thomas  for  the  first  five  games 
of  the  2011  season. 

But  wait,  if  these 
players  are  suspended  for  next 
year’s  games,  then  why  weren’t 
they  suspended  for  the  Sugar 
Bowl  game  (a  game  in  which 
Ohio  State  beat  Arkansas  31- 
26)  that  was  played  on  January 
4? 

The  NCAA  has  done 
it  again,  producing  a ruling  that 
goes  against  common  sense 
and  provokes  suspicions  about 
ulterior  motives. 

In  the  open-and-shut 
Ohio  State  case,  the  NCAA 
delayed  punishment  long 
enough  so  that  the  five  Buckeyes 
were  able  to  play  another  game 
that  brought  in  a huge  revenues- 
and-ratings  payload. 

The  NCAA  cited  the 
“we  didn’t  know”  defense  as 
one  justifying  factor  in  this 
decision. 

Another  was  the  fact 
that  postseason  play  provides 
a “unique  opportunity”  and  is 
“evaluated  differently”  when  it 
comes  to  suspensions,  according 
to  an  NCAA  Committee  on 
Student-Athlete  Reinstatement 
policy  that  was  enacted  in 
2004. 


The  real  issue  that  I 
had  with  this  situation  was  the 
fact  that  these  particular  rule 
breakers  had  the  option  to  go 
pro  instead  of  dealing  with  the 
consequences. 

Am  I wrong  to  think 
that  people  who  get  busted  for 
breaking  the  rules  should  face 
their  punishment  as  soon  as 
possible? 

But  no,  it  wasn’t  in 
this  case.  The  NCAA  had  an 
opportunity  to  make  a statement 
to  those  players  and  not  allow 
them  to  play  in  the  big  bowl 
game,  but  they  failed. 

The  only  good  thing 
about  this  Ohio  State  situation 
is  that  the  five  players  who  were 
suspended  did  not  turn  pro  and 
will  return  to  school  where  they 
will  serve  their  punishment  next 
season. 

So  there  you  have  it, 
future  NCAA  rules  breakers  of 
America  (and  your  parents). 
Go  for  the  gold.  When  you  get 
caught,  shrug  and  say,  “Why,  I 
had  no  idea.” 

Blame  it  on  your  dad 
and/or  a negligent  compliance 
staff  at  your  university  - because 
the  NCAA  will  let  you  off  with 
an  insignificant  punishment, 
instead  of  doing  the  right  thing.

In  a season  with 
unexpected  finishes  and 
emerging  stars,  the  2010 
college  football  season  didn’t 
disappoint. 

To  begin  the  season, 
the  Alabama  Crimson  Tide 
were  the  leading  choice  of  many 
experts  to  defend  their  national 
title  run  of  a year  ago. 

To  the  regret  of  the 
Crimson  Tide  faithful,  the  week 
to  week  grind  of  the  SEC  got 
the  best  of  the  very  talented 
squad  with  returning  stars  on 
both  sides  of  the  ball. 

The  Heisman  race  all 
season  was  extremely  difficult 
to  track  week  to  week.  In  the 
first  few  weeks  of  the  season 
players  in  the  race  included 
TerrellePryor.DenardRobinson, 
Kellen  Moore,  Landry  Jones 
and  Mark  Ingram. 

Kellen  Moore,  who 
placed  fourth  in  the  voting,  was 
the  only  player  out  the  bunch 
who  was  even  invited  to  the 
ceremony  in  New  York  City. 

Around  midseason 
when  people  started  to 
recognize  Auburn  quarterback 
Cam  Newton,  accusations 
came  out  against  his  father  for 
expressing  to  college  coaches 


that  a lot  of  money  was  going  to 
be  needed  to  have  his  son  attend 
their  institution. 

These  claims  were 
heavily  reviewed  by  the 
NCAA  and  made  Heisman 
voters  rethink  their  decision  of 
whether  or  not  to  vote  for  this 
well  deserving  player  to  avoid 
another  Reggie  Bush  scandal. 

When  it  was  all  said  and 
done,  the  NCAA  moved  quickly 
into  finding  out  Newton’s 
innocence  in  the  subject  matter. 
Newton  was  cleared  of  any 
knowledge  or  involvement  in 
the  scandal  and  went  on  to  win 
the  Heisman  Trophy  by  one  of 
the  largest  margins  in  history. 

As  usual,  small  school 
head  coaches  went  onto  greener 
pastures  like  UConn’s  former 
head  coach  Randy  Edsall.  A 

fter  UConn’s  biggest 
bowl  game  in  school  history, 
Edsall  left  the  team  to  get  on  a 
plane  heading  to  the  University 
of  Maryland  to  interview 
for  their  open  head  coaching 
position. 

Brady  Hoke  of  San 
Diego  State  accepted  the  head 
coaching  job  at  Michigan  where 
he  was  an  assistant  coach  from 
1995  to  2002  underneath  Lloyd 
Carr. 

Jim  Harbaugh  from 
Stanford  decided  to  leave  the 
college  game  behind  to  take 


on  an  even  greater  challenge 
in  the  NFL  coaching  the  San 
Francisco  49ers. 

Towards  the  end  of 
every  college  football  season 
the  argument  of  whether  the 
BCS  system  will  ever  change 
always  emerges. 

I believe  the  BCS 
committee,  like  they  usually 
do,  got  it  right  this  season.  They 
created  favorable  matchups  to 
see  how  teams  would  compete 
with  each  other  on  a big  stage. 

The  Sugar  Bowl 
hosted  Arkansas  (SEC  team) 
versus  a Big  Ten  powerhouse 
Ohio  State.  Another  undefeated 
season  by  TCU  earned  them  a 
spot  in  the  grand  daddy  of  them 
all,  the  Rose  Bowl,  against 
the  highest  BCS  ranked  co- 
champion of  the  Big  Ten, 
Wisconsin. 

TCU  had  a chance  to 
prove  to  the  nation  they  were 
for  real  and  showed  up  when 
it  mattered  most,  defeating 
Wisconsin  21-19. 

The  Homed  Frogs 
base  4-2-5  defense  is  the  mold 
that  holds  that  team  together 
year  after  year. 

The  BCS  National 
Title  game  consisted  of  the  two 
most  deserving  schools  this 
season,  both  of  whom  were 
ranked  outside  the  top  10  in  the 
pre-season  rankings,  the  Oregon 


Ducks  and  the  Auburn  Tigers. 

Despite  the  allegations 
against  their  Heisman  winning 
quarterback.  Auburn  took 
home  the  hardware,  helping 


the  SEC’s  winning  streak 
continue  in  the  national  title 
game  with  five  straight  National 
Champions  coming  from  the 
SEC.

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Politics  plus  creativity  equals  positive  change

Politics  is  a word  used  to 
describe  a process  we  all  know 
so  well.  “Poli”,  meaning  many, 
and  “tics”  meaning  both  blood 
sucking  insects  and  random 
muscle  spasms. 

When  it  comes  to 
politics,  many  of  us  are  bored  to 
tears. 

Other  than  the 
occasional  shoe  throwing  or 
radical  new  law,  it’s  hard  to 
keep  up  with  the  government 
without  falling  asleep. 

Every  now  and  then 
though,  you  hear  about  a leader 
who  is  proud,  noble,  heroic, 
and  at  the  same  time,  just  down 
right  cool. 

Antanas  Mockus  was 
the  mayor  of  Bogota,  the  capital 
of  Colombia. 

In  1995,  he  became 
the  mayor  of  a country  in 
despair.  Crime  rates  were  high, 
drug  rates  were  higher,  and  the 
people  wanted  and  needed  a 
change. 

Under  Mayor  Mockus, 
water  usage  dropped  40% , 7 ,000 
community  security  groups  were 
formed,  the  homicide  rate  fell 
70%,  traffic  fatalities  dropped 
by  over  50%,  drinking  water 
was  provided  to  all  homes,  and 
sewerage  was  provided  to  95% 
of  all  homes  in  Bogota.  It’s 
impressive,  by  itself. 

But  this  is  not  what 
makes  former  Mayor  Mockus 
stand  out. 

It’s  the  way  he 
achieved  these  goals.  Antanas 
Mockus  took  this  major  city  and 
encouraged  civic  engagement, 
meaning  having  the  citizens 
improve  their  own  situations. 

To  improve  the  traffic 
violations  and  crimes,  Mockus 
hired  420  mimes  to  stand  at  the 
intersections  of  the  city. 

He  believed  that 
people  would  be  less  likely  to 
be  aggressive  or  violate  the  law 
if  they  were  going  to  be  mocked 


by  a mime  rather  than  fined. 
Who  would’ve  thought,  but  it 
worked. 

With  his  country’s  favorite 
sport  being  soccer,  Mockus 
came  up  with  another  idea  to 
help  keep  the  peace. 

In  soccer,  when  a foul 
or  other  rule  is  broken,  the 
player  or  players  are  given  a red 
flag.  So  Mockus  decided  to  pass 
out  red  and  green  cards  to  his 
people. 

When  you  saw 
someone  doing  something 
“foul”,  the  idea  was  to  show  or 
give  them  the  red  card.  While 
this  may  seem  silly,  it  actually 
worked  really  well. 

Because  of  social 
pressure,  many  of  those  “foul 
doers”  stopped  their  behavior, 
seeking  instead  to  earn  the 
green  card,  which  would  be 
given  or  shown  when  something 
honorable  or  nice  was  done. 

Think  of  it  this  way; 
every  time  you  do  something 
nice,  you  become  a small  hero, 
recognized  by  your  fellow 
citizens. 

Another  thing  Mockus  did 
for  his  city  was  called  “Women’s 
Night”.  It  was  a night  on  which 
men  were  asked  to  stay  home 
to  look  after  the  house  and 
children,  and  the  women  were 
encouraged  to  go  out. 

There  were  open  - 
air  concerts,  specials  at  the 
restaurants  and  bars,  and  it  was 
all  policed  and  controlled  by  the 
city’s  female  officers.  Wouldn’t 
that  be  a nice  thing  to  have 
around  here? 

In  order  to  get  his  city’s 
water  use  down,  the  mayor 
himself,  originally  a professor 
of  mathematics  and  philosophy, 
shed  his  clothes  on  public 
television. 

He  appeared  in  a 
commercial  fully  nude,  standing 
in  a shower. 

He  then  turns  off 
the  water,  and  encourages 
his  citizens  to  do  the  same. 
You  couldn’t  see  anything 
inappropriate  of  him.  But  it 


definitely  caught  the  city’s 
attention. 

He  also  designated 
Sundays,  the  Holy  day  of  the 
week,  to  be  a car  free  time.  The 
center  of  the  city  was  closed 
down  to  regular  traffic,  and 
only  bicycles  and  pedestrians 
were  allowed  through.  So  once 
a week,  the  cars  of  Bogota  were 
turned  off  in  favor  of  a much 
more  environmentally  friendly 
alternative. 

Colombia  having  the 
3rd  largest  Latin  population  in 
the  world,  this  made  quite  the 
difference  that  its  largest  city 
did  what  it  could  to  help  the 
environment. 

In  2003,  Mockus  stepped 
down  as  Mayor,  much  to  the 
city’s  disappointment.  He  was 
replaced  by  Luis  Eduardo 
Garzon,  who  continued  his 
precedent’s  campaign  for  a 
better  city. 

In  2004,  Mockus 
taught  Spanish  for  2 years  at 
Harvard  University.  Also  that 
year  he  was  voted  Lithuanian  of 
the  year.  In  February  2008,  he 
was  a major  speaker  at  the  World 
Conference  on  Development  of 
Cities. 

He  is  now  the 
president  of  a company  called 
Corprovisionarios,  a major 
company  devoted  to  consulting 
cities  about  addressing  their 
problems  through  similar  means 
that  were  so  successful  for 
Mockus  while  he  was  Mayor. 

This  past  New  Year, 
Colombia  was  voted  the  number 
one  destination  for  Americans  to 
go  to  celebrate  the  New  Year. 

A great  difference  from 
its  previous  title  as  number  one 
exporter  of  cocaine  and  one  of 
the  highest  crime  and  violence 
rates  of  Latin  America. 

In  ten  short  years, 
Antanas  Mockus  and  his  fellow 
politicians  changed  Bogota, 
Colombia  into  a model  city 
and  one  of  the  best  tourist 
populations  in  the  world.  It  just 
goes  to  show  you  what  a little 
creativity  can  do.

Abusive  relationships 


To  the  Editors, 

No  one  should  have 
to  live  in  fear  of  the  person 
they  love.  Domestic  violence 
and  abuse  is  often  overlooked, 
excused,  or  denied.  This  is 
something  that  is  affecting 
many  lives  every  day. 

Abuse  may  be  physical 
or  psychological.  Both  are  very 
painful. 

One  in  every  four 
women  will  experience  domestic 
violence  in  her  lifetime  and 
more  than  three  women  and 
murdered  by  their  partners  in 
this  country  every  day.  Don’t 
let  yourself  become  one  of  these 
statistics. 

If  you  are  being 
abused,  you  don’t  have  to  keep 
living  that  way. 

Does  the  person  you 


love...  constantly  keep  track 
of  your  time?;  act  jealous  and 
possessive?;  accuse  you  of  being 
unfaithful?;  discourage  your 
relationships  with  friends  and 
family?;  prevent  or  discourage 
you  from  working,  interacting 
with  friends  or  attending 
school?;  constantly  criticize  or 
belittle  you?;  control  all  finances 
and  force  you  to  account  for 
what  you  spend?;  humiliate  you 
in  front  of  others?;  threaten  to 
hurt  you?;  push,  hit,  slap,  punch, 
kick,  or  bite  you?;  or  force  you 
to  have  sex  against  your  will? 

If  some  or  all  of  these 
characteristics  apply  to  your 
partner,  you  are  in  an  abusive 
relationship.  You  must  remind 
yourself  that  any  form  of  abuse 
is  unacceptable,  no  matter  what 
the  circumstances  are. 

Abusive  relationships 


typically  cannot  change  without 
sustained  therapy  targeted 
towards  the  abusive  relationship 
patterns. 

Though,  if  your  partner 
is  unwilling  to  seek  help  for 
their  behaviors,  the  best  choice 
is  to  remove  yourself  from  this 
relationship. 

Remember  that  by 
staying  you  are  condoning  and 
enabling  the  abuse  and  helping 
your  partner  to  stay  sick. 

Leaving  may  be 
painful,  but  it  is  better  for 
yourself  and  your  partner  than 
allowing  the  abuse  to  continue. 

Help  is  readily 
available  for  both  parties  in  a 
relationship.  Love  should  not 
be  painful.

Don’t  Tell  A Soul

“Don’t  Tell  a Soul,” 
by  David  Rosenfelt,  is  a thriller 
about  Tim  Wallace,  whose  wife 
was  killed  in  a boat  explosion 
months  before  the  novel  begins. 
The  pohce  still  suspect  Tim, 
and  he  has  to  clear  his  name 
as  he  is  the  target  of  both  the 
police  and  another  threat. 

First  and  foremost,  this 
story  has  plot  issues.  The  story 
is  believable  enough  at  first,  but 
the  plot  spirals  out  of  control 
and  goes  way  beyond  most 
readers’  suspension  of  disbelief. 

After  a certain  point, 
I had  to  put  the  book  down 
because  of  the  impossible 


aspects  it  had,  despite  it  being 
a complete  work  of  fiction. 

The  writing  is 
nothing  different  than  most 
thrillers,  although  the  dialogue 
can  be  charming  at  times. 

The  character 

development  is  average,  and 
you  will  find  the  main  standard 
protagonist,  a few  other 
protagonists,  and  a standard 
detective  after  Tim,  the  main 
character.  In  fact,  there  is  very 
little  out  of  the  ordinary  here. 

This  book  might 
entertain  you  if  you  are 
looking  for  something  to 
keep  you  moderately  excited 
at  night,  but  it  is  likely  you 
will  find  other  options  out 
there  better  than  this  book.

Bobby  Knight  while  coaching 
a kid’s  basketball  team  and  it  is 
just  as  silly  and  inspiring  as  you 
would  expect. 

Everyone  in  the 
ensemble  has  become  a go-to 
character  player:  Aziz  Ansari’s 
Tom  for  his  over  the  top 
selfishness,  Chris  Pratt’s  Andy 
for  his  childlike  enthusiasm 


and  knowledge  base,  Aubrey 
Plaza’s  April  for  her  carefully 
maintained  armor  of  sarcasm, 
and  Rashida  Jones  as  LesUe’s 
best  friend  Ann.

Women’s  basketball  wins  fourth  straight,  leads  MASCAC

Westfield  State’s 
women’s  basketball  team 
continued  its  impressive 
run  and  picked  up  its  fourth 
straight  victory  with  a 96-80 
win  over  Bridgewater  State 
on  Saturday,  January  29. 

The  Owls  (13-5,  5- 
1 MASCAC)  exploded  on 
offense  from  the  opening  tip 
and  scored  more  points  than 
they  had  in  any  other  game 
this  season. 

Scoring  from  all 
over  the  court  on  67%  total 
shooting,  Westfield  featured 
a strong  interior  presence 
as  well  as  terrific  outside 
shooting  by  going  9-12  on 
three-point  shots. 

Junior  point  guard 
Janae  Jones  was  Westfield’s 
floor  general  and  had 
little  trouble  dealing  with 
Bridgewater’s  constant  full- 
court  press,  scoring  8 p>oints 
and  adding  8 assists  in  the 
win. 

Westfield  got  olf 
to  a fast  start  and  led  24-16 
midway  through  the  first 
half. 

The  Owls  oi>ened  up 
a 36-23  lead  on  back  to  back 
three-pointers  by  sophomore 
guard  Courtney  DelRatez 
later  in  the  half. 

DelRatez  finished 
the  game  with  12  points 
on  four  of  five  three-point 
shooting. 

Another  three- 
pointer  by  DelRatez  with 
less  than  five  minutes  left  in 
the  half  gave  the  Owls  a 16 
point  lead  at  41-25. 

The  Bears  would  not 
go  away  quietly,  however, 
and  closed  the  gap  heading 
into  halftime  as  the  Owls 
turned  the  ball  over  five 


second  half,  but  a three- 
pointer  by  sophomore  guard 
Angela  Patterson  gave  the 
Owls  a commanding  84-65 
lead  with  three  minutes  left 
in  the  game,  ending  any  hope 
of  a Bridgewater  comeback. 

Senior  captains

Jouanet  showed  a ' 
nice  shooting  touch  and  led 
the  Owls  with  18  points  and 
9 rebounds  while  Finnegan 
provided  a strong  interior 
presence  and  added  14  points 
and  7 rebounds. 

Sophomore  guard 
Briana  Kelly  scored  13  points 
for  the  Owls,  hitting  all  10  of 
her  free  throw  attempts.

Penalties  have  been  a 
major  problem  for  Coach  Bob 
Miele  and  his  boys  all  year 
as  they  have  committed  154 
penalties  for  462  minutes. 

That’s  almost  8 hours 
of  penalties  in  18  games  this 
season.

Last  Tuesday  was  the  kick- 
off to  housing  selection  season: 
Residential  Life  sent  out  neon 
orange  pamphlets  reminding  resident 
students  that  Room  Reservation 
Deposits  are  due  soon. 

Around  this  time  of  the 
year,  students  begin  to  search  for 
new  places  to  live  for  the  2011-2012 
school  year. 

With  seven  on-campus 
residence  halls,  students  have  a range 
of  choices  to  help  make  the  decision 
about  where  they  might  want  to  live 
next  academic  year. 

There  is  one  residence  hall 
that  students  may  not  be  familiar 
with,  Lansdowne  Place,  which  is  one 
of  Westfield’s  hidden  gems.  Located 
at  38  Thomas  Street,  Lansdowne  is 
the  first  downtown  student  housing 
location  for  the  university.  i 

Built  back  in  liJOO'as  public 
condominiums,  Lansdowne  was 
completed  over  the  summer  so  that 
Westfield  State  students  could  move 
in  during  the  Fall  2010  semester. 

It  was  originally  set  up  as 
apartments  only  for  upperclassmen 
and  transfer  students,  but  has  recently 
been  opened  to  sophomores. 

The  building  has  48 
apartments  that  houses  216  students. 


with  on-site  laundry  facilities  and 
high  speed  internet. 

Each  apartment  has  a fiill 
service  kitchen  with  all  appliances 
included.  The  apartments  also  come 
furnished  with  a full  bathroom 
(including  Jacuzzi  tubs),  air 
conditioning,  and  a patio.  72  on-site 
parking  spots  and  1 50  additional  spots 
in  the  vicinity  allow  for  convenient 
parking  for  students. 

Juniors  Cristina  Quesada 
and  Kristen  Kinney  live  in  an 
apartment  at  Lansdowne. 

“I  wanted  to  live  off  campus 
originally  but  then  house  hunting 
didn’t  work  out,  so  my  roommate  and 
I got  a room  in  Courtney.  Then  we  got 
an  e-mail  talking  about  Lansdowne,” 
Quesada  explained. 

“We  decided  to  try  to  get 
an  apartment  because  it  is  so  much 
better  than  a dorm  room.  And  it 
was  off-campus  so  it  really  sounded 
appealing,”  Quesada  added. 

“You  get  the  best  of  both 
worlds  living  at  Lansdowne.  You’re 
living  in  a school  residence  hall  so 
you  don’t  have  to  deal  with  a landlord 
or  heat/electricity  bills,  yet  you’re 
also  off  campus  which  gives  you  the 
sense  of  living  on  your  own,”  Kinney 
said. 

With  a distance  of  2.1  miles 
from  Westfield  State,  L^sdowne 
offers  students  a quick  commute  to 


campus. 

Surrounding  shops  include 
Domino’s,  Subway,  Stop  & Shop, 
Dunkin  Donuts,  5 different  banks, 
YMCA,  The  Tavern  restaurant,  and 
many  others.  It  is  also  just  steps  away 
from  the  PVTA  bus  stop. 

“I  like  how  it  has  a real 
central  location  in  the  downtown 
area,”  said  sophomore  Mathew 
Demikat. 

“Each  apartment  has  a full 
kitchen  which  is  great  for  cooking 
your  own  meals,  but  if  you  can’t 


cook.  Burger  King  and  Domino’s  are 
right  next  door,”  Demikat  explained. 

Westfield  State  University 
holds  a ten-year  lease  running  until 
August  of  2021 . The  second  block  of 
students  moved  in  at  the  beginning  of 
this  semester.  It  is  expected  to  reach 
full  capacity  by  September  2011.

Social  media  and  the  Egyptian  revolution

Here  in  America,  it  is 
sometimes  easy  for  us  to  take 
our  freedoms  for  granted. 

The  fact  that  I can 
write  these  words,  and  the  fact 
that  a student-run  paper  like 
The  Voice  can  simply  exist, 
serves  to  demonstrate  one  of  the 
key  freedoms  we  enjoy  in  this 
country:  the  freedom  of  speech. 

Without  it,  and 
without  diligent  journalists 
intent  on  exposing  corruption 
and  reporting  on  key  historical 
events,  our  democracy 
would  certainly  be  in  danger. 

However,  the  freedom 
of  speech  that  we  enjoy  in 
this  country  is  not  universally 
enjoyed  around  the  globe. 

Last  week,  Egyptian 
leader  Hosni  Mubarak  and  his 
regime  initiated  unprecedented 
restrictions  on  both  the  internet 
and  cell  phone  service  in 
an  attempt  to  quell  a surge 
of  protests  calling  for  the 
resignation  of  Mubarak. 

According  to  the  New 
York  Times,  Egypt  as  a country 
essentially  “fell  off  the  grid”  as 
internet  and  cell  phone  traffic 
from  the  country  went  dark. 

And  it  makes  sense  for 
Mubarak  to  be  afraid  of  the  power 
of  the  internet  and  the  media. 

Without  social 

media  and  blogging  tools,  it 
is  significantly  more  difficult 
for  protestors  on  the  streets  to 
find  an  outlet  for  their  voices, 
making  it  less  likely  that  official 
stories  will  be  undermined. 

In  addition  to  restricted 
internet  and  cell  phone  access, 
there  have  also  been  reports  that 
journalists  are  on  the  receiving 
end  of  personal  attacks. 

Mubarak,  it  seems,  is 
attempting  to  silence  voices  of 
contradiction. 

But  no  one  is  fooled. 
The  voice  of  a revolution  is 
resilient  and  it  has  found  ways 
to  break  through.

One  such  method 
is  a Twitter  service  called 
Speak  To  Tweet  (www. 
twitter.com/speak2tweet) . 

According  to  the  New 
York  Times,  Speak  To  Tweet 
gives  Egyptians  “three  phone 
numbers  to  call  and  leave  a 
message,  which  is  then  posted 
on  the  Internet  as  a recorded 
Twitter  message.” 

Messages  can 

be  heard  on  the  internet 
through  Twitter  or  by  phone. 

And  messages  are 
not  only  coming  out  of  Egypt. 

Included  with  the 
messages  are  also  country- 
of-origin  tags,  which  include 
the  United  States,  France,  and 
Switzerland. 

The  updates  also 
include  calls  for  translators  to 
transcribe  andtranslate  messages 
fromArabicintootherlanguages. 

Resilience,  as 

demonstrated  by  the  emergence 
of  Speak  to  Tweet  and  other 
means  of  undercutting  the 
official  line,  is  crucial  to 
the  revolution  in  Egypt. 

There  is  a growing 
disconnect  between  what  is 


happening  on  the  streets  and 
what  the  official  statements,  fed 
by  the  regime,  say. 

The  fact  that 
journalists  from  a variety  of 
news  sources  and  countries 
are  being  attacked  speaks  to 
the  importance  of  free  speech. 

In  order  to  provide 
competition  to  the  official 
message,  these  men  and  women 
are  putting  their  safety  on  the 
line  in  order  to  get  to  the  heart 
of  the  truth. 

Even  though  it  is  easy 
to  feel  removed  from  a situation 
happening  abroad,  it  is  also  easy 
to  relate  to  its  participants,  who 
have  used  tools  like  Facebook 
and  Twitter,  to  mobilize 
themselves  and  find  a voice. 

These  are  tools 
that  many  of  us  use  on  a 
daily  basis  that  are  often 
attacked  for  their  addictive 
and  distancing  qualities. 

But  in  this  case, 
they  have  provided  a voice  to 
those  who  would  otherwise  be 
silenced. 

Social  media  has  given 
the  revolution  a means  through 
which  to  speak.

President  Obama  need  not  worry  in  2012

For  those  who 
idolize  former  President 
Ronald  Reagan,  last  Sunday 
was  a special  day,  his  would- 
be  lOO*  birthday.  Many  in 
the  Republican  Party  often 
praise  Reagan  and  his  great 
conservative  legacy  for  cutting 
taxes,  decreasing  the  size  of 
government,  and  remaining  a 
“tough”  Republican  in  both 
domestic  and  foreign  policy. 

What  is  not 
emphasized  by  the  lovers  of

Sarah  Palin,  who  is 
considering  a 2012  presidential 
run,  has  the  advantages  of  name 
recognition  and  incessant  media 
attention,  but  can  she  beat 
President  Obama?  In  a Marist 
poll  released  last  month,  Obama 


still  beat  Palin,  this  time  at  56- 
30  percent.  And,  although  she 
has  strong  supporters, especially 
within  such  circles  as  the  Tea 
Party  Movement,  can  she  come 
out  strong  in  the  primaries? 

Can  Palin  beat, 
for  example,  another  former 
governor,  Mitt  Romney? 
Ronmey  is  a businessman, 
and  has  experience  with 
campaigning  but  he ’s  a Mormon , 
which  is  oftentimes  unpopular 
with  the  Christian  Right. 

Also,  as  governor  in 
2006,  Romney  signed  into  law 
the  Massachusetts  health  care 
reform  law  mandating  health 
insurance  for  every  resident, 
which  might  not  mix  well  with 
the  strong  anti-health  care 
bill  sentiment  held  by  many 
Republicans  in  Congress  today. 

The  aforementioned 
poll  also  put  Romney  behind 
Obama  with  51-38  percent. 
Good  luck,  Mr.  Romney. 

What  about  former 
Speaker  of  the  House  Newt 
Gingrich?  He  may  be  popular 
among  Republicans  and  he 
did  write  “To  Save  America: 
Stopping  Obama’s  Secular- 
Socialist  Machine”  last  year, 
but  can  he  raise  enough  money 
and  win  over  moderates  in 
a campaign  that  he  has  no 
experience  with? 

Would  former 
governor  Mike  Huckabee  do 
any  better?  Huckabee  knows  the 
ropes  and  can  run  a presidential 
campaign,  but  what  will  he 
change  in  the  next  year  to  win 
the  Republican  nomination  that 
he  failed  to  secure  in  2008? 

Even  if  he  does  win  the 
nomination,  can  he  turn  around 
the  result  of  a hypothetical 
match-up  that  puts  Obama  12 
percentage  points  ahead  of 
Huckabee?  Time  will  only  tell. 

Other  potential 
Republican  candidates  have 
surfaced,  including  a few  other 
governors,  a former  ambassador 
to  the  U.N.,  and  a Tea  Party 
Movement  Congresswoman. 


One  of  these 
candidates  needs  to  win  the 
support  of  the  conservative 
base  and  so  do  a great  number 
of  moderates,  all  the  while 
raising  huge  sums  of  money. 

It  appears  that  they 
have  a lot  of  work  to  do  and  yet 
none  of  the  major  potential  front- 
runners have  proudly  announced 
their  presidential  bids. 

According  to  Nathan 
Gonzales,  political  editor  for 
nonpartisan  newsletter  The 
Rothenberg  Political  Report, 
“no  one  wants  to  be  first.  You 
want  to  be  a contender,  but 
you  don’t  want  to  be  viewed  as 
the  establishment  candidate.” 

Although  the  2012 
presidential  election  will 
be  held  next  calendar  year, 
none  of  the  candidates  seem 
to  be  racing  to  announce. 

They  are,  however,  out 
on  the  campaign  trail,  just  not 
calling  it  the  “campaign  trail.” 

While  some  are 
promoting  new  books  around 
the  U.S.,  other  potential 
candidates  have  made  trips  to 
Israel,  visited  key  U.S.  States 
in  the  presidential  election 
process  like  Iowa,  Ohio, 
New  Hampshire,  and  taken 
necessary  steps  to  open  the 
way  for  a 2012  presidential  bid.

You 
are  not  likely  to  be  confused 
by  the  plot,  but  it  is  extremely 
complex. 

Herbert  creates  a world 
that  is  as  complete  as  our  own. 
Every  aspect  of  society,  politics, 
and  environment  is  explored  in 
this  universe,  and  they  all  play  a 
role  in  advancing  the  plot. 

Herbert’s  writing 
creates  a complete  vision  in 
your  mind  of  the  planet  Arrakis 
It  is  a harsh  world,  and  most  of 
the  time  Paul  isn’t  struggling 
against  his  antagonists,  he  is 
struggling  against  the  world 
itself. 

The  front  cover  of  my 
copy  of  “Dune”  calls  the  book 
“Science  Fiction’s  Supreme 
Masterpiece.”  After  reading 
this  book,  it  will  be  extremely 
difficult  to  argue  against  that 
statement.

Westfield  State’s 
women’s  basketball  team 
picked  up  its  seventh  straight 
win  on  Tuesday  night  with  a 
56-41  victory  over  MCLA  on 
Tuesday,  February  8. 

The  Owls  (16-5,  8-1 
MASCAC)  struggled  shooting 
the  ball  in  the  first  half,  hitting 
just  nine  of  34  first  half  shots, 
but  still  led  at  the  half  21-16. 

Led  by  senior  captain 
Ashley  Finnegan  18  point, 
16  rebound  double-double, 
Westfield  played  a much 
stronger  second  half  and 
increased  its  lead  to  32-21  early 
in  the  second  half. 

A three-pointer  by 
Courtney  DelRatz  with  seven 
minutes  left  in  the  game  gave 
the  Owls  a 45-30  lead  and  they 
would  not  let  MCLA  back  in  the 
game  after  that  basket. 

With  senior  captain 
Cassy  Jouannet  forced  to  sit 
all  but  19  minutes  due  to  foul 
trouble,  sophomore  guard 
Briana  Kelly  stepped  up  her 
scoring  with  15  points  while 
sophomore  guard  Jenny  Bell 
added  8 points,  4 assists,  3 
rebounds  and  3 steals. 

Kelly  broke  an  almost 
20-year-old  record  by  hitting 
her  18*  consecutive  free  throw 
during  the  game,  but  the  record 
was  snapped  on  a miss  late  in 
the  first  half. 

The  Owls  are  off  this 
weekend  and  will  next  play 
on  Tuesday,  February  15  at 
Framingham  State  at  5;30  p.m. 

Westfield’s  men’s 
basketball  team  took  a 75- 
66  loss  on  Tuesday  against 
MCLA. 

Sophomore  center 
Matt  Devine  led  the  Owls  (8-14, 
4-5  MASCAC)  with  25  points, 
6 rebounds  and  5 blocks. 

MCLA  led  28-23 
at  halftime  after  both  teams 
struggled  offensively  in  the  first 
half. 

The  Trailblazers 
opened  up  a 13  point  lead 
midway  through  the  second 
half  that  the  Owls  were  unable 
to  comeback  from,  despite 


Devine’s  17  second  half  points. 

Freshman  guard 
Andrew  Morgan  scored  1 1 
points  and  added  4 assists  while 
senior  forward  Jesse  Benoit 
collected  6 points  and  10 
rebounds. 

Westfield  will  hit  the 
road  next  Tuesday,  February  15 
to  take  on  Framingham  State  at 
7;30  p.m. 

WSU’s  men’s  ice 
hockey  team  won  two  straight 
games  last  week  to  improve  to 
4-14-2  on  the  season. 

The  Owls  collected 
their  first  win  of  the  week  on 
Thursday,  February  3 with 
a shocking  4-0  shutout  win 
over  Plymouth  State,  who  had 
only  two  losses  on  the  season 
heading  into  the  game. 

Freshman  goalie 
Eddie  Davey  picked  up  his  first 
collegiate  win  by  stopping  27 
shots  without  allowing  a goal. 

Freshman  forward 
Vince  Perreault  scored  his 
eighth  goal  of  the  season  and 
added  two  assists  in  the  win. 

Junior  captain  AJ. 
Shiverdecker  (5*  goal  of 
season),  sophomore  Jeff 
Callahan  (2)  and  freshman  Ian 
Reopel  (1)  each  scored  a goal 
while  Josh  McCuUy  and  senior 
captain  Dennis  Zak  added  two 
assists  apiece. 

Westfield  followed  up 
the  win  with  an  11-2  blowout 
victory  over  Framingham  State 
on  Saturday,  February  5. 

Zak  led  the  Owls  with 
an  unheard  of  4 goals  ( 1 3)  and  4 
assists  in  a game  that  featured  a 
combined  32  penalties. 

Junior  Pat  Nelson  (4) 
scored  two  goals  and  added  two 
assists,  senior  Drew  LaCombe 
(1)  put  in  one  goal  and  two 
assists,  Perreault  (10)  tallied 
two  goals  and  one  assist  and 
McCully  added  three  assists.

The  game  lived  up  to 
the  hype.  For  the  seven  plus 
hours  of  pre-game  coverage, 
number  of  celebrities  and 
stars  in  attendance,  and  tens  of 
millions  of  people  who  watched 
at  home,  the  game  was  as  good 
as  advertised  and  gave  all  fans 
something  to  cheer  about  on 
Super  Sunday. 

Green  Bay  defeated 
Pittsburgh  31-25  in  another 
classic  Super  Bowl  matchup. 
It  was  the  fourth  straight  Super 
Bowl  that  will  go  down  as  one 
of  the  all  time  greats.  A game 
that  saw  two-time  Super  Bowl 
champion  Ben  Roethlisberger 
get  the  ball  back  with  two 
minutes  left  with  the  chance  to 
make  history. 

Despite  all  of  Big  Ben’s 
mistakes  throughout  the  game, 
Roethlisberger  had  a chance  to 
be  the  hero  once  again  but  fell 
short  with  the  game  on  the  line. 
Karma’s  a. . . well  you  can  finish 
that  sentence. 

Big  plays  and 
momentum  changing  drives 
made  the  difference  in  Super 
Bowl  XLV  and  set  the  Packers 
up  to  bring  the  Vince  Lombardi 
Trophy  home  long  before 
Roethlisberger’s  last  pass  hit 
the  ground. 

One  of  the  biggest 
plays  of  the  game,  one  that 
many  are  failing  to  mention,  was 
Tramon  Williams  recovering  his 
own  fumble  on  Pittsburgh’s  first 
punt  of  the  game.  If  the  Steelers 
had  recovered  that  fumble  the 
momentum  of  the  game  would 
have  completely  shifted. 

Pittsburgh  would  have 
had  the  ball  in  the  red  zone  with 
a chance  to  strike  first  and  get 
the  terrible  towels  going  nice 
and  early. 

But  Williams  recovered 
his  own  fumble,  erasing  from 
most  people’s  memory  what 
would  have  been  a dire  blunder 
to  start  the  game. 

The  game  featured  a 
ton  of  other  big  play  s . From  Nick 
Collins’  brilliant  interception 
returned  for  a touchdown,  to 


Clay  Matthews’  forced  fumble 
on  Rashard  Mendenhall,  to 
crucial  touchdowns  by  Jordy 
Nelson,  Hines  Ward,  Greg 
Jennings  and  Mike  Wallace. 

But  the  biggest  play 
of  the  game  occurred  with  5:59 
left  in  the  game.  Leading  by  just 
a field  goal  at  28-25  with  plenty 
of  time  left  on  the  clock.  Green 
Bay  faced  a critical  third-and- 
ten  from  its  own  25  yard  line. 

Converting  would 
allow  the  Packers  to  kill  more 
clock  and  continue  to  keep  the 
ball  out  of  Big  Ben’s  hands.  But 
failing  to  convert  the  third  down 
would  set  Pittsburgh  up  in  good 
field  position  with  over  five 
minutes  left  in  the  game. 

Out  of  the  shotgun, 
Aaron  Rodgers  dropped  back  to 
pass  and  hit  Greg  Jennings  over 
the  middle  on  a perfectly  thrown 
seam  route  for  31  yards.  It  was 
the  play  of  the  night,  a perfect 
pass  and  a great  catch. 

On  a night  when 
Pittsburgh  knew  Rodgers  was 
going  to  throw,  throw  and  throw 
some  more  (Green  Bay  called 
39  passing  plays  compared  to 
just  1 1 running  plays),  the  third- 
year  starter  shined  brightest 
with  the  spotlight  on  him.  Not 
every  throw  was  perfect.  And 
six  drops  from  his  receivers 
didn’t  help. 

But  in  this  game  when 
it  mattered  most,  Aaron  Rodgers 
was  perfect.  Quarterbacks 
often  win  the  Super  Bowl 
MVP  simply  because  of  their 
position.  But  Rodgers  was  truly 
the  MVP  of  Super  Bowl  XLV. 
It’s  not  even  debatable. 

Jordy  Nelson  made 
up  for  his  numerous  drops  by 
coming  up  with  a monster  game 
of  mne  catches  for  140  yards 
and  a TD  with  the  Packers’ 
missing  veteran  Donald  Driver 
for  most  of  the  game. 

Jarrett  Bush  filled  in 
valiantly  for  injured  defensive 
stud  Charles  Woodson  and 
came  up  with  a key  interception 
late  in  the  second  quarter  to  set 
up  a Green  Bay  touchdown. 


It  was  the  type  of 
game  that  summed  up  the  type 
of  inspiring  season  the  Packers 
had.  When  a key  player  got 
hurt,  someone  else  stepped 
up  and  took  care  of  business. 
Green  Bay  did  it  all  season 
long,  and  the  Super  Bowl  was 
no  exception. 

Rodgers,  in  just  his 
third  year  as  Green  Bay’s  starter, 
has  now  cemented  himself  as 
one  of  the  best  quarterbacks  in 
the  game  (third  behind  Brady 
and  Manning  in  my  humble 
opinion)  and  finally  once  and 
for  all  lifted  the  shadow  of  Brett 
Favre  that  once  loomed  large 
over  Green  Bay. 

Green  Bay  could  very 
well  be  a dynasty  in  the  making. 
Still  one  of  the  youngest  teams 
in  the  league,  the  Packers  have 
weapons  and  play  makers  on 
both  sides  of  the  ball  and  in 
a quarterback  driven  league, 
Rodgers  is  one  of  the  best. 

Big  Ben  couldn’t 
do  what  he  did  two  years 
against  Arizona.  The  embattled 
quarterback  couldn’t  lead 
another  Super  Bowl  comeback 
and  set  his  legacy  as  one  of  the 
NFL’s  most  clutch  QBs  of  all 


time  in  stone. 

Roethlisberger  was 
thoroughly  outplayed  by  his 
opposing  quarterback,  just  like 
he  was  by  Kurt  Warner  in  Super 
Bowl  XLIll  and  even  Matt 
Hasselbeck  in  Super  Bowl  XL, 
but  this  time  he  couldn’t  make 
any  magic  happen  at  the  end. 

Roethlisberger’s 
picturesque  ending  to  the  season 
on  a so  called  “team  of  destiny” 
(that  began  with  Big  Ben 
serving  a four  game  suspension 
following  allegations  of  sexual 
assault)  was  not  to  be.  This 
night  was  Mr.  Rodgers’  time  to 
shine. 

As  for  the  other  stuff, 
everyone  needs  to  relax  and  get 
off  the  Black  Eyed  Peas  backs. 
Their  singing  was  terrible  for 
the  most  part,  that’s  undeniable, 
but  it  was  an  entertaining 
performance  nonetheless. 

Let’s  remember, 
concerts  and  performances  of 
that  nature  are  100%  better 
live  in-person,  and  as  someone 
who’s  seen  the  Peas  live,  they 
put  on  an  exciting  show.

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Vince  Lombardi  Trophy  heads  back  to  Title  Town

It  was  only  fitting  for 
Aaron  Rodgers  to  take  home 
the  Vince  Lxjmbardi  trophy  this 
season,  capping  off  one  of  the 
most  impressive  postseason 
runs  of  all  time. 

Like  Drew  Brees  a 
season  ago,  Rodgers  owned 
this  year’s  postseason  as  he 
earned  the  Super  Bowl  MVP,  a 
quarterback  rating  of  109.8  and 
racked  up  over  1,000  yards  in 
the  air. 

Aside  from  everyone 
who  won  their  Super  Bowl 
squares,  the  Packers  were  the 
big  winners  Sunday  earning 
Green  Bay’s  fourth  Super  Bowl 
trophy.  The  Packers  now  rank 
third  all  time  in  most  Super 
Bowl  wins  in  NFL  history. 

Super  Bowl  XLV  will 
be  most  remembered  for  a hand 
full  of  things  other  than  the 


game  itself.  For  starters,  the 
event  didn’t  start  out  smoothly 
when  Christina  Aguilera  forgot 
to  sing  a line  from  the  National 
Anthem. 

The  halftime  show 
wasn’t  any  better  as  the  Black 
Eyed  Peas  performed  a mega 
mix  of  their  hits  in  a terribly 
executed  way. 

In  addition  to  Fergie’s 
microphone  being  randomly 
shut  up  during  the  performance, 
each  song  only  last  about  40 
seconds  and  there  was  too  much 
going  on  down  on  the  field. 

Otherwise,  the  Super 
Bowl  was  as  exciting  as  they  get 
when  the  Steelers  quickly  found 
themselves  down  from  the  start 
of  the  game  when  Green  Bay 
jumped  out  to  a 21-3  lead. 

Turnovers  at  the  worst 
moments  shot  Pittsburgh  in 
the  foot  multiple  times.  Nick 
Collins  of  the  Packers  brought 
back  an  interception  for  six  to 
open  the  game  up  at  14-0. 


The  Steelers  chipped 
away  at  the  lead  all  game  as 
they  closed  the  gap  at  halftime 
by  a score  of  21-10. 

Ffittsburgh  scored  first 
in  the  third  quarter  to  stay  in  the 
ball  game,  bringing  the  score 
even  closer  at  2 1 - 1 7 . 

Rashard  Mendenhcdl 
ran  the  ball  well  all  game 
averaging  4.5  yards  a carry  but 
was  unable  to  get  the  ball  as 
much  as  Mike  Tomlin  would 
have  wanted  because  of  the 
deficit  they  were  faced  with 
from  the  start. 

Starting  off  on 
top  would  have  allowed 
Ben  Roethlisberger  to  get 
comfortable  and  not  do  too 
much.  Instead,  Green  Bay 
jumped  out  to  a quick  14-0  lead 
which  caused  Big  Ben  to  make 
some  ill-advised  throws  he 
usually  then  commits. 

Rodgers  played  well 
like  usual  as  he  spread  the 
ball  around  to  eight  different 


receivers.  An  ankle  injury  to 
veteran  wide  receiver  Donald 
Driver’s  foot  kept  him  on  the 
sideline  for  half  of  the  game. 

Rodgers,  who  has 
arguably  the  best  receiving 
core  in  the  NFL,  was  forced  to 
find  other  targets  like  in  Jordy 
Nelson. 

Aside  from  a few 
drops.  Nelson  stepped  up  big- 
time  moving  the  chains  with 
nine  catches  for  140  yards  and 
one  that  went  for  six. 

Even  though  the 
Steelers  made  a strong  surge 
late  in  the  second  half,  the 
Packers  defense  responded  by 
stopping  Pittsburgh’s  offense 
on  4th  down  to  hold  on  for  a 3 1 - 
25  victory. 

So  what  does  this  mean 
for  the  Packers  now? 

Well,  for  the  Green  Bay 
district,  that  means  celebrating 
by  getting  out  of  school  and 
work  early  to  greet  the  team 
coming  home  Monday.  Rodgers 


has  already  tied  his  predecessor, 
Brett  Favre,  in  Super  Bowl  wins 
and  got  the  monkey  off  of  his 
back. 

By  alleviating  some  of 
this  pressure,  Rodgers  will  look 
forward  towards  further  beating 
more  of  Favre’s  record  in  years 
to  come. 

What’s  next  for  the 
Steelers?  Pittsburgh  has  a lot 
of  experience  in  their  locker 
room  with  classy  people  from 
the  ownership  of  the  Rooney 
family  to  the  players. 

With  a little  help  Ifom 
the  NFL  Draft,  the  Steelers 
can  strengthen  their  team  in 
ways  they  were  beat  in  the 
Super  Bowl.  They  need  to 
tighten  up  their  secondary  and 
surround  Troy  Polamalu  with 
more  players  with  playmaking 
abilities. 

They  will  bounce  back 
and  once  again  be  in  the  hunt  to 
make  it  to  the  Super  Bowl  next 
year  in  Indianapolis.

Every  year  in  honor  of 
the  V-Day  campaign  and  The  Vagina 
Monologues,  organizations  around 
the  world  gather  together  in  order  to 
support  and  spread  awareness  about 
violence  against  women  and  girls.

Spring  Weekend  headliner  and  SunGard  banner  issues

The  Student 

Government  Association 
convened  on  Tuesday, 
February  8 for  their 
regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

Although  the  meeting 
was  brief,  several  points  may 
be  of  interest  to  students. 

The  Vice  President 
of  Academic  Life,  Tony  lozzo 
said  he  received,  “an  email 
update  from  Chris  Hirtle  from 
IT  regarding  the  latest  on  the 
piortal  and  registration  woes.” 

Hirtle  said,  “We  have 
been  working  very  closely  and 
extensively  with  our  vendor 
for  the  Banner  records  system, 
SunGard  Higher  Education. 
What  we  have  discovered,  along 
with  SunGard,  is  some  defects 
in  the  programming  language 
that  is  utilized  in  the  module 
that  controls  the  registration 
process  each  semester. 

“On  top  of  that  we 
have  also  found  some  issues 
in  the  Oracle  database  that 
Banner  uses  as  its  engine.” 

He  continued,  “Both 
issues  are  being  addressed 
and  we  are  systematically 
testing  everything  along  the 
way  to  make  sure  we  have 


a complete  solution  to  the 
registration  issues. 

“We  beheve  we  are 
close  to  solution  but  are  not 


putting  in  many  extra  hours 
(nights  and  weekends)  to  solve 
these  issues.  1 can  also  tell 
you  that  we  are  not  alone  and

there  completely  yet.  The 
administrative  systems  team 
within  Information  Technology 
is  working  very  hard  and 


that  other  schools  using  the 
SunGard  Banner  system  are 
experiencing  similar  issues. 
This  has  become  a top  priority 
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for  SunGard  and  of  course  it 
is  for  us  as  well,”  Hirtle  said. 

Rest  assured , students , 
IT  is  working  hard  in  search 
of  a legitimate  solution  to  our 
online  registration  frustrations.

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Quick  guide  to  healthier  lifestyle

Everyone  hears  about 
it.  Whether  it’s  called  “the 
freshman  fifteen,”  “the  college 
curse,”  or  just  “lazy  college 
kids,”  we  all  know  what  it  is. 

It’s  not  uncommon  for 
college  students  to  gain  or  lose 
weight,  somewhere  between 
five  and  20  pounds  is  normal. 
But  it’s  not  always  pleasant, 
and  in  many  cases,  it’s 
definitely  not  healthy. 

Here  are  a few  ways  to 
stay  healthy  and  active  around 
campus. 

Most  crazy  fad  diets  don’t 
work.  Sure,  you  lose  the  weight, 
but  unless  you  only  want  to 
drink  power  shakes  for  the 
rest  of  your  life,  you’re  going 
to  gain  the  weight  back  quick. 

The  best  way  to  lose 
weight  and  keep  it  off  is  a 
balanced  diet.  Eat  lots  of  whole 
grains,  fruits,  and  vegetables, 
eat  lower  calorie  foods,  lower 
saturated  fats,  and  lower  trans 
fat  .Eat  moderate  amounts  of 
meat,  and  eat  low-fat  or  non-fat 
dairy  foods. 

Don’t  jump  right  into 
a new  routine.  Change 
your  diet  a little  at  a time; 
otherwise  your  stomach  might 
not  like  you  for  a few  days. 

Stuff  your  grilled 
cheese  with  spinach  leaves,  grab 
an  apple  or  orange  at  breakfast, 
only  eat  a little  bit  of  dessert  at 
a time.  When  you  eat  meat,  try 
not  to  eat  a portion  larger  than 
your  palm. 

Skipping  meals  to  lose 
pounds  is  not  healthy  and  will  not 
get  you  anywhere  in  the  long  run . 

Eat  before  your  first 
class,  grab  something  mid-day, 
and  eat  a good  supper.  At  night, 
pick  an  hour  that  you  won’t  eat 
after,  say  9 or  10p.m.  Falling 
asleep  on  a full  stomach  can 
cause  the  food  to  become  fat 
quicker. 

If  you  don’t  have  time 
in  the  day  to  eat  a full  meal. 


pack  granola  bars,  yogurt, 
fruits,  and/or  crackers,  and 
drink  water  or  milk  with  it. 

Skipping  lunch 

because  you  don’t  have  time 
between  classes  just  makes  you 
hungry,  which  in  turn  makes 
you  crave  more  food,  and  when 
you  do  eat  your  body  stores  it  as 
fat,  thinking  food  is  scarce. 

Another  thing  that  helps 
with  weight  loss  and  a healthy 
diet  is  sleep.  Typically,  every 
two  hours  you  are  awake  you 
should  sleep  an  hour  at  night. 
Never  sleep  less  than  five  hours 
a night  consecutively  if  you  can 
help  it. 

Try  not  to  over  sleep 
either.  Unless  you  have  been 
working  hard  and  really  need 
the  rest,  sleeping  more  than 
ten  hours  is  not  healthy  either. 

It  can  increase  your 
appetite,  and  you  don’t  get  the 
same  exercise  to  bum  it  off. 
Waking  yourself  up  might  not 
feel  great  at  the  time,  but  you’re 
body  will  thank  you  for  it  later. 

Getting  an  early  start 
on  the  day  will  make  you  feel 
healthier,  and  your  diet  will 
stabilize  with  it.  Set  a reasonable 
goal  , get  on  a good  schedule 
and  try  to  hit  as  near  to  it  as 
possible. 

If  you  have  the  extra  time, 
getting  exercise  along  with  good 
sleep  and  a healthy  diet  will  not 
only  help  you  lose  weight,  but 
will  help  you  keep  it  off. 

Or,  go  dancing. 
Dancing  is  a fun  way  to 
exercise,  and  is  a great  cardio 
activity.  Even  take  a couple  laps 
around  the  mall  every  time  you 
go,  challenging  yourself  to  do 
just  a bit  more  than  you  think 
you  can.  Remember  to  drink 
lots  of  water. 

Try  setting  small  goals  for 
yourself.  Start  with  five  pounds 
in  two  weeks,  and  when  you’ve 
met  that  goal  and  held  the  weight 
for  a while,  go  to  the  next  step. 

Don’t  immediately 
switch  to  only  eating  salads  at 
every  meal.  Instead  slowly  add 
it  into  your  diet,  taking  smaller 


portions  of  other  things  and  a 
small  side  salad. 

Don’t  completely  cut 
out  your  sweets;  just  eat  fewer 
and  fewer  at  a time.  That  way 
you  don’t  have  crazy  cravings 
that  throw  you  off  your  goals. 

Don’t  push  yourself  in 
the  gym  until  you  are  exhausted, 
it’ll  make  you  miserable 
and  in  pain.  Just  go  slightly 
farther  than  you  think  you  can. 

Also,  it’s 

psychologically  better  for  you 
not  to  weigh  yourself  every  day. 
When  you  do  and  you  don’t  see 
improvement,  you  get  depressed 
and  feel  like  it’s  not  working. 
Weigh  yourself  once  or  twice  a 
month. 

Did  you  know  the  gym  on 
campus  has  personal  trainers 
and  organized  classes  five  days 
a week?  Try  talking  to  them  or 
signing  up  for  one  of  the  classes 
to  see  how  you  do.  The  Career 
Center  also  has  a dietician 
on  hand,  so  if  you  are  having 
trouble  figuring  out  what  is 
good  for  you,  try  making  an 
appointment  there. 

If  you  stick  to  a routine  like 
this,  not  only  will  you  be  more 
likely  to  keep  the  weight  off, 
you’ll  also  be  learning  healthy 
habits  that  will  last  a lifetime. 

Also,  random  splurges 
when  you  go  out  to  eat  or  don’t 
eat  as  healthy  one  day  won’t 
effect  you  as  strongly  as  it 
would  if  you  were  on  a crazy 
fad  diet. 

The  most  important  thing 
is  to  keep  your  chin  up.  Stay 
positive,  set  small  goals,  and 
fit  it  to  your  life  style.  If  you 
aren’t  sure  if  you  are  getting  all 
the  different  things  you  need  in 
your  diet,  take  a supplement  or 
drink  a v8. 

If  for  any  reason  you 
feel  sick,  weak  or  over  tired, 
stop  immediately  and  consult 
your  doctor  or  Health  Services. 
They  know  what  will  work  best 
for  you  and  your  body.  This 
quick  guide  is  not  meant  to 
replace  or  contradict  a licensed 
physician’s  advice.

After  eighteen  days 
of  protest  that  began  in  late 
January,  Egypt  is  one  step 
closer  to  establishing  a true 
democracy. 

A month  ago,  it 
would  have  seemed  nearly 
impossible,  but  last  Friday, 
Egyptian  President  Hosni 
Mubarak  resigned,  giving 
up  the  position  he  has  held 
for  29  years  and  handing 
power  over  to  the  military. 

This  remarkable 


turnaround  come  on  a day  that 
began  with  the  largest  crowd 
to  gather  in  Cairo’s  Tahrir 
Square  in  protest  because 
Mubarak  had  appeared  to 
stand  firm  in  the  previous  days. 

The  weathering  of  18 
straight  day  s of  protest,  however, 
eventually  took  its  toll  and 
Mubarak  resigned  last  Friday. 

“In  these  grave 
circumstances  that  the  country 
is  passing  through.  President 
Mohammed  Hosni  Mubarak  has 
decided  to  leave  his  position  as 
the  president  of  the  republic,” 
Vice  President  Omar  Suleiman 
said  in  an  address  to  the  country. 

With  fireworks  lighting 
up  the  night’s  sky,  Egyptians 
of  all  ages  took  to  the  streets 
waving  flags,  yelling  cheers 
and  applauding,  all  partaking 
in  what  could  be  considered  the 
nation’s  biggest  celebration  in 
its  over  6,000-year  civilization. 

Mubarak  turned  his 
power  over  to  the  Egyptian 
Armed  Forces  who  came  on 
state  television,  promising 


the  people  that  the  military 
will  pursue  democracy. 

Also,  the  armed  forces 
saluted  the  300  civilians  who 
gave  their  lives  for  freedom 
during  the  days  of  protest. 

In  a press  conference 
at  the  White  House,  President 
Obama  said  that  the, 
“Egyptians  have  made  it  clear 
nothing  less  than  genuine 
democracy  will  carry  the  day.” 

Obama  also  ensured 
the  Egyptian  people  that  the 
United  States  will  maintain  a 
strong  partnership  with 
Egypt  and  will  provide 
any  necessary  assistance. 

What  happ)ens  next  will 
be  both  difficult  and  delicate. 

President  Obama 
has  said  there  are  still 
difficult  days  ahead  during 
this  time  of  transition. 

The  Egyptian  military 
has  pledged  to  lead  the  country 
towards  democracy  and  to 
hold  elections  in  September. 

What  those  elections 
will  look  like  will  not  be 


known  until  the  dust  from 
this  celebration  has  settled. 

Although  Mubarak 
has  finally  resigned,  some  of 
the  protest  groups  have  said 


that  they  will  continue  weekly 
demonstrations  to  maintain 
pressure  on  the  military  to  stand 
by  their  promises  of  a better 
government.

This  year,  on 
February  21,  2011,  will  mark 
the  observation  of  the  43rd 
annual  Presidents  Day. 

This  day  marks  the 
anniversary  of  former  president 
George  Washington’s  birthday. 

He  was  bom  on 
February  11,  1731,  according 
to  the  then-used  Julian  calendar. 
When  Britain  adopted  the 
Gregorian  calendar  in  February 


of  1 582,  his  birthday  was  moved 
to  Febmary  22, 1732. 

Before  his 

birthday  was  considered 
a federal  holiday,  Americans 
and  members  of  the  Committee 
celebrated  it  as  such. 

Congress  adjourned  on 
February  22, 1832  out  of  respect 
for  Washington  and  his  birth. 

The  House  and 
Senate  commemorated  on 
the  no*  anniversary  of 
Washington’s  birth  and  read 
his  Farewell  Address  aloud. 

Archives.gov  writes, 
“In  a special  joint  session  held 
in  the  House  Chamber,  the 
House  and  Senate,  along  with 
several  cabinet  official,  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  and  high- 
ranking  officers  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  gathered  together 
to  listen  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  read  the  address  aloud.” 

After  a while,  the 
reading  of  Washington’s 
Farewell  Address  became 
an  annual  tradition 
that  is  still  done  today. 

Washington’s  birthday 
was  not  recognized  as  a federal 
holiday  until  January  31,  1879 


when  Congress  added  the  date 
of  his  birth,  Febmary  22,  to 
the  list  of  holidays  observed 
by  federal  employees  in  D.C. 

The  act  was  never 
clear  as  to  whether  or  not 
District  of  Columbia  employees 
were  to  be  paid  for  the  holiday. 

In  actuality,  some 
government  employees  were 
paid  and  others  were  not. 

Congress  fixed  the 
unclear  payment  issue  in  1885 
with  a piece  of  legislation  that 
required  federal  employees  to 
be  paid  for  all  federal  holidays. 

This  legislation 

also  made  federal  holidays 
applicable  to  all  federal 
government  employees 

whether  employed  in  the 
Washington,  D.C.  area  or  not. 

Washington’s  birthday 
continued  to  be  celebrated 
on  the  22nd  of  Febmary, 
regardless  of  what  day  it  fell, 
until  well  into  the  20*  century. 

In  1968,  Congress 
passed  the  “Monday  Holiday 
Law”toprovide,“uniformannual 
observances  of  certain  legal 
public  holidays  on  Mondays.” 

With  that  act  passed. 


it  changed  the  celebration  of 
Washington’s  birthday  to  a 
day  other  than  Febmary  22. 

Having  more  three- 
day  weekends,  according  to 
the  Monday  Holiday  Law, 
would  require  the  holiday 
to  be  celebrated  on  the 
third  Monday  in  Febmary. 

Consequently,  with  the 
shortness  of  that  month,  the  third 
Monday  in  Febmary  caimot 
fall  any  later  than  Febmary 


21  and  therefore  will  never  be 
celebrated  on  Washington’s 
actual  date  of  birth. 

What  many  might 
not  know  is  that  Congress 
nor  the  President  has  ever 
made  the  claim  that  the  name 
of  the  holiday  observed  as 
Washington’s  birthday  be 
changed  to  “President’s  Day.” 
That  is  something  the  media 
stipulated  and  has  been  called 
that  ever  since.

The  big  news 
throughout  the  past  couple  of 
weeks  has  been  the  mass  protests 
in  Egypt,  which  eventually 
forced  President  Hosni  Mubarak 
to  resign.  It  has  been  labeled  as 
a secular  uprising  by  oppressed 
citizens  yearning  for  change. 

For  more  than  a week, 
Egyptians  fed  up  with  deepening 
poverty,  corruption  and  30 
years  of  Mubarak’s  autocratic 
rule,  have  massed  across  the 
country  to  demand  his  ouster. 

The  backlash  had 
forced  Mubarak  to  announce 
he  won’t  run  in  the  September 
elections, and  then  he  eventually 
slipped  out  of  the  country 
several  days  later,  leaving  the 
military  temporarily  in  control 
until  the  elections  begin. 

Although  Mubarak 
has  ruled  Egypt  with  an  iron 
fist  for  the  last  thirty  years, 
committing  crimes  such  as 
murdered  dissidents,  graft, 
government  corruption,  etc., 
he  has  been  an  important 
ally  to  the  United  States. 

Egypt  has  been  the  only 
major  player  in  the  Middle  East 
who  recognizes  the  existence 
of  Israel,  which  in  mm  helps 
out  the  U.S.,  who  backs  the 
Israeli  government.  It  is  almost 
a certainty  that  Israel  would 
have  been  erased,  from  the  map 
already  by  Jordan,  Syria,  Iran, 


and  any  other  country  which 
supports  radical  Islam,  if  it  had 
not  been  for  Egypt’s  support. 

Israel  has  tremendous 
support  for  Mubarak,  who 
carefully  honored  his  country’s 
peace  agreement  with  Israel 
after  taking  control  nearly  thirty 
years  ago.  He  also  worked  with 
Israel  to  contain  the  Gaza  Strip’s 
Hamas  government,  and  served 
as  a bridge  to  the  broader  Arab 
world.  Israeli  leaders  said  that  it 
is  essential  that  whoever  emerges 
as  Egypt’s  next  leader  continue 
to  honor  the  peace  agreement. 

Unfortunately  during 
the  course  of  the  turmoil 
so  far,  the  Obamination 
Administration,  with  its  usual 
waffling,  has  repeatedly 
recalibrated  its  posmre,  initially 
expressing  confidence  in  Egypt’s 
government,  later  threatening  to 
withhold  U.S.  aide,  and  lastly 
pressing  Mubarak  to  loosen 
his  grip  on  power  immediately. 

It  would  be  nice 
if  the  U.S.  would  make  a 
statement,  and  then  stand  by  it. 

Changing  their  stance 
every  other  day,  just  further 
puts  the  fumre  of  Egypt  in  peril. 
I think  that  a country  such  as  the 
U.S. , who  since  1979  has  poured 
over  16  billion  dollars  into  the 
Egyptian  economy  and  further 
gives  them  another  1 .3  billion  a 
year  in  military  aid,  should  help 
police  with  the  turnover  of  the 
government,  just  to  ensure  fair 
elections  in  September. 

The  Obaminators  are  so 


eager  to  claim  any  kind  of  credit 
for  the  revolution  that  there  is 
even  a conspiracy  theory  that 
is  making  the  rounds,  which  in 
my  eyes,  deserves  to  be  heard.

Obama’s  decisions  on  Egypt  approved

The  spirit  of 
revolution  is  sweeping  over 
other  parts  of  the  Middle 
East.  A week  ago,  Egypt’s 
long-time  president,  Hosni 
Mubarak,  resigned  after 
protests  calling  for  his  oust 
lasted  almost  three  weeks. 

Although  Mubarak’s 
regime  has  ended  and  the 
Egyptian  military  is  now 
in  power  to  help  transition 
between  governments,  this 
does  not  signify  the  end  of 
the  revolution  in  Egypt  or  in 
other  parts  of  the  Middle  East. 

During  this  week, 
protests  took  place  in  Iran’s 
capital,  Tehran,  but  these  were 
met  with  forceful  opposition 
from  the  government,  a 
response  that  was  criticized  by 
the  Obama  Administration. 

Earlier  in  the 
week,  Obama  encouraged 
the  leaders  of  these  Middle 
Eastern  countries  to  be  “ahead 
of  change”  and  not  “behind 
the  curve”  amidst  these 
revolutions. 

Obama,  as  always, 
was  subjected  to  a barrage 
of  criticism  about  handling 
the  Egyptian  revolution. 

Complaints  abounded 
and  included  accusations  that 
Obama  did  not  take  a definitive 
stance  or  strategy  during  the 
crisis,  that  he  wavered,  and  that 
he  supported  Mubarak  and  the 
protestors  at  the  same  time. 

Some  of 


the  potential  2012 
presidential  candidates 

also  issued  their  criticism. 

Newt  Gingrich  called 
Obama’s  handling  of  the 
Egyptian  revolution  “clumsy” 
and  complained  that  “you 
couldn’t  tell  from  day  to  day 
what  the  policy  was.” 

The  problem 
was  that  no  one  could  tell 
from  day  to  day  what  was 
actually  happening  in  Egypt. 

The  Obama 

Administration  actually 

had  difficulties  obtaining 
information  from  Egypt 
during  the  days  of  major 
upheaval  and  crisis. 

Presidential  hopeful 
Sarah  Palin  also  offered 
criticism  of  the  handling  of 
the  crisis,  saying  that  “we 
need  strength  and  sound  mind 
there  in  the  White  House.” 

It  appears  that 
the  policy  of  supporting 
the  transition  of  power  and 
avoiding  meddling  in  Egyptia 
affairs  does  not  demonstrate 
that  Obama  has  a “sound 
mind”  or  “strength.” 

Another  Republican, 
a former  senator  and  possibly 
a 2012  candidate,  said  that 
Obama  should  not  have 
sided  with  the  protestors,  but 
rather  with  Mubarak,  because 
he  was  a U.S.  ally  for  such 
a long  time.  And  where  is 
the  desire  for  democracy? 

Approval,  if  you 
can  call  it  that,  actually  came 
from  an  unlikely  source. 
House  Speaker  John  Boehner. 

According  to  Boehner, 
even  U.S.  intelligence  was 
surprised  by  the  whole 
revolution  but  overall,  Obama 
dealt  with  “a  very  difficult 
situation  about  as  well  as  it 
could  be  handled.” 

Nicely  said, 

Mr.  Boehner.  This  was  such 
a difficult  time  that  even 
receiving  intelligence  about 
the  crisis  was  difficult. 

President  Obama 


should  be  commended,  not 
criticized,  for  not  intervening 
in  the  Egyptian  revolution 
and  forcing  American  plans  or 
ideals  on  the  Egyptian  people. 

President  Obama  said 
it  best  when  he  defended  the 
policy  in  Egypt  and  asked  for 
“understanding  that  America 
cannot  ultimately  dictate  what 
happens  inside  of  Iran  any  more 
than  it  could  inside  of  Egypt;  that 
ultimately  these  are  sovereign 
countries  that  are  going  to  have 
to  make  their  own  decisions.” 

Egypt  is  in  charge 
of  Egypt,  and  not  meddling 
in  other  nations’  affairs  may 
help  the  diplomatic  image 
of  the  United  States  and  not 
waste  resources,  time  or  any 
more  money  on  these  types 
of  actions  in  other  countries. 

Obama  wavering  for  a 
moment  in  his  foreign  policy  to 
see  what  Egyptians  would  do  in 
Egypt  is  a much  more  effective 
policy  than  forcing  democracy 
or  even  dictators  on  other 
countries  and  intruding  on  their 
right  to  govern  themselves 
in  their  own  countries. 

That  imperialistic, 
or  in  more  recent  years,  neo- 
conservative foreign  policy  has 
failed  too  many  times. 

Obama  has  clearly 
done  a much  better  job,  and 
really,  any  policy  is  better 
than  the  damaging  and  poorly- 
executed  policies  of  Bush. 

Even  if  it  is  just  in 
this  one  area,  Obama  has 
made  change  in  the 
country  and  Americans 
should  be  happy  about  it. 

Whether  or  not 
President  Obama  receives 
any  more  criticism  about  the 
handling  of  Egypt  remains 
to  be  seen,  but  overall, 
Obama  did  make  it  over 
this  foreign  policy  hurdle. 

A USA  TODAY/ 
Gallup  Poll  survey  showed  that 
66%  of  Americans  approved  of 
the  way  that  Obama  handled 
the  Egyptian  crisis.

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John  Travolta  - Born  Feb.  18,  1954 


Travolta  was  bom  in 
Englewood,  New  Jer- 
sey as  the  youngest 
of  six  children.  After 
graduating  from  high 
school,  he  got  a role 
in  the  musical  Grease 
and  traveled  with  the 


company  all  around 
New  York.  Early  in  his 
life,  he  was  in  numer- 
ous television  shows 
and  played  small  roles 
in  movies  like  Carrie 
in  1976.  But  his  most 
memorable  old  school 
movie  roles  were  Sat- 
urday Night  Fever  in 
1977  and  Grease  in 
1978.  Saturday  Night 
Fever  won  him  an  Os- 
car nod  for  Best  Actor, 
making  him  one  of  the 
youngest  actors  ever 
nominated  in  this  cate- 
gory. For  a period  of  his 
life,  Travolta  starred  in 
a few  box  office  flops 


and  turned  down  roles 
in  movies  that  became 
hits,  putting  his  career 
on  a downward  spiral. 
But  since  then  he  has 
revived  himself  with 
roles  like  Pulp  Fic- 
tion, Hairspray,  and 
the  Taking  of  Pelham 
123.  On  January  2009, 
Travolta  and  his  wife 
Kelly  Preston  suffered 
the  loss  of  their  son, 
who  died  while  on 
their  family  vacation 
in  the  Bahamas  from  a 
seizure.  On  November 
23,  2010  the  couple 
gave  birth  to  a son  and 
named  him  Benjamin. 


Dale  Earnhardt-  Died  Feb.  18,  2001 


Dale  was  bom  in  Kan- 
napolis, North  Caroli- 
na. His  dad  was  Ralph 
Earnhardt  who  was 
one  of  the  best  short- 
track  drivers  in  North 
Carolina.  Ralph  didn’t 
want  his  son  follow- 


ing in  his  footsteps, 
but  Dale  could  not  be 
persuaded  and  he  even 
dropped  out  of  school 
in  order  to  race.  When 
he  was  17  he  married 
his  first  wife  and  they 
had  a son  but  they  di- 
vorced a year  later.  He 
then  married  his  sec- 
ond wife,  Brenda  Gee, 
and  together  they  had 
two  children,  Kelley 
King  and  Ralph  Dale 
Jr.  They  then  divorced 
as  well,  and  he  married 
his  last  wife;  together 
they  had  a daughter. 
Dale  achieved  quite  a 
lot  in  his  racing  career. 


During  the  2001  Day- 
tona 500  Earnhardt 
showed  early  promise 
and  maintained  a front 
position  for  most  of  the 
race.  When  a multi-car 
crash  caused  by  Tony 
Stewart  was  cleared, 
Earnhardt  and  his  son 
Earnhardt  Jr.  were 
fighting  for  the  front 
spot,  along  with  Mi- 
chael Waltrip.  After  a 
crash  that  looked  rela- 
tively minor  compared 
to  numerous  others. 
Dale  Earnhardt  was 
mshed  by  helicopter  to 
a local  hospital  here  he 
was  pronounced  dead.

Book  Review:  V for  Vendetta,  the  graphic  novel

“V  for  Vendetta”, 
written  by  Alan  Moore  and 
illustrated  by  David  Lloyd,  is  a 
graphic  novel  about  a masked 
man  fighting  for  freedom 
against  a tight-fisted  totalitarian 
state,  an  England  set  in  the  near 
future. 

It  follows  the 
exploits  of  an  anarchist  who 
calls  himself  V as  he  attempts  to 


topple  the  regime,  and  the  fives 
of  those  that  either  sympathize 
with  him  or  try  to  catch  him. 

It  could  also 
be  argued  that  this  is  the 
story  of  Evey  Hammond,  a 
girl  of  16  that  V saves  in  the 
beginning  from  the  government, 
and  her  involvement  in  V’s 
plot. 

Perhaps  you  have 
seen  the  movie  and  so  you 
think  that  you  know  the  story 
enough.  Believe  me  - you’d  be 
mistaken. 

Many  scenes  are 
completely  different  between 
the  movie  and  the  book. 

The  characters 
are  different,  the  dialogue 
is  at  many  points  nothing 
like  the  movie’s,  and  in  some 
ways  even  the  main  plot  itself  is 
contradictory  to  the  movie’s. 

In  the  writing,  the 
characters  are  what  are  the 
strongest. 


Every  character  has 
a degree  of  moral  ambiguity, 
and  each  character  makes 
choices  that  will  by  turns  make 
you  cheer  and  squirm. 

The  regime  set 
up  in  England  is  obviously 
meant  to  be  evil,  but  that 
doesn’t  make  the  characters 
who  work  for  the  government 
necessarily  evil  themselves. 

Still,  the  setting 
stands  out,  and  strands  of  the 
dystopia  of  George  Orwell’s 

“1984”  make  themselves  seen 
in  this  reimagining  of  London. 

This  is  only  made 
more  obvious  by  David  Lloyd’s 
brilliant  artistry,  effectively 

using  color  to  set  the  perfect 
mood  for  each  scene. 

There  truly  is  no 
other  graphic  novel  like  this, 
and  it  is  a must  read  for  anyone 
who  even  moderately  enjoys 
graphic  novels.

MANCHESTER,  TN  - The 
ninth  annual  Bonnaroo  Music 
& Arts  Festival  took  place  in 
mid-June  featuring  a diverse 
line-up  that  satisfied  thousands 
of  fans. 

There  were  far  too 
many  bands  for  one  person  to 
see,  let  alone  report  on.  My 
final  task  as  the  Voice’s  Arts 
& Entertainment  Editor  and 
exiting  senior  was  to  cover  the 
festival  after  surprisingly  being 
approved  for  a press  pass. 

Bonnaroo  was  a unique 
experience  as  I had  never  been 
to  a music  festival  before,  nor 
had  1 ever  had  to  experience 
the  extreme  Tennessee  sununer 
heat  before.  It  was  all  worth  it, 
however,  as  all  of  the  performers 
I saw  exceeded  expectations 
and  enhanced  the  experience. 

Main  stage  headliner 
Jay-Z  delivered  a superb 
performance  that  cycled  through 
his  catalog  including  older  hits 
like  “Big  Pimpin’”  and  newer 
hits  like  “lockin’  Jay-Z.” 

Jay’s  performance 
followed  a stellar  set  by  Stevie 
Wonder,  who  hasn’t  missed 
a beat  at  sixty  years  of  age. 
Another  main  stage  highlight 
was  Tenacious  D who  was  a 
surprisingly  solid  band  to  see 
live,  with  their  unique  brand  of 
comedic  folk-metal. 

All  of  the  main  stage 
performers  truly  performed  like 
they  deserved  their  spot,  but 
the  smaller  stages  housed  some 
hidden  gems. 

One  of  the  greatest 
and  most  influential  guitarists 
of  all  time  performed  in  one 
of  the  smaller  tents:  Jeff  Beck. 
Jamey  Johnson,  Against  Me!, 
and  Boston’s  own  Droplock 
Murphys  performed  on  side 


stages.  The  side  stage  act  that 
truly  stole  the  show  (or  festival) 
was  Chromeo,  paired  with 
Daryl  Hall  of  Hall  & Oates 
fame.  Daryl  Hall  has  a rock 
star  aura  and  presence  whether 
he’s  playing  for  a festival  crowd 
or  playing  in  his  home  for  his 
web  series,  “Live  From  Daryl’s 
House.” 

Hall  was  teamed  up 
with  modem  electro-funk  duo 
Chromeo  and  the  supergroup 
alternated  between  hits  from 
each  act. 

It  was  the  perfect 
combination:  Chromeo’s 

keyboardist  quipped  before 
performing  one  of  his  own  hits, 
“when  we  wrote  this  song,  I 
remember  saying  we  needed  a 
Daryl  Hall  style  keyboard  riff.” 

Chromeo  may  very 
well  be  our  generation’s 
evolved  version  of  Hall  & 
Oates,  but  it  was  great  to  see 
them  perform  alongside  their 
greatest  influence. 

Other  performances  on 
my  bands-to-see  list  included 


Kid  Cudi,  B.O.B.,  Wale,  John 
Fogerty,  Weezer,  Flaming 
Lips,  Les  Claypool,  GWAR, 
the  Flaming  Lips,  and  Blues 
Traveler. 

There  was  tmly 
something  for  everyone;  so 
much  to  choose  from  that  you 
would  undoubtedly  miss  out  on 
some  good  performances.

Tips  for  ‘Bonnarookies*: 

Bring  lots  of  cash. 
The  food  there  is  amazing  and 
any  food  you  bring  with  you 
will  most  likely  go  uneaten.  I 
recommend  the  samosas,  the 
jalapeno  & pineapple  pizza,  and 
the  veggie  com  dogs.  (They  are 
VERY  vegetarian-firiendly.) 

Bring  lots  of  water. 
Not  only  that,  but  try  to  bring 
the  largest-sized  containers  of 
water  possible.  Cases  are  nice. 


but  you  go  through  them  so 
fast  that  it’s  a pain.  This  year’s 
new  addition  was  filtered  water 
stations.  You’ll  want  to  bring  a 
large  bottle  to  fill  when  you  go 
into  Centeroo,  rather  than  a few 
small  bottles. 

Learn  the  layout  early. 
Preferably  in  the  evening  on 
Thursday  when  it’s  getting 
cooler.  If  it’s  92  degrees  on 
Friday  afternoon  and  you  don’t 
know  where  you’re  going  when 
looking  for  a show  or  a specific 
area,  you’re  wasting  a lot  of 
energy. 

Don’t  bother 

showering.  I know,  it’s  gross. 
They  have  shower  facilities 
that  cost  $7,  but  you’ll  already 
be  dirty  and  sweaty  by  the  time 
you  get  back  to  your  camp  site, 
and  that’s  a promise.  So,  why 
bother?  No  one’s  going  to  care 
if  you  smell,  because  there’s  a 
good  chance  they  smell,  too. 

Remember  where  the 
information  desk  is.  If  you  have 
a question  about  something,  ask 
them,  as  it’s  their  job  to  not  only 


answer  questions,  but  actually 
know  the  answers  to  (most 
of)  your  questions.  The  guy 
guarding  the  Artist  Hospitality 
area  isn’t  going  to  have  a clue 
where  the  Lunar  Stage  is. 

Carry  a map,  carry  a 
schedule,  carry  empty  water 
bottles.  Carry  sunscreen  or  sun 
block  and  an  extra  t-shirt  or 
towel. 

You  might  as  well  leave 
your  technology  at  the  door, 
because  the  lines  to  charge  cell 
phones  at  the  kiosk  in  Centeroo 
are  always  pretty  long. 

Pay  attention  to  what 
is  and  what  isn’t  allowed 
into  Centeroo.  If  the  security 
throws  away  your  container  of 
unidentified  liquid,  he’s  just 
doing  his  job. 

Be  respectful  as  you 
try  to  have  yourself  a good 
time— everyone  else  wants 
to  have  a good  time  too.  The 
Bonnaroo  crowd  will— for  the 
most  part— be  the  friendliest, 
kincfest  crowd  you  will  ever 
meet.

In  a loss  last  Thursday 
against  the  Lx)S  Angeles  Lakers, 
Ray  Allen  officially  became  the 
NBA’s  all  time  leader  for  three 
pointers  made.

I think  all  Celtics 
fans  have  realized  that  doing 
this  would  have  been  a huge 
mistake. 

Allen  may  be  thirty- 
five  years  old,  but  he  has  the 
legs  of  a twenty  year  old. 

If  you  watch  him 
closely,  you’ll  notice  that  he  is 
constantly  running  to  get  open 
for  a shot. 

His  quick  release  and 
near  perfect  trajectory  allows 
him  to  come  off  of  a screen 
cleanly  and  get  a good  look. 

When  asked  about  his 
jump  shot,  AUen  responded  by 


saying,  “I’ve  argued  this  with  a 
lot  of  people  in  my  life.  When 
people  say  God  blessed  me  with 
a beautiful  jump  shot,  it  really 
pisses  me  off.  I teU  those  people, 
‘Don’t  undermine  the  work  I’ve 
put  in  every  day.’  Not  some 
days.  Everyday.  Ask  anyone 
who  has  been  on  a team  with  me 
who  shoots  the  most.  Go  back  to 
Seattle  and  Milwaukee  and  ask 
them.  The  answer  is  me  - not 
because  it’s  a competition,  but 
because  that’s  how  I prepare.” 

Ever  since  he  arrived 
in  Boston,  Allen  has  become  a 
fan  favorite. 

He  is  a soft-spoken 
man  who  goes  out  there,  works 
hard  and  plays  the  game  the  way 
it’s  supposed  to  be  played. 

I’m  lucky  enough 
to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  watch  one  of  the  greatest 
shooters  of  all  time. 

It  would  be  great  to  see 


him  have  another  championship 
under  his  belt,  as  well  as  go  in 


to  the  hall  of  fame  as  a Boston 
Celtic.

“Donations  are  used  for 
building  new  classrooms  and  schools, 
contributing  to  teacher’s  salaries.

education  and  health  for  the  children, 
such  as  making  copies  of  exams 
and  worksheets,  buying  textbooks.

repairs  and  a never  ending  list  of 
needs  in  this  impoverished  country.”

organization  in  Nicaragua,  which 
helped  build  schools.

SGA  Report:  Lansdowne  and  Senate  Banquet

The  Student 

Government  Association 
convened  on  Tuesday,  February 
15  for  their  regularly  scheduled 
meeting. 

Joshua  Hettrick, 
the  Assistant  Director  of 
Housing  in  the  department  of 
Residential  Life  was  a guest 
speaker  to  discuss  changes 
in  the  housing  sign-up  process 
because  of  the  addition  of 
Landsdowne  Place  to  the 
housing  options. 

Landsdowne  offers 
2-,  and  5-  person  apartments  to 
sign  up  for. 

Next  year, 

apartments  will  be  available 
for  sophomores  to  request. 
According  to  Hettrick,  “We 
had  over  800  students  complete 
housing  sign-up  survey.” 

Of  these  800 
students,  Hettrick  said  that  it 
was  an  even  number  of  first, 
second,  and  third  year  students 
across  the  board. 

Surprisingly  to  Res. 
Life,  New  Hall  was  voted  the 
popular  choice  for  apartment 
housing  for  next  year  over  the 
Apartment  Complex. 

Residential  Life 
has  created  a new  hybrid  roster/ 
lottery  process  for  the  following 


year.  Hettrick  said,  “There  will 
still  be  a roster  captain,  they  get 
to  pick  the  people  they  want  to 
live  with.” 

All  senior  rosters 
will  have  first  priority  for 
whichever  apartment  they 
want. 

Then  mixed- 
year  rosters  will  select  their 
apartments  by  lowest  lottery 
number  having  first  choice. 

SGA  President, 
Colleen  Murphy  pointed 
out  that  even  mixed  rosters 
with  say  5 out  of  6 students 
being  seniors  will  still  have  a 
good  chance  at  having  a low 
lottery  number. 

The  eight  2-person 
apartments  in  Landsdowne 
will  be  the  given  away  first  and 
then  the  4-,  5-,  and  6-person 
apartments  will  be  offered  to  all 
senior  rosters. 

After  spring  break, 
the  apartments  will  be  open  for 
selection  by  mixed  year  student 
rosters. 

Senior  status  will 
be  confirmed  by  the  Registrar’s 
Office  as  of  March  1 . 

The  process  is  not 
broken  down  by  years  after  “all 
seniors”  because  they  did  not 
want  to  draw  out  the  process 
longer  than  necessary. 

The  Ely  and  Wilson 
Hall  Westfield  Bank  ATMs  “will 
waive  the  fee  they  charge,” 


Colleen  Murphy  announced  in 
her  President’s  report. 

If  you  do  not  have 
an  account  with  Westfield 
Bank,  the  transaction  fee  will  be 
waived  by  Westfield  Bank  only. 

There  is  still  a 
possibility  that  you  may  still  be 
charged  by  your  own  bank  for 
taking  money  out  of  an  ATM 
that  is  not  a machine  of  your 
own  bank. 

The  Woodward 
ATM  will  still  charge  a 

transaction  fee  because  it  is  a 
public  place  with  lots  of  other 
traffic  besides  WSU  students. 

May  10'*'  is  no 
longer  a Reading  Day  for 

students.  Classes  will  be  held 
on  this  Tuesday  to  make  up  for 
school  days  lost  to  snow  days. 

The  Senate  Banquet 
will  take  place  Friday,  April  1“ 
at  Chez  Josef  in  Agawam,  MA. 
Tickets  are  $40  for  students  and 
they  went  on  sale  at  the  Campus 
Center  Service  Window 
Tuesday,  February  22"'*. 

Be  sure  to  go  down 
to  the  SGA  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Ely  after  you  have 
bought  your  tickets  to  sign  up 
for  seating.

At  the  beginning  of 
each  semester  there  is  an  interest 
meeting  for  students  who  wish 
to  host  a show.

If  you  see  an  empty 
time  slot  and  are  interested  in 
joining,  there  is  an  application 
online  that  you  can  fill  out. 
Just  make  sure  to  return  the 
application  into  the  folder  on 
the  WSKB  studios’  door. 

There  are  two  time 
slots  to  choose  from.  The 
first  is  a regular  time  slot  in 
which  you  are  required  to  play 
certain  songs  off  of  the  station’s 
collection  of  new  music. 

It  includes  four  heavy 
rotation  songs,  three  medium 
rotation  songs,  and  one  light 
rotation  song. 

After  you  have  played 
at  least  eight  of  these  songs  and 
a public  service  announcement 
every  15  minutes,  then  you  are 
free  to  play  the  music  of  your 
choice. 

If  it  is  your  first 
semester  having  a radio  show, 
then  you  must  have  a regular 
time  slot.  The  other  option 
is  a specialty  time  slot.  The 
specialty  time  slots  are  limited 
to  people  who  have  radio 
experience  and  want  to  do  a 
more  creative  show.  You  aren’t 
required  to  play  songs  from 


time  slot,  and  you  will  have  to 
come  in  to  the  studio  to  get  a 
few  lessons  on  how  to  use  the 
equipment. 

Students  hosting 
a show  for  the  first  time  will 
be  required  to  play  a certain 
amount  of  rotation  songs,  but 
besides  those  rotation  songs  you 
can  play  what  ever  you  want 
provided  it  has  edited  lyrics. 

Also,  it  cannot  be 
in  the  current  Top  40.  The  Top 
40  list  is  always  around  the 
studio  just  in  case  you  have  any 
questions. 

The  studio  is  set  up 
with  4 microphones,  a Mac,  a

On  January  Z”"*,  2011 
eighteen  students  embarked 
on  a journey  that  some  were 
skeptical  about  and  others 
couldn’t  stop  thinking  about 
during  the  winter  break  leading 
up  to  the  departure  date. 

This  trip  brought 
many  different  types  of  people 
together  with  one  common 
link;  they  were  all  part  of  the 
Westfield  State  University 
community.  All  of  these  students 
signed  up  and  paid  to  attend 
a course  through  Westfield 
State  University  that  allowed 
them  to  spend  two  weeks  in 
Nicaragua  with  the  company  of 
two  professors  and  a chaperone. 

Westfield  State 

University  offers  short-term 
study  abroad  opportunities 
called  “J-Terms”.  J-terms 
were  created  for  students  with 
strict  majors,  athletes,  and  for 
those  who  can’t  afford  or  aren’t 
comfortable  spending  a whole 
semester  abroad.  J-terms  offer 
students  the  chance  to  spend  time 
abroad  in  another  country  while 
taking  a three-credit  course. 

I recently  went  on  a 
J-term  trip  to  Nicaragua  where 
two  courses  were  combined  into 
one.  The  courses  offered  were 
Creative  Writing  and  History 
of  Nicaragua  taught  by  Dr. 
Catherine  Savini  and  Christin 
Cleaton-Ruiz,  respectively.  Due 
to  the  size  of  the  group,  which 
had  eighteen  students,  we 
also  had  an  extra  faculty 
member,  Kathi  Bradford. 

We  arrived  in  Granada, 
Nicaragua,  and  later  realized 
it  was  our  home  away  from 
home  during  the  J-term.  The 
first  week  of  our  trip  was  spent 
volunteering  and  the  second  part 
of  the  trip  was  spent  enjoying 
the  country  of  Nicaragua. 

We  volunteered  by 
helping  build  a high  school  for 
the  local  Nicaraguan  children 
in  an  area  that  did  not  provide 
access  to  high  school.  We  were 


able  to  feel  like  a part  of  the 
community  in  only  a short  week. 

Friendly  “holas” 
and  “buen  dia  amigos”  were 
common  as  we  walked  through 
outdoor  market-laced  streets 
with  vendors  packed  along 
sidewalks.  After  volunteering 
till  around  midday,  we  could 
explore  the  city  of  Granada. 

We  also  visited  other 
locations,  such  Ometepe, 
an  island  formed  by  rising 
volcanoes  in  Lake  Nicaragua. 
We  stayed  on  this  island  for  one 
day  and  stayed  in  little  houses  in 
groups  of  three  for  one  night  and 
enjoyed  being  close  to  the  beach 
waterfront  of  Lake  Nicaragua. 

We  found  a hidden 
gem  while  on  Ometepe  called 
“Ojo  de  Agua,”  which  means 
eye  of  water.  This  spot  was 
formed  naturally  from  the  fresh 
groundwater  on  the  island.  It 
was  a body  of  water  around 
the  size  of  a football  field 
entangled  in  tropical  foliage 
with  tourists  and  locals  alike 
enjoying  its  refreshing  flowing 
water.  Ometepe  was  a great 
place  to  unwind  and  relax. 

AfterOmetepe , we  were 
off  to  San  Juan  del  Sur,  which  is 
located  in  the  southwestern  area 
of  Nicaragua.  It  is  a popular 
destination  for  both  tourists  and 
local  Nicaraguans  alike.  During 
our  two  days  in  San  Juan  del 
Sur,  we  could  choose  two  out  of 
these  three  activities:  zip  lining, 
horseback  riding,  or  surfing.  I 


decided  to  choose  zip  lining 
and  horseback  riding  because  I 
have  never  done  either  before. 

In  the  zip  lining 
activity,  I was  attached  to  a 
metal  cable  and  soared  from 
platform  to  platform  suspended 
above  the  tree  line.  I also 
rode  a horse  the  next  day 
and  this  was  an  experience 
that  allowed  me  to  witness 
a giant  sea  turtle  preparing 
to  give  birth  on  the  beach. 

After  our  time  in  San 
Juan  del  Sur,  we  returned  to 
Granada  and  saw  the  progress 
of  the  high  school  we  were 
working  on  the  week  before. 
It  was  rewarding  to  see  that 
we  made  a positive  impact 
during  our  time  in  Nicaragua. 

During  our  trip,  all  of 
us  had  memorable  experiences 
and  adventures  that  made  the 
trip  even  better.  One  such 
experience  was  a visit  to 
“Monkey  Island,”  where  we 
were  greeted  by  a monkey 
named  “Lola”  that  spent 
some  time  with  us  and  took  a 
special  liking  to  Dr.  Cleaton. 

This  J-term  trip  also 
included  the  academic  side, 
which  was  the  course.  During 
our  trip,  all  of  the  students 
had  to  write  in  a journal 
every  day  about  our  thoughts, 
conversations,  and  the  sights 
and  sounds  we  experienced.  We 
also  had  certain  writing  prompts 
that  we  needed  to  accomplish.

Professor  Mara 

Dodge  of  WSU’s  History 
Department  had  the  opportunity 
to  visit  one  of  the  world’s  most 
historic  countries  in  2010. 

Through  an 

organization  called  Global 
Exchange,  Dodge  spent  two 
weeks  exploring  the  Islamic 
Republicofiran.  Hertripincluded 
nearly  1 ,600  miles  of  travel 
in-country  and  stays  at  four  of 
Iran’s  most  culturally  significant 
and  historic  cities— Tehran, 
Yazd,  Shiraz,  and  Esfahan. 

Recalling  “how 

much  color  and  life  there  was 
everywhere”  and  in  the  Iranians 
she  met,  the  history  professor 
described  her  time  in  the  land 
of  Ancient  Persia  as  the  most 
fascinating  trip  of  her  life. 
Many  of  the  most  valuable 
experiences  came  from  the 
Iranian  people  she  met,  including 
visits  with  former  relatives 
she  hadn’t  seen  in  20  years. 

She  was  especially 
interested  in  the  status  of  women 
and  girls.  Despite  legislation 
on  their  dress  and  the  unfair 
treatment  they  receive  from  the 
country’s  legal  and  religious 
authorities,  Iranian  women  have 
by  no  means  been  rendered 
powerless  or  submissive.  Many 
did  not  hesitate  to  openly  voice 
displeasure  with  existing  laws 
governing  female  dress  or  to 
openly  voice  their  disapproval 
with  their  country’s  political 
leaders,  even  when  talking  to  a 
visiting  American  on  the  street. 

As  in  Egypt  this  past 
month,  in  June  2009  millions  of 
Iranian  men  and  women  protested 
against  their  government.  These 
pro-democracy  protestors 

believed  that  a reformist 
candidate  had  been  the 
rightful  winner  of  the  Iranian 
presidential  election  and  alleged 


that  Ahmadinejad’s  reelection 
had  only  been  achieved  through 
massive  election  fraud.  Although 
their  “Green  Revolution” 
failed,  protests  continue  today. 

A major  form  of 
expression  for  Iranian  women  is 
their  style  of  dress . Some  choose 
to  dress  more  conservatively  in 
black,  proudly  wearing  the  full 
“chador,”  while  others  sport 
styles  and  clothing  popular  with 
women  in  Western  countries 
in  addition  to  their  traditional 
scarves.  Professor  Dodge  was 
also  surprised  by  the  diversity  she 
saw  everywhere  and  intrigued 
at  meeting  groups  of  women 
friends  who  were  all  wearing 
very  different  clothing  styles. 

Iran’s  women  are  also 
highly  educated  and  65%  of  the 
students  currently  studying  in  the 
country’s  universities  are  female. 
While  visiting  the  ancient  trade- 
route  city  of  Yazd,  Professor 
Dodge’s  group  was  approached 
by  three  female  Genetics 
students  eager  to  converse. 
Each  of  them  wore  different 
styles  of  scarves  and  degrees 
of  covering.  When  asked  what 
the  meaning  of  such  differences 
was  for  them,  they  answered  that 
“it  meant  freedom  of  belief.” 


Later,  in  the  city  of 
Shiraz,  Dodge  encountered  a 
chador-wearing  PHD  student 
who  was  studying  English 
literature  and  writing  her 
dissertation  comparing  American 
and  Iranian  children’s  literature. 
Dr.  Dodge  also  met  female 
college  students  majoring  in  law, 
psychology,  tourism,  chemistry 
and  archeology.  Today,  families 
are  very  small  in  Iran  (two 
children  per  couple)  and  the 
average  age  of  marriage  for 
both  men  and  women  is  late  20s. 

Throughout  their 
travels.  Dodge’s  group  was 
received  with  warmth  and 
hospitality  by  Iranian  men 
and  women  of  all  ages. 
According  to  Dr.  Dodge,  they 
were  “constantly  stopped  by 
people  eager  to  converse  with 
Americans”  and  “experienced  no 
hostility  anywhere  at  any  point.” 

Though  Farsi  is 
Iran’s  official  and  most  spoken 
language,  Iranian  children  begin 
their  English  language  studies 
in  the  sixth  grade  and  nearly  all 
highway  and  other  important 
signsare  in  both  Farsi  and  English . 

The  tour  group’s  guide, 
a man  named  Jaleel,  lived  in 
the  U.S.  for  15  years  and  had 


been  a successful  realtor  in  the 
Atlanta  area.  The  bursting  of 
the  housing  bubble  led  him 
and  his  family  to  return  to  their 
native  land.  Jaleel  now  guides 
tourists  across  Iran  as  well  as 
other  countries  in  the  region. 

While  speaking  with 
two  sisters  in  the  city  of  Yazd, 
Professor  Dodge  asked  what  her 
group  should  tell  people  in  the 
U.S.  about  Iran.  They  answered 
by  saying  how  important  it 
was  to  “show  a positive  face 
to  Iran  because  we  are  so 
misunderstood.”  The  sisters  and 
other  Iranians  stressed  that  the 
policies  of  their  government  or 
the  U.S.  do  not  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  way  they  view 
or  treat  American  people. 

Despite  the  U.S’ 
history  of  intervention  in  Iran, 
disputes  with  its  government 


over  many  Middle  East  policies, 
and  challenging  of  the  country’s 
nuclear  program.  Professor 
Dodge  found  that  her  group  was 
greeted  and  invited  for  tea  by 
both  supporters  and  opponents 
of  Iran’s  hard-line  President 
Mahmoud  Ahmadinejad. 

Even  with  the  glaring 
contradictions  between  a 
repressive  theocratic  regime 
ruling  and  a modem  country 
that  simultaneously  values  its 
own  culture  while  absorbing 
influences  from  the  Western 
world,  a clear  picture 
emerged  for  Professor  Dodge. 

“Iran  is  an  extremely 
diverse,  dynamic,  and  developed 
country  with  a very  pro- 
American  population,”  Dodge 
explained.  It  would  be  a tragedy 
if  such  good  will  were  to  be 
squandered.

“Wisconsin  deserves 
a government  that  puts  the 
needs  of  citizens  first”  reads 
a line  under  the  Government 
Spending  and  Reform  issue 
section  of  Scott  Walker’s  former 
gubernatorial  campaign  website. 

It  is  interesting  that  as 
a new  Governor  of  Wisconsin, 
Walker  is  making  sure  that  the 
needs,  indeed  the  rights,  of 
citizens  are  not  the  top  priority. 

Instead,  those  needs 
and  rights  are  threatened  by 
Governor  Walker’s  refusal  for 
over  a week  now  to  renegotiate 
or  amend  a proposed  budget 
that  would  deny  public 
employees  of  Wisconsin  the 


right  to  collectively  bargain, 
which  is  their  ability  to 
advocate  and  negotiate  for 
good  working  conditions. 

The  proposed 

budget  legislation  that  the 
governor  supports  would 
also  increase  the  cost  of 
benefits  to  these  employees. 

According  to  Jon 
Erpenbach,  a Wisconsin 
Democratic  state  senator,  the 
state  and  local  employees  do  not 
have  a problem  with  the  part  of 
the  bill  that  increases  the  cost  of 
their  health  care  and  pensions. 

What  they  do 

have  a problem  with  is  the 

attempt  by  Governor  Walker 
and  other  Republican  state 
senators  to  deny  them  the 
right  to  collectively  bargain. 

This  right  must  be 
maintained  for  state  and  local 
public  employees. 

Mass  protests  have 

been  raging  for  days  in 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  with 

the  numbers  reaching  near 
50,000  over  the  weekend. 

Clearly,  the 

people  of  Wisconsin  are 
making  their  needs  known. 

But  Governor 

Walker  refuses  to  budge 


or  compromise,  which  led 
to  last  week’s  departure  of 
fourteen  Democratic  state 
senators  who  left  Wisconsin  to 
thwart  any  voting  on  the  bill. 

The  Republicans 
need  one  Democrat  to  have  a 
quorum  to  vote  on  financial 
issues  and  the  Democrats  need 
three  Republican  votes  to  help 
prevent  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

Governor  Walker 
has  said  that  this  bill  does  not 
aim  to  bust  unions  but  that 
the  measures  are  proposed 
only  to  balance  the  budget. 
* But  U.S.  Senator  Dick 
Durbin  said  that  Walker  “is  not 
setting  out  just  to  fix  a budget; 
he’s  setting  out  to  break  a union 

Whether  or  not 
Walker’s  secret  intentions 
include  busting  unions, 
that  will  be  the  end  result 
if  this  bill  passes. 

And  if  it  does  pass,  it 
will  be  done  with  all  Republican 
support  and  minimal  or 
no  Democratic  support. 

This  should  not 
come  as  a shock  to  anyone, 
especially  with  the  Republican 
agenda  bolstered  by  the  Tea 
Party  Movement’s  unwanted 
and  irrelevant  presence  at  the 


protests  over  the  weekend. 

The  small  group  of 
misguided  Tea  Party  Movement 
protestors  mixed  in  with  the  union 
protestors  and  chants  of  “kill 
the  bill”  mixed  in  with  chants 
of  “pass  the  bill”  at  the  rallies. 

That  these  Tea  Party 
“activists”  can  “stand  with 
Scott  Walker”  and  protest 
against  workers’  basic  rights  is 
unbelievable  and  absurd. 


If  anything,  the 
people  need  to  “stand  up  to” 
Scott  Walker,  as  many  have 
already  done,  and  demand 
recognition  of  their  rights. 

The  fight  continues  to 
go  on  with  new  developments 
every  day  and  one  can  only 
hope  that  that  bill  gets  killed  and 
renegotiations  begin  quickly  to 
save  the  rights  of  these  public 
employees.

The  protesters  are 
crying  out  how  the  teachers 
will  lose  money  having 
to  pay  for  benefits,  and 
lament  they  are  losing  their 
collective  bargaining  rights. 

They  are  upset  that 
the  new  budget  insists  on 
the  teachers  paying  50%  of 
their  pensions,  and  12%  of 
their  health  insurance.  This 
is  to  be  paid  by  teachers  who 
average  around  $80,000  a 
year.

Governor  Walkers  plan  would 
call  for  collective  bargaining 
on  a base  pay  (special  pay 
issues),  and  on  raises  only 
within  the  rate  of  inflation. 

The  plan  would 
exempt  bargaining  on  fringe 
benefits,  worker  safety,  and 
other  issues  from  collective 
bargaining,  allowing  state  and 
local  governments  to  more 
effectively  control  their  budgets . 

The  unions  have 
reacted  with  their  usual  class  and 
public  spiritedness.  Teachers  in 
Madison  have  staged  a sick- 
out (illegal),  and  brought  the 
kids  with  them  to  the  capital 
(unethical).  The  democratic 
senators  hired  a yellow  school 
bus  to  take  them  into  hiding 
at  a motel  in  Illinois  (illegal). 

The  remaining 

democratic  legislators  got 
incensed  (while  making  sure 
the  cameras  were  on)  after  the

Louis  Vuitton-  Died  Feb.  27,  1892

Sean,  whose  given  name 
was  Sean  Patrick  Duke, 
was  bom  in  Santa  Mon- 
ica, California.  For  23 
years  he  believed  that 
his  biological  father  was 


Desi  Amaz,  Jr.  (whose 
parents  were  the  stars  of 
I Love  Lucy)  and  only 
later  found  out  that  he 
was  given  false  informa- 
tion for  his  entire  early 
life.  But  it  didn’t  mat- 
ter much  because  his 
mother’s  husband,  John 
Astin,  adopted  him  when 
he  was  only  1 year  old 
and  though  they  later 
divorced,  Sean  has  writ- 
ten that  John  Astin  has 
always  been  his  “real” 
father.  Sean’s  first  act- 
ing job  was  when  in 
1981  when  he  starred  in 
a television  movie  titled 
“Please  Don’t  Hit  Me, 


Mom”  opposite  his  real- 
life  mother.  He  got  his 
break  into  film  when  he 
was  14  playing  Mikey  in 
“The  Goonies.”  In  1993 
he  was  spectacular  in  a 
heart-wrenching  football 
film  titled  “Rudy.”  But 
his  biggest  role  came  in 
the  early  2()()0s  when 
he  played  Samwise 
Gamgee  in  the  “Lord  of 
the  Rings”  trilogy,  for 
which  he  won  numerous 
awards.  Since  then  he 
has  appeared  in  comedies 
like  “50  First  Dates” 
and  on  several  televi- 
sion shows,  including 
“24”  and  “Law  & Order.” 


Vuitton  was  bom  in 
Jura,  France  in  1821. 
When  he  was  only  14 
he  walked  249  miles 
from  Jura  to  Paris, 
France.  Along  the  way 


he  took  a series  of  odd 
jobs  to  pay  for  his  trip 
through  the  country, 
one  of  them  being  an 
apprentice  manufacmr- 
er  of  luggage  and  suit- 
cases (Layetier  as  it  was 
called).  Word  spread 
that  Vuitton  was  an 
expert  in  this  field  and 
Napoleon  III  of  France 
hired  him  as  Layetier 
for  his  wife,  the  Em- 
press. Through  his  ex- 
perience with  royalty, 
he  learned  first-hand 
exactly  what  made  a 
good  traveling  case. 
Only  then  did  he  begin 
designing  his  own  lug- 


gage. He  founded  the 
Louis  Vuitton  label  in 
1854  and  opened  shop 
in  Paris.  He  was  the  first 
to  introduce  flat  suitcas- 
es to  ensure  stackability 
(before  then,  suitcases 
were  rounded  on  top  to 
ensure  water  runoff). 
Because  of  its  popular- 
ity, other  companies  be- 
gan copying  Vuitton’s 
style,  and  he  had  to  con- 
stantly change  design  to 
stay  ahead  of  everyone 
else.  When  Louis  died, 
he  left  his  company  to 
his  son  Georges  Vuit- 
ton, who  expanded  the 
company  worldwide.

Book  Review:  Philip  Roth’s  3P*  Novel  Delivers

Battlefield  Earth

“Battlefield  Earth” 
is  an  extremely  lengthy  (1050 
pages  in  my  edition)  science 
fiction  novel  by  L.  Ron  Hubbard, 
famed  inventor  of  Scientology. 

It  is  the  story  of 
Jonnie  Goodboy  Tyler,  who 
becomes  humanity’s  hope 
for  freedom  from  oppression 
imposed  by  the  Psychlo  race, 
who  1000  years  before  the  start 
of  the  novel  conquered  the  Earth 
for  its  resources. 

It  follows  Jonnie’s 
exploits  as  he  becomes  the 
effective  leader  of  the  human 
race. 

The  writing  is  just 
ok.  It  isn’t  beautifully  written, 
but  at  least  1 never  found  myself 
confused  as  to  what  was  going 
on  in  the  story. 

Most  of  the 


characters  aren’t  terribly 
complex  to  say  the  least,  and 
some  characters  are  so  one- 
dimensional as  to  take  away 
from  the  story. 

The  plot  is  also  just 
ok.  There  are  several  holes,  and 
certain  parts  of  the  novel  are 
rather  hard  to  swallow.  It  does 
pick  up  and  get  more  intelligent 
in  the  second  half,  however. 

A bit  of  an  issue 
with  this  novel  is  that  there 
are  times  where  you  feel  like 
ideologies  or  opinions  are  being 
shoved  down  your  throat  by  the 
author,  and  their  existence  has 
no  point  in  the  story. 

It  doesn’t  happen 
too  often,  but  when  it  does  it  is 
a detriment  to  the  story. 

“Battlefield  Earth” 
is  not  a bad  book.  However, 
for  your  hard-earned  time  and 
money,  there  are  many  much 
better  options.

Popular  fiction 

writer  Philip  Roth  released  his 
31“  novel,  “Nemesis”,  just  last 
year. 

Despite  having 

written  31  novels,  Roth  seems 
to  still  have  a supply  of  ideas 
ready  to  be  used. 

“Nemesis”  is  a 
short  novel  that  takes  place  in 
the  sununer  of  1944  in  Newark, 
New  Jersey. 

Bucky  is  a strong- 
willed,  honest,  hard-working 
man  in  peak  physical  condition. 
He  oversees  the  summer 
activities  of  the  young  boys  of 
Newark. 

As  polio  ravages 
the  community  and  those 
surrounding  it,  Bucky  has 
to  deal  with  inner  and  outer 
pressures  that  are  threatening  to 
tear  him  apart. 


As  the  summer  goes 
on,  more  and  more  of  the  boys 
on  Bucky’s  playground  contract 
polio  and  die. 

Throughout  the 
novel,  we  see  the  effects  of  polio 
on  a close-knit  community  and 
on  America. 

However,  the  focus 
of  the  novel  is  on  Bucky  and  his 
inner  turmoil. 

Like  the  other 
novels  in  Roth’s  “Nemeses” 
series,  “Nemesis”  deals  with 
the  fact  that  people  must  deal 
with  circumstances  beyond 
their  control  and  what  they 
do  in  order  to  cope  with  these 
situations. 

This  novel  traces 
Bucky’s  mental  and  physical 
states  throughout  the  summer 
of  1944  and  years  later. 

Roth  does  an 
excellent  job  showing  us  that 
even  hard-working,  honest  men 
can  go  through  inner  turmoil 
and  anguish,  and  that  you  cannot 
escape  the  obstacles  everyone 


ends  up  facing. 

Roth  poses  another 
set  of  questions  in  “Nemesis.” 
When  circumstances  beyond 
our  control  negatively  affect 
our  lives  to  such  an  extent  that 
our  lives  are  changed  forever, 
can  we  ever  be  happy  again? 

Do  circumstances 
shape  us  or  do  we  shape  the 
circumstances  by  how  we  react 
to  them?  Can  we  truly  choose  to 
be  happy? 

Roth  never  answers 
these  questions  outright,  which 
is  one  of  the  aspects  of  this 
novel  that  I enjoyed  the  most. 

As  all  great  artists 
do,  he  lets  the  readers  answer 
these  questions  themselves 
and  come  up  with  their  own 
conclusions. 

“Nemesis”  was 
a great  read  that  kept  me 
entertained,  but  it  also  made  me 
question  the  world  around  me. 

.•  Hopefully  this  year 
will  bring  us  an  even  greater 
novel  from  Philip  Roth.

In  February  of  2006,  we 
lost  one  of  the  great  innovators  of 
modem  music.  James  “J  Dilla/Jay 
Dee”  Yancey,  of  Detroit,  was,  as 
many  a reporter  has  since  put  it, 
your  favorite  hip-hop  producer’s 
favorite  hip-hop  producer. 

His  career  making  beats 
lasted  little  more  than  a decade, 
during  which  time  he  racked  up 
an  impressive  resume  of  credits 
in  both  the  underground  hip-hop 
and  neo-soul  scenes. 

Unfortunately,  his 
time  on  Earth  making  incredible 
records  was  cut  short  in  2006, 
when  shortly  after  his  32nd 
birthday  he  passed  away  from 
complications  due  to  lupus. 
His  album  “Donuts,”  often 
considered  by  fans  and  critics 
alike  to  be  his  magnum  opus,  was 
secretly  recorded  on  his  laptop  in 
bed  between  medical  procedures. 

Released  on  his  actual 
32nd  birthday,  the  album  is 
a collection  of  31  exciting 
instrumentals  which  veer  towards 
the  soul-sampling  side  of  his 
musical  personality,  and  which, 
more  importantly,  are  among  the 
most  vibrant  and  life-affirming 
tracks  he  ever  created. 

After  a short  intro 
the  listener  is  greeted  with  the 
longest  track  on  the  album 


and  perhaps  the  only  one  that 
structurally  resembles  an  actual 
song,  “Workinonit.”  Loud  guitars 
and  scratched  vocal  samples  of 
the  Beastie  Boys  build  a heavy 
and  chaotic  groove.  The  drums 
excitingly  and  naturally  change 
patterns  a number  of  times, 
and  as  the  track  finally  nears 
its  end,  the  listener  has  had 
a definite  auditory  work  out. 

The  rest  of  the  album 
is  comprised  of  a goldmine  of 
60-  to  90-second  beats,  each  of 
which  stays  long  enough  to  make 
an  impression,  but  not  nearly 
long  enough  to  get  old.  Some  are 
incredibly  bizarre,  such  as  the 
Frank  Zappa  sampling-“Mash” 
and  the  off-kilter  centerpiece 
“Lightworks.” 

More  often  than  not, 
however,  the  instrumentals  are 
the  exact  opposite  of  abrasive.  In 
fact,  most  of  this  album  sounds 
exactly  like  (and  technically  is 
made  up  of)  1960’s  and  early 
1970’s  soul.  Of  the  different 
soul  brands,  most  resemble 
the  Motown/Detroit  sound. 

Some  of  the  grooves 
are  mean  and  funky,  such  as 
the  fantastic  horn  breaks  on 
“Gobstopper,”  “Airworks,” 
“Geek  Down,”  and  “Anti- 
American  Graffiti.”  A great  deal 
many  are  also  very  beautiful 
and  soulful.  “Time;  The  Donut 
Of  The  Heart”  floats  by  on  cool 
guitar  and  strings  borrowed 


from  The  Jackson  5,  and  Dionne 
Warwick  meets  Jadakiss  with 
fantastic  results  on  “Stop.” 

After  a pair  of  beats 
tenderly  and  aptly  titled  “Hi” 
and  “Bye”  (which  listeners  may 
recognize  from  laterbeing  used  by 
Ghostface  Killah  and  Common, 
respectively),  the  listener  finds 
one  next-to-last  munchkin, 
titled  “Last  Donut  of  the  Night.” 

Curtis  Mayfield-esque 
string  and  guitar  interplay 
absolutely  tearsattheheartstrings, 
and  the  instant  burst  of  nostalgia 
is  a fitting  way  to  conclude  both 
such  a musical  thrill  ride  and 
an  amazing  talent’s  career.  This 
bubble  of  emotion  gets  popped 
by  the  incredibly  joyous  “Donuts 
(Intro),”  closing  the  album  very 
well  and  bringing  it  full  circle. 

Donuts,  although  its 
origins  are  tragic,  contains  45 
minutes  of  some  of  the  most 
uplifting  and  exciting  music  I 
have  ever  had  the  pleasure  to 
hear.  J Dilla’s  joyfully  creative 
soul  shines  through  on  every 
single  track,  as  I’m  sure  he 
intended.  Rather  than  despairing 
at  the  end  of  his  life,  the  man 
used  his  gifts  to  create  his  own 
gift  to  music  fans  of  all  kinds. 
No  matter  what  your  tastes  are. 
Donuts  is  essential  listening. 

Please,  I insist,  find  it, 
listen  to  it,  enjoy  it,  and  absorb 
it.  As  many  fans  will  attest,  it 
could  change  your  life.

Westfield  State’s 
women’s  basketball  team  ended 
their  amazing  regular  season  last 
Saturday  as  they  easily  defeated 
Fitchburg  State  66-41 . 

It  was  the  Owls  (20-5, 
11-1  MASCAC)  ll*  straight 
win  and  marked  the  tenth  time 
in  school  history  that  the  team 
won  20  games. 

The  Owls  were  led 
by  a very  strong  performance 
from  senior  forward  Ashley 
Finnegan,  who  posted  her  17 
double  double  of  the  season 
with  a game  high  21  points  and 
14  rebounds. 

Finnegan  and  fellow 
senior  Cassy  Jouannet,  who 
finished  with  10  points  and  six 
rebounds,  were  honored  before 
the  game  as  it  was  Senior  Day 
for  the  Owls. 

With  the  victory,  the 
Owls  were  able  to  clinch  first 
place  and  the  number  one  seed 
in  the  MASCAC  tournament. 

The  game  was  never 
really  in  doubt  for  the  Owls 
as  they  led  at  one  point  in  the 
game  by  19  points. 

However,  though 
the  Lady  Owls  won  the  game 
coach  Andrea  Bertini  was  a 
little  concerned  with  the  large 
amount  of  turnovers  her  team 
had.  If  the  Owls  want  to  make 
a deep  run  into  the  NCAA  D-IU 
tournament  they  must  be  able  to 
limit  their  mistakes  and  shoot 
better  from  the  outside  for  the 
whole  game. 

Westfield  only  shot 
four  of  18  from  three-point 
range  and  all  of  four  of  those 
makes  came  in  the  first  half. 

The  Owls  were  able 
to  seal  the  win  thanks  in  large 
part  Finnegan’s  13  second  half 
points,  along  with  Jouannet’s  10 
points.  The  Owls  out-rebounded 
the  Lady  Falcons  by  a large 
margin  of  43-27  and  held  the 
Falcons  to  only  29  percent 
shooting  from  the  field. 

On  Thursday,  February 


24  the  first  seeded  Owls  took  on 
Worcester  State  in  the  semifinals 
of  the  MASCAC  tournament 
(game  played  after  publication) 
and  a win  in  that  game  would 
mean  Westfield  will  host  the 
MASCAC  Championship 
tomorrow,  February  26. 

On  the  men’s  side,  the 
Owls  were  able  to  get  a strong 
performance  from  sophomore 
guard  Lee  Vazquez  as  he  scored 
a game  high  24  points  in  a 75- 
69  win  over  Fitchburg  State  on 
Senior  Day. 

Before  the  game, 
the  Owls  recognized  the  two 
seniors  on  the  team  Jesse  Benoit 
and  Chris  Jurkowski. 

After  a slow  first  half 
for  Benoit,  he  was  able  to  pick 
it  up  and  had  a very  nice  second 
half  and  finished  the  game  with 
12  points  and  10  rebounds. 

The  Owls  finished  the 
regular  season  with  a record  of 
11-14  and  were  able  to  finish  in 
a three-way  tie  for  second  place 
in  the  MASCAC  at  7-5.  Based 
on  tie-breakers  the  Owls  were 
awarded  the  number  four  seed 
in  the  MASCAC  tournament 

Sophomore  big  man 
Matt  Devine  continued  his  great 
year  chipping  in  18  points  in  the 
game. 

The  game  was  close 
throughout  the  first  half  with 
Fitchburg  going  inside  with  6- 
8 big  man  Zach  Valliere  who 
scored  20  points  in  the  game,  13 
of  them  coming  in  the  first  half, 
including  a two  handed  dunk. 

Fitchburg  also 

attempted  a Blake  Griffin  style 
alleyoop  but  failed  to  do  so  as 
Kyle  Berk  was  unable  to  bring 
the  ball  in  and  finish  the  slam. 

In  the  second  half 
fans  were  able  to  witness  some 
great  coaching  antics  as  both 
the  Fitchburg  and  Westfield 
coaching  staffs  screamed  at  the 
officials.  Eventually  Westfield 
State  head  coach  Rich  Sutter 
received  a technical  foul  as  he 
screamed  “give  it  to  me”  at  the 
official. 

Nevertheless,  the  Owls 
were  able  to  recover  and  pull 


away  late  in  the  game  thanks  to 
some  key  free  throws. 

On  Tuesday  night,  the 
Owls  defeated  Framingham 
State  76-57  in  the  first  round  of 
the  MASCAC  tournament. 


Westfield  was  led  by 
27  points  from  Vazquez  and  17 
points  apiece  from  Jurkowski 
and  freshman  Andrew  Morgan. 

Westfield  played  Salem 
State  on  the  road  Thursday 


night  in  the  semifinals  of  the 
MASCAC  tournament  and  a 
win  in  that  game  would  mean 
the  Owls  would  play  tomorrow, 
February  26  for  the  MASCAC 
Championship.

Denver  made  the 
smart  move  by  cutting  their 
losses  with  Carmelo  Anthony 
and  Chauncey  Billups  and  is 
starting  to  rebuild  with  a lot  of 
pieces  to  start  them  off. 

After  a year  or  two  of 


draftin,g  the  Nuggets  will  find 
themselves  right  back  in  the 
playoff  hunt. 

The  New  York  Knicks 
were  the  big  winners  Monday 
night  when  they  acquired  two 
all-stars. 

Although  the  Knicks 
got  rid  of  some  depth,  they 
received  a top-5  talent  in  the 
league  and  a veteran  point 
guard  who  knows  how  to  win 
in  the  playoffs.

The  Knicks  are  in  no 
way  a title  contender  with  this 
roster.  They  are  much  more 
relevant  and  with  a couple 
more  players  could  be  a serious 
contender  in  the  future,  but  at 
this  point  they’re  still  behind 
Boston,  Miami,  Chicago  and 
Orlando  in  the  East. 

Congratulations  to 
Spike  Lee  and  the  rest  of  the 
MSG  crew  - you  got  your  man 
Carmelo.  But  you’ll  still  be  one 
and  done  in  the  playoffs  this 
year. 

Depending  on  what 
happens  with  the  new  CBA 
this  summer  (yes  it’s  not  just 
the  NFL  that’s  in  danger  of  a 
lockout)  New  York  might  not 
have  enough  money  to  sign 
another  big  name  in  the  future, 
aka  Chris  Paul,  Deron  Williams 
or  Dwight  Howard,  with  the 
massive  contracts  of  Anthony 
and  Stoudemire.

In  the  March  4,  2011  story  “WSU  stats  show  low  number 
of  reported  sexual  assaults,”  it  was  reported  that  there  could 
have  been  upwards  of  150  rapes  on  campus  last  year. 

This  figure  was  calculated  using  a published  national  study 
that  estimated  that  3 percent  of  all  college  women  become 
rape  victims  as  undergraduates. 

This  figure  was  then  applied  to  WSU  using  the  figure  of 
5,000  female  students.  In  actuality,  there  are  2,622  female 
undergraduates,  so  the  correct  estimate  would  be  78  rapes. 
The  writer  regrets  the  error.

Westfield  State  University 
recorded  only  two  rapes  for  2009, 
but  the  police  reports  do  not  tell 
the  full  story  of  what  happens  on 
campus  in  regard  to  sexual  assault. 

Susan  LaMontagne,  the 
Dean  of  Student  Affairs , thought  that 
most  rapes  on  campus  go  unreported. 

“It’s  very  common 
knowledge  that  nation-wide  rapes 
are  one  of  the  most  underreported 
crimes,”  LaMontagne  said. 

in  fact,  she  thinks  that  most 
go  unreported,  “Certainly  national 
statistics  would  suggest  that  most 
go  unreported,  “LaMontagne  said. 

According  to  RAINN.org, 

1 in  6 women  and  1 in  33  men  will  be 
sexually  assaulted  in  their  lifetime. 

Because  of  this  statistic, 
the  numbers  from  Westfield 
State  University  seem  to  be 
misleading.  Rape  charges  that  have 
been  recorded  for  the  last  three 
years  have  shown  considerable 
improvement  in  protecting  students 
against  rape  and  sexual  assault. 

From  2007-2009,  rape 
reports  have  gone  down  from  six  to 
two  reports  during  the  year  according 
to  the  Campus  Safety  Chronicle. 

But,  the  city  of  Westfield

has  had  a problem  with  rapes  and 
sexual  assaults  on  its  own.  From 
2007  to  2008,  rapes/sexual  assaults 
per  100,000  people  went  from  27 
to  51.4,  the  highest  it’s  ever  been. 

Not  only  that,  but 
the  percentage  of  crimes 
related  to  rape  has  gone  from 
2%  in  2007  to  3%  in  2008. 

Worst  still,  if  one  looks 
at  the  United  States  average  of 
rapes  that  occur  per  100,000 
people,  the  average  is  30. L This 
means  that  Westfield’s  rate  is  much 
higher  than  the  nation’s  average. 

Unreported  incidents  have 
been  speculated  about  for  decades, 
and  the  numbers  are  quite  surprising. 

In  fact,  “The  Bureau  of 
Justice  Statistics  (BJS)  reports 
that  the  majority  of  rapes  and 
sexual  assaults  perpetrated  against 
women  and  girls  in  the  United 
States  between  1992  and  2000 
were  not  reported  to  the  police. 

“Only  36  percent  of 
rapes,  34  percent  of  attempted 
rapes,  and  26  percent  of  sexual 
assaults  were  reported.” 

Furthermore,  one 

survey  of  college  students,  which 
relied  on  student  self-reports, 
not  crime  reports,  found  that 
about  three  percent  of  all  college 
women  become  victims  of  either 
completed  or  attempted  rape  in  a

given  nine-month  academic  year. 

The  numbers  seem  low, 
but  three  percent  translates  into 
30  such  crimes  for  every  1,000 
women  students.  For  a campus 
with  10,000  female  students, 
the  number  would  reach  300. 

Since  this  is  a campus  of 
about  5,000  students,  if  this  is  true, 
there  would  have  been  1 50  rapes  and/ 
or  sexual  assaults  on  campus  last  year. 

That’s  about  148 
possible  rapes/sexual  assaults 
that  weren’t  reported. 

So,  why  do  rapes  go  unreported? 

“On  college  campuses 
I think  it  is  particularly  difficult 
because  in  most  cases  you’re 
talking  about  acquaintance  rape, 
acquaintance  sexual  assault 
and  there  is  just  a huge  layer  of 
mixed  emotions  that  go  along 
with  that,”  LaMontagne  said. 

The  numbers  on  that  don’t 
lie.lnfact,73%ofrapes/sexual  assault 
victims  know  who  their  attacker  is. 

LaMontagne,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  some  advice. 

“Be  good  friends,  don’t 
leave  your  friends  alone  at  the 
party,  check  in,  make  sure  things 
are  okay,  don’t  take  drinks  that 
haven’t  been  mixed  by  you, 
don’t  drink,”  LaMontagne  said. 

When  it  comes  to 
acquaintance  rape  she  says,  “Have 
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a little  skepticism,  don’t  trust 
everybody.  But  on  the  other  hand 
you  don’t  want  to  develop  a sense 
that  nobody  should  trust  everybody 
on  campus,”  LaMontagne  said. 

Things  are  also  being  done 
to  quell  these  problems,  “We  have  a 
Sexual  Assault  Prevention  Education 
Committee  that  was  formed  this 
year  by  the  Vice  President,  and  has 
students,  faculty  and  staff  on  it. 

“They  are  in  the  process 
of  finishing  up  a master  calendar 
of  educational  and  prevention 
activities  that  we  are  going  to  be 
instituting  ovei  tne  summer  and 
into  the  fall,”  LaMontagne  said. 

She  also  went  on  to 
say  that  this  is  first  time  that 
education  on  this  topic  has  been 
organized  with  students,  faculty 
and  staff  all  working  together. 

For  the  most  part  though, 
students  seem  pretty  safe.  There 
are  a few  students  who  think 
the  university  could  be  doing 
more,  such  as  having  the  campus 
police  conduct  walking  patrols. 

Yet,  eight  out  of  the  ten 
students  surveyed  felt  that  the 
university  isdoingenoughoncampus . 

Not  only  that,  but 
nine  out  of  the  ten  students 
have  never  known  of  a sexual 
assault  incident  that  happened  on 
campus.

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Politics:  Partisanship  in  America

Under  the  “Politics” 
section  of  The  New  York  Times 
online,  one  can  investigate 
recent  congressional  activity 
and  votes  taken  on  recent  bills. 

This  feature  also 
includes  the  roll  call  votes  so 
one  can  see  how  certain  senators 
and  congresspersons  voted  on 
different  legislation.  . 

This  part  of  the  site 
also  includes  a side  bar  with 
a column  called  Top  Senate 
Voting  Against  Party.  The  top 


senator  from  this  category  was 
Tom  Harkin  (D)  from  Iowa. 

Senator  Markin’s 
name  at  the  top  of  the 
list  was  not  the  most 
outstanding  feature,  however. 

The  fact  that  this 
information  even  appears 
on  the  site  is  much  more 
interesting  and  concerning. 

This  column, 

as  insignificant  as  it 
may  be,  demonstrates 
how  partisan  American 
politics  really  has  become. 

How  did  government 
become  so  polarized? 

Democrats  and 

Republicans  oftentimes  vote 
along  party  lines  and  show  not 
only  hesitance  in  coming  to 
compromises  with  the  other 
party,  but  even  outright  disdain. 

Political  Scientist 
Richard  M . Skinner  wrote  in 2008 
that  this  lack  of  bipartisanship 
traces  its  origins  to  the  Reagan 
presidency  during  the  1980s. 

According  to  Skinner, 


‘Reagan  polarized  the  electorate 
more  than  anyofhispredecessors, 
even  Richard  Nixon.” 

Although  Reagan  (and 
Nixon,  too)  was  a Republican 
president,  the  problem  of 
hyper-partisanship  is  not  a 
sole  Republican  responsibility. 

It  may  have  started 
with  Reagan,  but  this  resistance 
to  reach  compromises  with  the 
other  party  continues  today. 

Now,  it  may  threaten 
progress  along  with  the 
very  instrument  of  national 
success  that  the  president, 
every  congressperson  and 

senator,  and  the  judiciary 
swear  to  when  they  take  office. 

That  instrument  of 
success  is  the  U.S.  Constitution 
and  although  its  interpretations 
have  changed  over  time,  the 
basic  ideals  are  still  valid. 

These  senators 

and  congresspersons  are 

public  servants  and  they 

serve  the  American  people.

At  many  popular 
resorts  and  tourist  destinations, 
the  levels  of  safety  standards  are 
far  below  those  in  the  U.S.  from 
low  balcony  railing  heights  to 
lack  of  lifeguards  at  the  pools  to 
non-existent  first  aid  emergency 
plans  and  even  drug  cartel 
violence  and  corrupt  cops. 

With  the  help  of 
vacation  websites  targeted  at 
college-aged  youths,  such  as 
MexicoSpringBreakTours. 
com,  ads  are  promoting  ‘the 
ultimate  spring  break’  in 
Mexico  for  cheap  rates  without 
any  postings  or  warnings 
of  the  potential  dangers. 

According  to  the 
Mexico  Vacation  Awareness 
Organization,  32%  of  all 
“non-natural”  deaths  of 
U.S.  citizens  outside  this 


country  occur  in  Mexico. 

Unfortunately,  the  cost 
of  doing  business  continues  to 
grow  each  year  as  the  Mexican 
tourism  industry  handles  these 
accidents  and  deaths  in  a “more 
discreet”  manner.  Moreover, 
the  U.S.  tour  operators  refuse 
to  acknowledge  the  facts 
and  continue  promoting  the 
area  without  conscience. 

If  you  are  planning  to 
go  on  vacation  to  Mexico,  you 
should  reconsider  it.  Cash  in 
your  plane  tickets  and  cancel 
your  hotel  reservations,  and  go 
to  Florida  instead  or  just  buy 
Red  Sox  opening  day  tickets. 

Mexico  is,  without 
question , a dangerous  place  right 
now  and  there  is  a very  prevalent 
disregard  for  safety,  security, 
and  life  that  exists  in  the  Riviera 
Maya  area,  including  Cancun.

It  is  not  possible 
that  aU  535  of  these  men  and 
women  ignored  their  American 
civics  classes  or  missed  the 
day  in  kindergarten  when  they 
were  instructed  to  be  kind  to 
one  another  and  “talk  it  out.” 

They  aU  know  what 
they  have  to  do. 

These  pubUc  servants 
need  to  “talk  it  out,”  not  “vote 
it  out”  because  voting  on  these 
political  sides  results  in  stunted 
growth  and  no  progress  for  the 
very  people  they  are  serving. 

Upon  his  retirement. 
Senator  Christopher  Dodd 
said  that  “intense  partisan 
polarization  has  raised  the  stakes 
in  every  debate  and  on  every 


vote,  making  it  difficult  to  lose 
with  grace  and  nearly  impossible 
to  compromise  without  cost.”

The  partisanship 
widespread  throughout  this 
country  fuels  the  fire  of 
division,  which  will  eventually 
singe  the  very  foundations 
of  American  government. 

“Working  together”  is 
not  just  a nice  little  phrase;  it 
is  imperative  to  even  low-level 
functioning  of  government. 

Compromise  is  the 
only  option  now  and  the  threat 
of  severe  division  is  just  as 
serious  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  U.S.  Constitution 
does  not  say  “We  the 
Democrats...”  or  “We  the 
Republicans...”  but  rather  “We 


the  people  of  the  United  States.” 

So  while  advocating 

for  policies  and  programs 

and  bills  is  essential  to  the 
legislative  process,  compromise 
is  also  equally  essential.

begins  in  a kitchen,  where 
the  family  is  eating  dinner. 

The  family  then 

gets  ready  to  eat  dessert. 


which  has  mango  in  it. 

The  son,  convincingly 
played  by  Colin  Fuller, 
goes  into  hysterics  at  the 
prospect  of  eating  mango. 

He  hilariously  excuses 
himself  from  the  table,  leaving 
the  family  to  finish  without  him. 

After  the  daughter, 
played  by  Lauren  Folan,  sets 
off  for  “choir  molestation” 
practice,  the  mother,  played 
by  Brittany  Masse,  confides  in 
her  husband  that  she  is  worried 
about  her  mental  health. 

Her  husband, 

portrayed  with  aplomb  by 
Brian  Scannell,  calms  her 
down  with  clich6  sayings  like 


“everything  will  be  alright” 
and  “we  can  overcome  this.” 

The  absurdity 

continues  with  the  mother 
talking  to  voices,  the  son 
building  a seven-story 
building  in  order  to  obtain  a 
bicycle,  and  the  son  talking 
to  the  premier,  hilariously 
portrayed  by  Richard  Varela. 

“WASP”  was 

surreal,  hilarious,  and  sad. 

“Pterodactyls”,  by 
Nicky  Silver,  was  the  next  play 
performed.  This  play  takes  place 
in  Main  Line,  Philadelphia 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

“Pterodactyls”  focused 
on  the  dysfunctional  Duncan 


family:  a workaholic  father,  an 
alcoholic  mother,  a hysterical 
sister,  and  a brother  with  AIDS. 

The  play  begins  with 
Todd  Duncan,  played  by  Brad 
Kem,  a brother  and  son  who 
has  been  missing  from  home  for 
years,  talking  about  dinosaurs. 

His  sister,  Emma 
Duncan,  played  by  Lexi  Wight, 
is  engaged  to  her  love  of  three 
weeks  when  Todd  returns  home. 

Emma,  a hysterical 
hypochondriac  who  constantly 
forgets  things,  doesn’t 
remember  who  she  is. 

Grace  Duncan,  played 
by  Laura  Fusco,  greets  her 
son  home  with  open  arms  and 


an  overflowing  wine  glass. 

Todd  informs  the 
family  that  he  has  AIDS,  which 
turns  the  family  upside  down. 

Emma’s  fiance. 

Tommy  McKorcle,  played  by 
Brian  Scannell,  needs  a job,  so 
he  becomes  the  family  maid. 

The  rest  of  the  play 
focuses  on  the  incest  and 
latent  homosexuality  that 
threatens  to  tear  the  family 
apart  and  eventually  does. 

Both  plays  were 
humorous,  sad,  and  thought 
provoking.  All  of  the  cast  and 
crew  did  a remarkable  job,  and 
I can’t  wait  to  see  what  the  STA 
puts  on  next.

Due  to  this,  I thought 
it  would  be  a good  time  to  look 
at  a show  that  sky  rocketed 
the  career  of  Will  Smith. 

The  show  aired  almost 
150  episodes  from  September 
of  1990  to  May  of  1996. 

It  is  centered  on  a 
teenager  named  Will,  played  by 
Will  Smith,  who  is  sent  from 
his  home  in  Philadelphia  to  live 
with  his  rich  aunt  and  uncle’s 
family  in  Bel  Air,  California. 

From  his  first  day  at 
the  house.  Will  wreaks  havoc. 

He  not  only  wreaks 


havoc  on  his  surroundings, 
but  also  on  his  cousins 
Carlton,  Hilary,  and  Ashley. 

Fortunately,  they 
are  wealthy  and  can  afford 
to  fix  anything  Will  destroys. 

The  episodes  all 
contain  something  humorous, 
but  there  is  also  something  to 
learn.  Every  episode  makes 
me  laugh.  The  character 
development  is  excellent, 
especially  Carlton’s.  As 
expected,  brash  and  street- 
wise Will  shook  up  the 
serious  Banks’  household. 

Will  reminded  the 
Banks  family  that  not  everyone 
lived  in  luxury  and  privilege, 
while  in  return  Phillip  became 
a much-needed  authority  figure 
who  pushed  WiU  to  channel 
his  enthusiasm  into  education 
while  teaching  him  about  things 
like  responsibility  and  honor. 

Over  the  years,  there 
were  changes  to  the  format: 
Will  and  Carlton  eventually 
graduated  from  prep  school 


and  enrolled  in  the  fictional 
University  of  Los  Angeles, 
Vivian,  Will’s  aunt,  gave 
birth  to  a fourth  child,  Ashley 
became  a singer,  and  Will  nearly 
married  his  girlfriend  Lisa. 

The  two-part 

“Fresh  Prince”  series  finale 
showed  everyone  ready  to  go 
their  separate  ways  except 

for  Will,  who  had  not  yet 
finished  college  and  lied  to 
the  family  about  his  situation. 

Unaware  of  what 
was  going  on,  Phillip  put  the 
family  mansion  up  for  sale, 
and  he  eventually  sold  the 
mansion  to  another  family  - 
George  and  Louise  Jefferson. 

Will’s  college  lie 

was  exposed,  but  Phillip 

helped  Will  find  a new  place 
to  live  so  that  he  could  finish 
his  education,  and  everyone 
moved  on  to  new  adventures. 

The  show  proved  that 
not  just  comedy  could  rule. 
Serious  issues  were  alsocovered, 
from  racism  to  teenage  sex. 


Perhaps  the  most 
touching  episode,  and  one 
that  best  showcased  the  early 
talents  of  Will  Smith,  was  the 
episode  in  which  his  estranged 
father  makes  an  appearance. 

Will  quickly  becomes 
excited  by  the  prospect 
of  going  on  the  road  with 


his  father,  despite  doubts 
about  the  prospect  by  Plfil. 

From  the  outset,  it 
almost  becomes  too  clear  how 
the  episode  will  pan  out,  yet  like 
Will  you  hope  in  some  way  that 
his  father  will  step  up  to  the  plate . 

The  final  scene  of  the 
episode  is  breathtaking  and 
heartbreaking,  and  only  pulled 
off  by  Smith’s  superb  acting. 

“Fresh  Prince” 

continues  in  re-runs,  impressing 
audiences  whether  an  episode 
has  been  seen  once  or  a 
thousand  times.

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Shaquille  O’Neal  - Born  March  6,  1972 


Joe  DiMaggio 


Died  March  8,  1999 


Shaquille  Rashaun 
O’Neal  was  bom  in 
Newark,  New  Jersey. 
He  himself  credits  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Club  of 
America  in  his  home- 
town for  keeping  him 
off  the  streets  and  giving 
his  young  self  something 


to  do  and  a safe  place  to 
do  it  in.  He  went  to  high 
school  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas  and  for  the  two 
years  that  he  played  bas- 
ketball there,  he  helped 
the  team  win  the  state 
title.  In  his  1989  season, 
he  got  a record  791  re- 
bounds and  it  remains 
the  Texas  state  record  to 
this  day.  In  college,  Shaq 
played  for  Lx)uisiana 
State  University,  and  was 
a tow-time  All-American 
and  the  NCAA  men’s 
basketball  player  of  the 
year  in  1991,  among 
other  things.  From  ’92 
- ’%  Shaq  played  for  the 
Orlando  Magic.  In  ’93 
he  was  named  Rookie 
of  the  Year  and  was  the 


first  rookie  to  be  voted 
an  All-Star  since  Mi- 
chael Jordan  in  1985. 
From  ’%  - ’04  he  played 
for  the  Los  Angeles  Lak- 
ers, and  insisted  that  he 
was  “not  playing  for  the 
money”  but  for  the  love 
of  the  game.  From  there 
he  went  to  the  Miami 
Heat  for  four  years,  and 
then  played  for  the  Phoe- 
nix Suns  and  Cleveland 
Cavaliers  for  only  one 
season  each.  Now,  as  the 
oldest  player  in  the  NBA, 
Shaq  plays  for  the  Bos- 
ton Celtics.  All  the  while, 
Shaq  has  maintained 
a likeable  and  playful 
attitude  in  the  media, 
appearing  in  commer- 
cials and  even  on  SNL. 


DiMaggio  was  bom  in 
Martinez,  California,  one 
of  five  boys  and  four  girls. 
His  father  had  wanted  all 
of  his  sons  to  grow  up  to 
be  fisherman.  However, 
DiMaggio  had  absolutely 
no  interest  for  it,  saying 
that  fish  “disgusted”  him. 


which  led  his  father  to 
believe  he  was  ignorant 
and  “good  for  nothing.” 
DiMaggio’s  older  brother, 
Vince,  played  semi-pro 
baseball  on  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Seals,  and  Vince 
talked  his  manager  into 
letting  Joe  play  shortstop 
for  a few  games.  Base- 
baU  wasn’t  really  all  that 
important  to  him  until  he 
started  his  hitting  streak. 
He  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing, “Getting  a daily  hit 
became  more  important 
to  me  than  eating,  drink- 
ing or  sleeping.”  In  1934, 
DiMaggio  suffered  an  in- 
jury that  almost  ended  his 
career  before  it  started; 
while  getting  off  of  a trol- 
ley, he  tore  the  ligaments 


in  his  left  knee.  However, 
his  knee  healed  and  in 
1935  he  was  names  the 
league  MVP.  A year 
later  his  made  his  Major 
League  debut  with  the 
New  Yoric  Yankees  and 
was  later  nicknamed  the 
“Yankee  Clipper.”  The 
Yankees  had  not  been  to 
the  World  Series  for  four 
years  but  with  DiMag- 
gio, they  won  the  next 
four  Fall  Classics  and  in 
the  13  years  Joe  was  on 
the  team,  they  Yankees 
won  nine  titles.  After  a 
long  and  rumor-enticed 
married  life  - once  to  an 
actress  and  then  to  Mari- 
lyn Monroe  - DiMaggio 
died  shortly  after  hav- 
ing lung  cancer  surgery.

Book  Review:  Speaker  for  the  Dead

Orson  Scott  Card  is  an 
extremely  well  known  science 
fiction  writer.  Perhaps  his 
strongest  ability  as  a writer  is  his 
gift  for  creating  complex  moral 
dilemmas  for  his  characters  to 
work  his  way  through. 

He  does  this  amazingly 
well  in  “Speaker  for  the  Dead,” 
a more  philosophical  sequel  to 
the  more  militant  (but  equally 
excellent)  “Ender’s  Game.” 

It  should  be  noted  that 
you  will  not  at  all  be  confused 
with  this  book  if  you  have  not 
read  “Ender’s  Game”;  it  works 
equally  well  as  a standalone 
novel. 

Andrew  Wiggin,  3000 
years  after  the  events  of  “Ender ’s 
Game,”  has  been  traveling 
throughout  the  universe  using 


the  effects  of  space  travel  to 
extend  his  life  and  search  for 
a new  home  planet  for  an  alien 
race. 

He  finally  finds 
one,  but  the  planet  is  already 
inhabited  by  a human  colony 
and  another  race. 

The  best  part  of  this 
novel  is  its  tightly  weaved 
plot,  with  no  detail  being 
unimportant. 

Every  interaction 
between  characters  progresses 
the  already  interesting  story. 

The  characters  are  also 
breathtaking.  Each  is  intriguing 
andcomplex,includingasentient 
intelligence  with  millions  of 


levels  of  attention  existing 
inside  a communications 
network,  several  somewhat  tom 
families  filled  with  interesting 
characters,  and  Andrew  Wiggin, 
who  is  a character  study  in 
himself. 

The  content  is  very 
heavy  philosophically  and 
mentally,  and  while  it  may 
have  a good  amount  of  action 
in  it,  a great  amount  of  the  plot 
progression  is  through  dialogue 
(albeit  excellent  dialogue). 

This  book  might  not 
be  to  everyone’s  tastes,  but  it 
is  an  excellent  novel  that  will 
certainly  make  you  think. 

9 out  of  10.

Always  remember 
to  bring  comfortable  shoes 
because  Paris  is  a city  in  which 
you  will  be  walking  a lot. 

Tennis  shoes  are  a sure 
sign  for  locals  to  point  you  out 
as  an  American  tourist.

short-heeled  boots  that  still 
allow  for  walking.  Get  yourself

makeup  on.  In  Paris,  they  are 
very  “au  natural.” 

Hairstyles  tend  to 
be  more  unstructured  and  air- 
dried.  Hair  is  usually 
pulled  back  into  casual  buns 
or  ponytails  rather  than  being 
worn  straight  or  elaborate  like 
in  the  U.S. 

Contrary  to  American 
women,  French  women  are  not 
flashy,  says  cosmetic  creator 
Laura  Mercier.  “They  must  be 
subtle.  The  message  must  not 
be  T’m  spending  hours  on  my 
face  to  look  beautiful.’” 

This  means  that  you 
should  focus  more  on  your 
“inner  beauty”  and  the  beautiful 
sites  of  Paris  instead  of  on  your 
hair  and  makeup. 

Keep  these  tips  in 
mind,  if  you’ll  be  overseas 
in  France  anytime  soon,  and 
you  will  definitely  fit  right  in. 
Except,  of  course,  if  you  don’t 
know  French.

A great  season  ended 
in  disappointment  on  Saturday 
afternoon  as  Westfield  State’s 
women’s  basketball  team  fell  at 
home  to  Bridgewater  47-42  in 
the  MASCAC  Championship 
game. 

Westfield  (21-6)  had 
won  12  straight  games  heading 
into  the  Championship  but 
struggled  to  find  a rhythm 
offensively  against  the  Bears. 

The  Owls  shot  just 
29.8%  from  the  field,  25.8%  in 
first  half,  and  made  only  one  of 
10  three-point  attempts  in  the 
game.  Sixteen  turnovers  on  the 
afternoon  also  hurt  Westfield. 

Senior  captain  Ashley 
Finnegan  had  a double-double 
with  13  points  and  11  rebounds 
while  sophomore  Briana  Kelly 
added  nine  points  and  five 
rebounds. 

But  it  was  Bridgewater 
senior  guard  Brittney  Chappron 
who  stole  the  show,  scoring  a 
game  high  22  points  including 
two  late  three-pointers  and  a 
mid  range  jumper  to  give  the 
Bears  the  lead  for  good. 

Chappron  also  hit  two 


clutch  free  throws  to  seal  the 
win  for  Bridgewater. 

It  was  a low  scoring 
game  from  the  opening  tip  as 
poor  shooting  and  tough  defense 
led  to  a 13-7  Bridgewater  lead 
eight  minutes  into  the  game. 

Westfield  trailed  17-7 
midway  through  the  first  half 
after  having  trouble  against 
Bridgewater’s  tough  man-to- 
man  defense. 

Tough  defense  of  their 
own , better  shooting  and  support 
from  the  loud  home  crowd 
helped  Westfield  get  back  into 
the  game  and  the  Owls  made  it 
a 17-16  game  with  4:50  left  in 
the  first  half. 

Westfield  trailed  24-22 
after  an  ice  cold  first  half  that 
saw  the  two  teams  combine  to 
shoot  30%  from  the  field  and 
commit  16  total  turnovers. 

A three-point  play  by 
senior  captain  Cassy  Jouannet 
after  she  was  fouled  shooting 
a layup  gave  Westfield  a 31- 
30  point  lead  and  a huge 
momentum  boost  five  minutes 
into  the  second  half. 

With  ten  minutes  left 
in  the  half,  sophomore  Angela 
Patterson  sent  the  crowd  into  a 
ft^nzy  with  a three-pointer  that 
gave  the  Owls  a 38-32  lead. 


their  largest  of  the  game. 

Unfortunately  for 
Westfield,  the  team  would  only 
score  four  more  points  in  the 
last  10  minutes  of  the  game  and 
failed  to  make  another  three- 
point  shot.  The  Owls’  half  court 
offense  seemed  out  of  sync 
and  they  struggled  to  find  a 
consistent  rhythm. 

Back  to  back  three- 
pointers  by  Chappron  evened 
the  game  at  38  all  with  7:16  left. 
Chapron  came  up  clutch  again, 
hitting  a two-point  jump  shot  to 


give  Bridgewater  a 40-38  lead 
with  less  than  four  minutes  to 

go- 

Kelly  tied  the  gave  up 
for  the  Owls  with  a layup  with 
two  and  a half  minutes  left  in 
the  game,  breaking  a near  eight 
minute  scoring  drought  for 
Westfield. 

But  a Bridgewater 
three-point  play  on  their  very 
next  possession  after  a layup 
and  foul  gave  the  Bears  a 43- 
40  lead  that  they  would  not 
relinquish. 


Westfield  got  within 
one  after  the  Owls  showed 
patience  in  the  half  court  offense 
and  Jouannet  hit  Finnegan  on  a 
great  pass  through  traffic  for  a 
layup  that  made  the  score  43- 
42. 

Things  almost  turned 
for  the  Owls  when  Janae  Jones 
stole  the  ball  from  Chappron 
from  behind  with  50  seconds 
left  in  the  game,  but  a turnover 
by  Westfield  on  the  ensuing 
possession  gave  the  Bears  the 
ball  back  and  free  throws  sealed 
the  Bridgewater  win. 

A desperation  three- 
pointer  with  four  seconds 
left  did  not  faU  for  the  Owls 
and  the  Bears  left  Woodward 
with  a shocking  MASCAC 
Championship. 

During  halftime  of  the 
game,  it  was  announced  that 
both  Jouannet  and  Finnegan 
were  named  to  the  MASCAC 
women’s  basketball  all- 
conference first-team  while 
Kelly  was  named  a second-team 
selection. 

Head  coach  Andrea 
Bertini  was  named  the 
MASCAC  Turfer  Coach  of  the 
Year  after  leading  the  Owls  to 
the  MASCAC  regular  season 
title.

Celtics  send  Perkins  to  Oklahoma  City  at  trade  deadline

The  2011  NBA  trade 
deadline  saw  several  teams 
partake  in  moves  that  have  the 
potential  to  alter  the  power 
structure  within  the  league  for 
years  to  come. 

But  while  the  New 
York  metro  owned  the  headlines 
of  this  year’s  trade  deadline,  the 
move  that  will  possibly  have 
the  largest  impact  on  the  second 
half  of  the  season  was  that  of 
the  Boston  Celtics,  who  pulled 
off  a stunner  just  hours  prior  to 
the  deadline. 

The  Celtics  traded 
center  Kendrick  Peikins,  the 
blood  and  guts  of  arguably  the 
league’s  toughest  defense,  along 
with  reserve  sparkplug  Nate 
Robinson,  to  the  Oklahoma 
City  Thunder  for  center  Nenad 
Krstic  and  forward  Jeff  Green, 

Many  experts  are 
questioning  the  move  in  every 
aspect;  timing,  necessity, 
intelligence,  etc.  Why  would 
you  blow  up  a championship 


mix  midseason? 

Celtics  head  coach 
Doc  Rivers  was  quoted  earlier 
this  year  as  having  said  that  the 
Celtics  had  never  lost  a playoff 
series  when  AUen.RaJon  Rondo, 
Paul  Pierce,  Kevin  Garnett  and 
Perkins  had  started  every  game. 

Why  pull  the  trigger  on 
a move  like  this  when  no  other 
contenders  made  any  moves  at 
aU? 

There  had  been 
rumblings  about  Perkins 
rejecting  a contract  offer  from 
the  Celtics,  so  perhaps  general 
manager  Danny  Ainge  felt  that, 
rather  than  let  Perkins  walk  in 
free  agency,  they  could  move 
him  and  attempt  to  get  equal 
value  at  the  deadline. 

However,  Perkins 
is  not  to  be  confused  with 
Carmelo  Anthony,  a franchise 
player  who  held  the  Nuggets 
prisoners  in  their  own  home 
for  several  months  as  they  were 
terrified  the  deadline  would 
pass,  leaving  him  to  walk  in 
the  off-season  with  the  Nuggets 
getting  nothing. 

Perkins  is  a blue  collar 


bruiser  whose  value  lies  in 
his  defense  and  rebounding. 
So  common  sense  would  say 
to  let  him  finish  the  season  in 
hopes  the  Celtics  can  win  their 
18*  championship  baimer  and 
persuade  him  to  stay. 

There  are  lots  of 
opinions  coming  out  of  the 
Celtics  locker  room  on  this  one. 
The  big  three  of  Allen,  Garnett 
and  Pierce  were  allegedly 
“livid”  upon  hearing  the  news. 

Doc  Rivers  has  been 
saying  all  the  right  things,  but 
the  consensus  around  the  locker 
room  is  that  it  was  a move  that 
didn’t  need  to  be  made  and  that 
perhaps  now  the  Celtics  biggest 
strength,  chemistry,  has  been 
disturbed. 

In  sports,  however,  the 
best  GMs  are  often  the  ones  who 
make  these  difficult  calls.  When 
it  comes  to  basketball,  Danny 
Ainge  has  more  knowledge  is 
in  ring  finger  then  I have  in  my 
whole  body. 

But  when  1 heard  about 
this  trade,  I must  confess  that  it 
didn’t  make  immediate  sense  to 
me.  The  only  logical  conclusion 


I could  make  was  that  perhaps 
the  Celtics  know  something  that 
we  don’t. 

After  all,  Perkins 
was  severely  injured  in  Game 
6 of  last  year’s  NBA  Finals, 
requiring  off-season  knee 
surgery  which  put  him  on  the 
shelf  for  the  majority  of  the  first 
half  of  this  season.  And  it  has 
just  been  confirmed  that  Perkins 
will  now  miss  2-3  weeks  with 
an  MCL  sprain,  only  furthering 
my  suspicion. 

If  this  is  indeed  the 
case,  than  the  Celtics  have 
pulled  a fast  one  on  OKC, 
trading  a man  who  is  basically 
damaged  goods  for  two  players 
who  can  be  factors  this  year. 

Krstic  is  going  to  have 
a hard  time  filling  Perkins’  shoes 
in  the  middle  defensively,  as  he 
lacks  the  ornery  personality  and 
nasty  physicality  of  the  now  ex- 
Celtics  center. 

However,  Krstic  is  able 
to  stretch  the  floor  offensively 
and  score  a little  with  his  back 
to  the  basket,  so  the  Celtics 
have  actually  upgraded  at  the 
five  offensively. 


Green  will  back  up 
Pierce  at  the  three  but  has  the 
capability  to  play  both  forward 
positions.  Green  also  averaged 
15  points  per  game  this  year 
for  the  Thunder  while  playing 
as  the  third  option  behind  all- 
world forward  Kevin  Diuant 
and  guard  Russell  Westbrook. 

However,  at  the  end 
of  the  day,  one  thought  kept 
popping  up  when  I evaluated 
the  trade.  Did  the  Celtics  not 
finish  with  the  best  record  in  the 
Eastern  conference  during  the 
first  half  of  the  season? 

Yes.  How  many 
games  did  Perkins  play  during 
that  time?  Not  many  (12  to  be 
exact). 

And  with  Perkins 
now  on  the  bench  again  for  the 
Thunder,  perhaps  this  move  will 
be  what  propels  the  Celtics  on 
to  a great  second  half,  enabling 
them  to  get  a top  two  seed  in  the 
playoffs. 

Ainge,  however,  is 
taking  a serious  risk,  for  if  the 
C’s  do  not  emerge  from  the  finals 
with  another  banner,  fingers  will 
all  point  to  this  trade.

Trade  deadline  blockbusters  alter  balance  of  power  in  NBA

Plus  they  got  rid  of 
Nate  Robinson’s  contract  by 
shipping  him  off  as  well  to 
Oklahoma  City.  It  was  exp)ected 
anyway  that  the  Celtics 
weren’t  going  to  offer  Perkins 
the  money  he  would  have 
demanded  after  the  end  of  his 
contract  following  this  season.

Williams  and  Jamario  Moon. 
Oh,  and  they  also  gave  up  their 
first  round  pick  in  the  2011 
NBA  draft. 

Wait,  what?  Yes,  my 
Cavaliers  got  away  with  a 
robbery  just  before  the  deadline 
as  they  have  what  is  expected 
to  be  two  top  ten  picks  in  this 
year’s  draft. 

This  puts  the  Cavaliers 
in  a great  position  to  stack  up 
some  serious  young  talent. 
Cleveland  finally  realized  they

But  when  I first 
heard  the  trade  I was  shocked, 
mostly  because  I couldn’t 
believe  we  had  traded  away  our 
starting  center.

How  many  missed 
layups,  dropped  passes, 
technical  fouls  and  whining 
fits  to  referees  do  I have  to 
witness? 

I hate  to  admit  it,  but 
hearing  everyone  around  me 
talk  about  how  important  Perk 
is  to  the  team  has  definitely 
made  me  overrate  his  abilities. 

The  guy  has  a career 
average  of  6.4  points  and 
6.0  rebounds  and  has  never 
averaged  30  minutes  per  game 
in  his  career.  Here  come  the 
angry  tirades... 

I know  he  is  a great 


defensive  player  and  his  value 
isn’t  based  on  any  measurable 
stats.  Well  maybe  that’s  true, 
but  if  the  Celtics  want  to  have 
any  future  after  this  season  then 
you  have  to  give  Danny  Ainge 
credit  for  the  deal. 

Perk  wanted  big 
money  and  with  the  injury 
concerns  there  was  no  way  the 
Celtics  were  bringing  him  back. 
Getting  Jeff  Green  give  the  C’s 
a good  young  player  who  will 
bring  energy  off  the  bench  and 
become  a starter  in  a year  or 
two. 

With  Rajon  Rondo, 
Green  and  Big  Baby,  the  Celtics 
will  at  least  have  some  sort  of 
viability  after  the  current  Big 
Three  is  retired. 

The  Celtics  were 
having  a great  season  before 
Perk  came  back.  Despite  injury 
concerns  with  the  two  O’Neals 
(who  knows  if  Jermaine  will 
ever  play)  the  Celtics  clearly 
have  enough  confidence  in  their 
interior  players. 

If  Shaq  gives  you  20- 
24  minutes  in  the  playoffs,  the 
combination  of  Nenad  Krstic, 
Jermaine  and  maybe  Rasheed/ 
Troy  Murphy  along  with  KG 
and  Big  Baby  will  be  enough  to 
provide  a solid  front  line. 

Let’s  not  forget,  when 
the  Celtics  won  the  NBA 
Championship  in  2008  Perk 
averaged  18  minutes  per  game 
in  the  five  Finals  games  he 
played  in  (missed  game  five 
with  a shoulder  injury). 

It  was  6-foot-8  James 
Posey  closing  out  games  for 
the  C’s  at  power  forward  with 
Garnett  playing  center. 

Jeff  Green  is  a better 
version  of  Posey.  He’s  younger, 
taller,  a better  offensive  player 
and  gave  L.A.  fits  with  his 
outstanding  defense  in  their 
first  round  playoff  series  last 
season. 

Green  is  going  to  try  to 
give  Boston  something  they’ve 
been  missing  since  2008. 

Two  awful  losses  in 
the  past  month  stick  out  to  me  as 


the  reason  Perk  was  expendable 

- an  88-71  loss  at  Phoenix  on 
January  28  and  a 94-89  loss  at 
Charlotte  on  February  7. 

In  the  Phoenix  loss. 
Perk  got  as  many  technical  fouls 
as  made  field  goals  on  his  way 
to  two  points  and  four  rebounds 
(no  blocks)  in  21  minutes.  He 
came  off  the  bench  and  was 
dominated  by  Marcin  Gortat 
(also  a reserve)  who  tallied  19 
points  and  17  rebounds. 

Yeah,  the  same  Marcin 
Gortat  that  used  to  ride  the  pine 
in  the  Orlando. 

In  the  loss  to  Charlotte, 
Perk  scored  eight  points  and 
added  seven  rebounds  in  35 
minutes  as  a starter.  While 
the  numbers  aren’t  awful,  he 
was  outrebounded  by  Kwame 
Brown  and  Nazr  Mohammed 
a combined  17-7  (not  to 
mention  16  rebounds  for  Gerald 
Wallace). 

Perk  just  wasn’t  getting 

it  done. 

I know  the  guy  just 
came  back  from  a devastating 
knee  injury,  but  if  this  is  his 
last  year  with  the  Celtics 

- assuming  there’s  no  way 
the  C’s  will  overpay  to  resign 
him  - why  would  you  want  an 
injured  stiff  (who’s  currently 
injured)  for  a few  months  over 
an  athletic  combo  forward  who 
will  resurrect  James  Posey? 

Don’t  worry  Celtics 
fans,  Ainge  has  some  more 
moves  up  his  sleeve  and  this 
team  will  be  ready  to  go  come 
playoff  time. 

To  get  away  from 
basketball,  the  NFL  Scouting 
Combine  was  held  in 
Indianapolis  last  weekend.  I 
hope  - haven’t  gotten  to  point 
of  praying  quite  yet  but  that  will 
come  soon  - that  this  will  not 
be  the  last  time  I see  organized 
football  workouts  between  now 
and  next  fall. 

The  CBA  and  looming 
blackout  is  a topic  for  another 
day  (a  day  when  there’s  no 
football  being  played)  so  I’ll 
end  this  column  by  giving  some 


of  my  combine  thoughts. 

Alabama  wide  receiver 
Julio  Jones  looked  amazing  at 
the  combine  on  Sunday.  He’s 
the  number  two  wideout  on  the 
board  behind  AJ.  Green  and 
he’s  moved  his  way  into  early  to 
mid  first  round  consideration. 

Jones  stands  at  a 
towering  6-foot-4  and  sent 
his  stock  soaring  heading  into 
the  draft  with  an  unbelievable 
combine  workout.

It’s  that  time 
of  year  again.  No,  not 
Christmas.  Housing  sign  ups. 

Sure,  it’s  exciting.  It’s 
fun  to  find  out  where  you’re 
going  to  be  next  year.  But  man 
is  it  stressful ! 

First,  you  have  to  worry 
about  whether  or  not  your 
housing  deposit  was  turned  in 
on  time  so  that  you  can  even 
live  on  campus. 

Then  you  have  to  bring  up 
the  awkward  question:  “are  we 
rooming  together  next  year?” 
to  your  roommates  and  friends. 

If  you  are  a freshman 
who  was  thrown  together  with 
a random  roommate  and  this 
question  has  not  come  up  before, 
it  is  the  hardest  thing  to  bring  up.

I would  also  not 
recommend  rooming  with  your 
best  friend.

You  might  discover

There  are  always 
exceptions  to  the  rules  though:

Do  your  research, 
too.  Each  dormitory  on 
campus  has  different 
advantages  and  disadvantages. 
Courtney  Hall  may  always  have 
something  going  on,  but  it  is  also 
very  loud  and  has  a lot  of  charges . 

New  Hall  may  seem 
ideal  with  its  air  conditioning, 
but  remember  that  the  fire  alarms 
there  can  be  temperamental. 

Scanlon  Hall  might 
have  the  biggest  rooms , but  some 


of  the  equipment  and  furniture 
in  the  rooms  is  a bit  older. 

The  other  apartments 
on  campus  are  slightly 
cheaper  and  easier  to  get 
into,  but  they  are  far  away 
from  the  academic  buildings. 

Lammers  Hall  may 
have  a kitchen  on  every  floor, 
but  the  main  conunon  area  is 
not  separate  from  the  lobby  and 
makes  for  a loud  game  of  pool. 

Landsdowne  Place 
may  have  apartments  for  fewer 
people  and  are  easier  to  get,  but 
you  ’ 11  have  to  pay  for  gas  to  drive 
back  and  forth  from  campus. 

Take  a look  around 
some  of  the  buildings  you 
are  considering  and  talk  to 


residents  of  those  halls  about 
the  features  of  that  living 
space  they  like  and  don’t  like. 

Weigh  what  you  are 
willing  to  give  up  in  order  to 
get  the  things  you  really  want. 

Always  have  a 
backup  plan.  If  you  and  your 
friends  don’t  get  into  an 
apartment,  figure  out  how 
you  are  going  to  break  up  into 
doubles  or  triples  and  which 
building  you  want  to  live  in. 
If  you  don’t  get  the  hall  you  want, 
pick  one  for  your  second  choice. 

Of  course,  most 
of  the  time  things  work 
themselves  out.  If  you  paid 
your  deposit  on  time,  you  are 
guaranteed  on-campus  housing. 


Even  if  you  can’t 
find  a roommate,  you  can 
go  into  random  rooming. 
Many  students  have  met  great 
people  through  the  random 
draw,  and  they  roomed  with 
them  for  years  afterwards. 

Also,  Residential  Life 
hosts  roommate  meet  and  greets 
for  people  needing  a roommate. 

When  the  process  is 
over  and  the  residence  hall 
and  roommate(s)  are  all  set,  all 
that’s  left  is  the  waiting  game. 

Be  sure  to  consider 
what  rules  you  all  want  to  have 
(lights  out  at  12,  quiet  study 
hours  on  Sundays,  trash  duties, 
etc.)  as  well  as  what  you  all  want 
to  get  or  find  for  your  rooms. 

I would  strongly 
suggest  not  buying  anything 
until  you  move  into  your 
room  or  during  the  first 
week  of  the  school  year. 
You  don’t  want  to  be  stuck 
with  something  that  doesn’t 
fit.  Amazon  and  Craiglist  are 
great  places  to  find  cheap, 
cool  things  for  your  room. 

Most  of  all, 
remember  to  relax.  College  is 
supposed  to  be  a great  time. 
Don’t  sweat  the  small  stuff. 

Things  might  not 
always  go  your  way,  but 
understand  that  the  university 
and  staff  are  trying  as  hard  as 
possible  for  it  to  work  out  well 
for  you.

A night  of  heartfelt  poetry  at  WSU

A night  with 
Marge  Piercy  is  a night 
lost  between  generations. 

When  Piercy  visited 
campus  last  Thursday,  March  3, 
201 1 , for  a night  of  |X)etry  read- 
ing, her  words  showed  a gap  be- 
tween the  generations  that  filled 
the  audience. 

Piercy,  a writer  of  over 
a dozen  novels  and  books  of  po- 
etry, has  been  writing  and  shar- 
ing her  words  and  creations  for 
longer  than  some  of  her  audi- 
ence members  have  been  alive. 

Her  words  and  imagery 
have  filled  the  ears  and  minds  of 
people  concerning  the  hardships 
and  deteriorated  values  women 
faced  and  a call  for  change. 

As  Piercy  started 
to  read  her  first  poem  of  the 


night,  “To  Be  of  Use,”  in  Scan- 
lon Living  Room  the  audi- 
ence was  quiet  with  all  eyes 
and  attention  focused  ahead. 

By  the  end  of  Piercy ’s 
second  reading,  “What  are  Big 
Girls  Made  of,”  a generation  gap 
starts  to  form  in  the  audience. 

Piercy ’s  poetry  can 
be  understood  or  appreci- 
ated by  anyone,  as  did  her 
audience  members,  or  at 
least  the  elder  generation 
of  audience  members. 

By  the  end  of  the  fourth 
poem,  ”A  Day  in  the  Life,”  a 
clear  gap  in  understanding  and 
interest  had  started  to  show 
between  the  older  and  young- 
er generations  at  the  reading. 

As  the  elders  shared 
understanding  laughs  and 
gave  their  full  attention  to- 
wards the  front  of  the  room, 
the  students  and  younger  gen- 
eration started  to  look  aimless- 


ly around  the  room  with  per- 
plexed and  indifferent  stares. 

It  was  a night  of 
seemingly  inside  jokes  as  stu- 
dents politely  snuck  out  of  the 
room,  or  shared  blank  stares 
at  hardships  and  trials  faced 
which,  could  not  be  fully  un- 
derstood or  appreciated  by  a 
generation  filled  with  Face- 
book,  MTV  and  cell  phones. 

One  of  Westfield’s 
very  own  students  Marissa 
Yourell,  who  was  in  attendance 
for  Piercy ’s  reading,  said,  “It 
was  fuimy,  but  I wasn’t  laughing 
out  loud.  The  older  generation 
was  definitely  laughing  more.” 

Whether  one  was  more 
“in  the  loop”  or  understanding 
of  the  time  and  influence  of 
Piercy ’s  poetry,  all  members 
of  the  audience  were  treated  to 
a night  of  strong,  heartfelt,  and 
engaging  poetry  from  Marge 
Piercy. 


Degree  audit:  a helpful  graduation  tool

to  Westfield  State 
University  Registrar  John 
Ohotnicky,  problems  with 
registration  have  always 
been  an  issue  for  seniors. 

“I  believe  students 
should  be  able  to  change  their 
advisor  to  someone  in  their 
field ,”  Ohotnicky  suggested  and 
added  that  “students  also  have 
to  be  more  flexible  with  time.” 

As  of  Fall  2010,  a 
new  resource  was  created  to 
help  students  stay  on  track. 

“The  new  degree 
audit  system  makes  a world  of 
difference,”  says  Ohotnicky. 

The  tool  is  designed 


to  help  students  understand  the 
requirements  they  need  to  fulfill 
andkeepstrackoftheirprogress. 

The  degree 

evaluation  tool  breaks  down 
students’  schedules  into 
general  requirements,  major 
requirements,  as  well  as 
concentration  requirements 
and  minor  requirements. 

As  the  student 
completes  these  classes  ,they  are 
checked  off  on  the  evaluation. 
For  classes  that  still  need  to 
be  filled,  classes  that  will  fill 
that  requirement  are  listed. 

On  the  “my  Westfield” 
portal,  students  can  go  to 
the  academics  page,  click 
“Degree  Evaluation”  and 


see  what  may  be  missing 
for  graduation  requirements. 

The  goal  is  to  give 
students  a way  to  keep 
track  of  their  schedules  at 
all  times,  not  just  through 
meetings  with  their  advisors. 

Soon-to-be  seniors, 
this  one  is  for  you. 

Don’t  be  in 
the  audience  on  graduation 
day  because  of  mistakes 
that  could  be  avoided. 

Checking  your  degree 
evaluation  and  discussing  any 
missing  requirements  with  an 
advisor  may  be  a little  extra  • 
work,  but  at  least  it  won’t  be 
enough  work  to  fill  an  extra 
semester.

Islatnophobia  is 
exactly  what  this  is.  U.S. 
Representative  Peter  King,  the 
chairman  of  the  House  Homeland 
Security  Committee,  will  hold 
hearings  on  the  “radicalization 
of  Muslim  Americans.” 

According  to 

Representative  King,  “we’re 
talking  about  al  Qaeda.  There’s 
been  self  radicalization  going  on 
within  the  Muslim  community, 
within  a very  small  minority, 
but  it’s  there  and  that’s  where 
the  threat  is  coming  from  at  this 
time.”  Care  to  cite  your  sources, 
Mr.  King? 

Among  the  financial  issues, 
fierce  debate  about  unions,  and 
uncertain  foreign  conflicts  in 
recent  weeks.  Representative 
King  somehow  found  the  time  to 
make  plans  to  conduct  hearings 
about  this  perceived  “threat.” 

Would  the  disclosure 
of  that  information  be  a threat 
to  “national  security”? 

Mr.  King  has  been  no 
friend  to  Muslim  Americans, 
even  declaring  in  2004  in  an 
interview  with  Sean  Hannity 
that  “80-85  percent  of  mosques 


in  this  country  are  controlled 
by  Islamic  fundamentalists.” 
Again,  Mr.  King  failed  to  cite 
his  sources. 

U.S.  Representative 
Keith  Ellison,  the  first  Muslim 
elected  to  the  U.S.  Congress, 
said  he  would  testify  in  the 
King  hearings  to  “be  involved 
in  the  conversation,”  and  to 
“offer  an  alternative  view.” 

Mr.  Ellison,  however, 
does  not  agree  with  the  premise 
of  the  hearings  because  “to 
say  we’re  going  to  investigate 
a religious  minority,  and  a 
particular  one,  I think  is  the 
wrong  course  of  action  to  take.” 

No  doubt,  there 
has  been  outrage  over  these 
hearings,  like  last  Sunday’s 
protests  in  New  York  to 
rally  against  this  hearing. 

But  more  Americans 
should  be  concerned,  just  as 
Sunday’s  protesters  were,  that 
these  congressional  hearings 
would  categorize  all  American 
Muslims  in  the  extreme  group 
that  is  seen  as  the  enemy. 

The  9/11 

terrorists,  who  attacked  the 
U.S.  almost  ten  years  ago, 
were  Muslim  extremists. 

But  not  all 
terrorists  are  Muslim  nor 


are  all  Muslims  terrorists. 

The  second  deadliest 
terrorist  attack  in  the  U.S.  after 
the  9/11  attacks  is  the  1995 
Oklahoma  City  bombings, 
perpetrated  by  an  American 
and  a sympathizer  of  the 
militia  movement  in  the  U.S. 

This  man,  Timothy 
McVeigh,  was  obsessed  with 
Second  Amendment  rights 
and  the  belief  that  American 
government  was  a big  threat 
to  liberty.  Many  Americans 
have  similar  views  and  some 
do  border  on  extremism. 

As  Representative 
Ellison  said,  this  hearing  cannot 
promote  Islamophobia  because 
the  terrorists  will  “stand  up 
and  claim  ...we  told  you, 
America  is  at  war  with  Islam. 

That’s  one  of  their  main 
recruitingarguments  .’’American 
lawmakers  need  to  work  with 
the  Muslim  community  and 
treat  its  members  as  members 
of  any  other  religious  group  or 
organization  in  the  United  States .

Book  review:  Watchmen 


Nick  Hornby’s  “High  Fidelity”  - Love,  Loss,  and  Vinyl

I had  the  pleasure  of 
reading  “Watchmen,”  the 
graphic  novel  written  by  Alan 
Moore  with  the  art  by  Dave 
Gibbons,  this  past  week.  It  is 
by  far  the  best  comic  or  graphic 
novel  I have  ever  read.  Once  I 
picked  it  up,  I had  to  finish  it  as 
soon  as  1 possibly  could. 

The  story  itself  is 
captivating.  In  an  alternate 
history,  the  world  is  on  the 
brink  of  atomic  war  in  which 
superheroes  emerged  and 
were  outlawed.  The  story 
begins  with  a hero  known  as 
Rorschach  investigating  the 
murder  of  another  known  as 
The  Comedian. 

Each  of  the  characters  is 
meant  have  a degree  of  realism 
to  them.  They  are  not  the 
standard  flawless  sujjerheroes 
you  see  in  your  everyday  comic 


books.  This  adds  something  to 
“Watchmen”  that  I’ve  yet  to  find 
anywhere  else  in  the  medium. 
Every  character  has  their  own 
worldview,  which  you  see  in 
their  speech,  actions,  and  in 
some  cases  even  the  artwork. 

Dave  Gibbons  completed 
a masterpiece  with  the  artwork 
in  “Watchmen.”  There  are  so 
many  small  details  and  patterns 
you  will  miss  in  the  first  read 
through  the  book  that  you  will 
want  to  read  it  a second  time. 

The  designs  are  all 
amazing  (and  at  times  creepy), 
and  the  general  shading  of 
some  panels  creates  an  effect 
that  most  of  the  time  you  do  not 
even  realize. 

You  have  probably 
already  heard  great  reviews 
about  this  book,  and  have 
probably  already  heard  people 
telling  you  to  get  and  read  this 
book.

This  makes  Rob  depressed  and 
upset. 

When  he  is  depressed, 
Rob  reorganizes  his  record 
collection.  People  who  collect 
and  listen  to  vinyl  know  that 
this  can  become  tedious  as  your 
collection  grows. 

Rob’s  only  friends  are 
the  two  men  that  work  at  his 
record  store.  They  share  a love 
of  music  and  are  “music  snobs.” 
They  all  try  to  out-do  each  other 
by  making  Top  Five  lists  that 
attempt  to  show  their  musical 
knowledge  and  superior  musical 
taste. 

Despite  all  of  the  music 


mentioned,  the  real  focus  of 
the  novel  is  Rob’s  relationships 
with  his  family,  friends,  women, 
and  himself.  j 

After  his  break-up,  Rob  j 
goes  through  periods  of  rigorous  j 
self-examination,  concluding  j 
that  he  has  to  change  if  he  is  fl 
ever  going  to  get  anywhere  in  y 
life.  ] 

He  realizes  that  he  has  jj 
to  right  the  wrongs  that  he  has  i 
committed  in  his  relationships 
with  others,  in  particular  women 
he  has  dated  and  his  parents. 
These  instances  provide  both 
comic  relief  and  drama.

“The  Real  World”  the 
one  show  that  can  really  say  that 
it  is  the  first  reality  TV  show. 
This  once  great  show  told  the 
lives  of  seven  strangers  as  they 
lived  together.

Rock’s  Vanity  nightclub. 

Now  don’t  get  me 
wrong,  1 love  watching  this 
train  wreck.  In  a way,  it  makes 
me  feel  better  about  myself,  and 
that  is  why  I cannot  wait  for 
Wednesday  as  “The  Real  World; 
Las  Vegas”  premieres  at  10.

Navruz  announces  the 
joyful  awakening  of  nature  after  winter  and  the  beginning  of  the  agricultural  cycle  of  cultivating, 
planting,  and  harvesting.  Navruz  is  celebrated  in  Greater  Iran,  Caucasus,  and  Central  Asia.  It 
is  a public  holiday  in:  Iran,  Tajikistan,  Uzbekistan,  Turkmenistan,  Afghanistan,  Kazakhstan, 
Kashmir  and  Kirgizstan.  Navruz  is  also  celebrated  by  Kurds  in  Iraq  and  Turkey  as  well  as 

by  Parsis  in  India  and  Pakistan.

The  NFL  Combine  is 
widely  considered  the  best 
workout  session  to  evaluate 
talent  leading  up  to  the  NFL 
Draft.  Unlike  years  past, 
this  class  of  draft  hopefuls 
participated  in  big  numbers. 

Usually  a hand  full  of  the 
best  players  in  the  draft  sit  out 
the  combine  and  wait  for  their 
Pro  Day  at  their  school  in  a 
controlled  environment. 

Players  like  Nick 
Fairley  and  Marcell  Dareus 
are  considered  to  be  the  two 
favorites  to  be  the  first  overall 
pick  in  the  draft  and  they  both 
decided  to  showcase  their 
talents  in  front  of  NFL  scouts, 
not  hiding  anything. 

All  of  the  top  quarterbacks 
in  the  draft  also  participated  in 
this  year’s  combine,  including 
Blaine  Gabbert,  Cam  Newton, 
Jake  Locker  and  Ryan  Mallet. 
Due  to  the  involvement  of 
these  athletes,  it  made  for  one 
interesting  combine  held  in 
Indianapolis. 

Stephen  Paea,  a defensive 
tackle  from  Oregon  State, 
wowed  scouts  by  breaking  the 
bench  press  record  with  49  reps 
of  225. 

This  impressive  workout 
Paea  put  together  will  help  him 
to  be  pushed  up  the  draft  board 
dramatically. 

The  40  yard  dash, 
which  I consider  to  be  a 
relatively  overrated  workout, 
had  Demarcus  Van  Dyke,  a 
defensive  back  from  Miami, 
leading  the  group  by  running  a 
4.28. 

Many  teams  seem  to 
use  this  workout  to  judge  the 
skill  level  of  a player  way  too 
much.  We’ve  seen  this  with  the 
Raiders  almost  every  season,  as 
A1  Davis  drafts  as  if  he’s  a 12 
year  old  kid  drafting  a fantasy 
team  on  Madden. 

Austin  Pettis,  an  under 
the  radar  wide  receiver  from 


Boise  State,  ran  an  impressive 
20-yard  shuttle  at  3.88  seconds. 
He  showed  that  along  with  his 
6-foot-3  frame  he  still  has  the 
quickness  to  be  a great  wide 
receiver  at  the  professional 
level. 

Julio  Jones’  shocking 
40  yard  dash  of  4.39  busts  the 
debate  wide  open  on  who  is  the 
best  wide  receiver  in  this  year’s 
draft  class. 

Although  I still  believe 
AJ.  Green  has  a higher  upside 
and  is  better  overall,  Jones’ 
overall  performance  through  all 
workouts  gives  him  a chance  to 
be  the  first  receiver  taken  off  the 
board. 

Many  drills  ran  in  the 
combine  that  go  beyond 
statistical  results  are  the  passing 
and  route  running  workouts 
that  the  quarterbacks,  wide 
receivers,  tight  ends  and  running 
backs  run. 

It  was  clear  that  Cam 
Newton  struggled  with  his 
command  as  he  failed  to  be 
consistent  throwing  to  unknown 
receivers. 

Reports  coming  out  of  the 
combine  say  that  Newton  had 
trouble  in  the  interview  process 
with  some  teams  as  he  became 
very  defensive  and  flustered 
when  asked  about  allegations 
against  him  at  Auburn. 

Maybe  Newton  should 
have  considered  sitting  this 
year’s  combine  out. 

Ryan  Mallet’s  draft  stock 
went  way  down  during  the 
combine  as  he  also  acted  difficult 
when  being  asked  questions 
about  previous  alleged  use  of 
drugs. 

Mallet’s  immature  attitude 
might  just  keep  him  out  of  the 
first  round  of  the  draft. 

Finally  healthy,  Christian 
Ponder  from  Rorida  State 
showcased  his  strong  and 
accurate  arm,  becoming 
one  of  the  most  impressive 
quarterbacks  to  participate  in 
the  201 1 NFL  combine. 

Players  still  have  a couple 
more  opportunities  to  impress 


scouts  through  pro  days  and 
scheduled  interviews.  Some  of 
these  players  will  try  to  forget 


about  their  combine  woes. 

Whether  they  deserve 
it  or  not,  many  players  have 


punched  their  ticket  into  the  first 
round  through  their  impressive 
workouts  at  the  combine.

To  prepare,  we 
attended  four  Saturday  classes 
at  WSU,  where  we  studied 
Italian  government  and  history, 
and  viewed  Italian  movies. 

We  landed  in  Naples 
where  we  toured  historic 
landmarks  and  sampled 

delicious  authentic  pizza.  From 
there,  we  traveled  south  by  train 
and  bus  to  Potenza,  the  site  of 
the  program. 

While  in  Italy,  we 
studied  the  region  of  Basilicata, 
with  its  Greek,  Byzantine,  and 
Arab  influences.  Our  classes, 
held  from  9a.m.  to  lunchtime. 


were  entirely  in  Italian. 

They  were  conducted 
by  professors  from  several 
schools,  including  the 
Universities  of  Naples,  Salerno, 
Rome,  and  Basilicata,  as  well  as 
by  Dr.  Steinberg. 

A translator  helped 
us  to  understand  the  material 
and  participate  in  class,  and 
at  the  end  of  each  session  Dr. 
Steinberg  discussed  the  subjects 
with  us  in  English. 

The  best  part  about  the 
trip  was  the  in-country  travel. 
We  traveled  to  those  areas  in 
Basilicata  influenced  by  the 
multi-cultural  communities. 

We  toured  Matera,  a 


UN  heritage  site,  saw  ancient 
Greek  ruins  at  Metaponto,  and 
explored  mountaintop  villages. 
The  Italian  countryside  is 
breathtaking. 

The  trip  was  a great 
learning  experience  and  we 
made  many  friends  that  we 
still  keep  in  contact  with  on 
Facebook. 

Since  this  is  an 
exchange  program,  a professor 
and  students  from  the  University 
of  Basilicata  will  come  from 
Italy  to  WSU  in  August.

prevention  and  awareness 
program  for  students. 

A lot  of  the  students 
cannot  read  or  write  and 
have  little  resources. 

Most  schools  in  the 

Sheffield,  Jamaica  area  don’t 
have  art  schools  or  programs  so 
this  provides  them  with  a place 
to  go  to  do  arts  and  crafts  and 
make  bracelets. 

Sacco,  sporting 

his  Jamaican-made  Positive 
Vibrations  bracelet,  said  that 
the  school  where  the  program 
had  previously  been  held  had  to 
move  to  a new  location  because 
they  didn’t  have  any  heat  or  hot, 
running  water. 

With  this  new  group 
Sacco  is  trying  to  start,  he  is 
hoping  to  raise  money  and 
awareness  by  doing  community 
activism  to  get  a global 
perspective. 

If  you  can  give 

45  minutes  to  an  hour,  he 
said,  “I’ll  make  it  fun.’’ 

He  wants  this  to 
get  institutionalized  and 

the  ultimate  goal  is  to  make 
it  a J-term  so  the  students 
participating  in  the  on-campus 
group  can  go  to  Jamaica  and  see 
the  program  in  progress. 

Sacco  said,  “This  is 
an  educational  opportunity.” 

It  allows  students  here 
to  see  different  cultures,  ways 
of  life,  educational  systems, 
and  to  get  a world  perspective, 
he  said. 

The  goal  of  the 
program,  Sacco  said,  is  to  create 
concrete,  step-by-step  processes 
of  raising  money  every  year 
so  it  can  be  a self-sustaining 
international  program. 

He  hopes  that  after 
he  leaves,  the  program  will 


continue  and  progress. 

He  wants  to  “raise 
money  so  these  kids  can  keep 
their  artistic  dreams  alive.” 

Besides  the  on-campus 
group  Sacco  is  trying  to  start. 
Positive  Vibrations  for  Peace 
is  an  already  up  and  running 
program  in  Jamaica. 

“They  just  have  fun 
making  them,”  Sacco  said  of  the 
students  making  the  bracelets, 
“they  think  of  it  as  a birthday 
party.” 

He  himself  said  that 
he  has  been  giving  out  the 
bracelets  because  even  if  there 
isn’t  a group  at  Westfield  State 
yet,  he  still  wants  to  raise 
awareness.  The  bracelets  aren’t 
just  bracelets,  he  said. 

In  most  schools 
in  Jamaica,  the  student  to 
teacher  ratio  is  20-1,  where 
at  the  school  where  this 
program  is  held  it  is  8-1. 

This  way,  the  students 
get  a lot  more  one-on-one 
attention  from  their  teachers. 

“The  whole  point 
of  the  program  is  violence 
protection,”  Sacco  said. 

The  teachers  at  the 
Leroy  Steadman  Workshop,  the 
name  of  the  bracelet-making 
art  school,  help  the  students  put 
violence  protection  through  art 
so  they  can  express  themselves. 

Sacco  said  that  at  least 
two  students  every  year  have 
amazing  artistic  skills  that  may 
never  have  been  discovered 
otherwise,  with  the  limited  art 
programs  in  regular  schools. 

Violence  prevention 
and  awareness  is  especially 
important  in  Jamaica  because 
violence  is  a pretty  big  issue 
there,  as  it  has  the  third  highest 
crime  rate  in  the  world. 

Jamaica  gained  their 
independence  in  1962  and  since 


then  has  been  in  constant  debt, 
which  results  in  the  people  of 
the  country  getting  the  lower 
hand  and  usually  getting  bad 
quality  products. 

It’s  an  “island  that’s 
very  corrupt  and  very  violent, 
it’s  always  in  civil  unrest,” 
Sacco  said. 

Because  it  is  an 
evolving  nation,  Sacco,  his 
father,  and  the  teachers  and 
supporters  of  the  Positive 
Vibrations  for  Peace  program 
have  tried  very  hard  to  get  the 
kids  of  Jamaica  on  a good  path. 

An  example  is  David 
Konovitch  who  has  lived  in 
Jamaica  for  over  20  years. 

He  is  a strong 
contributor  to  the  program  with 
his  wife  Jennifer  Malcolm. 

She  is  always  helping 
and  is  very,  very  stem  with  the 
students.  Sounds  harsh,  but 
Sacco  says  the  students  have  a 
lot  of  respect  for  her. 

Shtu-ky,  a nickname  but 
a name  that  Sacco  has  always 
called  him , so  much  so  he  doesn  ’ t 
remember  Sharky’s  real  name, 
is  a contributor  to  the  program 
also  and  teaches  the  students 
different  techniques  like  how 
to  tie  the  knots  on  the  bracelets. 

“His  artwork  is 
amazing,”  Sacco  said. 

Sacco  has  also  been 
to  Jamaica  himself  and  has 
seen  the  school  and  awareness 
program  at  work  and  strongly 
believes  that  everything  they 
are  doing  is  for  a good  cause 
and  really  wants  to  keep  it  up 
and  mnning.

I never  even 
imagined  I would  travel  to 
Europe,  especially  not  on  a free 
ride.  But  it  goes  to  show  that 
being  involved  in  your  school 
and  your  community  can  get 
you  places  in  life  - literally! 

The  plane  ride  to 
Paris  was  a little  more  than  six 
hours,  which  happens  to  be  the 
difference  between  here  and 
there  (though  with  daylight 
savings  time  it  became  a five 
hour  difference  because  they 
don’t  change  their  clocks). 

In  the  Paris  airport, 
our  first  experience  was  getting 
lost  in  the  elevators  - there  was 
no  “up”  or  “down”  that  we’re 
used  to. 

Second  experience: 
exchanging  my  money  from 
dollars  to  Euros.  I exchanged 
$400  and  only  got  241  Euros 
in  return.  The  exchange  rate 
and  even  the  charge  are  both 
a little  ridiculous;  our  dollar  is 
definitely  losing  its  value. 

When  we  arrived  to 
our  hotel  it  was  7:00  in  the 
morning.  Welcome  to  Jet-Lag 
City.  So  Alex  and  I both  took  a 
nap  and  when  we  woke  up  we 
walked  to  a little  cafe  and  got 
freshly  squeezed  orange  juice 
and  a nutella  crepe.  Sounds 
weird,  but  it  was  absolutely 
delicious  - and  filling,  too! 

At  about  3 p.m.  we 
met  up  with  the  rest  of  the 
group.  The  group  of  students 
consisted  of  Alex  and  I and 
about  forty  students  from 
George  Washington  University. 
Enough  said. 

All  together,  we  went 
on  a boat  tour  down  the  Seine 
River,  and  even  though  it  was 
a cloudy  day,  we  both  got  some 
really  great  pictures. 

Almost  every  single 


building  in  Paris  looks  like 
it  has  some  sort  of  historical 
significance,  like  a castle  or  a 
museum.  Their  architecture  is 
completely  different  from  ours. 

One  of  the  most 
interesting  stories  we  heard 
from  the  tour  guide  on  the  boat 
was  about  a Louvre  employee 
who  fell  in  love  with  Mona 
Lisa;  apparently  he  stole  her 
painting  and  hid  it  under  his 
bed  for  three  years. 

That  night  we  had  a 
reception  at  the  apartment  of 
Nancy  and  Richard  Asthalter. 
There,  we  got  to  start  getting 
to  know  the  students  from 
GWU  but  we  also  heard  from  a 
speaker  named  Judith  Baroody. 

When  she  came 
up  to  Alex  and  I and  asked 
us  to  pass  out  her  business 
card  to  everyone,  we  did  so 
automatically  - and  without 
reading  the  card. 

But  once  we  did, 
we  couldn’t  believe  what 
a prestigious  position  she 
held.  Dr.  Judith  Baroody 
(as  indicated  on  her  card)  is 
Minister  Counselor  for  Public 
Affairs  in  the  Embassy  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

She’s  connected  to 
many  famous  people  and  works 
closely  with  Hillary  Clinton, 
who  incidentally  was  arriving 
in  Paris  the  next  morning. 

Mrs.  Baroody’s 

husband  also  talked  to  us;  he 
too  works  in  the  U.S.  Embassy 
as  a Defensive  Analyst. 

Hearing  about  their 
lives  and  learning  about  the 
work  that  they  do  for  our  country 
was  extremely  interesting  and 
we  had  ample  time  to  ask  them 
questions. 

Monday  morning  we 
woke  up  rather  early  and  had 


a continental  breakfast  in  the 
hotel  lobby. 

We  did  this  every 
morning,  and  every  morning 
we  had  the  same  thing:  tea  or 
coffee,  orange  juice,  bread, 
croissants,  apples. 

I’m  not  complaining, 
I love  all  of  those  things!  But 
it  was  rather  humorous  and 
definitely  worth  mentioning, 
because  it  says  a lot  about  the 
French  culture  compared  to  our 
own. 

We  walked  almost 
everywhere  we  went,  which 
was  great  because  there’s  no 
better  way  to  observe  the  streets 
and  scenery  of  Paris  than  to 
walk  right  down  the  middle  of 
them. 

Even  better  was  the 
fact  that  the  Eiffel  Tower  and 
the  Arc  de  Triomphe  were 
within  ten  minutes  walking 
distance  from  our  hotel. 

Publicis,  one  of 
the  world’s  top  advertising 
agencies,  was  our  first  stop. 
The  building  was  amazing,  and 
quite  modem. 

The  French  seem  to 
be  really  big  into  mirrors  and 
tight  spaces,  because  all  the 
hallways  and  elevators  we  went 
in  were  narrow  and  had  mirrors 
stretched  from  floor  to  ceiling. 

They  took  us  to  the 
roof  of  the  building  and  from 
there  we  had  a perfect  view 
of  the  Arc  de  Triomphe  - we 
didn’t  miss  our  chance  to  take 
some  fantastic  pictures. 

After  listening  to 
the  history  of  the  company 
and  some  examples  of  clients 
that  they  serve,  we  made  our 
way  to  the  headquarters  of  the 
International  Herald  Tribune. 

This  visit  was 
extremely  interesting  to  both 


Alex  and  I because  we  were 
able  to  sp)eak  with  the  Senior 
Editor  for  the  newspaper  and 
we  even  got  her  business  card 
on  the  way  out  the  door.  It’s  all 
about  making  contacts  in  high 
places  - remember  that. 

Tuesday  we  sat  in  a 
classroom  at  the  University  of 
Paris  and  listen  to  five  different 
sp)eakers,  one  of  which  really 
caught  my  attention  (see  my 
article  on  page  8). 

That  evening  we 
walked  to  another  apartment 
- the  home  of  Jim  Bitterman. 
Some  of  you  may  recognize 
the  name;  he  was  a CNN 
correspondent  in  Paris  for  many 
years. 

He  played  us  a 
slide  show  about  working  in 
television  and  it  was  interesting 
to  see  how  he  got  into  the  TV 
reporting  business. 

Later  that  night  we 
waited  in  line  and  made  it  to 
the  very  top  of  the  Eiffel  Tower. 
They  don’t  call  it  “the  City  of 
Lights”  for  nothing. 

I can’t  even  explain 
the  view,  but  going  to  the  top 
of  a national  landmark  like 
the  Eiffel  Tower  is  something 
everyone  has  to  do  in  their 
life,  and  I’m  so  honored  and 
privileged  to  say  that  it  was 
spoctacular. 

Wednesday  was 
jammed  packed  with  lectures 
and  by  the  time  they  were 
finished  it  was  almost  dinner 
time. 

After  changing  into 
more  comfortable  shoes,  we 
travelled  by  bus  to  Montmartre, 
which  is  a section  of  Paris  that 
is  up  on  a mountain  overlooking 
the  entire  city. 

At  the  top  of  the 
mountain  was  Sacre-Cceur,  a 


beautiful  church  that  has  a tower 
you  can  climb  and  look  out 
over  all  of  Paris.  Unfortunately, 
pictures  were  not  allowed  to  be 
taken  inside. 

Thursday  we  went 
to  Liberation,  the  French 
newspaper  that  was  founded 
dering  the  French  Revolution 
and  has  been  serving  the  Paris 
community  every  since. 

It  was  extremely 
intriguing  to  compare  how  this 
more  localized  newspaper  ran 
itself  versus  the  International 
Herald  Tribune  that  has  readers 
all  over  the  globe. 

Friday  we  took  the 
train  to  the  outskirts  of  Paris 
to  learn  about  France  24,  the 
news  station  that  broadcasts  in 
French,  English  and  Arabic. 

We  were  able  to  take 
a tour  of  the  building  and 
were  actually  shooed  out  of 
the  newsroom  when  a woman 
walked  in  and  without  hesitation 
- and  without  seemingly  any 
preparation  - went  live  on  the 
air. 

Once  we  got  back  to 
the  heart  of  Paris,  we  marched 
ourselves  straight  over  to  Notre 
Dame  and  then  to  the  Louvre. 

Words  cannot  describe 
either  of  these  amazing 
architectural  masterpieces,  or 
the  remarkable  wonders  that 
have  come  to  rest  inside  them, 
waiting  to  be  seen. 

I am  truly  honored  and 
extremely  grateful  to  have  been 
chosen  by  the  school  for  this 
trip. 

It  was  a one-of-a-kind 
exp)erience  and  I encourage 
everyone  to  do  whatever 
they  can  in  order  to  be  given 
opp>ortimities  like  this  one, 
because  life  is  too  short  to  pass 
them  up.

orange  juice,  and  coffee. 

Then  we  were  on  our 
way  to  an  advertising  company 
Publicis  Groupe.  It  was  reaUy 
cool  to  see  the  advertising 
portion  of  the  media  world. 

After  that  we  went  to 
the  International  HeraldTribune, 
which  is  like  the  global  version 
of  the  New  York  Tunes.  That 
one  was  specificaUy  interesting 
to  me  because  it  touches  on 
exactly  what  I want  to  do. 

I don’t  want  to  be 
an  international  journalist 
because  I couldn’t  handle  the 
traveling,  but  I stiU  made  sure 
to  get  her  business  card.  It’s 
aU  about  making  coimections! 

When  we  were  done 
there  we  had  some  free  time  so 
we  walked  to  the  Eiffel  Tower 
just  to  see  it  up  close. 

Since  I wore  my 
new  flats  there  and  got  aU  cut 
up,  when  we  walked  to  the 
Huebner’s  house  later  that 
night  I wore  my  white  sneakers 
and  got  SO  many  looks. 
C’mon...  haven’t  you  ever 
seen  white  sneakers  before??!! 

Anyway,  we  got  there 
late  since  we  got  lost,  but 
we  were  on  time  to  hear  the 
speaker.  She  is  an  international 
journalist.  That  life  must  be  so 
hard  and  scary,  I couldn’t  do  it! 
After  she  was  done,  we  headed 
out  and  I took  my  first  taxi  ever 
(not  alone)  back  to  the  hotel. 

Tuesday  we  spent 
most  of  the  day  at  the  American 
University  of  Paris.  We  had 
three  seminars  in  a row  - one 
about  social  media,  one 
about  branding  yourself  (aka 
advertising  yourself)  and  the 


last  was  AUP  students  talking 
about  media  from  the  countries 
they  are  from.  They  were  all 
really  interesting!  There  will 
be  articles  about  some  of 
the  seminars  in  this  issue  so 
if  interested,  read  them!

After  the  seminars  we 
had  free  time  so  Samantha  and 
I went  shopping!  We  went  to  a 
tourist  shop  that  had  tons  of  “I 
love  Paris”  stuff  and  I spent  1 10

after  that  to  the  Eiffel  Tower 
again  and  went  beyond  it  to  this 
other  building  which  we  still 
aren’t  sure  what  it  was.

That  night  we  were 
supposed  to  go  to  a reception,  but 
we  went  out  with  the  Brewster’s 
instead  to  Montmarte  and  Sacre 
Coeur  and  it  was  the  best  night 
of  the  whole  week.  Sacre  Coeur 
was  BEAUTIFUL.  I wish 
I could  have  taken  photos. 

After  we  went  in  the 
church  we  got  ice  cream  and 
then  ate  some  dirmer,  which 
is  such  a long  affair  for  the 
French.  We  were  there  for  a 
while,  but  it’s  okay  because  we 
had  a really  fun  night! 

Thursday...  Saint 
Patrick’s  Day!  Nope,  I didn’t 
care. . . it  was  just  another  day  in 
Paris  for  me.  We  had  a couple 
seminars  in  the  morning  and 
broke  off  for  lunch.  At  1 :00  we 
went  to  Liberation,  a French 
newspaper. 

I always  enjoy  the 
newspaper  sessions  because  it’s 
what  I want  to  do  after  I graduate , 
but  like  I said  I’m  not  traveling 
and  as  you  guys  can  see  I don’t 
speak  French  so  this  was  more 
interesting  to  see  an  international 
perspective  of  newspapers. 

After  Liberation,  we 
went  to  Jim  Morris’  house,  a 
94-year-old  retired  photo  editor. 
He  did  not  look  94  at  all!  It 
was  crazy  to  me  that  he  lived 
through  I think  17  presidents.  I 
hope  I can  live  that  long,  jeez! 

Once  his  presentation 
was  over  Samantha  and  I 
decided  we  were  going  to  go 
searching  for  a place  to  eat  on 
Champs  Elysees. 

After  like  20  minutes 
of  looking,  we  settled  for  a 
pizza  joint  (I  know,  pizza  in 
Paris...  lame).  It  was  weird 
though,  they  don’t  slice  it  for 
you!  It  was  good  nonetheless. 

We  went  to  get  dessert 


after  at  the  biggest  Haagen-Dazs 
store  you’ll  ever  see  in  your 
life.  It  was  delicious  of  course. 

On  the  way  back  to 
the  hotel,  we  got  lost.  It  was  a 
learning  experience,  but  I was  in 
dire  need  of  a restroom  so  I used 
a self-cleaning  one  that  was  just 
chillin’  on  the  sidewalk. 

It  was  kind  of  gross, 
but  very  helpful!  We  did  finally 
make  it  back  to  the  hotel  in  one 
piece,  with  the  help  of  some 
really  fuimy  policemen. 

Finally,  Friday.  We 
went  to  France24,  the  24  hour 
news  station  in  France  that 
broadcasts  in  three  languages.  It 
was  awesome  there,  crazy,  but 
awesome !

But  anyway,  that  was 
the  very  last  seminar  of  the  week 
so  after  that  we  went  to  get  food 
at  a Japanese  restaurant  across 
the  street  from  the  hotel.  When 
we  finished  eating  the  two  of 
us  and  the  Brewster  family 
walked  to  Notre  Dame,  went 
inside,  and  then  ventured  out  in 
the  tain  to  walk  to  The  Louvre. 

We  discovered  that 
anyone  under  26  was  free  so 
that  was  good  fOT  us!  I could 
leave  with  20  whole  Euros!  It 
was  cool  to  see  the  Mona  Lisa.  It 
is  smaller  than  I thought  and  the 
museum  put  a HUMONGOUS 
painting  on  the  opposite  wall, 
but  I can  still  say  that  I saw  it! 

It  was  getting  late  so 
we  walked  back  to  the  hotel, 
packed,  and  it  was  time  for  bed 
to  get  up  early  to  catch  the  plane ! 
Paris  was  a truly  tremendous 
experience  and  I am  so  happy 
that  I went.  I would  recommend 
it  to  anyone!  Just  remember... 
learn  some  French,  buy 
uncomfortable,  but  cute  shoes, 
and  no  white  sneakers!

AccordingtoMatthew 
Fraser,  former  Editor-in-Chief 
of  the  Canada  National  Post, 
there  is  “a  lot  of  opportunity 
for  [our]  generation.” 

In  his  seminar  titled 
Online  Media  from  a European 
Perspective,  Fraser  addressed 
America’s  leading  role  in 
current  social  media’s  rocket 
into  popularity  and  how  other 
Western  countries  have  been 
slow  to  follow. 

“France  has  been  one 
of  the  most  resistant  to  new 
social  media,”  he  said. 

According  to  Fraser, 
social  media  websites  like 
WikiLeaks,  Trip  Advisor,  and 
RateMy Professor  don’t  exist 
in  France;  they  were  shut  down 
by  the  Minister  of  Education. 

Fraser  highlighted 
the  key  fact  that  social 
outlets  have  turned  media 
“from  professionalism  to 
amateurism,”  starting  with  the 
commonly  cited  Wikipedia. 

“Wikipedia  is  a 
main  example  of  diffusion  of 
power,”  he  said.  “Literally 
anyone  can  contribute.” 

He  made  a point  of 
taking  of  a consensus  of  who 
in  the  audience  had  used 
Wikipedia  in  the  last  month. 
Almost  every  hand  in  the 
room  went  up  into  the  air. 

When  Fraser  asked 
who  had  used  a credible 
website,  for  example 
Encyclopedia  Britannica, 
every  single  hand  went  back 
down  into  the  laps  of  the 
audience  members. 

Fraser  had  made  his 
point  and  moved  on  in  his 
lecture  to  address  the  extremely 
popular  site  YouTube.  He 
started  by  saying,  “You  can 
now  access  instant  fame 


thanks  to  the  Internet.” 

He  talked  about 
YouTube’s  symphony 

orchestra,  “a  global  endeavor 
devoted  to  sharing  the  love 
of  music  and  celebrating 
humanity’s  vast  creative 
diversity”  according  to  the 
website,  and  how  things  like 
that  “can  not  happen  unless 
you  have  a platform  like 
YouTube.” 

In  the  old  days, 
Fraser  said,  journalists  went  to 
journalism  school  and  would 
abide  by  journalism  codes  and 
ethics. 

“Those  things  are 
shattered,”  Fraser  said.  “They 
don’t  exist  anymore.  Being  a 


columnist  doesn’t  have  the 
prestige  that  it  used  to.  That’s 
a fact. 

“You  can  have  just  as 
much  influence  on  a blog  as 
a columnist  in  the  New  York 
limes  has.” 

Now  we  have  what 
the  media  is  calling  “citizen 
journalism.” 

Fraser  used  the 
example  of  Amanda  Hocking. 
With  no  publisher  she  has 
become  a multi-millionaire  by 
selling  her  novel  as  an  eBook. 

With  the  image  of  a 
Coca-Cola  can  on  the  projector, 
Fraser  informed  the  audience 
that  the  number  one  fan  page 
on  Facebook  was  not  created

users. 

Social  media  is  also 
affecting  government  and 
political  campaigning,  Fraser 
said,  and  he  used  the  example 
of  “Yes  We  Can”  by  Will. 
i.am  that  has  over  twenty-two 
million  views  on  YouTube. 

“With  all  of  this  new 
social  media,”  Fraser  said, 
“17  year  old  teenagers  can 
cause  more  damage  to  the 
government  than  the  Russian 
Army. 

“It’s  a cyber  war  and 
anyone  can  participate,  even 
the  16  year  old  pimply  kid  in 
his  basement.” 

Lately,  social  media 
sites  have  been  used  by  other 
countries  to  create  change 
and  overthrow  monarchies. 
For  example,  cell  phones  and 
Twitter  played  a prominent 
role  in  the  recent  protests  in 
Egypt. 

“The  United  States 
is  the  leader  of  online  social 
media,”  Fraser  said.  “You 
guys  are  the  leaders,  not  the 
followers.”

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One  couple’s  journey  to  success

Ann  and  Don  Morrison, 
a married  couple  living  in  Paris, 
have  quite  an  interesting  career 
path  and  story  as  to  how  they 
ended  up  where  they  are  today. 

Ann,  a Westfield 
woman  herself,  started  off 
her  a career  knowing  she 
wanted  to  be  a journalist.  As  a 
college  newspaper  editor,  she 
went  to  a College  Newspaper 
Editor  Conference,  where 
she  met  her  husband  Don. 

Even  with  pretty  good 
credentials  and  skill  under 
her  belt,  she  still  couldn’t  get 
a job  or  internship  anywhere 
because  she  was  a female. 

She  eventually  got  a 
job  at  Time,  Inc.  after  numerous 
attempts  of  trying  to  get  her 
foot  in  there.  She  started  off 
as  a fact  checker  and  ended 
up  being  executive  editor  and 
worked  there  for  17  years. 

After  Time,  Ann 
worked  at  Fortune  magazine 
in  New  York.  In  her  career 
she  has  also  worked  at  other 
publications  including  the 
New  York  Times,  the  Financial 
Times,  and  Corporate  Board 


Member  magazine. 

Ann  got  a job  in  Hong 
Kong  as  Editor-in-Chief  of 
Asiaweek  magazine,  so  her 
and  her  family  picked  up  and 
moved  to  China.  For  two  years, 
her  and  her  husband  taught  at 
Beijing’s  Tsinghua  University. 

After  being  in  China 
for  seven  years,  they  moved 
to  London  to  be  co-editors 
of  Time  London  Edition. 

“It  has  been  an 
absolutely  great  ride,”  Ann 
said  of  her  journeys  and 
her  career  as  a journalist. 

In  her  talk,  before  her 
husband  stood  up  to  speak, 
she  gave  some  tips  to  being 
a successful  journalist:  pay 
attention  to  detail  and  don’t 
clear  quotes.  She  also  says, 
about  the  changing  media  times 
now,  that  you  have  to  recognize 
the  fact  that  media  is  changing 
and  you  as  a journalist  have  to 
be  willing  to  change  with  it. 

Don  Morrison,  author 
of  The  Death  of  French  Culture, 
spoke  next  and  said  that 
unlike  his  wife  Ann,  he  never 
wanted  to  be  a journalist.  He 
wanted  to  go  into  medicine. 

His  dad  actually  found 
him  a newspaper  job  at  the 
obituary  desk,  which  is  where 


most  journalists  started  off. 

He  must  have  realized 
that  he  had  a knack  for 
journalism  and  was  a summer 
intern  at  Time,  eventually 
got  a steady  job  there,  and 
worked  for  Time  for  37  years. 

“We  were  there 
because  it  was  fun,  it  was 
glamorous.  We  thought 
we  were  doing  something 
socially  useful,”  Don  said. 

Instead  of  talking 
about  his  career  path  - since  it 
pretty  much  mirrors  Ann’s  - he 
talked  more  about  journalism  in 
general.  He  said  that  advertising 
barely  existed  until  the  mid- 19'*' 
century  and  that  press  was  reborn 
when  the  federal  government 
bought  out  the  auto  industry. 

He  continued  to  say 
that  advertising  still  remains 
extremely  important  today 
to  the  newspaper  industry. 

Don  said  that  European 
newspapers  tend  to  have  a move 
discemable  ideological  line 
than  American  newspapers. 

European  journalists 
don’t  have  the  same  idea 
of  objectivity  as  United 
States  journalists  do. 

They  think  of  writing 
articles  more  like  writing  an 
essay.  They  don’t  consider 
themselves  to  be  fact  grubbing, 
but  to  be  intellectuals,  he  said. 

Journalism  schools 
in  Europe  really  didn’t  even 
exist  until  the  1960’s  where 
the  first  journalism  school  in 
he  United  States  was  in  1904. 

Don  said  that  it 
is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  be  a journalist  with 
there  being  30%  less  jobs  in 
newsrooms  today  than  in  2000. 
Blogs,  twitter  feeds,  facebook, 
and  other  types  of  social, 
online  media  have  erupted. 

Ann  and  Don  Morrison 
have  worked  their  way  up  the 
food  chain,  so  to  speak,  and 
are  now  two  very  prominent 
and  important  people  in  the 
journalism  world.

was  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
senate  meeting  on  March  22. 

He  said,  “There’s 
never  been  a better  partnership 
between  the  city  of  Westfield 
and  Westfield  State  University.” 

When  asked  about  the 
bridge  construction  downtown, 
Knapick  said  the  historic 
bridges  must  be  maintained 
according  to  federal  law  and 
the  engineering  of  the  bridge 
reconstructions  has  cause  the 
delay  from  last  summer  to  now. 


After  a 65  million 
dollar  project  over  five  years, 
the  bridge  is  exfiected  to  be 
open  by  the  end  of  this  summer. 

Knapick  also 

said  that  there  have  been 
development  proposals  for 
the  possibility  of  a smdent 
housing  initiative  at  the  former 
Washington  Street  School. 

He  joked  saying 
that  aside  from  the  potholes,

city  in  the  Commonwealth. 

He  said  road 

repairs  are  already  underway 
beginning  sooner  than  usual.

can  purchase  asphalt  from 
whatever  company  they  want, 
pothole  repairs  should  be 
more  satisfactory  in  the  future. 

Knapick  noted  that 
the  safety  of  the  University’s

at  Landsdowne  Place.

The  department  added  three  new  courses  to  its 
major  core  and  eliminated  two  courses  from  the  core.

The  new  courses  are  “Global  Communication,” 
“Human  Communication,”  and  “Introduction  to 
Communication  Technology.”  Two  specific  goals  of  our 
curriculum  revisions  were  increasing  students’  exposure 
to  international  perspectives  and  to  recent  technological 
developments. 

The  department  added  “Multimedia  Journalism”  to 
the  courses  required  in  the  journalism  concentration.

Ticketmaster  & LiveNation:  Outrageous  Fees  for  So-Called  Convenience

On  March  1 1 , tickets 
went  on  sale  to  the  general 
public  for  the  majority  of  the 
dates  of  Flush’s  Summer  Tour 
2011  Leg  1. 

In  order  to  purchase 
tickets  online  for  one  of  these 
shows,  I had  to  have  both  a 
Ticketmaster  account  and  a 
LiveNation  account. 

I signed  up  for  both 
accounts  at  around  12:40  that 
day,  as  the  tickets  were  to  go 
on  sale  at  1:00. 

Once  1:00  came,  I 
quickly  clicked  on  the  show 
date  that  I wanted  tickets  for. 
Ticketmaster  then  re-directed 
me  to  LiveNation,  where  I 
was  informed  that  there  were 
no  tickets  available. 

I had  to  repeat  the 
process  two  more  times  before 
being  able  to  select  tickets. 
LiveNation  then  gives  you  the 
option  of  how  many  tickets 
you  want  to  buy,  the  price,  and 


the  section. 

The  price  varies, 
depending  on  which  section 
you  want  to  sit  in.  Once  you 
choose  the  number  of  tickets, 
the  price,  and  where  you  want 
to  sit,  the  website  brings  you 
to  a waiting  screen. 

Here  you  wait  for  an 
allotted  amount  of  time.  I had 
to  wait  6 or  7 minutes  for  my 
request  to  be  processed. 

The  timer  would  say  I 
had  four  minutes  to  wait,  and 
then  tell  me  I had  six  minutes 
to  wait. 

When  the  loading 
screen  re-directed  me,  my  total 
ticket  cost  was  so  expensive 
that  I decided  to  search  for 
tickets  again. 

I chose  from  a wide 
variety  of  options,  from 
the  cheap  lawn  seats  to  the 
slightly  more  expensive  open- 
air  reserved  seating. 

Each  time  I wanted  to 
change  my  options,  I had  to  go 
through  the  aforementioned 
process  yet  again. 

Once  you  got  to  the 
page  where  you  chose  whether 


or  not  to  actually  purchase 
the  tickets,  a flashing  timer 
appeared  at  the  bottom  of  the 
screen,  informing  you  that  you 
had  less  than  three  minutes  to 
confirm  your  purchase  before 
the  timer  was  up,  forfeiting 
your  tickets  to  someone  else. 

If  this  happened, 
you  would  have  to  search 
for  tickets  yet  again.  Finally, 
after  more  than  30  minutes  of 
dealing  with  pricing  and  wait 
screens,  I purchased  three 
tickets. 

Theticketsthemselves 
cost  $53  a piece.  However,  I 
had  yet  to  look  at  the  Facility 
Charge  and  the  Convenience 
Charge. 

The  Facility  Charge  is 
the  amount  of  money  charged 
by  the  venue,  which  was  $7 
a ticket.  The  Convenience 
Charge  is  the  charge  that  really 
brings  up  the  cost  of  your 
ticket  order,  at  $14  a ticket. 

It  is  always  cheaper 
to  go  to  a box  office,  but  my 
only  option  for  getting  these 
tickets  was  to  go  through 
Ticketmaster  and  LiveNation. 


My  total  ticket  order 
came  to  be  over  $200.  As  a 
Phish  fan,  an  avid  concert 
attendee,  and  a college  student 
on  a fixed  budget,  this  was  a 
ridiculous  amount  to  be  paying 
to  see  a concert. 

The  problem  with 
purchasing  concert  tickets 
online  is  that  many  websites 
are  unreliable,  such  as  EBay, 
Craigslist,  and  StubHub. 

Scalpers  flock  to 
these  sites  and  try  to  sell  real 
or  fake  tickets  at  obscene 
prices  of  over  $100  a ticket, 
depending  on  the  artist. 

If  you  are  going  to 
be  purchasing  tickets  online, 
the  only  option  to  ensure  that 
you  receive  real  tickets  is  to 
go  through  Ticketmaster  and 
LiveNation. 

These  sites  aren’t 
cheap,  and  they  aren’t 
convenient  at  all.  If  you 
really  want  to  attend  a certain 
concert,  you  will  deal  with 
these  sites  and  spend  a lot  of 
time  and  money  on  them,  not 
to  mention  the  stress  that  is 
involved  when  using  them.

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Book  Review: 

“The  Fifth  Head  of  Cerberus” 


Movie  Review: 

Shakespeare  jokes.  Metaphors,  and  Introspection  in  “Rango”

“The  Fifth  Head  of 
Cerberus,”  by  Gene  Wolfe,  is 
both  a novella  and  a collection  of 
novellas  of  the  same  universe. 

Here  I will  review  the 
collection.  The  collection  has 
three  novellas  based  around 
the  area  of  two  planets,  which 
have  been  colonized  and  lost  by 
Earth. 

The  stories  are  loosely 
related,  but  for  the  most  part 
distinct,  and  each  has  their  own 
distinct  style. 

“The  Fifth  Head  of 
Cerberus,”  the  first  of  the  three, 
and  by  far  the  strongest,  is  told 
from  the  point  of  view  of  a man, 
incarcerated  for  most  of  his 
life,  whom  is  looking  back  on 
his  childhood,  explaining  what 
series  of  events  led  him  to  be 
incarcerated  in  the  first  place. 

The  plot  in  this  story 
is  certainly  the  most  interesting, 
and  it  is  also  the  easiest  story  to 
read. 

It  is  difficult  to  not 
give  something  away,  but  it 
has  several  twists  in  it  you  will 
certainly  not  see  coming,  and  is 
enjoyable  to. all. 

The  characters  each 
have  some  interesting  trait  that 
makes  them  interesting  but 
does  not  totally  define  them, 
and  the  setting  is  portrayed  in 
an  excellent  manner  that  really 
takes  you  to  the  world  on  which 
all  of  this  takes  place. 

The  second  story,  ‘“A 
Story,’  by  John  V.  Marsch,” 
provides  a completely  different, 
albeit  enjoyable,  experience  for 
the  reader. 

It  tells  the  story  of 
Sandwalker  on  Sainte  Anne 
(one  of  the  two  planets)  before 
human  contact,  and  how  his 
actions  and  journey  affect  the 
course  of  history  on  the  planet 
forever. 

This  story  is  not  as 
simple  to  read,  using  a more 
indirect  style  than  the  first, 
almost  creating  a tale  that 
sounds  like  a legend.

The  plot  is  somewhat 
hard  to  come  by  but  you  will 
find  it  enjoyable  once  all  the 
pieces  are  put  into  place. 

If  you  read  this  story, 
you  will  either  love  it  or  be 
incredibly  confused  by  it. 

The  last  novella, 
“V.R.T.”  is  set  around  the  time 
of  “The  Fifth  Head  of  Cerberus” 
and  concerns  an  anthropologist 
by  the  name  of  John  Marsch, 
who  has  been  imprisoned  and 
is  now  under  review  for  crimes 
against  the  government. 

It  takes  the  form  of 
pieced  together  interviews  and 
journal  entries,  as  opposed  to 
the  previous  two  styles. 

It  requires  careful 
reading  to  notice  some  of  the 
more  interesting  parts  of  the 
story,  but  if  noticed  make  this  a 
very  interesting  read. 

Overall,  the  collection 
is  a well-styled  book  that 
will  interest  those  who  like 
something  unusual.

Over  Spring  Break, 
I went  to  the  movies  and  saw 
“Rango.” 

From  the  previews 
I had  seen,  it  looked  like  your 
average  computer-animated 
kids  movie  with  an  all-star  cast 
of  voice  actors. 

However,  don’t  let  the 
previews  fool  you,  as  “Rango” 
is  most  certainly  not  a movie 
just  for  kids. 

A combination  of 
Shakespeare  jokes,  discussions 
of  metaphor,  a prostate  exam 
joke , introspection , and  political 
corruption  take  this  movie  to  the 
next  level. 

Directed  by  Gore 
Verbinski  (The  “Pirates  of 
the  Caribbean”  trilogy)  and 
produced  by  Graham  King 


(“The  Aviator”,  “The  Town”), 
“Rango”  is  an  action-packed 
comedic  western  thrill  ride. 

The  movie  features 
an  all-star  vocal  cast,  including 
Johnny  Depp,  Abigail  Breslin, 
Alfred  Molina,  Isla  Fisher,  and 
Ned  Beatty,  among  others. 

Johnny  Depp  stars 
as  the  voice  of  Rango,  the  pet 
chameleon  that  gets  lost  in  the 
dessert  after  his  cage  falls  out  of 
the  back  window  of  his  owner’s 
car. 

He  meets  a wise 
armadillo  who  is  searching  for 
the  Spirit  of  the  West.  A lizard 
named  Beans  (Isla  Fisher)  finds 
him  in  the  desert  and  takes  him 
to  the  aptly  named  desert  town 
of  Dirt. 

The  water  reserves 
in  town  are  dangerously  low, 
which  spells  trouble  for  Rango 
along  with  the  rest  of  the 
animals  that  live  in  Dirt. 


This  is  not  the  case  for 
John,  the  corrupt  mayor  of  the 
town.  We  see  that  John  has  an 
ample  supply  of  drinking  water 
while  the  town  dries  up. 

At  one  point  in  the 
movie,  there  is  a run  for  water, 
reminiscent  of  the  bank  runs 
that  occurred  during  that  stock 
market  crash  before  the  Great 
Depression. 

Later  on  in  the  movie, 
the  water  reserve  is  stolen  from 
the  bank. 

Rango,  now  the  sheriff 
of  Dirt,  goes  out  on  a mission 
with  a rag-tag  posse  to  find  the 
burglars. 

Needless  to  say,  the 
posse  fails  to  recover  the  water. 

1 can’t  say  anything 
else  for  fear  of  spoiling  the 
movie,  but  if  you  are  looking  for 
a mature  animated  movie  that  is 
not  onf  fimny  but  intelligent,  I 
highly  recommend  “Rango.”

The  team  was  ranked 
seventh  in  the  New  England 
Intercollegiate  Softball  Coaches 
Association  Division  III 
Preseason  Poll  and  first  in  the 
MASCAC  Coaches  Preseason 
Poll. 


Returning  from  last 
year’s  squad  are  five  all 
conference  players.  Two  of 
these  players  were  MASAC 
players  of  year  at  their 
positions.

Alicia  Gardner  returns  as  does 
the  MASCAC  pitcher  of  the 
year,  flamethrower  Madeline 
Tomich.

Following  a trip  to 
Florida  during  spring  break  that 
saw  Westfield  State’s  baseball 
team  finish  5-7,  the  Owls 
are  set  to  begin  play  back  in 
Massachusetts  this  week  and 
start  their  MASCAC  schedule 
in  a little  over  a week. 

The  Owls  are  hoping 
to  take  home  another  MASCAC 
title  this  year  coming  off  a season 
that  saw  the  team  finish  30- 1 1 , 
winning  the  MASCAC  regular 
season  championship  and 
earning  an  at-large  berth  in  the 
NCAA  Division  lU  Tournament 
before  falling  to  Wheaton  in  the 
regional  tournament. 

Ranked  third  in  the 
MASCAC  pre-season  coaches 
poll,  Westfield’s  annual  season- 


opening trip  to  Florida  was 
highlighted  by  a double-header 
sweep  of  UMass  Boston  and 
wins  over  Becker  College, 
Rhode  Island  College  and  Roger 
Williams. 

The  Owls  began  the 
trip  by  splitting  a double-header 
with  Becker  on  March  12. 
Westfield  blew  a 2-1  lead  in  the 
first  game  and  lost  by  a score  of 


5-3  but  exploded  offensively  in 
the  second  game  and  won  by  a 
score  of  18-2. 

The  second  game 
featured  a monster  homerun  by 
junior  shortstop  Matt  Kelly  and 
a solid  pitching  performance 
from  senior  Nick  Noblit  in  his 
first  start  of  the  season. 

Westfield  won  both 
games  over  UMass  Boston  on 


March  15  by  5-4  scores.  The 
second  game  of  the  double- 
header  was  highlighted  by  a 
game-tying  two-run  homerun 
by  Andrew  Medeiros  in  the 
seventh  irming  that  sent  the 
game  into  extra  irmings. 

Medeiros  was  the  clear 
hero  of  the  game  after  later 
scoring  the  winning  run  for  the 
Owls  on  a wild  pitch  in  the  ninth 
inning. 

Kelly  has  been  the 
Owls  best  hitter  on  the  young 
season  with  a team  leading  14 
hits  (.333  batting  average)  and 
eight  RBIs. 

Seniew  outfielder  Jeff 
Ackerman  and  sophomore 
outfielder  Alex  Cloutier  are 
tied  ftM*  second  on  the  team 
with  13  hits  apiece.  Cloutier 
leads  the  Owls  with  nine  RBIs. 
Sophomore  Tun  Heintz  has  six 
hits  (.400  batting  average)  and  a 


team  leading  four  steals  in  five 
games  this  season. 

Junior  Aaron  Messier 
has  made  two  starts  for  Westfield 
and  holds  a 1-0  record  and  a 
3.09  ERA  with  a team  leading 
1 1 2 innings  pitched. 

Noblit  is  1 -0  and  leads 
the  Owls  with  13  strikeouts  in 
two  starts  while  junior  Roman 
Mondalto  is  1-0  with  10 
strikeouts  in  two  starts. 

Weather  has  caused 
the  Owls  first  games  back  in 
Massachusetts  to  be  postponed 
and  they  are  scheduled  to  make 
up  their  first  home  game  of  the 
season  against  Amherst  College 
today,  March  25. 

Westfield  will  hope  the 
weather  will  continue  to  improve 
and  is  set  to  play  another  home 
game  next  Wednesday,  March 
30  against  Castleton  State  at 
3:3()  pjn.

Here  are  10  important 
tips  to  consider  while 
managing  your  fantasy  team. 

1.  Team  name 

Let’s  make  this  clear, 
this  is  the  most  important  tip  out 
of  any  I’ll  make  throughout  this 
list.  While  making  your  team 
name,  consider  your  last  name 
or  a funny  inside  joke  with 
other  managers  to  incorporate 
into  the  name. 

Remember,  this  is  the 
face  of  your  team  and  speaks 
about  what  kind  of  damage 
you’ll  do  throughout  the  season. 
Ex:  KoopaTroopa  for  my  teams.

While  you’re  drafting, 
remember  to  not  draft  your 
favorite  players  Just  because 
they  play  for  your  favorite 
team. 

Get  the  guy  who 
will  help  you  win  matchups. 
Avoiding  these  problems  will 
pay  off  come  September  when 
you  are  scrapping  for  wins. 

4.  Set  your  lineup  in  advance 

Everyone  knows  that 
the  only  bad  part  about  Fantasy 
Baseball  is  that  there  are  games 
every  day.  Having  to  check  your 
league  everyday  is  annoying, 
so  avoid  it  by  setting  your 
lineup  one  time  for  the  entire 
upcoming  week.

6.  Stay  on  top  of  the  waiver 
wire 

Remember  to  check

emerge  out  of  nowhere. 

These  types  of  pickups 
will  fill  some  of  the  holes  in 
your  roster  as  you  go  through 
the  season.  Last  season’s  steal 
was  20  year  old  Jason  Heyward 
of  the  Atlanta  Braves.  He 
racked  up  72  runs  batted  in  and 
homered  18  times. 

If  you  get  a guy  like 
this,  you’ll  put  yourself  in  the 
front  seat  to  win  your  league. 

7.  Draft  smart 

When  you’re  drafting 
your  team,  remember  to  go 
with  the  proven  players  who 
produce  every  season  over  a 
potential  star.  A mistake  like 
that  can  make  the  difference 
during  the  course  of  a season. 

8.  Stolen  bases  don’t  hurt 

Drafting  a player  who 
can  rack  up  stolen  bases  is  a 
huge  added  bonus.  The  stolen 
bases  stat  in  fantasy  baseball 
is  clearly  over-weighted  so 
draft  players  who  can  get  that 
added  plus.  Ex:  Jose  Reyes 

9.  Draft  a great  second 
baseman 

With  such  little  depth 
of  standout  players  at  second 
base,  try  to  draft  a star  like 
Chase  Utley  or  Robinson  Cano. 
If  you  wait  till  late  in  the  draft 
to  get  a subpar  guy  you’ll 


lose  out  on  a lot  of  points. 

10.  Act  like  Spring  Training 
never  happened 

Never  ever  look 
at  Spring  Training  stats  as 
foreshadowing  for  how  a 


player’s  seasons  will  pan  out. 
MLB  Spring  Training  never 
gives  us  a clear  indication  of 
how  the  season  will  go  so  don’t 
use  it  as  advice  when  drafting 
your  team.

Congress  has  just 
announced  the  passing  of  the 
“Internet  Inappropriateness”  bill.

Past,  present,  and  future  renovations  for  WSU

Jerry  Hayes  is  the  Vice 
President  of  Administration 
and  Finance  for  Westfield 
State  University  and  knows 
a lot  about  the  past,  present, 
and  future  renovations  that 
have  taken  place  on  campus. 

In  order  to  find  out  a 
little  more  about  the  renovations 
that  have  gone  on  and  will 
continue  to  go  on  for  the 
campus,  this  reporter  sat  down 
with  him  on  Friday,  March 
25  to  ask  him  about  the  nuts 
and  bolts  of  determining  who 
decides  what  when  it  comes  to 
renovating  this  university  and 
what  the  big  plans  are. 

Q:  What  is  upcoming  in  terms 
of  renovations? 

A:  Well  the  major  projects 
that  are  underway  on  campus 
are  first  the  expansion  of 
Tim  and  Jeanne’s  [Dining 
Commons]  and  that  is  a 
$4  million  project  that  will 
expand  the  seating  capacity. 
The  work  will  begin  around  the 
first  of  May  and  we  expect  it 
will  be  complete  by  the  time  the 
students  come  back  in  the  fall. 

Q:  How  much  will  it  expand? 

A:  It’s  about  200  to  300 
additional  seats,  so  it’s  a 
substantial  addition. 

Q:  Are  there  any  other  plans  for 
renovations? 

A:  The  next  project  is  the 
construction  of  the  new  residence 
hall  on  campus,  and  that 
would  have  roughly  400  beds. 
It  would  cost  around  $50  to  $60 
million. 

We  hope  that  that  wi  11  be 
in  construction  in  a year  and  that 
it  will  be  open  in  the  fall  of  20 1 3. 

The  site  that  is  under 
consideration  is  the  site  over 


between  Ely  and  Lammers. 

The  third  project  is 
a new  academic  building  that 
would  be  between  Wilson  Hall 
and  the  commuter  parking  lot. 

The  budget  for  that 
is  $33  million  and  it  probably 
won’t  get  into  construction  for 
another  two  years  and  it  will 
take  roughly  1 8 months  to  build. 
Beyond  that  we’re  going  to 
be  launching  this  summer 
an  increase  in  our  deferred 
maintenance  program. 

We  need  to  take  a look 
at  the  condition  of  all  of  our 
buildings  on  campus  as  well  as 
the  grounds  and  we’re  going 
through  the  process  of  setting 
priorities  among  competing 
needs  and  determining  what 
projects  should  be  financed. 

Q:  Is  the  new  academic  building 
going  to  hold  a specific  major? 
A:  The  current  plan  is  that 
that  building  will  house  the 
Computer  Science,  Math,  and 
Business  departments. 

Q:  Who  usually  makes  the 
decisions  with  making  new 
renovations? 

A:Well,theultimatedecisionsare 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

But  it’s  a participatory 
process  and  we  get  input  from 
all  of  the  different  segments 
of  the  campus  community  and 
then  we  try  to  compare  all  the 
competing  needs  and  prioritize 
them  with  the  resources  until 
they’re  exhausted. 

Q:  Would  any  of  these 
renovations  disrupt  student 
activity  on  campus? 

A:  The  expansion  of  Tim 
and  Jeanne’s  is  going  to 
occur  during  the  summer. 
A new  residence  hall 
will  p obably  require  the 
relocation  of  the  parking  lot. 
So  we’re  looking  at  other 
places  on  campus  for 
that  parking  lot  to  go  to.

for  WSU. 

On  the  new  academic 
building,  which  is  a couple  of 
years  down  the  road,  there  might 
be  a loss  of  some,  parking  in  the 
commuter  parking  lot  while  it’s 
under  construction. 

Q:  Since  there  is  going  to  be  a 
new  residential  building,  is  that 
a result  of  more  students  being 
accepted  than  there  used  to  be? 
A:  No,  not  really.  Our 

enrollment  is  about  4,500  and 
the  intent  is  to  keep  it  at  4,500. 
It’s  intended  to  address  the 
unmet  demand  for  student 
housing  that  exists  now. 
We  currently  have  a situation 
where  we’ve  got  about 
150  triples  on  campus. 

If  you  have  1 50  triples 
that  really  compromises  the 
lifestyle  of  450  people  because 
of  three  people  that  lives  in 
those  rooms  is  inconvenienced. 
Beyond  that,  we  have  more 
demand  for  dormitory  space 
then  we’re  able  to  satisfy,  so, 
some  students  are  forced  to 
commute  when  they’d  rather 
live  on  campus. 

Q:  What  will  be  done  about 
Lansdowne  Street? 

A:  We  got  a lease,  a ten-year 
lease  and  the  ten-year  term 
begins  in  August.

There  is  a group  of 
people  at  Westfield  State  that 
are  here  to  protect  us.  In  the 
Residential  Halls,  the  people 
who  help  the  RAs  handle 
situations  that  get  out  of  control 
are  the  ISOs. 

An  ISO  is  an 
Institutional  Security  Officer. 
They  are  present  in  the  dorms 
to  keep  the  residents  safe  from 
outside  harm  and  to  keep  them 
from  harming  themselves. 

Dan  Provost  is  one 
ISO  whom  this  reporter  sat  down 
with  to  discuss  what  an  ISO  does . 
His  goal  is  to  show  students  that 
he  is  not  just  here  to  get  them  in 
trouble,  but  to  keep  them  safe. 

Q.  How  did  you  become  an  ISO? 
A.  I went  online  to  fill  out 
the  application,  and  I was 
selected  for  an  interview. 

Q . When  did  you  become  in  ISO? 
A.  August  20'*'  of  2009. 

Q.  Who  did  you  learn  the 
most  about  the  position 
from  while  training? 
A.  There  wasn’t  anything 
just  from  one  person,  it  was 
a combination.  I had  hands 
on  training  with  about  four 
other  guys  and  the  training 
was  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

Q.  What  are  some  of 
your  day  to  day  duties? 
A.  We  do  rounds  of  the  building 
making  sure  doors  that  need  to 
be  locked  are  locked,  making 
sure  the  halls  are  quiet  during 
quiet  hours.  We  also  look  for 
maintenance  issues,  like  lights 
that  are  out  and  stuff  like  that. 
We  check  in  with  the  RAs. 
Our  basic  duty  is  to  observe 
and  report  to  public  safety. 

Q.  What  is  your  favorite 
thing  about  the  job? 
A.  I love  working  with,  and 
interacting  with,  the  kids. 


Q.  Do  you  ever  get  nervous 
when  you  knock  on  a door? 
A.  No,  1 am  6 ft.  2 inches, 
and  270  pounds,  nothing 
makes  me  nervous. 

Q.  What  are  some  of  the  most 
common  things  you  see? 
A.  On  the  weekends  it’s 
alcohol,  and  during  the 
week  it  is  just  people  being 
noisy  past  quiet  hours. 

Q.  You  work  very  closely 
with  the  RAs,  what  is 
that  relationship  like? 
A.  I think  I have  a great 
relationship  with  all  the  RAs.  I 
have  a lot  of  fun  talking  to  them. 
I have  interesting  conversations 
with  them.  To  be  where  I 
am  in  life,  it’s  fun  to  hear 
what  their  out  look  on  life  is. 

Q.  Do  you  think  more  colleges 
should  make  use  of  ISOs? 
A.  Yes,  the  police  officers  have 
so  much  to  deal  with  all  day, 
and  the  ISOs  are  a great  extra 
set  of  eyes  for  the  campus 
police,  and  I think  that  ISOs  are 
an  important  part  of  residential 
life  on  college  campuses. 

Q.  Do  you  think  WSU 
needs  more  ISOs? 
A.  Yes,  especially  in  the  future. 
Some  ISOs  might  be  leaving, 
and  we  will  need  someone 
at  Landsdowne,  and  we  will 
need  someone  for  the  new 
Res  Hall  that  is  supposed  to 
go  up  in  the  next  few  years.

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President  Obama’s  address  on  Libya

The  United  States  is 
not  the  world  police  and  the 
mission  to  Libya  does  not  need 
to  be  financially  or  militarily 
supported  by  the  U.S.  any 
longer. 

That  is  precisely  why 
President  Obama  announced 
on  Monday  night  that  U.S. 
involvement  in  the  Libyan 
crisis  is  changing  and  that  it 
will  be  limited  to  a “supporting 
role”  within  the  mission  of  the 
broader  coalition  dedicated  to 
dealing  with  this  conflict. 

That  coalition, 

consisting  of  European  nations 
like  France,  the  UK,  and  Spain, 
and  some  Arab  countries,  has 
received  international  support 
and  shares  the  same  goal  of 
protecting  the  human  rights  of 
the  Libyan  people. 

Obama  emphasized  in 
his  speech  that  NATO  will  soon 
take  on  a more  leading  role  in  the 
coalition  to  ensure  that  the  cost 
to  American  military  personnel 
and  taxpayers  is  limited. 

The  President  argued 
that  the  U.S.  accomplished  the 
goal  it  set  out  to  achieve  in  our 
intervention  in  Libya,  that  this 
mission  was  carried  out  swiftly, 
and  that  it  stopped  dictator 
Qadaffi’s  forces  from  the 
violating  the  safety  and  rights 
of  the  Libyan  people. 

Obama  explained 
that  “it  was  not  in  our  national 
interest”  to  let  the  Libyan 
city  of  Benghazi  “suffer  a 
massacre”  and  so  to  do  the 
right  thing  and  to  protect  the 
liberty  and  rights  of  these 
people,  the  U.S.  intervened. 

Taking  responsibility, 
Obama  claimed  that  “after 
consulting  the  bipartisan 
leadership  of  Congress,  I 
authorized  military  action  to 
stop  the  killing  and  enforce  U.N. 
Security  Council  Resolution 


1973.” 

According  to  Obama, 
the  U.S.  worked  with  the 
coalition  to  support  this  U.N. 
Resolution  and  responded  to  “a 
plea  for  help  from  the  Libyan 
people  themselves”  who  could 
have  been  subjected  to  horrific 
violence  from  their  dictator’s 
armed  forces.  Shortly  after 
President  Obama  finished  his 
speech,  he  received  criticism 
from  some  congressmen. 

Republican  senators 
John  McCain  and  Lindsey 
Graham  asserted  that  removing 
Qadaffi’s  regime  is  the  goal 
of  the  U.S.  and  that  instead  of 
transition  to  NATO,  the  U.S. 
should  make  efforts  to  change 
the  regime  through  military 
force. 

Obama  did  say  that 
an  overthrow  of  Qadaffi  would 
be  better  for  the  Libyan  people 
and  that  he  would  pursue  it  in 
non-military  ways  to  avoid  the 
killing  of  civilians  and  to  avoid 
putting  American  soldiers  at 
great  risk. 

As  Obama  explained, 
“we  went  down  that  road  in 
Iraq.” 

Another  critic.  Speaker 
of  the  House  John  Boehner, 
had  his  spokesman  argue  that 
“Americans  still  have  no  answer 


to  the  fundamental  question: 
What  does  success  in  Libya 
look  like?” 

One  might  be  tempted 
to  ask  Boehner,  supporter  of 
Bush’s  Iraq  War,  what  does 
success  in  Iraq  look  like? 

Considering  that  the 
Iraq  War  is  eight  years  old  and 
the  U.S.  is  still  stuck  in  that 
situation,  this  is  a fair  question. 
Success  in  Libya  will  look  like 
whatever  the  Libyan  people 
want  it  to  look  like. 

That  is  not  the  role 
of  the  U.S.  and  Obama  was 
correct  in  joining  the  coalition 
to  avoid  a massacre  of  Libyan 
citizens  and  then  handing  over 
the  mission  to  NATO  forces. 

The  correct  role  of  the 
United  States  is  to  provide  aid 
and  assistance  to  the  Libyan 
people,  which  is  exactly  what 
will  happen  after  the  transition 
to  NATO  occurs. 

Obama  may  have  made 
this  speech  for  political  reasons, 
but  he  could  also  have  learned 
from  the  Rwandan  genocide 
in  the  1990s  and  the  Darfur 
genocide  in  the  last  decade. 

Perhaps  that  was  why 
President  Obama  “refused  to 
wait  for  the  images  of  slaughter 
and  mass  graves  before  taking 
action.” 
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Hi!

During  his  junior  year, 
he  started  to  stand  out 
among  his  classmates, 
largely  because  his  ap- 
jjearance,  which  con- 
sequently turned  him 
into  a “sex  symbol.”  In 
1956  he  made  his  first 
recordings  in  Nashville. 
Crowds  and  audiences 
would  melt  whenever 


he’d  walk  on  stage  or 
appear  on  TV,  and  that 
was  even  before  he  be- 
gan acting  in  movies 
like  “Love  Me  Tender.” 
Elvis  was  mmored  to 
have  passed  away  from 
a dmg  overdose  on  Au- 
gust 16,  1977  but  we 
all  know  that  that  sim- 
ply isn’t  tme.

Goodbye  MP3 : Vinyl  LPs  are  back

As  many  people  know, 
the  music  business  has  been 
struggling,  especially  with  a 
fall  in  CD  sales  and  the  rise 
of  the  MP3  file.  Who  needs  to 
buy  a full  CD  when  you  can 
just  download  the  single  off  of 
iTunes?  The  recording  industry 
has  come  up  with  an  answer: 
Vinyl  LPs  are  going  to  be  widely 
manufactured  once  again. 

CDs  are  no  longer 
being  made  and  MP3s  are  in  the 
process  of  being  taken  off  the 
Internet. 

Now,  if  you  want  to 
buy  music,  you  will  have  to 
buy  a vinyl  record:  a 33-rpm  or 
a 45-rpm.

album,  and  therefore  they  will

hear  all  of  the  tracks  in  their 
proper  order  instead  of  just 
getting  an  MP3  of  the  single. 
As  for  those  who  just  want 
the  single,  45s  will  also  be 
available. 


The  concept  album 
and  the  rock  opera  can  make  a 
comeback  now  that  the  art  of 
the  album  has  been  restored. 
Listeners  will  be  able  to  hear  a 
band’s  album  as  it  was  originally 
conceived  and  intended  to  be 
listened  to. 

This  is  also  good  news 
for  those  who  work  in  design 
and  media  arts  as  these  albums 
will  need  album  artwork  for 
their  covers.  Companies  that 
are  now  obsolete  can  now 
come  back  with  a vengeance 
by  creating  interesting  record 
covers. 

Due  to  the  ready 
availability  of  new  vinyl 
pressings,  prices  will  drop  from 
the  $30  or  $40  price  for  newly 
pressed  vinyl  records  back  to 
$10  or  $20,  which  is  about  what 
a CD  would  cost.  So,  get  rid  of 
your  CDs  and  MP3s,  because 
the  LP  is  back!

Bob  Dylan’s  “Friday”  a pop  hit

More  controversy 
has  emerged  this  week 
surrounding  Rebecca  Black’s 
viral  music  video  “Friday.”  The 
audiophiles  working  at  the  Bob 
Dylan  Musicology  Institute  have 
uncovered  a decades-old  vinyl 
featuring  the  song  as  originally 
recorded  by  Bob  Dylan. 

“‘Friday’  was  featured 
on  the  B-side  of  an  obscure 
limited  release  in  Dylan’s  early 
days,”  said  Robert  Zimmerman, 
president  of  the  institution.  “We 
were  all  kinds  of  shocked  when 
we  heard  Ms.  Black  portraying 
the  song  as  a pop  anthem. 

It  is  good  that 
today’s  kids  are  listening  to 
Mr.  Dylan,  but  we  all  thought 
it  would  easier  to  spread  Mr. 
Dylan’s  message  if  everyone 
knew  the  song’s  origin.” 

“It  was  conceived  as 
a tetralogy,”  said  researcher 


Elston  Gunn.  “The  first 
song  was  primarily  worked 
on  by  John  McCartney. 
Pressured  by  Capitol  Records, 
McCartney  was  forced  to 
change  the  song’s  title  and 
release  it  on  the  Help!  album.” 

Despite  having  the 
first  song  taken  from  him, 
Dylan  decided  to  continue 
the  project  with  “Friday.” 

The  song’s  often 
ridiculed  lyrics  begin  to  make 
more  sense  when  taken  in 
context  with  the  Civil  Rights 
movement  of  the  1960’s. 

“The  lyrics  ‘Kicking  in 
the  front  seat.  Sitting  in  the  back 
seat.  Gotta  make  my  mind  up, 
which  seat  do  I take?’  are  clearly 
referring  to  Rosa  Parks’  thoughts 
during  her  famous  refusal  to 
give  up  her  bus  seat  to  a white 
woman  in  1955,”  said  Gunn. 

Representatives  of 
Rebecca  Black  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment.

My  History  of  Jazz 
professor,  Mr.  Coutsouridis, 
will  be  pleased  to  see  this 
inclusion,  for  I must  include 
one  of  the  greatest  jazz  artists 
ever.  This  may  be  his  definitive 
performance  at  the  Newport 
Jazz  Festival  on  July  T*',  1963 
in  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 

Coltrane ’s  passion 
and  technique  on  the  Tenor  and 
Soprano  Saxophone  is  evident 
during  this  performance,  as 
he  demonstrates  a technical 
mastery  that  had  never  been 
seen  before  prior  to  his  arrival 
on  the  Jazz  scene. 

Coltrane ’s  death  from 
liver  cancer  in  1967  at  the  age 
of  40  shocked  the  music  world, 
and  adds  a hint  of  eerie  tragedy 
and  sadness  to  the  recording. 
This  is  an  important  piece  not  to 
be  missed  by  any  music  fan.

For  27  years,  one 
Pay-Per-View  event  culminated 
a year’s  worth  of  storylines 
and  matches.  The  creation  of 
the  wonderful  spectacle  that 
is  WrestleMania  is  considered 
the  “Superbowl”  of  sports 
entertainment. 

Developed  by  Vince 
McMahon,  the  chairman  of  the 
billion-dollar  industry  that  is  the 
WWE,  WrestleMania  XXVII 
is  being  held  this  weekend  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Now  for  most 
people  when  you  think  of  the 
WWE,  many  images  probably 
come  to  your  mind:  whether 
it  is  “fake”  wrestling,  the 
crazy  storylines,  the  blood,  the 
crazy  fans,  or  the  many  iconic 
matches. 

However,  if  you 
looked  closely  at  the  WWE  over 
the  last  couple  of  years,  you  will 
see  a transition  away  from  some 
of  these  stereotypes  that  were 
once  believed.  The  WWE  made 
the  decision  to  change  the  rating 
of  their  programming  from  TV- 
14  to  PG. 

There  are  many 

reasons  why  this  change 
occurred,  but  in  reality,  it  was 
bound  to  happen  eventually. 

Most  in  the 

wrestling  community  feel  that 
change  really  occurred  because 
of  Vince  McMahon’s  wife, 

Linda,  running  for  the  United 
States  Senate,  as  well  as  a new 
marketing  deal  with  Martel 

Industries. 

This  change  has  had 
many  effects  to  the  wrestling 
industry,  as  their  programming 
has  tried  to  become  more  kid 
and  family  oriented. 

Therefore,  because 
of  the  change  in  programming, 
fans  of  more  mature  ages  have 
felt  alienated  by  the  product  that 
is  produced. 

Real  fans  of  the 
WWE  know  what  this  industry 


used  to  be.  During  the  Monday 
night  wars  of  the  late  90s,  WWE 
ran  programming  that  shattered 
its  competition  and  had  strong 
ratings. 

With  stars  like  Stone 
Cold, The  Rock,  the  Undertaker, 
Triple  H,  and  Shawn  Michaels, 
things  were  looking  great  for 
this  company. 

However,  as  with 
any  industry  or  sport,  the  stars 
get  older  and  younger  stars 
must  be  able  to  carry  the  torch 
of  past  superstars.  It  remains  to 
be  seen,  though,  if  these  new 
and  upcoming  stars  can  actually 
carry  the  burden  that  was  placed 
upon  them. 

Now  this  is  not  to 
say  that  these  performers  are  not 
great  athletes,  but  rather  because 
of  the  recent  restrictions  that 
have  fallen  upon  WWE  writers, 
characters  are  not  perceived  as 
real  stars. 

It  is  a real  problem 
when  the  biggest  star  in  the 
WWE,  John  Cena,  is  hated 
and  booed  by  half  the  crowed. 
Whenever  Cena  speaks  on  the 
microphone,  you  can  hear  two 
loud  chants  from  any  arena: 
“Let’s  Go  Cena”  led  by  young 
children  and  females,  and  a 
“Cena  Sucks”  chant  by  older 
males. 

Therefore,  it  was 
a bit  surprising  when  Vince 
McMahon  was  able  to  lure 
Dwayne  “The  Rock”  Johnson 
back  into  the  WWE  and  tear 
apart  his  number  one  superstar. 

The  last  time  fans 
saw  him  was  seven  long  years 
ago,  when  the  iconic  superstar 
retired  from  the  “sport”  and 
became  a movie  star.  So  when 
the  Rock  returned  to  Monday 
Night  Raw  and  gave  an  amazing 
promo  in  which  he  used  all  of 
his  great  catchphrases,  fans 
were  left  confused  on  who  they 
should  root  for. 

Should  they  root  for 
the  man  that  left  the  company 
for  seven  years,  but  represents  a 
time  at  which  the  company  was 
at  its  highest  point?  Or  root  for 


the  man  who  leads  the  company 
in  an  attempt  to  portray  a 
positive  image  to  the  media. 

Another  key 

problem  that  the  WWE  has  had 
recently  is  promoting  young  up 
and  coming  stars. 

One  of  the  headline 
matches  at  WrestleMania  is  the 
Undertaker  and  Triple  H.  The 
Undertaker  will  put  his  18  and  0 
record  at  stake  at  WrestleMania 
against  “the  game.” 

But  though  it 
probably  will  be  a great  match 
put  on  by  these  two  legends,  I 
find  a problem  in  it. 

Both  the  Undertaker 
and  Triple  H are  getting  up 
there  in  age,  and  having  two 
legends  face  off  against  each 
other  is  something  that  most 
fans  have  already  seen  (The 
Undertaker  defeated  Triple  H at 
WrestleMania  XVII). 

The  problem  that 
I see  is  with  the  development 
of  this  match.  In  both  of  these 
promos  leading  up  to  this  clash. 


they  both  buried  the  talent  on 
the  roster  of  the  WWE. 

Now  as  a fan,  I 
don’t  feel  that  it  is  appropriate 
to  downgrade  your  talent  and 
basically  say  that  they  are  not 
on  your  level.  Well,  if  two  of 
the  most  popular  and  legendary 
superstars  say  this,  then  the  fans 
will  listen  and  agree  with  them. 

The  WWE  made 
the  mistake  of  matching  two 
aging  superstars  against  one 
another  when  they  had  the  great 
opportunity  to  place  a young 
superstar  in  the  ring  with  The 
Undertaker  or  Triple  H. 

Whatever  the  case 
may  be,  the  WWE  heads  into 
WrestleMania  with  a lot  of 
momentum,  having  the  return 
of  the  Rock,  two  legends  facing 
off  against  one  another,  and  the 
wrestling  debut  of  Snooki  (yes, 
Jersey  Shore’s  Snooki)  will 
undoubtedly  help  in  attempting 
to  attempt  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  old  WWE  fans  and 
young  WWE  fans.

Brodeur  built. 

Some  of  the  fan  bases 
attending  this  round  of  the  tour- 
nament were  among  the  largest 
fan  bases  in  the  country. 

License  plates  from 
Wisconsin,  Ohio,  Kentucky  and 
North  Carolina  lined  the  streets 
of  Newark  for  one  of  the  most 
exciting  sporting  events  in  our 
country’s  history.

faithful  celebrate  after  their 
team’s  trouncing  over  Mar- 
quette made  me  anxious  to  see 
Ohio  State’s  predicted  win  hap- 
pen. 

Watching  the  game 
in  person  with  a mixed  crowd 


made  an  interesting  game  that 
was  much  better  to  watch.  The 
battle  of  cheering  got  intense 
down  the  stretch  as  everyone 
tried  to  cheer  just  a little  bit 
louder  than  the  opposing  fan 
next  to  them. 

The  Ohio  State  game 
against  Kentucky  was  exciting, 
nerve  racking,  surprising  and 
as  shocking  as  they  come  these 
days.  Back  and  forth  all  game, 
the  two  teams  traded  punches 
throughout  the  night. 

As  both  teams  were 


unable  to  go  on  more  than  a 
4-0  run,  talking  amongst  other 
fans  around  me  we  all  figured 
the  team  with  the  ball  at  the 
last  moment  of  the  game  would 
most  likely  come  away  with  a 
win.

How  the  Celtics  learned  to  stop  worrying  and  love  nuclear  fallout  rain

It  was  discovered  this 
week  that  radiation  from  the 
crippled  nuclear  plant  in  Japan 
is  showing  up  in  rain  in  the 
United  States. 

A sample  of  rainwater 
in  Boston  showed  concentra- 
tions of  radiation,  most  likely 
from  the  damaged  Japanese 
nuclear  p>ower  plant  disaster, 
according  to  health  officials. 

The  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health 


said  Sunday  about  the  sample 
taken  March  22  said  that  air 
samples  taken,  as  well  as  water 
samples  taken  from  the  Quab- 
bin  and  Wachusett  reservoirs, 
have  detected  concentrations  of 
radioiodine-131  in  rainwater. 

“The  drinking  water 
supply  in  Massachusetts  is  af- 
fected by  this  short-term,  slight 
elevation  in  radiation,”  said  the 
commissioner  of  public  health. 

He  went  on  to  say, 
“Until  the  Japan  nuclear  plant 
is  stabilized,  trace  amounts  of  I- 
131  may  continue  to  be  detected 
as  it  rains  in  Massachusetts.” 


Should  people  worry 
about  kids  playing  in  the  rain, 
pets  drinking  rainwater  or  peo- 
ple eating  vegetables  from  their 
garden?  Maybe  - if  it  wasn’t 
during  basketball  season  and 
the  Boston  Celtics  weren’t  in  a 
slump. 

Officials  say  the  small 
amount  of  radioactive  material 
could  give  the  C’s  the  final  edge 
they  need  to  charge  into  the 
playoffs  and  reclaim  the  cham- 
pionship trophy. 

Not  that  they  need  it, 
but  what  the  hell,  a little  radio- 
active boost  couldn’t  hurt. 


Coach  Doc  Rivers  and 
health  officials  are  encourag- 
ing all  Celtics  players  to  stand 
in  the  rain  and  absorb  as  much 
of  the  superpower  inducing  ra- 
diation as  possible,  so  they  will 
be  unstoppable  by  the  time  the 
playoffs  begin.

I kind  of  April  Fools’  joke  - but 
you  might  think  that  if  you 
didn’t  watch  last  weekend’s 
games. 

With  Butler,  VCU, 
UConn  and  Kentucky  in  the 
Final  Four,  brackets  have  been 
busted  across  the  country. 

Only  two  people  out  of 
I almost  six  million  who  entered 
their  brackets  on  ESPN.com 
correctly  picked  these  Final 
Four  teams. 

I might  never  see 
a crazier  tournament  or 
unbelievable  Final  Four  in  the 
rest  of  my  life  - that’s  how 
stunning  this  Final  Four  is. 

This  is  why  they  call 
it  March  Madness.  This  is  what 
the  tourney  is  all  about. 

Here’s  a rundown  on 
how  the  four  teams  playing  for 
a national  title  in  Houston  made 
it  through  their  two  games  last 
weekend. 

Butler-  In  what  I 
would  consider  the  best  game  of 
the  tournament  thus  far,  Butler 
came  back  from  an  11  point 
deficit  with  under  ten  minutes 
left  to  shock  Florida  74-71  in 
overtime  on  Saturday.

It’s  been  a tournament 
run  full  of  drama  for  Butler. 

The  Bulldogs  escaped 
with  a two-point  win  on  a 
Howard  buzzer-beater  in  its  first 
game  against  Old  Dominion 
I and  a one-point  win  on  a late 
free  throw  against  Pitt. 


Butler’s  win  over 
Wisconsin  last  Thursday  was 
the  first  time  the  team  controlled 
and  dominated  the  entire  game 
on  both  ends  of  the  floor.  This 
Bulldogs  team  is  scrappy  and 
has  an  amazing  will  to  win. 

Head  coach  Brad 
Stevens  became  the  youngest 
coach  in  NCAA  history  to  reach 
the  Final  Four  twice  and  trails 
just  nine  active  coaches  on  the 
all-time  Final  Four  appearance 
list. 

Butler’s  run  has  been 
somewhat  overshadowed  by  the 
shocking  tourney  play  of  VCU, 
but  Stevens  and  the  Bulldogs 
know  how  to  win  and  Howard 
and  Mack  plan  on  doing  more 
damage  than  last  season’s 
National  Runner-up  team. 

VCU-  I’m  going  to  put 
it  out  there  - if  VCU  wins  the 
national  championship  it  will 
be  the  biggest  upset  in  sports 
history. 

I can  already  hear  the 
angry  chants  from  the  peanut 
gallery,  but  hear  me  out. 

I can’t  think  of  another 
team  that  was  bombarded  with 
so  many  insults  on  national 
television  as  VCU  was  when  it 
was  announced  that  the  Rams 
had  made  the  tournament. 

When  I said  in  my 
column  a few  weeks  back  that 
“if  VCU  wins  the  Colonial 
tournament,  they  could  make 
some  noise  in  the  Big  Dance”  I 
had  no  idea  how  ear  shatteringly 
loud  that  noise  would  be. 

VCU  didn’t  win  the 
CAA  tournament,  but  I had 
seen  them  play  enough  during 
the  season  to  know  they  were 
a tough  team  who  could  win  a 
game  in  the  tourney  (who  knew 
they  could  win  five?). 

What  made  them 
less  deserving  than  Colorado, 
Boston  College  or  Alabama? 

I like  seeing  more  teams 


from  the  little  conferences  get  a 
chance  and  VCU  has  vindicated 
the  selection  committee’s 
decision  and  made  the  ESPN 
crew  look  like  a bunch  of  fools. 

Dick  Vitale  still  can’t 
admit  he  was  wrong  and  claims 
this  run  to  the  Final  Four  does 
not  prove  that  the  committee 
was  correct  with  its  decision. 

I used  to  respect  Dick, 
but  has  he  lost  it?  Has  old  age 
made  him  that  senile? 

VCU  destroyed  - and 
I mean  absolutely  wiped  them 
off  the  floor  destroyed  - USC, 
Georgetown  and  Purdue  in  its 
first  three  games. 

The  Rams  then  pulled 
out  a 72-71  overtime  win  over 
Florida  State,  a team  that  held 
Notre  Dame’s  prolific  offense 
to  just  57  points. 

VCU  showed  its  ability 
to  score  both  inside  and  out  and 
its  outstanding  team  defense  in 
its  win  over  the  Seminoles. 

The  Rams  win  over 
Kansas  was  the  most  shocking 
game  of  the  tournament. 

The  Jayhawks  jumf)ed 
out  6-0  lead  and  I thought  we 
were  in  for  a repeat  of  Kansas’ 
demolition  of  Richmond  just 
two  nights  earlier. 

But  VCU  stayed  calm, 
played  outstanding  defense 
and  worked  the  ball  around  on 
offense  (hitting  nine  first  half 
three-pointers)  on  its  way  to  a 
14  point  halftime  lead. 

While  Kansas  had  four 
days  to  prepare  for  Richmond, 
they  had  just  one  to  get  ready  for 
their  clash  with  the  Rams  and 
struggled  mightily  on  offense. 

VCU  to  the  final 
four  is  the  biggest  shocker 
in  tournament  history.  More 
people  picked  sixteenth  seeded 
Boston  University  to  reach  the

When  the  Rams  and 
Bulldogs  meet  Saturday  night 
I’m  not  sure  who  to  cheer 
for,  but  I know  it  will  be  a 
remarkable  game. 

Kentucky-  In  one  of 
the  best  games  of  the  weekend 
(there  were  too  many  to  choose 
from!),  Kentucky  took  down 
the  overall  number  one  seed 
with  a 62-60  win  over  Ohio 
State. 

Brandon  Knight  is  the 
real  deal,  but  Kentucky  is  a 
balanced  team  with  athleticism 
and  offensive  firepower 
that  makes  up  for  its  lack  of 
experience. 

The  Wildcats  were  an 
under-seeded  team  that  beat 
second  seeded  Florida  twice 
and  also  took  down  Notre  Dame 
and  Louisville  during  the 
regular  season. 

Kentucky  has  played 
like  they  have  something  to 
prove  and  head  coach  John 
Calipari  is  taking  his  third  team 
to  the  Final  Four. 

The  Wildcats  are  now 
the  favorites  to  win  the  title  in 
the  eyes  of  many  people,  but 
they’ll  still  have  to  get  past  the 
great  Kemba  Walker  to  play  for 
the  championship. 

UConn-  Kemba 
Walker.  A few  weeks  ago  I 
could  say  that  name  and  you’d 
know  everything  you’d  need  to 
about  the  Connecticut  Huskies. 

But  freshman  Jeremy 
Lamb  is  a budding  star  and 
youngsters  Shabazz  Napier, 
Alex  Oriakhi  and  Roscoe  Smith 
give  UConn  an  exciting  lineup 
that  can  go  toe  to  toe  with 
Kentucky. 

The  Huskies  are 
the  highest  seed  left  in  the 
tournament  and  are  being 
talked  about  the  least,  but  they 
have  the  star  player  of  the 
tournament  who  makes  UConn 


nearly  unbeatable  when  he’s  on 
(which  is  just  about  always). 

The  Huskies  took 
down  second-seeded  San  Diego 
State  in  a game  that  felt  like 
they  were  always  in  control.

If  Kyle  Korver  and 
Jason  Kapono  can  make  five  to 
six  million  a year  standing  at 
the  three  point  line,  Fredette ’s 
all  around  scoring  abilities  will 
make  him  an  intriguing  option 
for  any  team  with  a lottery  pick.

Blue  Jays:  Traded 
away  best  player  team  has 
had  since  Roger  Clemons,  but 
do  have  hope  in  the  form  of 
young  pitching  prospect  Kyle 
Drabek  and  Jose  Bautista  who 
is  coming  off  a 54  home  run 
season. 

Orioles:  Team  has 
potential  to  snap  13-year  streak 
of  losing  seasons,  thanks  to 
new  manager  Buck  Showalter, 
but  even  with  the  additions 
of  Derrick  Lee  and  Vlad 
Guerrero,  Baltimore  will  still 
have  the  worst  offense  in  this 
division. 

AX.  Central: 

Division  Winner-  White 
Sox:  Singed  Adam  Dunn  and 
resigned  Paul  Konerko  to  help 
lineup,  but  season  depends  on 
whether  or  not  Jake  Peavy  can 
overcome  his  shoulder  injury. 


Tigers:  Verlander  is  a 
dominant  number  one  starter, 
but  Miguel  Cabrera’s  off-field 
issues  could  affect  him,  but 
they  haven’t  before. 

Twins:  Pitching  staff 
will  not  over  power  anyone; 

Joe  Mauer  is  a future  Hall  of 
Earner  but  the  return  of  Justin 
Momeau  from  late  concussion 
last  year  will  be  important  for 
the  Twins  to  make  a push  to  the 
playoffs. 

Royals:  A team  that 
will  not  scare  anyone  this  year, 
but  has  a very  bright  future 
with  players  like  Billy  Butler 
and  Lorenzo  Cain. 

Indians:  Pay  attention 
to  Carlos  Santana,  a young 
catcher  who  has  a great  future 
ahead  of  him.  Pitching  staff  is 
not  very  strong. 

AX.  West:  Division 
Winner-  Rangers:  Have  two 
great  hitters  in  Josh  Hamilton 
and  Nelson  Cruz  but  pitching 
rotation  rests  on  the  shoulders 
of  Colby  Lewis  and  C J. 
Wilson,  who  had  career  years 
last  years  - can  they  do  it 
again? 

Athletics:  Have  two 
great  young  pitchers  in  Brett 
Anderson  and  Trevero  Cahill, 
but  offense  has  to  be  better. 
Josh  Willingham  and  Hideki 
Matsui  will  help  a little,  but  not 
much. 

Angies:  Have  a strong 
pitching  rotation  with  Jered 
Weaver  and  Dan  Harren  but 
weak  bullpen  (era  of  4.03  last 
year)  hurts. 

Mariners:  Quick, 
name  someone  other  than  Felix 
Hernandez  or  Ichiro  on  the 
Mariners  roster.  Can’t,  well 
your  not  alone.  Hernandez  won 
the  CY  Young  Award  last  year 
with  only  13  wins.  For  team  to 
have  a strong  year  they  must 
produced  more  runs. 

NX.  E^ast:  Division 
Winner-  Phillies:  The  Phillies 
have  the  best  1,2,3  pitching 
rotation  in  the  league  and 
have  a decent  lineup  - having 
Utley  on  the  DX.  hurts  a little 


though. 

Braves:  Young 
Tommy  Hanson  is  a name  you 
should  remember  as  the  team 
is  in  its  first  season  without 
Bobby  Cox.  Addition  of  Dan 
Uggla  means  Braves  have 
probably  the  deepest  lineup  in 
the  league.

SGA  Report:  parking  reassignment  for  commuter  lot  and  main  lot

Jon  Conlogue, 

Executive  Director  of 
Residential  Life  spoke  at  the 
meeting  on  April  5 to  discuss 
recent  changes  and  updates  to 
the  Residence  Hall  Policy. 

The  most  substantial 
change  is  that  overnight  guests 
in  the  residence  halls  now  must 
be  at  least  16  years  old,  not  15. 

Screen  replacement 
charges  have  been  increased 
from  $25  to  $50  to  discourage 
students  from  removing  window 
screens  in  the  halls. 

The  next  Red  Cross 
Blood  Drive  will  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  April  1 3 from  1 :00p. 
m.  to  7;00pjn.  in  the  Parenzo 
Gym.  There  will  be  a sign  up 
desk  in  the  Dining  Commons. 

Dr.  Ruth  will  be 


returning  to  speak  at  Westfield 
State  on  April  13  at  7:00pjn.  in 
the  Woodward  Center. 

Tim  Egan,  Parking 
Control  Board  Student 
Representative  made 

announcements  about  the 
upcoming  changes  in  parking 
spots  and  decal  prices. 
Beginning  in  the  Fall  2011 
semester,  “Public  safety  will 
allow  parking  for  first  year 
students  with  medical  reasons 
and  medical  reasons  only,”  said 
Egan. 

Main,  commuter,  and 
south  lot  decals  will  increase 
from  $75  to  $100  dollars. 
DGCE  stickers  will  remain  $60. 
Faculty  and  staff  decals  will 
remain  $1.00  as  stated  in  their 
contracts. 

Main  lot  will  be 
decreasing  by  about  130  spots. 
Egan  repotted.  Juniper  Park  lot 


will  no  longer  serve  as  main  lot 
parking  and  Lammers  lot  will 
be  for  faculty  and  staff  only. 
Commuters  spots  wUl  be  spread 
out  across  campus  as  a number 
of  the  spots  in  commuter  wUl 
also  become  faculty /staff  spots. 

“Faculty  and  Staff  wUl 
be  gaining  a substantial  number 
of  spots,”  said  Egan.  These 
spots  are  to  help  accommodate 
an  increase  in  adjunct  professors 
on  campus  in  the  upcoming 
years,  he  said. 

Sue  LaMontagne, 
Dean  of  Student  Affairs  tried 
to  ease  students  concerns  by 
reminding  the  senate  members 
that,  “It’s  not  a loss  of  spaces, 
it’s  a reassignment  of  spaces.”

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The  Angry  Liberal:  Rep.  Ryan’s  budget  proposal

On  Tuesday, 

Republican  Representative  Paul 
Ryan  revealed  a budget  proposal 
that  would  reduce  the  national 
deficit  while  reducing  the  size  of 
government  and  its  assistance  to 
the  American  people. 

The  plan  would  cut  the 
U.S.’  debt,  aiming  to  decrease 
costs  of  expensive  and  necessary 
government  programs  like 
Medicaid,  Medicare,  and  others 
such  as  unemployment  benefits, 
food  stamps,  and  most  veterans’ 
program,  among  others. 

So  for  Republicans,  the 
best  way  to  reduce  the  growing 
deficit  is  to  cut  services  and 
programs  for  the  neediest  groups 
in  the  United  States  Makes  sense, 
right?  Of  course  not. 

This  proposal  would 
raise  the  cost  of  health  care  for 
states,  as  the  Medicaid  assistance 
from  the  federal  government 
would  be  in  the  form  of  a block 
grant. 

This  would  force  states 
to  cover  less  people  or  limit 
payments  to  providers  who  offer 
Medicaid. 

Reducing  assistance 
for  the  poor  and  disabled  may 
curb  government  spending,  but 


it  denies  basic  access  to  health 
care  that  these  people  need  and 
that  the  government  has  supplied 
them. 

In  regards  to  the 
overhaul  in  Medicare,  the 
nonpartisan  Congressional 
Budget  Office  says  that  under  this 
proposal  “most  elderly  people 
would  pay  more  for  their  health 
care  than  they  would  under  the 
current  Medicare  system.” 

Interesting  that  it  was 
the  Republicans  who  accused  the 
Democratic  Health  Care  Bill  of 
killing  grandma. 

Representative  Ryan’s 
plan  seeks  to  privatize  Medicare. 
The  privatization  of  Medicare  is 
the  last  thing  this  country  needs — 
more  rich  insurance  companies 
exploiting  the  American  people. 

It  is  this  type  of 
privatization  that  shows  how 
close  the  relationship  between  big 
businesses  and  the  government  is 
and  how  much  it  has  weakened 
the  values  of  this  country  while 
increasing  the  wealth  disparity. 

Last  Tuesday,  college 
campuses  across  the  country 
participated  in  a ‘Teach-In” 
that  called  on  Americans  to 
take  back  their  country  from  the 
corporatocracy  and  demand  an 
end  to  the  control  of  all  the  profit 
of  the  country  in  the  hands  of  the 
wealthiest  Americans. 


Westfield  State 
participated  in  this  ‘Teach-in” 
and  watched  the  live  streaming 
of  speakers  and  listened  to  the 
intelligent  and  fiery  speeches  of 
their  professors  in  Ethnic  and 
Gender  Studies,  Social  Work, 
History,  and  economics  courses. 

One  of  the  main 
concerns  raised  was  that  the  top 
.01%  of  Americans  own  a huge 
portion  of  the  wealth,  making 
an  average  of  27$  million  per 
year  compared  to  the  average 
$31,000  that  the  bottom  90% 
of  the  population  makes.  Both 
Democrats  and  Republicans 
have  supported  this  system. 

So  neither  political 
party  is  free  of  blame  for  this 
marriage  between  big  business 
and  government,  but  the 
Republicans’  radical  budget 
proposal  goes  too  far. 

The  poorest  and 
oldest  Americans  should  not  be 
punished  even  further.  Can  those 
making  $27  million  a year  spare 
some  for  those  making  $3 1 ,000  a 
year?  Yes,  they  could. 

The  national  deficit 
is  a very  serious  problem,  but 
programs  that  provide  vital 
assistance  to  Americans  caimot 
be  slashed  to  make  up  for  the 
damage  of  an  unbalanced  system, 
the  corporatocracy,  that  favors 
the  rich  and  the  rich  only.

Debate  around  whether  marijuana  should  be  legalized 
or  not  continues.

As  the  United 
States  — and  other  regions 
of  the  world  — struggle  with 
marijuana  prohibition,  there 
is  an  overwhelming  stigma 
associated  with  a plant  that 
biologically  is  nothing  more 
than  a weed. 

But  the  prohibition 
(and  perhaps,  subsequently,  the 
stigma)  may  be  nearing  its  end. 

Currently  in 

Massachusetts,  a bill  numbered 
H01371,  has  been  filed  that 
would  not  only  legalize 
marijuana  use,  but  also  regulate 
and  tax  the  marijuana  industry. 

“It’s  about  time!” 
says  John  Doe,  a man  who 
wishes  to  protect  his  real  name 
because  of  the  stigma  associated 
with  marijuana  use.  Doe  is  a 
successful  man  who  is  tall,  fit, 
and  well  dressed. 

As  a chemical 
engineer.  Doe  makes  good 
money,  drives  a fancy  company 
car,  and  is  engaged  to  a beautiful 
PhD  candidate.  He  is  also  a 
recreational  marijuana  user. 

To  be  clear.  Doe 
is  not  a “pothead”  and  doesn’t 
smoke  marijuana  every  day, 
or  even  every  week.  As  he 
describes  it,  using  marijuana  is, 
“a  weekend  or  vacation  thing 
— a brain  vacation.” 

“Here’s  the  thing,” 
Doe  offers,  “I  generally  believe 
marijuana  makes  people  stupid, 
but  I also  believe  that  there  are 
times  when  it’s  appropriate  to 
be  stupid.” 

While  Doe 

may  attest  to  feeling  stupid 
while  under  the  influence  of 
marijuana,  current  studies 
are  unclear  about  the  type  of 
physical  damage  marijuana  use 
does  to  the  human  brain. 

There  are  also  many 
who  believe  that  it  enhances 
brain  function,  not  hinders  it. 

But  the  benefits  of 
marijuana  are  not  something 
that  Doe  is  interested  in. 


‘To  me,  what’s 
good  about  marijuana  isn’t  even 
the  issue.  It’s  about  what’s  bad 
about  it,  because  the  government 
can’t  just  ban  something  unless 
it’s  bad  for  you.”  Doe’s  interest 
in  cannabis  goes  beyond  just 
smoking  it. 

Always  an  engineer, 
he  talks  about  “extraction” 
and  “synthesis”  of  THC 
(Tetrahydrocannabinol,  the 
active  ingredient  in  marijuana). 

“There’s  a lot 
of  money  to  be  made  ofif  of 
marijuana,”  Doe  says.  The  idea 
that  the  marijuana  business  can 
be  a lucrative  one  is  a large  part 
of  Bill  HO  1371. 

Sponsored  by 
Representative  Ellen  Story 
of  Amherst,  the  bUl  doesn’t 
merely  propose  to  legalize 
marijuana,  but  actually  sets  up 
a system  in  which  marijuana 
could  potentially  become 
a major  source  of  income 
in  Massachusetts.  In  fact. 
Representative  Story  says,  “I 
think  we  would  get  more  than 
$100  million  if  we  were  taxing 
marijuana.” 

Realistically 
though,  there  is  no  real  way  to 
predict  how  much  money  could 
be  made  off  of  this  enterprise, 
because  there  is  no  truly  accurate 
way  to  know  how  many  people 
in  Massachusetts  use  marijuana 
and  thus  no  way  to  predict  how 
much  would  be  used. 

There  is,  however, 
a current  trend  in  the  media 
that  favors  the  legalization  of 
cannabis. 

In  fact,  currently 
Netflix  offers  five  instant 
streaming  documentaries 
concerning  the  topic:  The  Union, 
Super  High  Me,  How  Weed  Won 
the  West,  High:  The  True  Tale 
of  American  Marijuana,  and 
The  Green  Rush.  If  marijuana 
is  so  trendy,  why  are  people 
still  so  resistant  to  support  its 
legalization? 

Attorney  Steven 
S.  Epstein,  Spokesman,  Clerk 
and  Treasurer  for  MassCann, 
(the  Massachusetts  chapter 


of  the  National  Organization 
for  the  Reform  of  Marijuana 
Laws  or  NORML)  believes  that 
there  is  less  resistance  from  the 
people  than  one  might  think, 
and  he  cites  polls  conducted 
by  MassCann  to  support  this 
claim. 

“On  November  2, 
2010,  we  conducted  polls  of 
actual  voters  using  public  policy 
questions,”  Epstein  said,  “In  the 
first  of  the  polls,  just  under  56 
percent  of  the  133,924  voters 
who  expressed  an  opinion 
supported  ‘legislation  that 
would  allow  the  state  to  regulate 
the  taxation,  cultivation,  and 
sale  of  marijuana  to  adults.’” 

In  the  second  of 
those  polls,  over  66  percent 
of  the  67322  voters  who 
expressed  an  opinion  supported 
‘legislation  that  would  allow 
the  state  to  regulate  and  tax 
marijuana  in  the  same  marmer 
as  alcohol.’” 

State  Senator 
Michael  Knapik  of  the  2“* 
Hamden  and  Hampshire  districts 
in  Massachusetts,  however, 
believes  that  resistance  to  the 
legalization  of  marijuana  is 
prevalent,  and  thus  would  likely 
vote  against  the  bill.  Senator 
Knapik  states  the  following  as 
justification  for  his  opposition: 

“While  I have  some 
constituents  who  favor  this 
legislation,  the  overwhelming 
contact  I have  received  from 
citizens  over  the  years  on  this 
matter  has  been  in  opposition. 

“Moreover,  law 
enforcement  in  our  state 
generally  opposes  initiatives 
such  as  this,  (and  they  do 
oppose  these  bUls)  and  barring 
additional  data  and  information, 
I would  take  their  view  and 
input  very  seriously.” 

Whether 
the  legislation  passes  in 
Massachusetts  or  not,  the  trend 
to  reform  marijuana  laws  is 
sweeping  the  country.. 

According  to  the 
NORML  website,  13  states 
have  passed  legislation  that 
decriminalizes  marijuana. 


16  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  have  active  medical 
marijuana  programs,  and 
many  more  marijuana  reform 
initiatives  are  expected  to  appear 
on  20 1 2 ballots  and  in  legislative 
bodies  from  Massachusetts  to 
the  west  coast. 

On  February 
20*,  The  Seattle  Times 
opined  in  favor  of  passing 
Washington  House  Bill  1550 
for  the  legalization,  regulation, 
and  taxation  of  cannabis. 

They  cited  the 
numerous  costs  associated  with 
marijuana  prohibition  as  their 
reason,  such  as  “a  cost  to  the 
people  arrested  and  stigmatized 
as  criminals. ..a  cost  in  wasted 
police  time...  a cost  in  the 
encouragement  of  criminal 
lifestyle  among  youth.” 

After  the  editorial 
went  to  print,  staff  not  only 
received  a phone  call  fiom 
current  “Drug  Czar”  (and 
former  Seattle  Police  Chief)  Gil 
Kerlikowske,  but  also  received 
a visit  from  him  several  weeks 
later. 

This  happened  just 
weeks  after  President  Obama 
was  quoted  as  saying  that  drug 


regulation  was  “an  entirely 
legitimate  topic  for  debate.” 

On  March  5*,  The 
Seattle  Times  writer  Bruce 
Ramsey  printed  a story  about 
Kerlikowske’s  visit  to  the 
paper. 

Despite  all  the 
bloggers  and  protestOTs  who  said 
Kerlikowske  was  there  to  bully 
the  editorial  staff,  Ramsey  was 
clear  that  “Kerlikowske  was  not 
bullying  us,  or  threatening  us, 
or  attacking  our  ffeedom  to  air 
our  opinions.” 

During  the  meeting, 
Kerlikowske  was  quick  to  point 
out  that,  “The  War  on  Drugs  is 
over.  We’ve  stoj^jed  looking 
at  it  as  a criminal  justice  issue 
alone.” 

In  the  upcoming  years, 
Massachusetts  will  face  the 
possibility  of  a law  that  will 
change  the  marijuana  industry 
forever.  However,  even 
Representative  Story  is  doubtful 
that  her  fwoposed  bill  will  pass. 

In  a February  24* 
interview  with  22News  she 
said,  “I... don’t  think  that  this 
bin  has  a prayer  of  passing  as 
legislators  are  scared  of  being 
thought  of  as  soft  on  drugs.”

Franklin  Roosevelt-  Died  April  12,  1945 


Jesse  McCartney  was 
bom  in  New  York,  the 
oldest  of  three  children. 
He  started  out  at  young 
age  acting  in  plays  like 
The  King  and  I (1995) 
and  a Christmas  Carol 
(1998)  among  others. 
From  1998  - 2001  he 
had  a role  on  the  hit 


soap  opera  “All  My 
Children.”  At  the  same 
time,  Jesse  joined  the 
pop  boy  band  E>ream 
Street.  The  group  was 
a huge  hit  with  young 
girls,  but  the  group 
disbanded  in  2002. 
Jesse  then  went  solo 
and  his  first  album  had 
a few  hits,  including 
“Beautiful  Soul”  and 
“Why  Don’t  You  Kiss 
Her.”  He  has  contrib- 
uted to  numerous  Dis- 
ney Soundtracks,  and 
has  appeared  in  the  hit 
shows  “Harmah  Mon- 
tana” and  “Suite  Life 
of  Zack  & Cody.”  He 
then  came  out  with  his 
second  album,  which 


he  referred  to  as  much 
more  “mature”  and  in- 
cluded his  hit  “Right 
Where  You  Want  Me.” 
His  third  album,  re- 
leased in  2008  included 
hit  singles  “Leavin’,” 
“Over,”  and  “How  Do 
You  Sleep?”  His  said 
that  his  fourth  album 
will  be  more  R&B  and 
“urban-influenced.” 
Aside  from  singing, 
he’s  lent  his  voice  to 
the  video  game  “King- 
dom Hearts  2”  and  the 
“Alvin  and  the  Chip- 
munk” movies.  He 
will  appear  in  a new 
show  on  Fox  titled 
“Locke  and  Key”  to 
air  some  time  this  year. 


The  32nd  president 
of  the  United  States, 
Franklin  Eielano  Roos- 
evelt, was  bom  in  Hyde 
Park,  New  York  as  an 
only  child.  He  has  an 
extensive  family  his- 
tory with  roots  to  the 
fifth  president,  James 
Monroe,  and  to  pas- 


sengers on  the  May- 
flower. He  had  a privi- 
leged upbringing  and 
learned  both  German 
and  French  at  an  early 
age.  He  was  extremely 
talented  when  it  came 
to  golf  and  was  the 
only  U.S.  President  to 
design  his  own  9-hole 
course.  He  attended 
Harvard,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1904, 
and  was  president  of 
the  Harvard  Crimson 
Daily.  While  he  was 
at  college,  his  fifth 
cousin,  Theodore  Roos- 
evelt became  President 
of  the  United  States. 
He  married  Eleanor 
Roosevelt  (his  fifth 


cousin)  and  together 
they  had  five  children, 
one  of  whom  died  only 
6 months  after  birth.  In 
August  of  1921,  while 
vacationing  in  Canada, 
FDR  feU  ill  to  what 
was  then  diagnosed  as 
polio,  paralyzing  him 
from  the  waist  down. 
He  was  convinced  that 
he  would  get  better,  and 
refused  to  show  any 
signs  of  weakness,  of- 
ten using  canes  and  hu- 
man support  in  public. 
Overall,  he  served  in  the 
Presidential  Office  from 
1932  until  his  death  in 
1945,  the  only  Presi- 
dent in  history  to  serve 
four  consecutive  terms.

Book  Review:  “Earth  Abides” 


Album  review:  Yellowbirds

The  extraordinary 
novel  “Earth  Abides,”  written 
by  George  Stewart  in  1949,  was 
not  only  one  of  the  first  post- 
apocalyptic  novels,  but  was 
one  of  the  best,  and  remains  so 
today.  “Earth  Abides”  follows 
Isherwood  Williams  as  he 
struggles  to  rebuild  society  after 
a mysterious  plague  has  wiped 
out  most  of  the  human  race.  The 
characters  are  well  crafted  and 
the  story  of  Isherwood  Williams 
is  superb,  but  that  is  not  the  point 
of  this  novel. 

Isherwood  is  first  and 
foremost  a symbol  for  some 
part  of  society  greater  than 
himself,  as  are  many  of  the 
characters.  In  fact,  it  could  be 
said  that  society  itself  is  what  the 


novel  is  about,  and  Isherwood 
is  merely  along  for  the  ride. 

This  novel  is  meant  to 
both  ask  and  answer  the  question 
of  “what  would  happen  if 
mankind  were  to  just  disappear?” 
Every  small  detail  that  is  used 
in  the  novel  has  a purpose, 
and  has  a deeper  meaning 
to  it  than  it  expressly  stated. 

This  story  is  incredibly 
well-thought  out  and  a lot  of  the 
events  are  realistic . One  can  easily 
tell  that  the  novel  was  researched, 
using  ecology  among  other  things 
to  their  fullest  potential  to  make 
the  novel  all  the  more  captivating. 

I find  it  impossible 
to  overstate  the  beauty  of  this 
book,  which  is  nothing  less  than 
a true  work  of  art  and  should 
be  considered  as  much  of  an 
American  classic  as  many  of 
the  novels  taught  in  classrooms 
today.

Started  in  2009, 
Yellowbirds  is  the  solo  project 
of  Sam  Cohen,  the  vocalist  and 
guitarist  for  neo-psychedelic 
pop  rock  trio  Apollo  Sunshine. 
“The  Color,”  Yellowbirds’ 
fabulous  debut  album,  was 
released  in  February  2011  and 
is  by  far  the  most  promising 
album  I have  heard  this  year. 

Right  from  the  title 
track,  I knew  I had  discovered 
something  special.  The  soft, 
mellow  voice  of  Sam  Cohen 
combined  with  his  whimsical 
guitar  style  and  psychedelic 
sounds  caught  my  attention 
right  off  of  the  bat. 

The  title  track, 
named  “The  Rest  Of  My  Life,” 
is  definitely  one  of  the  most 
introspective  tunes  on  the 
album.

Before  I begin  my 
review,  I want  to  say  that  I 
understand  the  seriousness 
of  the  topic  that  is  sex,  and  in 
no  way  am  I trying  to  make 
fun  of  the  show’s  message. 

The  show’s  reason 
for  being  on  television  is  to 
properly  show  viewers  an 
accurate  depiction  of  the  lives  of 
“average  American  teenagers.” 

The  show  tries 
to  create  appropriate 
conversations  for  children  and 
adults  about  the  dangers  of  sex. 

However,  I think 
ABC  Family  doesn’t 
understand  a secret  that 
most  people  understand. 

This  secret  is  that 
parents  are  not  oblivious 
to  what  their  children  do. 

The  show’s  creators 
seem  to  think  that  no  parent 
realizes  that  teenagers  are 
having  sex,  and  so  they  create 
a show  in  which  the  large 
majority  of  teenage  characters 
do  not  know  anything  about  sex. 

Is  a show  that 
glamorizes  sex  and  teen 
pregnancy  by  showing  very 
attractive  teenagers,  or  actors 
who  look  as  if  they  are  in 
their  thirties  pretending  to 
be  teenagers,  sleep  with  one 
another,  make  babies,  and 
receive  marriage  proposals 
from  the  babies’  dads  and 
other  admirers  the  best  way 
to  stop  the  increasing  high 
rate  of  teen  pregnancy? 


Most  likely  not,  but 
ABC  Family  keeps  trying. 

Through  the  use  of 
uncomfortable  dialogue  and 
terrible  acting,  “Secret  Life  of 
the  American  Teenager”  follows 
the  lives  of  a group  of  suburban 
high  school  students  whose 
whole  lives  revolve  around  sex. 

It  seems,  too,  that  when 
one  person  does  something  in  an 
episode,  everyone  else  follows. 

For  example,  if  one 
person  get^  tested  for  STDs, 
everyone  else  does.  And  if 
one  person  suddenly  wants  to 
skip  school,  it  seems  as  if  the 
whole  school  suddenly  wants  to 
skip,  too.  It’s  just  not  realistic. 

To  put  it  into 
perspective,  when  doing  some 
research  for  this  article  I came 
across  a video  on  YouTube. 

In  this  video  it  counts 
the  number  of  times  the  word 
“sex”  was  said  in  a Season 
two  episode  of  “Secret  Life.” 

In  the  50-second 
clip,  the  cast  said  the 
word  “sex”  70  times. 

That  is  not  a typo,  it 
really  was  70  times,  and  the 
show  is  an  hour  long  so  the 
word  “sex”  was  said  about 
once  every  minute  of  the  show.

You  deliver  a show

show,  it’s  okay. 

If  you’re  still  interested 
in  the  show  after  this,  tune  in 
for  an  episode.  You’ll  probably 
want  to  turn  it  off  right  away, 
but  give  it  a chance  because  you 
may  be  on  of  the  many  that  do 
actually  enjoy  it.

The  Westfield  State 
Black  Squirrels  Rugby  Club 
plays  a double-header  this 
Saturday  night,  April  9,  against 
Mass  Maritime  and  Lasell 
College  beginning  at  7:00  pm. 

It’s  the  second  straight 
year  the  Black  Squirrels  will 
play  on  Alumni  Field  the 
Saturday  night  of  Spring 
Weekend  and  the  team  is 
hoping  for  another  great  turnout 
similar  to  last  year’s  packed 
crowd. 

“Last  year  we  had 
a great  crowd  for  our  Spring 
Weekend  game,”  said  junior 
Brent  Bell.  “The  other  team 
couldn’t  believe  how  much 
support  we  had.  It  was  awesome 
to  see.” 

“There’s  something 
for  everyone,”  said  senior 
Joe  Phalan  about  the  game  of 
rugby. 

“It’s  a hard  hitting, 
exciting  game  and  it’s  always  a 
lot  of  fun  when  we  get  so  much 
support.” 

While  the  team 
plays  its  regular  season  New 
England  Rugby  Football  Union 
(NERFU)  schedule  during 
the  fall,  it  uses  the  spring 
season  to  play  scrimmages 
and  exhibitions  as  the  team 
continues  to  improve. 

Westfield  played 
an  exhibition  match  against 
Nichols  last  Saturday  afternoon, 
winning  by  a final  score  of  22- 
7. 

The  Spring  Weekend 
double-header  will  consist 
of  two  40-minute  shortened 
matches  (regular  matches  are 
80  minutes  long). 

While  there  is  no  cost 
to  attend  the  matches,  donations 
will  be  accepted  for  the  Dana- 
Farber  Cancer  Institute  and  the 
Jimmy  Fund  throughout  the 
evening. 

“We  beat  Lasell  last 


year  and  put  up  a fight  in  a loss 
to  Maritime,”  Bell  said.  “So 
they  should  be  two  competitive 
matches.” 

BeU  and  Phalan,  two 
of  the  Black  Squirrels’  original 
members,  helped  start  the 
Rugby  Club  back  in  2008. 

“We  started  out  with 
about  seven  or  eight  guys 
practicing  in  South  Lot,”  said 
Bell,  who  played  rugby  at 
Marshfield  High  School  before 
coming  to  WSU. 

’’Only  a few  guys  had 
played  before  and  we  didn’t 
have  a coach  at  first.” 

The  team  started  out  as 
an  SGA  funded  club  that  didn’t 
play  a league  schedule,  but  has 
now  grown  to  over  30  members 
and  is  an  official  club  sport  in 
the  Westfield  State  Athletic 
Department. 

“We’ve  had  athletes 
from  football,  soccer,  lacrosse 
and  track  aU  join  the  team,” 
said  Phalan,  who  played  rugby 
his  freshman  year  at  Seton  Hall 
in  2007  before  transferring  to 
Westfield  the  following  year. 

“We’ve  held  interest 
meetings  at  the  beginning  of 
each  year  and  advertised  when 
we’re  having  games,”  Bell 
said. 

“The  good  thing 
about  the  spring  is  that  it’s  an 
opportunity  for  newer  guys  to 
get  some  extra  practice  time.” 

The  team  now  practices 
two  to  three  times  per  week  in 
Stanley  Park  and  plays  matches 
on  the  weekends. 

Both  Bell  and  Phalan 
said  Todd  Ditmar,  the  WSU 
Club  Sports  Adviser,  and  the 
entire  athletic  department  has 
been  very  supportive  in  helping 
rugby  become  an  official  club 
sport. 

The  Black  Squirrels’ 
new  head  coach,  Dan  Lancour, 
began  coaching  the  team  this 
season  and  hopes  to  bring 
continuity  to  a team  that  has 
had  three  coaches  (and  many 
periods  without  a coach)  since 
2008. 


“I  had  coached  lacrosse 
in  the  past,  but  never  rugby,” 
said  Lancour,  who  has  been 
a member  of  the  Springfield 
Rugby  Football  Club  men’s 
team  for  seven  years. 

“Coaching  rugby  is 
a lot  different  than  playing  the 
game,  but  it’s  been  good  to 
teach  the  things  that  I know 
about  how  this  game  works.” 

Westfield  began  play 
in  Division  FV  of  the  NERfTJ 
Collegiate  Division  last  fall  and 
finished  the  season  5-2,  good  for 
second  place  in  the  division. 

The  season  was 
highlighted  with  an  upset  win 
over  previously  undefeated 
Johnston  State  College  in  the 
quarterfinals  of  the  NERFU 
playoffs  before  falling  to  AIC  in 
the  semifinals. 

Following  the  Spring 
Weekend  games,  the  Black 
Squirrels  will  face  Lasell  once 
again  at  Alumni  Field  on  April 
30  at  7:00  pm. 

The  team  is  also 
hoping  to  schedule  matches 
with  the  likes  of  Colby-Sawyer, 
UMass-Lowell  and  MCLA 
before  league  play  begins  in  the 
fall. 

“It’s  been  a great 
experience  helping  to  teach  the 


guys  how  to  play  the  game  and 
build  the  program  up  to  where  it 
is  now,”  Bell  said. 

“We’ve  bonded 
together  and  become  a close- 
knit  group,”  Phalan  said.  “The 
club  at  Seton  Hall  was  a very 
close  team,  so  I’ve  wanted  to 
bring  that  close-kit  aspect  to  our 
[Westfield]  team.” 

Changes  will  be 
coming  to  the  team  next  fall  as 
the  Black  Squirrels  name  will  be 
changed  to  the  Westfield  Owls 
now  that  the  team  is  an  official 
WSU  club  sport. 

When  asked  about 
the  unique  Black  Squirrels 
name.  Bell  said,  “We  had  seen 
a lot  more  black  squirrels  than 
owls  on  campus,  so  it  seemed 
like  a pretty  cool  idea  at  the 


time.” 

While  the  name  on  the 
front  of  the  jersey  may  change, 
the  Westfield  Rugby  Club 
hopes  that  continuity  and 
stability  will  help  the  team 
continue  to  grow  and  become 
a force  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
their  division. 

“Every  coach  wants 
to  do  things  a certain  way,” 
Lancour  said.  “So  I hope  to  keep 
coaching  and  doing  things  the 
same  way  so  we  can  continue  to 
become  better. 

“As  long  as  the  team 
can  keep  guys  coming  out  and 
continue  to  have  leadership 
from  the  veterans,  there  will 
always  be  kids  willing  to  learn 
and  this  team  can  continue  to 
grow  and  improve.”

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Opinion:  Lack  of  respect  plagues  current  state  of  NHL

Respect  is  the  very 
essence  of  all  sports.  From 
the  competitors  of  ancient 
Greece,  to  young  children  and 
recreation  leagues,  true  athletes 
have  always  played  with  honor 
and  pride. 

Throughout  the  game’s 
storied  history  hockey  players 
and  fans  have  always  upheld 
this  tradition  of  honor. 

Although  it  has  always 
been  a minor  sport  in  the 
United  States,  fans  and  players 
showcase  unparalleled  levels 
of  devotion,  commitment  and 
pride. 

To  those  who  love  it, 
hockey  is  much  more  than  a 
game;  it  is  a family 

It  is  expected  that  this 
family  is  treated  with  the  same 
amount  of  respect  as  any  family 
member  denoted  by  blood. 

Those  individuals  who 
are  lucky  enough  to  play  hockey 
at  the  professional  level  should 
act  as  role  models  of  the  sport’s 
traditions  and  its  unwritten 
codes. 

Unfortunately,  in 
recent  years,  the  NHL  has  been 
plagued  with  problems  that 
threaten  the  honor  of  the  game. 

There  is  no  denying 
that  hockey  is  a violent  sport 
- hitting  and  lighting  are  part 
of  the  game  as  much  as  passing 
and  scoring  are. 

These  things  combined 
to  create  the  fast-paced, 
adrenaline  pumping  experience 
that  a hockey  game  should  be. 

Of  course,  the  violent 
elements  of  hockey  are  regulated 
by  written  rules  and  penalties 
which  deter  players  from  going 
overboard. 

However,  these 

written  rules  have  long 
been  supplemented  by  other 
unwritten  codes  which  all 
players  understand. 

Especially  in  the 


NHL,  there  exists  a kind  of 
gentleman’s  code. 

In  certain  situations 
players  are  expected  to  follow 
rules,  not  only  because  of 
defined  penalties,  but  simply 
out  of  respect  for  their  fellow 
athletes. 


Yet,  professional 
players  seem  to  be  losing  sight 
of  the  importance  of  mutual 
respect  in  the  game  of  hockey. 

Dangerous  hits  and 
reckless  violence  are  more 
common  than  ever  before. 

In  past  years,  specific 
players  have  gained  reputations 
for  questionable  conduct. 

Players  like  Sean 
Avery  or  Steve  Ott  are  known 
as  instigators. 

However,  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  common 
for  all  players  to  exhibit  these 
types  of  disrespectful  behavior, 
previously  reserved  for 
instigators. 

The  most  dangerous  of 
these  behaviors  is  headhunting. 
Hits  to  the  head  have  occurred 


with  increasing  frequency  over 
the  past  couple  years  - these 
reckless  hits  ate  dangerous  and 
disrespectful. 

High-profile  instances 
of  headhunting  have  caused 
major  injury  to  several  NHL 
players. 


Some  players, 

including  Boston  Bruins 
center  Patrice  Bergeron,  have 
sustained  injuries  serious 
enough  to  threaten  their 
careers. 

It  is  truly  disturbing 
to  think  that  the  career  of  a 
talented  young  player  such  as 
Bergeron  could  end  because 
another  player  did  not  have  the 
control  and  respect  to  restrain 
from  this  reckless  behavior. 

More  recently,  the 
Bruins  have  lost  Marc  Savard 
for  the  remainder  of  the 
season  due  to  post  concussion 
syndrome  related  to  head 
injuries  from  high  hits. 

Players  may  not  intend 
to  hurt  each  other,  but  the  risk  is 
always  there. 


It  is  their  obhgation 
and  responsibility  to  themselves 
and  all  other  players  to  be 
conscious  and  consider  the 
safety  of  everyone  on  the  ice  at 
all  time. 

Equally  unsettling 
as  the  on  ice  misconducts 


that  are  becoming  common  in 
the  NHL  are  instances  where 
inappropriate  behavior  goes 
beyond  the  game. 

NHL  players  in  recent 
years  have  even  ventured  as  far 
as  to  disresf)ect  the  organization 
and  management  who  control 
their  careers. 

Probably  the  most  well- 
known  example  was  Edmonton 
Oiler  Sheldon  Souray,  whose 
comments  offended  team 
managers  so  badly  that  they 
not  only  traded  him  to  another 
team,  but  also  sent  him  down  to 


the  AHL  while  they  waited  for 
the  trade  to  process. 

In  the  past  few  weeks 
alone  there  is  the  example 
of  Paul  Stastny,  who  made 
negative  comments  about 
the  Colorado  Avalanche 
organization  because  he  disliked 
some  of  the  manager’s  trade 
choices. 

This  type  of  behavior 
shows  a blatant  disrespect 
for  the  position  of  privilege 
and  honor  that  an  NHL  player 
holds. 

They  do  not  seem  to 
realize  that  because  they  are 
lucky  enough  to  get  paid  to  do 
something  that  most  people 
would  do  just  for  fun,  they 
should  recognize  the  privilege 
and  not  complain  over  things 
that  do  not  really  matter. 

However,  the  worst 
misconducts  of  NHL  players 
in  recent  years  have  been  those 
that  impact  the  fans. 

Examples  of  this 
include  inappropriate  and 
distasteful  comments  made  on 
television,  such  as  those  made 
by  Sean  Avery  with  regards  to 
an  ex-girlfriend. 

Avery  and  other 
players  have  also  been  guilty  of 
making  lewd  gestiues  in  plain 
view  during  televised  games. 

All  of  these  things  are 
disrespectful  not  only  to  fellow 
athletes,  but  also  to  the  fans  who 
love  and  support  the  game. 

It  is  hard  to  tell 
where  the  game  of  hockey  is 
heading,  but  it  is  easy  to  see 
that  professional  players  have 
drifted  a long  way  from  the 
honor,  pride  and  family  on 
which  the  sport  is  built. 

Fans  can  only  wait  and 
hope  that  the  NHL  will  restore 
itself  and  represent  the  sport  of 
hockey  in  the  dignified  manner 
which  it  deserves.

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Looking  back  at  the  2011  NCAA  basketball  tournament

Yes,  I know  that  two 
other  writers  at  the  Voice  have 
written  great  articles  about  the 
NCAA  tournament  (great  reads, 
thanks  Joe  and  Rob),  but  with 
the  tournament  concluding 
earlier  this  week,  I wanted  to 
look  back  and  give  some  of  my 
thoughts  on  the  tournament  that 
was. 

If  there  ever  was  a 
year  in  which  the  tournament 
properly  illustrated  the  regular 
season,  this  was  it.  All  year  long 
there  was  really  no  dominant 
team  in  the  country. 

Each  team  that 
looked  like  they  could  be  title 
contenders  earlier  in  the  year 
showed  their  weakness  early 
and  often.

Yes, 
it  was  a surprise  that  a team  like 
Butler,  who  lost  to  Youngstown 
State,  a team  whose  RPI  was 
254  in  the  country,  made  it. 

Or  that  VCU,  a team 
that  finished  fourth  in  CAA  and 
lost  to  Northeastern  and  Georgia 
State,  made  it  as  wed. 

That  a team  who 
finished  ninth  in  the  Big  East 
in  UConn  made  it  to  the  Final 
Four  was  a surprise  as  well. 

That  a team  that  lost 
five  players  to  the  NBA  Draft 
last  year,  couldn’t  win  on  the 
road  in  the  SEC  and  lost  highly 
recruited  center  Ernes  Kanter 
earlier  in  the  year  also  made  it 
to  the  Final  Four. 

Yes,  those  four  teams 
making  it  were  a surprise. 

But  teams  like 
Pittsburgh,  Ohio  State,  Duke 
and  Kansas  were  all  flawed. 

Did  the  return  of 
Kyrie  Irving  really  have  more 
of  a negative  affect  than  we 
realized? 


We  realized  that  though 
the  Morris  twins  are  going  to  be 
great  NBA  players,  Kansas  had 
a weak  backcourt.  Pittsburgh 
couldn’t  score  and  made  too 
many  bone  headed  mistakes 
while  Ohio  State’s  lack  of  depth 
hurt  the  Buckeyes. 

The  tournament  is  a 
place  where  no  name  players 
get  their  proper  recognition. 
Kenneth  Faried  showed  why  he 
was  the  best  rebounder  in  the 
country,  but  at  the  same  time, 
people  were  able  to  expose  the 
myth  that  is  Jimmer  Fredette. 

Yes,  he  is  a great 
scorer,  but  the  kid  cannot  guard 
anyone  and  doesn’t  play  defense 
at  all. 

We  realized  that 
Kemba  Walker  is  a beast  and  no 
doubt  deserved  to  be  player  of 
the  year. 

That  young  coaches 
like  Brad  Stevens  and  Shakka 
Smart  are  the  future  of  this 
game  and  that  not  every  college 
coach  is  a liar  or  cheater. 

The  tournament 
coverage  added  Kenny  Smith 
and  Charles  Barkley  to  the  mix 
as  well  as  the  addition  of  Turner 
Sports. 

Though  no  one  can 
call  Charles  Barkly  an  expert 
in  college  basketball,  what 
Barkley  was  able  to  bring  to  the 
table  was  an  unbiased  opinion. 

He  told  it  how  it  is,  and 
because  he  didn’t  have  to  worry 
about  any  conference  affiliation 
or  the  NCAA  getting  mad  at 
him  he  just  told  his  opinion. 

Seeing  Barkley  rip  the 
Big  East  while  Rick  Pitino  just 
sat  there  was  classic. 

Yes,  the  NCAA 
tournament  was  a great  three 
weeks.  It  was  a showcase  of 
great  college  talent  and  that  was 
really  it. 

Most  of  these  players 
that  made  such  impacts  these 
last  three  weeks  will  not  be 
great  NBA  pros,  but  instead 
they  represented  their  schools 
in  the  best  way,  and  that  is  all 
what  we  can  ask  in  the  end.

Cynthia  Siegler, 
Director  of  International 
Programs  announced  that  the 
Ireland  and  Poland  Exchange 
programs  are  officially 
underway.

Joshua  Hettrick, 
Assistant  Director  of 
Residential  Life,  also  attended 
the  meeting  to  hear  student’s 
feedback  and  questions  about 
how  the  housing  sign-up 
process  went.  He  said,  “For  the 
most  part,  I think  it  went  pretty 
well.” 

Hettrick  said  that 
while  seniors  did  not  all  get 
their  first  pick  of  apartment 
housing  between  New  Hall, 
the  Apartment  Complex, 
and  Landsdowne  Place,  he 
said  all  seniors  were  granted 
apartment  housing  if  they  signed 
up  for  it. 

Hettrick  said  that  less 
than  4%  of  rising  sophomores 
received  apartment-style 

housing  between  New  Hall  and 


the  Apartment  Complex.  He 
said  about  30  students  out  of 
685  rising  sophomores  will  be 
in  apartment-style  living. 

“Landsdowne  is  at  full 
capacity  for  the  next  year,”  said 
Hettrick,  and  the  University 
does  not  anticipate  employing 
off-campus  housing  such  as  the 
EconoLodge  next  semester. 

Courtney  Hall  is 
planning  a tournament  for  its 
residents  called  “The  Courtney 
Cup.” 

The  event  will  be  teams 
of  6-8  students  competing  in 
events  including  a Super  Smash 
Brothers  tournament,  capture 
the  flag,  wiffle  ball,  dodge 
ball,  and  a scavenger  hunt.

two  toilet  paper  dispensers,  one 
paper  towel  dispenser,  and  one 
hand  soap  dispenser  needing 
to  be  fixed  on  a second  floor 
bathroom.  $500.00  was  charged 
to  the  building  because  there 
were  50  coins  super  glued  to  the 
floor. 

The  report  reads, 
“This  was  an  intentional  and 
deliberate  act  which  caused 
damage  to  floor  finish  during 
the  removal  process.” 

There  have  also  been 
incidents  where  students  have 
ripped  TVs  off  the  walls  in  the 
lounges. 

On  the  damage  report, 
there  were  81  $100.00  charges 
alone  along  with  many  other 
amounts  of  damage. 

This  is  just  an 
overview  of  the  damages  and 
doesn’t  include  the  damages 
from  two  weekends  ago  that 
were  at  $2,000.00  alone  in  one 
weekend.  This  is  why  Courtney 
Hall  staff  and  Residential  Life 
staff  felt  the  need  to  address  the 
big  issue  at  hand. 


As  of  April  2011, 
Courtney  Hall  has  racked  up 
over  $20,000  worth  of  damages. 
Fong  and  other  members  of 
the  residential  life  staff  finally 
decided  to  take  action. 

Conlogue  said  that 
decisions  to  put  the  restrictions 
in  place  in  the  building  were 
the  result  of  discussions  among 
the  residential  life  staff  about 
the  “nature  and  severity  of  the 
current  issues.” 

Also,  Residential  Life 
did  research  on  the  measures 
that  were  previously  put  in 
place  that  were  successful  and 
had  a consultation  with  the  Vice 
President  for  Student  Affairs. 

After  last  Thursday’s 
meetings,  Fong,  Graduate 
Assistant  Tatiana  Urriola, 
and  Residential  Life  staff 
members  along  with  Resident 
Assistants  in  Courtney  Hall 
have  had  follow-up  meetings 
with  Courtney  students.  “We’ll 
continue  to  do  this,”  Conlogue 
said. 

Along  with  24-hour 
quiet  hours  and  the  no  guest 
policy  initiated  in  the  building, 
the  “staffing  presence  in  the 


building  - including  our  staff 
and  Public  safety  staff  members 
- has  also  been  increased,”  said 
Conlogue. 

Many  students, 

whether  at  the  meetings  or  not, 
have  discussed  their  displeasure 
with  the  actions  taken  in 
Courtney  Hall. 

Conlogue  said,  “While 
such  responses  are  never  a 
preferred  way  of  dealing  with 
issues  within  our  halls,  they  are 
sometimes  necessary  in  order  to 
alter  a pattern  of  disruptive  and 
destructive  behavior.” 

There  were  several 
students  who  Residential  Life 
has  spoken  to,  he  said,  that 
expressed  their  concern  about 
the  conditions  in  Courtney  and 
agreed  that  something  had  to  be 
done  about  it  even  if  they  didn’t 
like  it. 

“I’m  happy  to  report,” 
Conlogue  said,  “that  behaviors 
in  Courtney  Hall  have  improved 
considerably  in  recent  days.  We 
hope  that  this  will  continue, 
which  will  allow  us  to  look  at 
relaxing  some  of  the  measures 
that  were  put  in  place  last 
week.”

Titanic.  The  Captain 
was  bom  in  Hanley, 
England.  He  attended 
school  until  the  age  of 
13,  when  he  traveled  to 
Liverpxx)!  to  begin  his 
seafaring  career.  When 


he  was  30  years  old. 
Captain  Smith  took  his 
first  voyage  as  officer 
in  command  upon  the 
SS  Celtic.  In  1888  he 
earned  his  Extra  Mas- 
ter’s Certificate,  mak- 
ing him  a fuU  Lieuten- 
ant. At  the  same  time  he 
joined  the  Royal  Navy 
Reserve,  of  which  he 
later  became.  Captain. 
In  1895  he  became  the 
captain  of  the  Majestic 
and  held  the  pxrsition 
for  nine  years.  He  was 
awarded  the  Transport 
Medal  by  King  Edward 
VII  and  gained  wide  ac- 
claim with  the  wealthy 


passengers  that  would 
travel  aboard  his  ves- 
sels. He  commanded 
numerous  ships  with 
only  few  troubles,  and 
in  April  of  1912  it  was 
announced  that  Smith 
would  be  the  Captain 
of  the  Titanic  on  her 
maiden  voyage.  At 
1 1:40pm.  four  days  af- 
ter its  departure,  the  Ti- 
tanic stmck  an  iceberg 
in  the  North  Atlantic. 
It  took  two  hours  and 
40  minutes  for  the  ship 
to  sink,  killing  1,500 
people,  including  Cap- 
tain Smith,  whose  body 
was  never  recovered.

Book  Review:  The  Accord

“The  Accord,”  by 
Keith  Brooke  is  a novel  that 
tries  to  transcend  the  difference 
between  reality  and  virtual 
reality. 

It  follows  Noah 
Barakh,  the  creator  of  a project 
known  as  “the  accord,”  as  he  is 
on  the  run  from  Jack  Burham,  a 
politician  out  for  revenge  after 
he  learns  of  his  wife  Priscilla’s 
affair  with  Noah. 

Both  Noah  and 
Priscilla  escape  into  the  accord, 
and  events  unfold  from  there. 

Much  of  the  time  I was 
reading  this  I thought  that  the 
love  triangle  was  just  a track  on 
which  Keith  Brooke  was  placing 
his  ideas  and  this  concept  of  a 
virtual  heaven,  and  everything 
that  revolves  around  it. 

The  result  is  that  some 


parts  of  the  book  are  not  truly 
necessary  to  the  story,  but  they 
are  uncommon. 

One  of  the  best  parts 
of  the  book  is  the  concept  it 
explores,  the  idea  of  a virtual 
reality  as  an  after-life. 

In  this  virtual  reality, 
a person  effectively  downloads 
his  or  her  soul  into  a database, 
which  then  places  the  person 
into  a virtual  world  of  the 
consensus  of  the  minds  making 
it  up. 

This  idea  is  then 
manipulated  and  explored 
upon  in  most  imaginable  ways. 
Concepts  like  this  have  been 
used  before  in  science  fiction 
novels,  but  not  in  so  creative  a 
way  as  this. 

The  content  is  very 
philosophical  yet  also  makes 
great  efforts  to  explain  the 
“science”  behind  the  accord, 
which  makes  this  a tough  read  at 
times,  albeit  a satisfying  one  in 


some  places  where  the  novel  is 
especially  thought-provoking. 

Also,  some  of  the 
“science”  mentioned  above  is 
rather  hard  to  believe  possible, 
even  with  lowered  standards. 

Another  point  worth 
noting  is  the  point  of  view  in  the 
book. 

This  story  is  told 
mostly  in  first  person,  but  it 
is  done  in  such  a way  that  the 
reader  truly  gets  inside  the 
heads  of  the  characters  instead 
of  reading  a simple  narration  by 
a character. 

This  allows  for  a level 
of  depth  of  the  main  characters 
that  is  quite  a treat,  especially 
so  with  three  characters. 

There  are  parts  of  this 
novel  that  feel  out  of  place,  and 
some  other  minor  issues  that 
make  this  novel  imperfect,  but 
overall  it  makes  for  a novel  that 
will  not  fail  to  make  you  think. 
7 out  of  10.

State  University  will  play  host 
to  what  is  becoming  a very 
important  festival  to  the  music 
industry.

The  show  was  a success 
and  helped  to  raise  $30,000.00 
for  music  initiatives,  as  well 
as  money  for  the  Connecticut 
Children’s  Medical  Center. 

Last  year  was  an 
even  larger  year  for  the 
festival.  Moved  to  the  Durham 
Fairgrounds  and  held  on  May 
30,  it  attracted  such  acts  as  30 
Seconds  to  Mars,  Lupe  Fiasco, 
and  MuteMath,  in  addition  to 
over  thirty  local  bands  from  the 
surrounding  regions. 

Once  again,  they 
raised  money  and  awareness  for 
various  music  organizations  and 
charities.  Seventy  percent  of  all 
proceeds  from  the  festival  every 
year  go  to  various  charities  from 
the  area. 

This  year,  the 

B.O.M.B.  Fest  is  really  upping 
its  game  with  an  explosive 
lineup  (pun  intended).  Now 
a two-day  festival  held  in 
Danbury , Connecticut  »it  is  really 
drawing  in  some  extraordinary 


performers. 

Some  major  acts 
include  Weezer,  Wiz  Khalifa, 
Coheed  and  Cambria,  Neon

Clinton,  and  even  Snoop  Dogg.

In  the  United  States,  76.7% 
of  state  legislators  and  83.4% 
of  federal  legislators  are  men.

The  federal  level  is  not  much 
better,  with  President  Obama  just 
barely  saving  Planned  Parenthood 
funding  through  negotiations 
with  Republicans  last  week. 

But  even  that  is  not  enough, 
as  the  compromise  will  cut  funding 
for  vital  family  planning  services.

Not  to  be  outshined 
by  Cloutier  and  Mondalto, 
sophomore  Kevin  Greene  hit 
his  first  home  run  of  the  season 
over  the  scoreboard  in  right 
field. 

That  was  all  the  run 
support  Mondalto  needed  as 
he  easily  handled  the  rest  of 
the  Bears  hitters  en  route  to  the 
victory. 

In  the  second  game  of 
the  doublehesader.  Coach  Arra 
went  to  lefty  sophomore  Bret 
Siflinger. 

Siflinger  also  pitched  a 
complete  game  shutout  with 
a five  hit,  seven  strikeout 
performance. 

The  win  was  Siflinger’s 
second  win  of  the  season.  Bret 
was  in  control  the  whole  game, 
as  the  Bear  hitters  could  not 
contend  with  Siflinger’s  nasty 
slider.

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WSU’s  Barry  Maloney  selected  to  be  President  of  Worcester  State

On  April  4 it  was  an- 
nounced that  Barry  Maloney,  our 
Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs 
has  been  selected  to  be  the  President 
of  Worcester  State  University.  He  is 
set  to  replace  the  current  president, 
Janelle  Ashley,  starting  around  July 
1 if  this  year. 

“I  was  nominated  by  former 
Westfield  State  President  Fredrick 
Woodward,”  Maloney  said.  “This  is 
a very  exciting  opportunity.” 

Concerning  whether  or  not 
he  had  been  involved  with  Worces- 
ter State  in  the  past,  Maloney  said, 
“Not  formally,  but  since  the  school 
is  part  of  the  same  public  higher  ed- 
ucation system,  I was  familiar  with 
the  campus.” 

Physically,  the  campus  is 
roughly  similar  to  our  own,  with 
around  the  same  number  of  stu- 
dents. 

Maloney  said  that  he  is 
looking  forward  to,  “the  new  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities.” 

“I  am  also  looking  forward 
to  being  part  of  a community  with 
multiple  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing,” he  said. 

Maloney  said  he  has  al- 
ready made  plans  for  Worcester 
State. 


“Based  on  the  feedback 
I received  during  my  interview,  [I 
plan  to]  be  a very  visible  public  face 
of  the  institution,”  Maloney  said. 
“Worcester  is  also  in  pursuit  of  an 
athletic  complex  similar  to  the  one 


we  have  here  at  Westfield. 

“Working  on  that  project 
and  getting  to  know  all  the  people 
will  take  up  a great  deal  of  my  time 
early  on.” 

Shifting  back  to  Westfield 


State  University,  Maloney  started 
working  here  in  1991  as  an  RD  and 
was  named  VP  of  student  affairs  in 
2008. 

Maloney  said  that  it’s  “hard 
to  pick  one  [favorite]  thing”  but  that 
it’s  “probably  the  people  - the  fac- 
ulty, staff  and  students.” 

“I  will  miss  the  campus, 
community,  the  students,  my  col- 
leagues,” he  said.  “The  decision  to 
leave  was  not  an  easy  one  as  I have 
enjoyed  my  time  at  Westfield  im- 
mensely.” 

“Westfield  is  a great  school, 
be  proud  of  your  institution,”  he 
continued.  “Also,  don’t  follow  what 
others  tell  you  to  do.  Follow  your 
heart. 

“Find  something  that  you 
love  doing,  something  you’d  do  for 
free  anyway  and  do  it.  If  you  can  get 
paid  for  doing  it,  that’s  true  success. 
If  you  can’t  get  paid  for  it,  do  it  any- 
way and  don’t  give  up  hope. 

“Find  a skill  you  can  get 
paid  for  to  pay  the  bills,  but  don’t 
give  up  what  you  love  to  do.  Some- 
times the  people  who  end  up  being 
successful  in  the  end  are  simply  the 
ones  who  hung  in  there  no  matter 
what. 

“Either  way,  you  won’t  end 
up  having  regrets  because  you  were 
afraid  to  take  the  chance  and  took  a 
safer  path  instead.”

SGA  Report:  WSU  building  upgrades  won’t  interfere  with  education

Kevin  Queenin, 
President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  attended  the 
weekly  Student  Government 
Association  meeting. 

He  said  that  the  $5 
million  dollar  expansion  of  the 
dining  commons  will  be  open 
by  the  end  of  September. 

The  “Next  Hall” 
project  will  cost  about  $5 1 
million,  the  new  academic 
building  will  cost  S55  million, 
and  a future  renovation  of  Dever 
Auditorium  will  cost  roughly 
$2.8  million. 

Queenin  said  that 
this  money  is  not  conflicting 
with  Westfield’s  quality  of 


education  thanks  to  the  Strategic 
Planning  Board  which  brought 
these  plans  to  the  state  at  least 
five  years  ago. 

“We  are  very 
conscious  of  the  cost  per 
student,  and  we  are  very  proud 
of  keeping  the  cost  below 
$16,000,”  said  Queenin.” 

Roughly  32%  of 
our  university  budget  comes 
from  the  state,  so  balancing  is  a 
challenge,  says  Queenin. 

“We  are  $2.5  million 
short  in  terms  of  balancing  the 
budget,”  he  says. 

However,  Queenin 
assured  the  student  senate,  “We 
will  not  compromise  the  quality 
of  education  we  have  here  at 
Westfield.” 

Davis  Hall 


Council  President,  Taylor  Fote 
announced  that  Davis  will  be 
hosting  outdoor  events  and 
games  such  as  four  square  next 
week.  The  time  and  date  is  to  be 
decided. 

Davis  Hall  will  also 
be  giving  away  free  t-shirts  at 
their  end-of-year  celebration 
when  residents  fill  out  a survey 
about  the  building.

The  Angry  Liberal:  The  budget  battle

Is  anyone  else 
weary  of  hearing  politicians 
use  the  words  “budget  crisis,” 
“fiscal  responsibility,”  “national 
deficit,”  “debt  ceiling,”  and 
“financial  crisis”  without  doing 
anything  to  effectively  help? 

Whether  an 

individual  identifies  as  a part 
of  either  side  of  the  political 
debate,  the  discussion  of  these 
terms  becomes  irritating  when 
the  “debate”  is  all  talk  and 
results  in  no  action. 

Despite  the 

partisanship  of  the  debate,  there 
are  a few  facts  that  almost  all 
are  in  agreement  on:  the  U.S. 
has  spent  beyond  its  capacity, 
the  national  deficit  is  too  high, 
and  the  financial  problems  are 
leading  the  nation  into  an  even 
bigger  economic  mess. 

So  how  do  they 
fix  it?  Paul  Ryan,  Republican 
Congressman  from  Wisconsin, 
has  a plan  for  deficit  reduction 
that  essentially  raises  health 
care  costs  for  seniors  and 
cuts  funding  from  necessary 
programs. 

And  although  the 
Democrats  have  ideas  to  cut 
defense  spending  and  renew 
higher  taxes  for  the  wealthiest 
Americans  and  businesses,  they 
are  thwarted  by  the  ideological 
battle. 

That  is  not  to  say 
that  the  Democrats  or  President 


Obama  have  all  of  the  great 
ideas. 

Two  weeks  ago, 
after  President  Obama,  Speaker 
of  the  House  John  Boehner,  and 
Senator  Harry  Reid  came  to  a 
temporary  agreement  about  the 
budget  to  avoid  a government 
shutdown,  Obama  said  that 
they  “made  sure  at  the  end  of 
the  day  this  was  a debate  about 
spending  cuts— not  social  issues 
like  women’s  health  and  the 
protection  of  our  air  and  water. 

“These  are 

important  issues  that  deserve 
discussion,  just  not  during  a 
debate  about  our  budget.” 

That  agreement 
came  just  an  hour  before 
the  funding  was  to  end  and 
although  Obama  should  be 
praised  for  holding  on  to 
important  programs,  the  fact  of 
the  matter  is  that  these  issues, 
the  ones  about  women’s  health 
and  protection  of  air  and  water, 
are  very  related  to  the  budget 
and  should  be  involved  in  the 
discussion  of  the  budget. 

Obama  and  the 
Democratic  leaders  are  giving 
up  too  much  in  this  fight  with 
Republicans,  especially  amidst 
the  pressure  of  radical  Tea  Party 
Movement  politicians. 

How  can  Democrats 
and  Obama  hold  on  to  beneficial 
programs  when  they  are  forced 
to  make  such  compromises? 

The  Republican- 
controlled  House  of 
Representatives  can  pass  all  of 
the  budget  bills  that  it  wants  but 
they  will  never  be  passed  in  the 


Senate. 

This  means  that  this 
budget  battle  will  continue  to 
dominate  much  of  the  political 
talk  and  even  the  2012  election, 
which  is  nearing. 

The  entire  budget 
debate  is  disappointing  and 
disheartening  for  Americans. 

Elected  leaders 
are  acting  like  children  and 
stubborn  ideology  does  not 
permit  any  progress. 

Defense  spending 
has  to  be  ultimately  cut,  those 
making  millions  and  billions 
of  dollars  every  year  amidst 
American  poverty  need  to  be 
taxed  higher  like  they  were  in 
the  1950s. 

The  Tea  Party 
(non)Movement  needs  to  either 
find  a platform  and  actually  do 
something,  or  stop  squawking 
and  slowing  down  the  process, 
which  is  already  slow  and 
difficult. 

The  one  glimmer

The  United  States  has 
a $14  trillion  national  debt.  To 
anybody  with  a little  common 
sense  it  would  seem  apparent 
that  the  government  should  cut 
its  spending  levels. 

Last  week  President 
Obama,  Majority  Leader 
Harry  Reid,  and  Sf)eaker  John 
Boehner  reached  a deal  to  cut 
$38  billion  from  our  budget. 

Sounds  like  a lot 
money,  right?  Well  not  exactly, 
it’s  Just  about  1%  of  government 
spending.  This  deal  is  a pathetic 
response  to  the  anger  of  the 
American  people. 

One  particular  area 
that  should  be  cut  is  defense 
spending.

I’m  not  done 
because  it  seems  that 
somewhere  between  $109.1 
and  $43 1 .5  billion  is  added  as 
interest  in  debt  incurred  from 
past  wars. 

The  actual  spending 
is  somewhere  around  $1 
trillion. 

r m alittle  confused; 
the  Defense  Department  gets  to 
add  money  to  their  budget  after 
the  original  amount  has  been 
approved. 

The  excuse  is  that 
the  money  is  needed  because 
there  is  a “clear  and  present 
danger”  involved  in  defense  of 
the  United  States. 

I agree  with  that  to 
a point,  but  I also  think  that  the 
United  States  should  be  more 
frugal. 

War  is  expensive 
and  the  government  should 
avoid  getting  itself  into  conflicts 
that  it  caimot  pay  for.  War  means 
higher  taxes,  and  that  puts  a 
strain  on  the  average  working 
American. 

Spending  across 
the  board  is  out  of  control; 
Medicare  & Medicaid  is  at  $793 
billion,  and  Social  Security  is  at 
$701  billion. 

Together  they  make 


up  43%  of  the  federal  budget. 
Defense  spending  begins  at  20% 
and  then  balloons  up  because  of 
allocated  discretionary  spending 
to  an  unknown  percentage. 

There  is  obvious 
waste  involved  in  entitlement 
spending,  but  at  least  that  type 
of  spending  benefits  people  in 
America. 

Defense  spending 
goes  to  helping  other  countries, 
such  as  the  $23.9  billion  that 
is  spent  on  overseas  military 
construction. 

A huge  source  of 
waste  comes  from  over  priced 
military  contractors  that  take 
advantage  of  our  wild  spending 
habits. 

The  current  budget 
is  immoral  and  does  not 
accomplish  much  in  the  way  of 
reducing  American  debt. 

Fumre  generations 
of  Americans  such  as  myself 
will  have  to  pay  off  debt  that 
occurred  due  to  governmental 
irresponsibility. 

Our  defense 

spending  is  out  of  control, 
and  before  we  start  cutting 
programs  that  make  health  care 
more  affordable  to  low  income 
Americans,  we  should  focus  on 
trimming  military  waste.  It  can 
and  must  be  done.

I know  this  because 
I lived  in  an  apartment  on 
Summer  Street  for  two  years 
while  attending  “Wastefield,”  as 
it  was  once  called,  and  the  police 
never  broke  up  our  events. 

I remember  drinking 
in  the  parking  lot  in  front  of 
our  building  during  the  Spring 
Weekend  of  2009  with  over  50 
people,  and  not  one  officer  had 
a word  to  say,  nor  did  they  even 
drive  by. 

Other  larger  parties  on 
several  main  streets  were  also 
allowed  to  go  on  after  permits 
were  obtained;  the  same  houses 
that  had  parties  broken  up  this 
year,  although  far  more  people 
attended  in  previous  years  when 
the  residences  were  rented  by 
different  students. 

It  wasn’t  until  spring 
semester  of  2010  that  other 
residents  of  the  Summer  Street 
building,  who  were  21  and 
older,  began  to  have  their  parties 
broken  up  by  the  police. 

This  is  an  occurrence 
that  I,  along  with  a mass  of 
students  and  citizens  find 
extremely  unfortunate,  and  see 
it  as  a clear  violation  of  rights 
and  an  attempt  to  use  loopholes 
to  obtain  the  police  department’s 
desired  result. 

After  several  parties 
were  broken  up  over  Spring 
Weekend  this  year,  I learned  of 
the  specific  details  surrounding 
each  break  up.  At  one  party  held 
in  the  driveway  of  the  building, 
officers  arrived  at  noon  before 
the  majority  of  guests  had  even 
arrived. 

Police  explained  in 
their  defense  that  the  party  was 
“out  of  control,”  which  seems 
a bit  difficult  to  lend  evidence 
too  considering  it  was  mid-day 
and  noise  ordinances  are  not  in 
effect  until  10  p.m. 

In  addition,  there 
simply  were  not  enough  guests 
to  warrant  the  opinion  that  it  was 
out  of  control.  Police  proceeded 
to  raid  the  house  as  well,  while 
decked  out  in  bulletproof  vests, 
which  seems  almost  ridiculous. 


I was  also  informed  that  this 
was  the  case  at  several  other 
supposedly  “out  of  control” 
parties  occurring  during  the 
day. 

Police  obtained 

warrants  for  the  residences 
because  of  that  fact  that  guests 
were  charged  admission  and 
according  to  the  Westfield 
Evening  News,  “received  beer 
in  return.” 

This  would  violate  the 
liquor  license  laws  in  place, 
as  private  residences  are  not 
authorized  to  sell  alcohol. 

It  seems  as  if  the 
community-policing  unit  is 
using  loopholes  to  prevent  issues 
before  they  even  arise,  for  the 
sheer  fact  that  they  do  not  enjoy 
dealing  with  intoxicated  college 
students  in  their  city. 

If  we  look  at  the  facts, 
there  is  no  evidence  to  support 
the  idea  that  the  renters  were 
selling  alcohol. 

Yes,  admission  was 
charged  but  there  is  no  proof 
whatsoever  that  indicates  or 
even  infers  that  purchasing 
a ticket  provided  each  guest 
with  X amount  of  alcoholic 
beverages. 

If  we  are  to  examine 
all  options  here,  admission 
may  have  been  charged  to  raise 
money  for  a cause,  or  to  pay 
for  the  other  activities  provided 
at  the  party  such  as  a bounce 
house,  which  is  quite  costly  to 
rent. 

In  fact,  unless  an 
officer  purchased  a ticket  and 
was  informed  he  could  now  fill 
up  his  cup,  this  is  an  extremely 
weak  argument  on  the 
department’s  side.  The  police 
have  also  said  that  if  the  party 
guests  were  instructed  to  “bring 
their  own  beer,”  there  would  not 
have  been  an  issue. 

1 find  that  statement 
rather  ironic,  considering  the 
police  are  quick  to  break  up 
any  party,  whether  guests  bring 
alcohol  or  it  is  provided  by  the 
renters. 

I ’ m quite  confident  that 
if  one  were  to  do  the  research— 


determine  the  number  of  parties 
that  were  broken  up  when 
alcohol  was  provided  by  renters 
and  compare  it  to  the  number  of 
parties  broken  up  when  guests 
brought  alcohol— there  would 
be  an  insignificant  difference 
between  the  numbers. 

Using  the  argument 
posited  by  the  police,  let’s 
examine  a similar  hypothetical 
situation. 

My  middle-aged 
parents  decide  to  have  a BBQ 
in  the  driveway  of  their  home, 
while  providing  several  kegs  of 
beer  for  their  guest  list  of  300 
people. 

They  also  decide  to 
have  guests  contribute  $5  upon 
arrival  to  help  cover  the  costs 
for  food  and  other  activities 
such  as  a bounce  house. 

What  are  the  odds  that 
the  police  arrive  in  bulletproof 
vests  and  raid  the  home  because 
my  parents  sold  tickets  to  guests 
for  whom  guests  “received 
beer  in  return”?  Sounds  rather 
hilarious  if  you  take  it  out  of 
context. . . 

The  police  department 
explained  that  approximately 
$5,000  was  spent  on  overtime 
during  that  particular  weekend. 

In  their  defense,  the 
police  did  cite  that  no  instances 
of  drunk  driving  were  reported, 
no  deaths  occurred,  and  only 
two  students  were  placed  into 
protective  custody. 

While  I understand 
that  maintaining  public  safety 
is  the  number  one  concern  for 
the  police,  there  is  absolutely 
no  reason  why  those  of  the  legal 
drinking  age  should  have  to 
suffer,  especially  during  one  of 
the  most  important  weekends  of 
the  semester. 

There  are  undoubtedly 
plenty  of  ways  that  the  police 
department  could  be  spending 
their  time  and  money  in 
preventing  citizen  harm  while 
allowing  students  to  enjoy  the 
college  experience. 

Let’s  face  it:  college 
will  always  include  a significant 
amount  of  alcohol  consumption. 


whether  the  police  allow  it  or 
not. 

Research  in  the  field 
of  sociology  and  deviance,  as 
well  as  in  the  field  of  criminal 
justice,  has  shown  that  when 
more  restrictions  are  placed  on 
alcohol  consumption,  people 
are  more  likely  to  break  the  law. 
As  the  saying  goes,  when  you 
restrict  a citizen’s  freedom,  you 
invite  chaos. 

The  intelligent  and 
logical  solution  would  be  to 
regulate  age  appropriate  alcohol 
consumption. 

Since  the  department 
clearly  has  no  issue  in  approving 
overtime,  why  not  use  that 
overtime  to  routinely  drive  by 
large  parties  that  have  obtained 
permits,  ensuring  that  the  21+ 
guests  do  stay  in  control. 

Officers  could  also 
park  outside  parties,  similar  to 
how  they  stalk  the  parking  lot  of 
Tommy  D’s  on  Thursday  nights, 
and  ensure  that  drivers  are  not 
intoxicated. 

And  for  those  parties 
who  sell  tickets— which  is  a 
great  way  to  ensure  that  guests 
are  21-h— an  officer  could  stand 
outside  the  entrance  to  the  party 
and  collect  tickets  and  check 
ID’S. 

In  closing,  I hope 
that  by  shedding  some  light 
on  the  situation,  others  will  be 
encouraged  to  speak  up  for  their 
rights  as  citizens  and  college 
students,  and  question  the  ethics 
and  practices  of  the  Westfield 
Police  Department. 

I would  also  like  to  add 
that  this  letter  is  not  related  to 
the  Westfield  State  University 
policies  on  alcohol  in  any  way, 
but  rather  asks  that  the  city 
of  Westfield  reexamine  their 
policies  regarding  Westfield 
State  students  living  off  campus 
and  alcohol  consumption  at 
parties.

Weather  is  something 
that  is  constantly  on  almost 
everyone’s  mind;  from  looking 
out  the  window  to  see  whether 
it’s  raining,  to  paying  close  at- 
tention to  the  television,  com- 
puter or  radio  to  find  out  what’s 
going  on,  everyone  cares  about 
the  weather. 

Perhaps  it  is  for  this 
reason  that  Westfield  State 
University  has  its  very  own 
weather  station,  which  is 
located  on  top  of  Parenzo 
Hall. 

It  is  interesting 
then  that  despite  the  impor- 
tance of  weather  to  many 
of  our  everyday  lives  that 
very  few  students  know  of 
the  stations  existence. 

“I  had  no  clue 
there  was  one”,  said  Nick 
Peterson,  a senior  at  WSU, 

“I  just  found  out  we  have  a ra- 
dio station”. 

In  respect  to  the  lack 
of  knowledge  about  the  station, 
it  should  be  known  that  Carsten 
Braun,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Profes- 
sor of  Physical  Geography,  and 
Geographic  Information  Sys- 
tems are  in  charge  of  the  weath- 
er station. 

The  weather  station 
was  installed  by  Dr.  Braun  him- 
self with  help  of  faculty  mem- 
bers from  Facilities  and  Opera- 
tions, as  well  as  members  of  IT 
in  December  2010. 

According  to  Dr. 
Braun  the  station  “measure  the 
basic  meteorological  variables; 
air  temperature,  relative  humid- 
ity, vapor  pressure,  wind  speed, 
wind  direction,  atmospheric 
pressure,  and  solar  radiation.” 

A link  to  which  can  be 
found  at  the  following  link  to 
WSU  weather  station. 

The  station  supplies 
information  in  real-time  as  well 
as  being  able  to  be  downloaded 
to  students  and  faculty  alike.  In 
the  near  future  Dr.  Braun  stated 


that  he  will  be  installing  a rain 
gauge,  and  that  more  sensors 
are  available  if  wanted. 

For  anyone  interested 
the  website  of  the  station  manu- 
facturer [provided  by  Dr.  Braun] 
is,  click  here. 

An  interview  conducted  via 
email  of  Dr.  Carsten  Braun  also 
follows  below.  Also  it  should 
be  noted  that  the  transcript  has 
not  been  edited. 

Q:  Where  is  the  weather  station 
located  on  campus? 

A:  The  weather  station  is  on 


the  roof  of  Parenzo  Hall  - you 
can  see  it,  for  example,  from  the 
main  entrance  of  Bates. 

Q:  When  was  it  put  in?  And  by 
whom? 

A:  The  weather  station  was  in- 
stalled in  December  2010  by 
myself,  with  help  from  some 
folks  from  Facilities  and  Op- 
erations and  IT. 

Q:  Who  is  in  charge  of  the  sta- 
tion? 

A:  I suppose  I am  in-charge. 

Q;  How  is  it  maintained  and 
paid  for? 

A:  The  weather  station  was 
paid  for  as  an  equipment  request 
from  the  GARP  department. 
Most  of  the  annual  mainte- 
nance involves  basic  inspection 
/ cleaning  of  the  sensors  and  the 
station  tripod.  Every  2 years  or 
so  some  sensors  need  to  be  re- 
calibrated and  replaced  if  nec- 
essary to  ensure  accurate  data 
collection.  Of  course,  things 
can  break  (e.g.  the  wind  sen- 
sor), especially  in  the  winter 
when  snow  and  ice  sometimes 
freezes  onto  the  station. 

Q:  What  are  its  measurements 


features? 

A:  The  weather  station  mea- 
sures the  basic  meteorological 
variables:  air  temperature,  rela- 
tive humidity,  vapor  pressure, 
wind  speed,  wind  direction, 
atmospheric  pressure,  and  so- 
lar radiation.  The  station  also 
measures  rainfall,  but  only  in 
the  ‘frost-free’  season  - I will 
install  the  rain  gauge  next  week. 
We  could  add  additional  sensors 
if  needed  (and  money  is  avail- 
able). The  station  is  self-con- 
tained in  terms  of  power:  a small 
solar  panel  is  used  to  charge 
the  internal  battery  that  pow- 
ers the  station.  The  station 
is  connected  to  the  Internet 
in  real-time  and  the  data  are 
available  on  the  web. 

Q:  Other  than  its  ‘Hobo  link’ 
do  students  have  access  to  it? 
A:  Well,  HoboLink  pro- 

vides all  the  access  anyone 
really  needs:  you  can  view 
the  actual  measurements  in 
real-time  and  also  download 
all  collected  data  for  further 
analysis.  There  is  really  no  need 
for  anyone  to  actually  go  to  the 
station  -f  the  college  really  does 
not  want  anyone  to  walk  around 
on  the  Parenzo  roof  for  safety 
reasons. 

Q:  Is  there  any  where  else  to 
find  additional  information  on 
the  station? 

A:  Not  really  - 1 plan  to  make 
a proper  website  at  some  point 
in  the  future  that  includes  some 
more  information  about  the  sta- 
tion, the  measurements,  and  the 
sensors.  Anyone  who  wants  to 
use  the  data  for  a project  can 
simply  download  it  and  contact 
me  for  more  information.  Here’s 
the  website  for  the  manufac- 
turer: http://www.onsetcomp.

Q:  Is  there  anything  else  you 
would  like  to  add  or  expand 
on? 

A:  Well,  I think  it  is  worth  men- 
tioning that  this  station  and  the 
collected  data  will  be  used  in  a 
variety  of  classes,  for  example 
Physical  Geography,  Severe 
and  Unusual  Weather,  and  Me- 
teorology.

On  Wednesday 
April  13,  2011  Westfield  State 
University  had  the  extraordinary 
pleasure  to  welcome  Dr.  Ruth 
Westheimer  as  a guest  speaker 
for  the  final  installment  of  the 
2011  Speaker  Series. 

Dr.  Ruth  is  a 
4’  7”  spitfire  that  has  more 
accomplishments  in  her  life 
than  any  one  person  can  usually 
hope  for.  She  is  foremost  a 
psychosexual  therapist  and 
speaker. 

She  was  bom  in 
Germany  in  1928  and  was, 
unfortunately,  separated 

from  her  parents  during  the 
Holocaust. 


When  she  turned 
seventeen.  Dr.  Ruth  joined 
the  Haganah,  Jewish  Freedom 
Fighters,  after  which  she 
became  a kindergarten  teacher 
in  Paris. 

Dr.  Ruth  migrated 
to  the  United  States  in  1956 
where  she  achieved  her  Masters 
in  Sociology  from  the  Graduate 
Faculty  of  the  New  School  of 
Social  Research. 

She  also  obtained 
her  Doctorate  of  Education 
in  Interdisciplinary  Study  of 
the  Family  from  Columbia 
University  Teachers  College  in 
1970. 

Dr.  Ruth  has  also 
taught  at  Lehman  College, 


Brooklyn  College,  Adelphi 
University,  Columbia 

University  and  WestPoint  as 
well  as  had  many  fellowships 
and  adjunct  professor  jobs  at 
other  institutions.  Additionally 
she  has  been  named  College 
Speaker  of  the  Year  twice. 

Outside  of  her 
teaching  career.  Dr.  Ruth  has 
written  several  books,  starred 
in  shows  that  include  some 
pertaining  to  her  psychosexual 
field,  and  has  produced  a board 
game. 

She  has  had  several 
television  and  radio  shows, 
which  were  widely  popular 
internationally. 

Dr.  Ruth’s  visit  to 
Westfield  was  much  anticipated 
due  to  her  wide  popularity  and 
also  because  we  have  had  the 
privilege  of  hearing  her  speak 


in  the  past. 

She  started  her 
speech  by  covering  some 
background  on  where  she  stood 
on  some  key  issues  such  as 
abortion. 

Dr.  Ruth  then 
proceeded  to  take  questions 
from  the  audience,  which  were 
collected  anonymously. 

Then  with  the  help 
of  university  president  Dr. 
Dobelle  who  read  all  of  the 
questions,  as  awkward  as  they 
were.  Dr.  Ruth  answered  as 
many  questions  as  she  could. 

Dr.  Ruth’s  visit 
was  well  worth  the  wait,  and 
maybe  one  day  we  will  have  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  her  again.

Though  he 
has  stated  that,  given  the 
choice,  he  would  rather 
record  mainstream,  pop- 
ular music  rather  than 
contemporary  Christian 
music,  he  has  also  stated 
that  his  faith  is  the  “key 
to  who  I am.”  In  1996 
when  he  was  only  16 
years  old,  he  started  dat- 
ing Sophia  Martinez  and 
the  couple  was  together 
for  12  years.  She  was 
a huge  fan  of  Ameri- 
can Idol  and  convinced 
Danny  to  audition  for 
the  show  for  the  eighth 
season.  Then  in  2008, 


at  the  age  of  27,  Sophia 
Gokey  went  in  for  a rou- 
tine surgery  for  congeni- 
tal heart  disease.  It  was 
her  third  time  going  in 
for  the  surgery  and  she 
died  from  complica- 
tions. Four  weeks  later, 
after  almost  backing  out, 
Danny  auditioned  for  the 
show  and  came  in  third 
overall.  He  now  has  1 
album  out  and  another 
in  progress,  scheduled 
to  come  out  in  201 1 . He 
also  started  a foundation 
in  his  wife’s  name,  So- 
phia’s Heart,  which  pro- 
vides donated  musical 
instruments  to  students, 
among  other  things. 


Emerson  was  bom  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts, 
on  May  25,  1803  as 
one  of  eight  children, 
though  three  of  his 
siblings  died  in  child- 
hood. He  started  school 
in  1812,  attending  Bos- 
ton Latin  School.  Five 


years  later  at  the  age  of 
14,  Emerson  began  at- 
tending Harvard,  and 
even  became  freshman 
messenger  for  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  college, 
which  required  him 
to  catch  students  who 
misbehaved  and  then 
send  messages  about 
them  to  the  faculty.  By 
his  senior  year  he  be- 
gan going  by  his  mid- 
dle name,  Waldo.  He 
served  as  Class  Poet  and 
read  an  original  poem 
at  his  graduation  when 
he  was  only  18  years 
old.  In  1826  his  health 
grew  poor  and  he  moved 
to  Florida  in  order  to 


escape  the  cold  weather. 
There,  he  had  his  first 
experience  with  slav- 
ery and  wrote  exten- 
sively about  it.  He  was 
indeed  anti-slavery  and 
traveled  around  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War,  giv- 
ing numerous  lectures. 
Numerous  people  in 
Emerson’s  close  circle 
of  family  and  friends, 
and  even  his  wife,  all 
died  at  very  young  ages 
and  all  within  a rela- 
tively close  timeframe, 
aU  of  which  affected 
Emerson  greatly.  He  is 
buried  in  Sleepy  Hol- 
low Cemetery  in  Con- 
cord, Massachusetts.

Book  Review:  Debt  of  Honor 


Friday  Night  Lights  returns  for  final  season

“Debt  of  Honor,”  written 
by  well  known  suspense  novelist 
Tom  Clancy,  is  an  incredibly 
long  novel  featuring  his  often 
used  protagonist  Jack  Ryan, 
who  in  this  novel  becomes  the 
National  Security  Advisor  to 
President  Roger  Durling,  the 
other  protagonist  in  this  story. 

The  riveting  plot  is 
multifaceted,  with  each  plotline 
relating  to  each  of  the  several 
main  issues  that  President 
Durling  must  face.  He  must 
face  an  economic  crisis,  a 
scandal  involving  his  vice 
president,  and  most  importantly 
recent  military  aggression  by 
Japan.  These  aU  build  up  and 
interweave  in  the  first  half  of 
the  novel,  only  for  the  action 
to  pick  up  significantly  in  the 
second  half  of  the  novel. 

My  one  major  critique 
of  this  novel  is  that  the  first 


half  is  relatively  slow  and  filled 
with  exposition  and  events  that, 
while  necessary,  are  sometimes 
difficult  to  get  through  in  a 
900  page  book.  However,  once 
everything  started  to  pick  up, 
it  made  for  some  of  the  most 
suspenseful  and  exciting  fiction 
1 have  ever  read,  with  an  ending 
that  is  both  brilliant  and  jaw- 
dropping  at  the  same  time. 

There  is  little  to  say 
about  the  writing  except  that 
its  clear  style  suits  the  story 
well,  and  the  dialogue  only 
helps  the  characters  become 
more  real.  As  for  the  characters, 
there  are  an  incredibly  large 
number,  many  of  which  you 
won’t  remember,  but  more 
importantly  the  major  players 
in  the  story  are  memorable. 

Overall,  this  is  a 
complex  suspense  novel  that 
takes  a long  time  to  build  up, 
but  it  is  well  worth  the  time 
sjjent  reading  it  for  those  able 
to  sit  through  the  less  action 
packed  parts.  8 out  of  10.

Shawna  Manning,  a 
junior  at  Westfield  State  University, 
grew  up  in  Boston  and  had  never 
seen  a black  squirrel  before  coming 
to  Westfield. 

“I  had  never  seen  a 
squirrel  like  that.  The  first  time  I 
came  to  Westfield,  I had  to  double 
check  to  make  sure  I was  seeing  the 
right  thing,”  Manning  said.

Residents  of  New  Hall 
have  been  without  keys  since  mid- 
February.  In  an  email,  resident 
director  William  Dunn  said  that  the 
decision  was  made  due  to  a large 
number  of  in-hall  moves  along  with 
many  improperly  issued  keys. 

He  said,  “Because  of  the 
volume  of  mail  issues  we’ve  heard 
about,  and  the  ineffectiveness  of 
earlier  attempts  to  address  the 
situation,  we  have  decided  to  rebuild 
the  mail  system  in  New  Hall  from 
the  ground  up.”

To  the  Campus  Community, 

We  are  pleased  to 
inform  you  that  improvements 
to  our  campus  are  beginning. 
For  those  of  you  who  actively 
participated  in  or  who 
monitored  the  process  to  update 
our  Campus  Master  Plan  you 
are  aware  that  expansion  to  the 
Dining  Commons  is  the  first 
renovation  project  of  several 
planned  for  over  the  next  few 
years. 

Construction  of  the 
Dining  Commons  addition 
officially  begins  the  week  of 
April  24. 

The  new  addition  and 
related  renovations  will  add 
an  additional  300  seats  to  the 
Dean  Dining  Hall  eliminating 
the  present  overcrowding  in  the 
dining  hall  that  exists  during 
meal  time. 

Additional  renovations 
will  include  the  construction  of 
new  restrooms  and  soft  seating 
dining  options. 

The  Tekoa  Room  will 
be  relocated  making  it  more 
accessible  during  other  times  of 
the  day. 

The  Sodexho  staff 
offices,  presently  in  the  dining 
area,  will  then  move  to  the 


present  Tekoa  Room  location. 

The  addition  also  will 
create  a new  open  look  toward 
the  campus  green.  This  will  be 
accomplished  by  installing  a 
new  22  foot  high  window  wall 
that  will  overlook  the  green  and 
smaller  new  windows  to  replace 
existing  windows  that  are  in 
need  replacement.  A new  color 
scheme,  carpet  and  lighting  will 
further  enhance  the  new  space. 

In  order  to  have  work 
completed  before  the  start  of 
the  fall  semester,  construction 
must  begin  immediately.  The 
present  campus  green  entrance 
to  the  dining  hall  will  be  closed 
during  the  week  of  April  24th. 

A new  temporary 
entrance  will  be  provided  for 
use,  which  can  be  accessed  by 
walking  through  the  Tekoa  patio 
on  the  green  side  of  the  building. 
Signage  will  be  provided  to 
assist  individuals  in  identifying 
the  entrance. 

Construction  fencing 
will  be  erected  for  safety  around 
the  construction  site  and  a 
portion  of  the  windows  on  the 
green  side  will  be  blocked  off 
for  the  protection  of  occupants 
in  the  dining  hall. 

During  the  period  of 
construction,  full  handicapped 
access  will  be  provided  at  the 
entrance  to  the  building  facing 
Scanlon  Hall. 

Tim  and  Jeanne’s  will 


be  open  through  commencement 
on  May  2 1 , 20 1 1 . The  building 
will  close  for  the  summer 
on  May  23,  2011.  Quixote’s 
located  in  Wilson  Hall  will  be 
open  during  the  summer  for 
daily  food  service.  Orientation 
and  summer  conferences  will 
be  serviced  using  the  Scanlon 
Banquet  Hall. 

Again,  this  project 
begins  a new  period  of 
construction  on  the  campus 
intended  to  upgrade,  maintain 
and  appropriately  expand 
facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  current  student  population. 

Planned  projects 


include  the  expansion  to  the 
dining  space  and  renovations 
to  Tim  and  Jeanne’s,  a new  400 
student  residence  hall  scheduled 
to  open  during  the  fall  of  2013, 
and  a new  academic  building. 

We  appreciate  your 
cooperation  and  understanding 
as  we  begin  this  new  phase  in 
the  university’s  history.  If  you 
should  have  any  questions  or 
concerns  please  contact  Dr.  Curt 
Robie,  Assistant  Vice  President 
of  Administration  for  Facilities 
and  Operations  at  572-5280.

residents  to  get  their  mail, 
students  must  find  an  RA 
or  the  RD.  This  causes  an 
inconvenience  because  RAs  are 
only  on  duty  between  9:00p.m. 
and  1:00a.m.  and  the  RD  has 
limited  hours,  too. 

Many  residents  did 
not  even  know  there  was  a 
problem  before  the  recall  was 
announced. 

“I  had  no  idea,”  said 
senior  resident  Tom  O’Brian 
and  he  claims  that  the  recall 
“seems  unnecessary  for  those 
who  have  not  had  any  troubles 
getting  mail.” 

However,  RD  Dunn 
feels  that  this  was  a necessary 
step  because  all  previous 
attempts  “did  not  provide 
a lasting  solution,  only  a 


temporary  stopgap  in  student 
concerns.” 

“It  was  a real  hassle 
when  I was  waiting  for  my 
graduation  letter,”  said  senior 
Kevin  Keough.  “I  couldn’t 
check  for  it  on  my  own  time; 
I had  to  wait  until  an  RA  was 
on  duty.”  This  issue  has  some 
future  residents  concerned  as 
well. 

“When  you  sign  up 
to  live  in  New  Hall,  you  know 
there  will  be  a lot  of  fire  alarms 
and  stuff,  but  I don’t  want  to 
have  to  deal  with  these  types  of 
problems  next  year,”  said  junior 
Shane  Hogan. 

Considering  New 
Hall  has  the  highest  room  costs 
on  campus,  residents  expect 
an  issue  like  this  to  be  solved 
quickly.

Michigan’s  black  squirrels 
live  on  in  Pioneer  Valley

As  a gift  to  Frank 
Stanley  Beveridge,  founder  of 
Stanhome,  Inc.  and  Stanley 
Park,  these  managers  brought 
with  them  some  squirrels, 
which  did  not  survive  in  the 
new  environment. 

Eventually  they 
attempted  to  reintroduce  six 
squirrels  and  they  survived, 
being  able  to  reproduce  and 
thrive  within  Stanley  Park. 
Black  squirrels  are  now  found 
all  over  the  Pioneer  Valley. 

According  to  the 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society 
“Individual  black-phase  gray 
squirrels  are  either  the  result  of 
a spontaneous  mutation,  or  they 
have  inherited  this  trait  and 
relocated  to  the  area.” 

In  the  case  of 
black  squirrels,  research  has 


been  conducted  proving  that 
there  was  a genetic  mutation 
in  the  grey  squirrels,  which 
transformed  them,  and  the  black 
squirrels  were  able  to  adapt  to 
life  in  Stanley  Park. 

These  black 

squirrels  are  not  much  larger 
than  regular  grey  squirrels  and 
of  course  have  dark  black  fur. 

According  to 

Chicago  Wilderness  magazine, 
“some  of  those  smaller  black 
squirrels,  especially  the  ones 
with  sparsely  haired  tails,  may 
actually  be  juveniles.  Professor 
Joel  Brown  believes  that  many 
black  squirrels  may  not  get  a 
chance  to  grow  very  old.” 

Many  of  the 
squirrels  on  the  Westfield  State 
campus  are  accustomed  to 
having  people  near  them. 

“Both  squirrels  do 
not  seem  to  be  threatened  when 


approached,”  Manning  said. 

“The  black 

squirrels  are  the  same  size  and 
do  everything  grey  squirrels  do. 
Some  of  them  are  really  dark 
and  you  can  see  them  half  way 
across  campus.” 

Much  of  the  Pioneer 
Valley  has  taken  the  black 
squirrel  as  a symbol,  almost  as 
an  icon. 

Conners,  Inc.  has 
even  gone  so  far  to  open  a store 
known  only  as  “The  Black 
Squirrel.”  Located  on  75  Blair 
Road  in  Blandford,  MA,  this 
store  sells  black  squirrel  cast 
iron  products,  clothing,  mugs 
and  other  gifts. 

Through  the  stories, 
products  and  appearances  of 
black  squirrels  in  the  Pioneer 
Valley,  their  reputation  has 
been  able  to  live  on  through  the 
years. 


Study  abroad  student  to  return  to  China  to  teach

For  many,  studying 
abroad  is  a great  way  to  travel 
and  see  other  parts  of  the  world 
while  working  towards  a college 
degree. 

Hugh  Mailly,  a senior 
at  Westfield  State  and  Political 
Science  major,  has  used  this 
for  two  very  successful  trips  to 
Germany  and,  most  recently, 
China. 

In  addition,  he  is  now 
using  his  connections  made  to 
continue  his  travels  and  gain 
employment  when  he  plans  to 
return  to  China  upon  graduation 
to  teach  at  the  very  university 
he  visited  in  China. 

An  interview  with 
Mailly  will  give  insight  to  his 
trip,  as  well  as  encouraging 
other  students  to  travel  abroad 


during  their  college  career. 

Q:  You  recently  returned  this 
winter  from  study  abroad  in 
China  for  the  Fall  2010  semester. 
How  was  your  trip? 

A:  It  was  very  different  than 
anything  I have  experienced. 
Extreme  poverty  mixed  with 
shear  beauty.  Industry  is 
everywhere  and  pollution  is 
rampant.  It  was  humbling. 

Q:  What  did  you  enjoy  most 
about  your  trip? 

A:  The  people  were  most 

enjoyable.  Often  they  would 
greet  you  with  large  smiles  and 
often  practice  their  English  with 
you.  It  is  interesting  because 
many  people  live  in  extreme 
poverty,  like  $2  a day.  But  they 
are  happy. 


Q:  I believe  you  are  planning 
to  head  back  to  China  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year,  however  this 
time  to  teach.  Is  this  correct? 

A:  Yes.  I will  be  returning  to 
United  International  College 
in  China.  I will  be  teaching 
university  students  as  a teaching 
assistant. 

Q:  How  long  will  you  be 

gone? 

A:  About  a year.  The  schedule 
for  university  in  China  is 
different  than  the  United  States. 

Q:  Is  this  part  of  a program 
or  are  you  doing  this  on  your 
own? 

A:  I am  doing  this  on  my  own. 
I studied  at  United  International 
in  China  through  WSU. 


Q:  If  others  are  interested  in 
doing  the  same,  do  you  have  any 
contact  information  for  them?

Huckabee 
hosts  his  own  show  on  Fox 
News,  but  is  that  enough  to 
serve  the  interests  of  both 
Tea  Party  Movement  activists 
and  moderate  Republicans? 

Another  popular 
presidential  hopeful  is  Mitt 
Romney,  former  governor  of 
Massachusetts,  one  of  the  most 
liberal  states  in  the  U.S.  The 
health  care  law  Romney  signed 
into  being  in  Massachusetts 
that  is  controversial  with 
Republicans  will  no  doubt 
come  under  debate  if  he  should 
choose  to  run  for  president. 
What  will  be  different  about 
candidate  Romney  in  2012 
that  wasn’t  present  in  2008? 

Through  either  lack 
of  media  attention  or  lack  of 
noteworthy  action  Sarah  Palin 
has  been  quiet  lately,  and  has 
also  not  formally  announced 
a presidential  run.  Palin  is  a 
Tea  Party  favorite,  but  faces 
a great  challenge  in  securing 
support  from  a broad  range 
of  the  Republican  Party. 

Thealtemativesto  these 
lackluster  potential  candidates 
are  even  worse:  another 
Tea  Party  radical  Michele 


Bachmann,  Newt  Gingrich, 
and  billionaire  Donald  Trump. 
Donald  Trump  is  a wealthy 
businessman  who  attacks 
any  legitimacy  the  American 
presidential  campaign  has  left. 
How  can  a billionaire  relate  to 
the  common  person?  Trump’s 
potential  candidacy  is  a joke  and 
makes  the  election  even  more 
of  a circus.  Gingrich  does  not 
have  the  necessary  popularity 
and  Bachmann  will  never  get 
enough  moderate  Republican 
support  to  be  the  nominee. 

Essentially,  that 

leaves  no  major  contenders  for 
Obama  in  2012.  Mitt  Romney 
or  Mike  Huckabee  may  win  the 
nomination,  but  they  can  never 
beat  Obama  come  Election  Day. 
The  President  can  sit  back,  relax, 
and  watch  the  Republicans  fight 
with  each  other  and  when  the 
debates  arrive,  Obama  will  have 
the  upper  hand  as  the  incumbent. 

President  Obama 
will  also  be  supported  by 
independent  voters  who  will 
lean  more  towards  him  than  an 
extreme  Republican  candidate 
and  by  Democratic  supporters. 
Obama  will  not  need  to 
worry  about  finding  another 
occupation  until  2016  at  the  end 
of  his  second  term. 


Fiscal  Year  2012  Governor’s  Budget: 
Trouble  for  education?

Each  year  the 
Governor’s  Budget  is  of  inquiry 
and  debate.  For  the  most  recent 
[2012]  budget,  worry  spreads 
amongst  the  education  fields  as 
funding  continues  to  be  cut. 

The  fiscal  year  2012 
resource  summary  for  the 
education  field  is  8,157,539,000 
dollars  out  of  the  total 
43,042,539,000  budget  in  its 
entirety. 

This  is  the  second 
highest  sum  in  the  government 


spending  under  the  ‘Health 
and  Human  Services’  area  of 
the  spending  and  is  twenty  one 
percent  of  the  total  spending. 

For  Westfield  State 
University  the  appropriated 
fiscal  year  budget  is  19323,282 
dollars  which  is  561 ,344  dollars 
less  that  the  previous  budget  of 
19,884,626  dollars. 

Back  in  January, 
Governor  Patrick  announced 
that  the  budget  filed  was 
a “balanced  and  fiscally 
responsible  plan  that  maintains 
an  unprecedented  commitment 
to  education  and  other  key 
priorities,  while  continuing  to 


speed  the  Commonwealth’s 
economic  recovery.” 

Many  however 

continue  to  worry  that  this  will 
still  not  be  enough  as  Westfield 
and  many  other  neighboring 
schools  brace  for  the  up-and- 
coming  years. 

This  may  not  be  as 
critical  as  many  have  feared 
as  Westfield  State  University. 
President  Evan  Dobelle  has 
stated  in  an  interview  that 
“Academics  will  NOT  be 
compromised”  and  that  “Public 
Education  should  always  be  the 
number  one  policy  goal  of  all 
elected  leaders.” 
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Hello!  Guess  who?  No,  not  Samantha...  Alex!

Czesc  everyone! 

It’s  almost  been  a 
month  that  I have  been  in 
Krosno,  Poland  and  time  has 
flown  by. 

The  first  week  was 
an  adjustment  period  for  me, 
although  I didn’t  really  have 
any  responsibilities  during 
the  first  week  as  I took  in  my 
new  surroundings  and  became 
comfortable  in  my  new  room. 
I met  my  new  neighbors,  two 
American  girls,  one  from  Iowa 
and  one  from  Massachusetts. 

The  internet  and  power 
go  out  at  least  once  a day  but 
it  is  never  for  too  long.  One 
time,  both  of  the  lights  went 
out  in  the  bathroom  and  I used 
technology  to  communicate  to 
the  maintenance  staff. 

I typed  a word  on  my 
iTouch  and  translated  it  into 
Polish  telling  the  staff  worker 
that  my  lights  were  broken.  It 
works  out  well  because  my 
iTouch  uses  the  wifi  that  our 
building  offers. 

I eat  most  of  my  meals 
at  Marhaba,  a pub,  and  I have 
also  gone  to  the  grocery  store  and 
bought  groceries  such  as  juice 
and  snacks  and  breakfast  foods. 
There  are  three  supermarkets 
within  a mile  radius  of  me. 

There  is  a place  called 
a “milk  bar”  that  is  five  minutes 
down  the  street  and  has  great 
authentic  Polish  food  at  a 
reasonable  price. 

I also  had  Jurek,  which 
is  a type  of  soup , and  kielbasa  for 
less  than  three  dollars.  Krosno 
is  a pretty  small  city  and  during 
my  time  here  I have  explored 
quite  a bit. 

The  “discos”  or  night 
clubs  in  the  area  play  a lot  of 
popular  American  music  and 
Polish  people  don’t  dance  the 
same  way  people  in  U.S.  do  at 
night  clubs.  Instead,  they  do  a 
lot  of  moving  in  place  with  the 
company  of  friends. 

I have  also  found  places 
that  appeal  to  my  interests, 
such  as  the  three  places  where 
I can  play  basketball  indoors. 
One  of  those  places  also  has  a 


work-out  gym,  which  I bought 
a membership  to  for  50  zl  (16 
dollars). 

A few  nights  ago, 
I went  to  one  of  the  indoor 
basketball  courts  and  played 
with  Polish  kids  and  did  some 
drills  since  there  was  a coach 
there  as  well. 

I hope  to  play  there 
and  work  out  twice  a week 
along  with  going  for  a nightly 
jog,  although  some  nights  the 
temperatures  are  below  zero. 

I have  a good  idea  of 
the  town  of  Krosno  now  as  well. 
I can  get  to  the  bus  station  that 
is  about  twenty-five  minutes 
away.  I have  found  cinemas, 
bowling  alleys,  churches, 
shops,  and  Krosno  has  mostly 
everything  a city  would  need. 

I have  heard  that 
Krakow  is  the  place  I have  to 
visit  because  it  is  big,  beautiful, 
and  offers  everything. 

In  regards  to  classes,  I 
am  taking  three  online  classes 
through  Westfield  State  and 
two  classes  here  in  Poland  right 
now. 

I am  planning  on  taking 
a class  about  the  Holocaust  in 
the  next  few  weeks.  One  class 
I am  taking  here  now  is  “Intro 
to  Poland”  which  is  a class 
devoted  to  the  “Erasmus”  or 
“international”  students. 

We  learn  about  Krosno 
and  Poland  as  a whole  and  will 
take  some  trips  to  areas  around 
this  part  of  the  country  once  the 
weather  is  nicer. 

The  other  class  I am 
taking  is  Polish  language.  We 
are  learning  Polish  from  the 
ground  up.  It  is  very  interesting 
and  the  language  consists  of 
a lot  of  cs  cz  sz  ch  zha  type 
sounds. 

The  school  is  a five- 
minute  walk  away  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Rynek  (which  is  like 
a town  square). 

Because  the  two 
American  girls  left,  I have  been 
asked  to  teach  English  so  I am  a 
student  and  a teacher  now. 

As  of  the  past  week,  I 
have  had  classes  with  students 


and  conducted  the  class.  I 
have  first  year  and  second 
year  college  students  as  well 
as  students  who  come  only  on 
the  weekends.  It  has  been  an 
interesting  experience. 

I teach  listening/ 
reading  as  a class  and  I teach 
writing  as  well.  The  classes 
aren’t  too  challenging  but  there 
are  by  no  means  easy.  I have 
to  prepare  for  lessons  now  and 
have  a new  respect  for  teachers 
and  what  they  have  to  do. 

I have  traveled  outside 
the  country  already  to  the  land  of 
my  ancestors.  I went  to  Miskolc 
and  Budapest  in  Hungary. 

I went  to  on  a school 
trip  to  Miskolc  and  went  in  a 
thermal  bath,  which  is  like  an 
indoor  sauna  with  warm  water. 

There  are  waterfalls 
and  sometimes  the  jacuzzi  is 
on  and  sometimes  there  is  a 
lazy  river,  which  made  it  very 
relaxing. 

I also  attended  a 
ball  while  in  Miskolc  at  a 
University.  There  were  dancers 
performing  as  well  as  live  music 
and  we  had  our  own  table  with 
drinks  of  the  alcoholic  and  non- 
alcholic  variety. 

The  food  that  was 
served  was  amazing.  There 
was  rice  and  com  covered  in  a 
yellow  sauce  with  chicken  in 
it  as  well  as  a brownish  sauce 
with  meat  and  potatoes  which 
were  on  the  side.  Both  dishes 
were  delicious! 

In  Budapest,  I was 
looking  for  a hostel  and  I was 
sent  a little  miracle  in  the  form 
of  a Westfield  student.  His 
name  was  Tim  and  he  was  with 
friends  that  he  goes  to  school 
with  in  Dublin. 

The  odds  were 
unbelievable  to  me  that  I am 
studying  in  Poland  and  he  is 
studying  in  Dublin  and  we  run 
into  each  other  in  Budapest. 

Tim  and  his  friends 
were  doing  a short  Euro  trip 
during  their  break  so  instead  of 
going  to  the  hostel  I crashed  on 
the  floor  of  their  hotel . 

That  night  we  went  to  a 


bar  and  met  a very  nice  woman 
named  Agnus,  the  bartender, 
who  was  around  50  years  old. 

A man  at  the  bar  spoke 
some  English  so  he  translated 
for  us  and  I told  her  that  I was 
Hungarian.  She  was  very  sweet 
and  loved  when  I spoke  a few 
Hungarian  words  to  her. 

The  next  day  we 
toured  around  Budapest  with 
Janos,  a young  man  around  my 
age  whom  I met  on  the  train  to 
Budapest  from  Miskolc. 

Janos  showed  us 
all  around  and  was  very 
knowledgeable.  He  showed 
us  the  American  embassy, 
the  Hungarian  Parliament, 


many  churches,  the  Hungarian 
National  Gallery,  and  the  Chain 
Bridge. 

We  ate  authentic 
Hungarian  dinner  that  night  at 
a small  little  place.  I had  Retes, 
a popular  Hungarian  pastry,  and 
the  popular  local  beer  before  we 
ate. 

One  night  I climbed  a 
hill  to  see  a statue  that  provided 
an  amazing  view  of  Budapest. 

So  far,  living  in  Poland 
has  been  a great  experience.

Adolf  Hitler—  Died  Apr  30,  1945 


Dunst  was  bom  in  Point 
Pleasant,  New  Jersey, 
the  older  of  two  children. 
Until  she  was  six  years 
old,  she  attended  school 
in  New  Jersey.  Her  first 
job  was  at  the  age  of 


three  as  a child  fashion 
model  in  television  com- 
mercials. Then  Dunst, 
her  mother,  and  younger 
brother  all  moved  to  Lx)S 
Angeles  following  her 
parents’  divorce.  There 
she  attended  Notre 
Dame,  a private  Catho- 
lic high  school.  Since 
she  began  her  acting  ca- 
reer at  the  age  of  eight 
years  old  with  Woody 
Allen’s  short  film  Oe- 
dipus Wrecks,  she  had 
difficulty  in  dealing  with 
her  rising  fame.  For  a 
while,  she  blamed  her 
mother  for  “pushing  her 
into  acting  as  a child.” 
However,  she  later  re- 


canted and  said  that  her 
mother  had  only  the 
best  intentions.  Her 
breakthrough  role  came 
in  Interview  with  the 
Vampire  in  which  she 
starred  with  Tom  Cmise 
and  Brad  Pitt  and  won 
numerous  awards. 
Throughout  her  child- 
hood, she  went  on  to 
star  in  movies  like  Little 
Women,  Jumanji,  Tower 
of  Terror,  among  others. 
She  even  lent  her  voice 
to  movies  like  Anastasia 
and  The  Adventures  of 
Tom  Sawyer.  One  of  her 
most  famous  roles  to  date 
is  as  Mary  Jane  Watson 
in  the  Spiderman  movies . 


Hitler  was  bom  in  Aus- 
tria-Hungary, the  fourth 
of  six  children.  As  a 
child,  he  was  loved  the 
game  “Cowboys  and  In- 
dians” and  became  fix- 
ated on  war  after  read- 
ing picture  books  on  the 


Franco-Pmssian  war  that 
he  found  in  his  father’s 
office.  At  the  age  of 
eight.  Hitler  sang  in  the 
church  choir  and  gave  se- 
rious thought  to  one  day 
becoming  a priest.  When 
his  younger  brother  died. 
Hitler  grew  more  with- 
drawn and  more  prone  to 
fighting  with  his  teach- 
ers, peers,  and  his  father, 
who  frequently  beat  him. 
This  caused  Hitler  to 
grow  more  acidic  and 
rebellious.  He  was  asked 
to  leave  school  because 
of  his  extremely  dismp- 
tive  behavior.  This  was 
all  before  the  age  of  15. 
When  he  was  21,  he  be- 


came a stmggling  paint- 
er in  Vienna,  Italy,  but  he 
soon  ran  out  of  money 
and  had  to  live  in  a home- 
less shelter.  It  was  in  Vi- 
enna where  Hitler  found 
his  hatred  for  the  Jew- 
ish people.  After  many 
years,  he  rose  to  power 
in  Germany.  Hitler  did 
many  things  in  his  life- 
time, including  writing 
his  autobiography  Mein 
Kafnpf,  meaning  “My 
Stmggle.”  His  health  has 
long  been  debated,  but  it 
is  a fact  that  on  April  30, 
1945  when  faced  with 
defeat.  Hitler  committed 
suicide  by  shooting  him- 
self with  his  own  pistol.

Book  review:  The  Runaway  Jury

John  Grisham  has 
written  a large  amount  of 
legal  thrillers. 

Most  of  them  that 
I have  read  are  good,  but  one 
that  has  stood  out  is  “The 
Runaway  Jury.” 

In  this  thriller,  a 
group  of  jurors  must  decide 
a large  tort  case  either  for  or 
against  tobacco  companies, 
with  great  consequences. 

While  the  idea 
of  a tort  case  may  not  sound 
all  that  exciting,  Grisham 
easily  convinces  the  reader 
otherwise,  and  the  plot  moves 
forward  in  ways  expected  yet 
thrilling  nonetheless. 

This  book  has 
plenty  of  interesting  subplots 
to  keep  things  moving 
forward,  all  of  them  tying  into 


the  main  story  by  the  end. 

There  are  forces 
working  for  both  the  plaintiff 
and  defense,  and  some  of  the

actions  taken  do  not  conform 
to  standard  courtroom 


procedure,  keeping  the 
tension  high  throughout  the 
novel. 

Some  of  the 
characters  in  this  novel  are 
not  as  complex  as  one  might 
hope. 

However,Grisham 
prevents  any  real  detriment 
to  the  story  by  creating  most 
of  the  characters  so  that  they 
are  surrounded  in  an  air  of 
mystery,  hiding  their  real 
thoughts  and  motives. 

The  writing  style 
is  effective  and  overall,  “The 
Runaway  Jury”  is  a great 
book. 

For  those  who 
are  already  fans  of  John 
Grisham  or  are  looking  for 
something  complex  but  not 
too  overwhelming  to  read, 
this  one  is  a great  choice.

Concert  Review:  New  tracks  showcased  by 
Yellowbirds  and  Marco  Benevento

On  April  7,  I attended  a small, 
intimate  concert  at  the  Arts 
Block  Cafe  in  Greenfield. 

I was  lucky  enough  to 
see  two  of  my  favorite  recently 
discovered  artists  play  new 
tracks  from  their  latest  albums. 

I heard  Sam  Cohen 
play  cuts  from  his  solo  debut 
“The  Color”  under  the  moniker 
Yellowbirds. 

1 also  got  to  hear  Marco 
Benevento,  an  experimental 
jazz/rock  pianist,  play  songs 
from  his  latest  album  “Between 
the  Needles  and  Nightfall,” 
which  was  released  in  2010. 

Sam  Cohen  came 


onstage  at  about  9 o’clock.  His 
backing  band  wasn’t  with  him, 
and  he  confided  to  the  audience 
that  it  was  his  first  truly  solo 
show. 

He  used  his  iPod  to 
play  backing  tracks  for  him  to 
sing  and  play  guitar  over,  so  it 
was  like  getting  the  full  band 
experience.  He  whipped  out  an 
unexpected  80s  remix  of  “The 
Reason”  as  his  opener. 

Throughout  the  night, 
Sam  alternated  between  electric 
and  acoustic  guitars  and  lap 
steel. 

For  a few  numbers, 
Marco  joined  him  and  played 
piano,  as  did  Sam  during 
Marco’s  set.  Sam’s  whole  set 
was  marvelous,  but  my  favorite 
moments  were  the  acoustic 


“Rings  In  The  Trees”  and  “The 
Color,”  “The  Honest  Ocean” 
with  Benevento,  and  the  high- 
energy  “The  Rest  of  My  Life.”

Rachael  Balcanoff  is 
a theatre  major  and  a Student 
Theatre  Association  member 
who  takes  part  in  the  directing 
and  performing  of  plays  by 
students  and  for  students , though 
one  does  not  have  to  be  a student 
to  enjoy  their  performances. 

Rachael  is  a senior  and 
has  appeared  in  such  plays  as 
‘The  Beggar’s  Ojjera,’  and  ‘The 
Life  and  Adventures  of  Nicholas 
Nickleby.’  This  was  her  first 
time  directing  what  happened 
on  stage  rather  than  being  in  it. 

Q:  This  semester  you  directed 
“WASP”  by  Steve  Martin; 
how  did  this  come  about? 

A:  In  order  to  direct  a show 
through  STA  (Student  Theatre 
Association),  you  must  require 


a list  of  fulfillments  from  their 
given  Director’s  Application. 
The  process  includes  picking 
three  plays  you  would  be 
interested  in  directing,  analyzing 
them,  what  your  vision  of  them 
would  entail,  which  is  your  top 
preference,  etc  etc  etc.  There 
is  also  a ‘mock  directing’ 
process  so  they  can  view  how 
well  you  work  with  others,  and 
an  interview  with  the  board. 

Q:  Did  you  choose 

this  play?  If  so  why? 

A:  WASP  was  my  first  choice.  I 

am  obsessed  with  Steve  Martin's 
life  - in  a healthy  way;  he  is  an 
exceptionally  eclectic  man. 

Everything  he  does 
he  does  well... and  he  does 
everything!  [Martin  is  a] 
banjo/bluegrass  musician, 
novelist,  playwright,  actor, 
stand-up  comic. ..[but]  I 
enjoy  his  writing  most. 


I think  all  of  his  plays 
express  important  messages 
that  reach  out  universally 
and  speak  loudly  about  the 
kind  of  societal  pressures 
we  face  in  our  lives  today. 

Q:  When  did  the 

production  go  onstage? 

A:  February  24th-26th. 

Q:  How  do  you  feel  about 
this  directing  experience? 

A:  It  was  a wonderful  learning 
experience  and  I consider 
myself  very  lucky  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  work  with 
such  a beautiful,  motivated  cast. 

Q:  Would  you  say  your 
experience  as  an  actress 
has  helped  you  prepare  to 
direct?  If  yes  then  how  so? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  to  be  willing 


to  be  completely  vulnerable 
and  make  mistakes  in  order 
to  perfect  any  piece  of  art. 
Acting  teaches  you  to  do  that. 

Learning  things  first 
from  the  perspective  of  the  actor 
also  helps  you  to  understand 
the  medium  as  a whole. 

It’s  fun  to  be  able  to 
create  an  individual  world  for 
every  character  (as  opposed  to 
just  yours)  and  then  incorporate 
it  into  the  universe  of  the 
play  that  you  create  and  that 
those  actors  help  you  create. 

Q:  Other  than  the  obvious  of 
being  behind  the  scenes  and 
not  acting,  is  there  anything 
else  that’s  majorly  different 
with  directing  than  acting? 
More  or  less  stressful?  More 
or  less  time  consuming? 

A:  (Laughter)  A lot  more 

work. ..well. ..maybe  not  a lot, 
just  a different  type  of  work. 


You  have  to  work 

around  all  of  your  actors’ 
schedules , you  have  to  be  willing 
to  share  the  space  you  work  in 
with  other  directors... it  pretty 
much  involves  a lot  more  in  the 
sense  of  organizational  skills. 

As  a director,  you  are 
also  responsible  for  everything 
that  gets  put  on  the  stage. 

You  say  ‘Yes’ 

to  everything  and  then 
it  all  becomes  your 

responsibility,  so  you  have  an 
incredible  duty  to  everyone 
involved  and  the  artwork  to 
give  your  hardest  performance 
each  day  and  be  extremely 

willing  to  try  new  things/create 
changes/be  adaptable,  etc.  etc. 

That’s  not  to  say 

acting  isn’t  hard  work,  it’s 
extremely  difficult  work... but 
like  anything,  if  you  want  to  do 
a great  job  you  have  to  work 
your  absolute  hardest  and  keep 
a positive  attitude  always.

The  Celtics  sure  know 
how  to  turn  the  switch  on. 

After  playing  mediocre 
and  frustrating  basketball  for 
the  last  two  months  of  the 
season,  Boston  showed  that 
their  veteran  laden  team  knows 
how  to  step  up  their  game  when 
it’s  playoff  time. 

The  offense  that  has 
struggled  to  score  points  for 
months  averaged  over  99  points 
per  game  in  the  C’s  four  game 
sweep  of  the  Knicks  while  the 
defense  continued  their  stellar 
play  by  never  allowing  more 
than  96  points  in  the  series. 

Sure,  the  injuries  to 
Chauncey  Billups  and  Amare 
Stoudemire  made  this  series 
easier  for  the  Celtics. 

But  even  if  those  two 
players  were  fully  healthy,  this 
series  only  would  have  been  a 
game  or  two  longer. 

There  was  no  way  this 
Celtics  team  wasn’t  going  to  be 
playing  a second  round  series 
with  the  Heat.  Boston  is  playing 
like  they  have  something  to 
prove. 

Rajon  Rondo  looked 
like  the  pre-All-Star  break 
Rondo  and  despite  a few 
careless  turnovers  led  the 
Celtics’  offense  brilliantly  in  the 
series. 

Paul  Pierce  and  Ray 
Allen  seemed  to  find  their 
shooting  stroke  while  Kevin 
Garnett  was  aggressive  and 
efficient  on  both  ends  of  the 
floor. 

Jermaine  O’Neal,  who 
1 expected  absolutely  nothing 
from  a few  months  ago,  stepped 
up  and  anchored  Boston’s 
interior  defense. 

It  was  great  to  see 
O’Neal  show  flashes  of  his 
All-Star  Pacer  days  while  also 
showing  the  ability  to  knock 
down  mid-range  jump  shots. 

The  most  impressive 


stat  from  the  Celtics  sweep: 
the  C’s  had  a different  leading 
scorer  in  all  four  games.  If  that’s 
not  balance  on  offense,  then  I 
don’t  know  what  is. 

The  Celtics  are  playing 
with  confidence  and  Shaq 
coming  back  for  the  Heat  series 
would  only  add  to  that  feeling. 

Even  if  the  “Big 
Shamrock”  can  only  play  16 
minutes  a game,  he’ll  provide 
strong  interior  defense  and  drop 
in  a few  dunks  that  could  be  the 
difference  maker  in  what  should 
be  close  games. 

The  C’s  aren’t  worried 
about  playing  in  Miami.  Boston 
went  3-1  against  the  Heat  in 
the  regular  season  and  put  very 
little  effort  into  the  last  of  those 
four  games,  Boston’s  only  loss 
to  Miami. 

In  what  should  be  a very 
tight  series.  I’ll  take  Doc  Rivers 
and  the  Celtics’  experience  over 
the  Eric  Spoelstra  and  a three- 
man  team  any  day. 

The  eighth  seeded 
Memphis  Grizzlies  have  been 
the  biggest  shock  of  the  NBA 
payoffs  thus  far. 

As  I write  this  column 
(April  27)  the  Grizzlies  are 
currently  up  3-1  on  the  San 
Antonio  Spurs  and  look  prime 
to  pull  of  the  biggest  first  round 
upset  since  Golden  State  beat 
the  Dallas  Mavericks  in  2007. 

San  Antonio’s  shallow 
frontcourt  has  no  answers 
for  Zach  Randolph  and  Marc 
Gasol. 

Mike  Conley  is 
showing  why  Memphis  signed 
him  to  a big  contract  and  the 
rest  of  the  Grizzlies  are  getting 
it  done  on  both  ends  of  the 
floor. 

The  Spurs  could  still 
win  three  in  a row,  but  they  just 
don’t  look  like  a championship 
team  anymore. 

Age  has  finally  caught 


up  with  San  Antonio  and  it 
doesn’t  look  like  they  have 
enough  left  in  the  tank  to  win 
games  five,  six  and  seven. 

Game  six  in  Memphis 
would  be  especially  difficult.! 
may  be  wrong,  but  it’s  looking 
like  a strong  possibility  that 
it’  11  be  the  Grizzlies  and  Thunder 
facing  off  next  round. 

While  the  Lakers 
should  beat  the  Hornets  to 
reach  yet  another  second  round, 
Chris  Paul  has  reminded  fans 
that  while  Derrick  Rose  may  be 
getting  all  the  attention,  he  is 
still  one  of  the  top  three  point 
guards  in  the  NBA. 

Paul  willed  the  Hornets 
to  wins  in  games  one  and  four 
and  will  have  to  do  it  again  in 
game  six  if  New  Orleans  wants 
to  play  a game  seven  in  Los 
Angeles. 

Speaking  of  Derrick 
Rose,  the  Bulls  outside  of  Rose 
did  nothing  to  impress  me  in 
their  first  round  series  with  the 
Pacers. 

I give  a lot  of  credit  to 
Indiana  for  staying  competitive 


and  playing  tough  throughout 
the  entire  series. 

Larry  Bird’s  team  has  a 
bright  future  with  a lot  of  young 
players.  But  if  I was  a Bulls 
fan.  I’d  be  a little  nervous  after 
seeing  my  team  struggle  to  beat 
a team  that  finished  the  season 
eight  games  under  .500. 

The  Celtics  have 
clearly  looked  like  the  most 
dominant  team  in  the  East  so 
far. 

For  the  sake  of  the 
health  of  half  the  students  on 
this  campus,  I really  hope  that 
the  Bruins  get  it  done  tonight 
and  pull  out  their  seven  games 
series  with  Montreal  (facing 
the  Canadians  in  game  seven 
tonight). 

By  the  time  you’re 
reading  this  on  Friday,  I’m 
hopeful  that  the  Bruins  are 
sitting  in  the  second  round  and 
you  have  not  suffered  any  heart 
related  injuries  for  a second 
straight  season.

Surprising  start  to  Major  League  Baseball  season

The  start  of  the  Major 
League  Baseball  season  had 
a tough  act  to  follow  coming 
after  the  NCAA  basketball 
tournament. 

So  far,  the  2011  MLB 
season  hasn’t  skipped  a beat  as 
there  have  been  many  surprising 
starts  by  some  teams,  and  other 
disappointing  April’s  for  teams 
expected  to  tally  up  100  wins. 

One  team  that  has 
gotten  off  to  a slow  start  is  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  and  that  has 
most  likely  caused  the  stress  of 
95%  of  the  Westfield  campus. 

After  making  “Yankee- 
like”  offseason  moves.  Red 
Sox  nation  and  many  analysts 
had  high  hopes  for  this  team 
entering  the  season. 

Failing  to  make  the 
postseason  a season  ago  pushed 
the  Red  Sox  into  going  out 
and  getting  two  highly  profiled 


players  in  Adrian  Gonzalez  and 
Carl  Crawford. 

Boston  started  off  this 
season  with  a dreadful  record 
of  2-12,  showing  the  inability 
to  score  runs  with  players  in 
scoring  position. 

Another  problem  the 
Sox  were  having  was  that  they 
weren’t  getting  quality  starts 
out  of  the  starting  rotation. 

Since  the  Blue  Jays 
series  where  they  took  two  out 
of  three,  the  Sox  are  already 
back  to  form  storming  back  up 
the  standings  in  the  AL  East. 

Divisions  such  as  the 
AL  Central  have  a number  of 
shocking  story  lines  from  top  to 
bottom. 

Looking  at  last  year’s 
standings,  it  is  almost  as  if  the 
division  flipped  over  once  as 
the  Cleveland  Indians  lead  with 
a record  of  13-8  to  date  (as  of 
April  26). 

Former  Red  Sox 
pitcher  Justin  Masterson  has 
been  locked  in,  starting  off 
with  a record  of  4-0  going  deep 


into  games  while  retaining  his 
command  throughout. 

It  also  doesn’t  hurt 
that  the  Tribe’s  staff  has  only 


allowed  80  runs  to  this  point, 
which  is  second  in  the  MLB . 


The  Kansas  City 
Royals  haven’t  done  anything 
spectacular  this  season  to  earn  a 
record  of  12-10  but  just  go  out 


and  win  games.  Over  half  of  the 
Royals  wins  have  been  decided 


by  two  or  less  runs. 

The  Chicago  White 
Sox  have  hit  a rough  patch, 
winning  only  two  of  their  last 
thirteen  games. 

The  AL  Centralchamps 
of  a season  ago  have  started  off 
on  the  rocky  side,  going  on  a 
four  game  losing  streak  that 
puts  them  in  fourth  place. 

Josh  Johnson  and  the 
rest  of  the  Florida  Marlins’ 
pitching  rotation  have  gotten 
their  team  off  to  a red  hot  start 
going  14-7.  Johnson’s  1.06  ERA 
gives  the  Marlins  a legitimate 
shot  at  competing  with  the 
Phillies  and  Braves  in  the  NL 
East. 

When  you  look  at  the 
season  as  a whole,  many  teams 
who  have  struggled  could 
very  well  earn  the  number  one 
overall  seed  in  the  playoffs. 

To  this  point,  we  are 
just  12%  of  the  way  done  with 
the  season.  Teams  shouldn’t  be 
panicking  just  yet.  In  all,  this 
2011  season  is  shaping  up  to 
have  an  interesting  finish.

Yoga  is  a good  stress 
reliever  for  many  people  and  Joe 
Davis  certainly  recognizes  this. 
Davis  is  the  owner  of  Prema 
Vidya,  a fairly  new  yoga  studio 
that  opened  August  1 , 2009. 

What  was  once  located 
in  the  upstairs  of  the  Creative 
Comer  building  on  the  comer 
of  School  Street  and  Elm  Street, 
it  has  now  moved  to  a larger 
location  at  3 Cross  Street. 

Prema  Vidya  is  open 
Monday  through  Friday  with 
classes  running  from  morning 
to  evening. 

“We  have  specialized 
workshops  on  the  weekends,” 
Davis  said . “We  also  offer  private 
instruction  on  Saturdays.” 
Prema  Vidya  is  open  to  people 
of  all  ages  and  anyone  under 
18  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
adult. 

The  drop-in  cost 
is  $10.00  and  the  monthly- 
unlimited  class  plan  is  $50.00. 
One-on-one  sessions  are  $40.00 
an  hour. 

Davis  said  that  the 
studio  offers  classes  that  are  fit 
for  the  specific  season  and  tend 
to  the  needs  of  the  students  based 
on  the  principles  of  Ayurveda. 
Ayurveda  is  an  ancient  system 
of  natural  medicine  native  to 
India. 


“Yoga  as  a physical 
practice  has  its  roots  in 
Ayurvedic  techniques  to  cleanse 
and  strengthen  the  body  and 
mind,”  he  said.  Classes  include 
various  breathing  techniques, 
meditations,  and  asana,  the 
physical  postures. 

Davis  said,  “We 
also  offer  Ayurvedic  lifestyle 
consultations.  We  assess  your 
unique  body  type  and  needs 
from  an  Ayurvedic  perspective; 
we  then  offer  diet,  lifestyle  and 
exercise  advice  to  help  you 
reach  your  wellness  goals.” 

In  order  to  prepare  for 
the  classes,  Davis  said,  there  is  a 
yearly  teacher-training  program 


that  begins  in  September  and 
ends  in  June. 

It  is  a 200-hour 
certification  course  that 
combines  Yoga  and  Ayurveda  so 
that  the  teacher  is  ready  and  able 
to  deal  with  the  assortment  of 
people  they  will  be  teaching.  In 
order  to  determine  the  students’ 
Ayurvedic  constitution,  the 
teachers  must  leam  the  art  of 
pulse  diagnosis. 

They  also  leam,  Davis 
said,  “how  to  use  yoga  postures, 
breathing,  meditation,  [and] 
diet  and  lifestyle  advice  to  help 
their  student  find  health  and 
balance.” 

“I  love  being  able  to 


teach  yoga  all  say  to  such  a 
wide  variety  of  people,”  Davis 
said. 

He  said  that  yoga  and 
Ayurveda  both  work  for  people 
that  are  willing  to  put  the  effort 
into  them.  “It  is  wonderful  to 
see  people  heal  and  grow,” 
Davis  said. 

He  continued,  “Yoga 
and  Ayurveda  help  us  get  more 
in  touch  with  our  natural  selves. 
Mother  Nature  provides  all  of 
the  healing  and  energy  necessary 
to  achieve  your  goals.” 

Davis  said  that  he 
would  love  to  see  Prema  Vidya 
“grow  into  a full-scale  yoga 
conununity  with  intensive  over 


night,  week  long,  and  month 
long  programs.” 

There  are  plans  for 
the  studio  to  add  Gardening 
programs,  cooking  classes.  Qi- 
gong and  Thai  chi,  he  said. 

“We  are  at  an  exciting 
time,”  Davis  said,  “because  we 
are  still  growing  into  our  new 
place  and  so  we  [have]  lots  of 
potential  for  expansion. 

“One  thing  I have 
learned  to  far  is  that  Prema 
Vidya  has  constantly  exceeded 
my  dreams  and  expectations 
over  and  over,”  he  said.  j 

The  studio’s  goal  is  to  I 
provide  unique  classes  in  Yoga 
and  Ayurveda  for  modern-day 
America,  while  also  staying  true 
to  the  “traditional  values  and 
wisdom  that  these  arts  emerged 
from.” 

Davis  said  that  Yoga 
and  Ayurveda  aren’t  meant  to 
cure  or  treat  any  disease  or  acute 
condition  so  consulting  with  a 
physician  first,  before  following 
any  of  the  procedures  put  in 
place  by  the  studio,  would  be  I 
best.

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Legislators  increase  campaign  donor’s  pension

Westfield  State 

University ’s  two  state  legislators 
have  proposed  a bill  to  increase 
one  of  their  campaign  donor’s 
public  pensions  by  30%. 

Representative  Donald 
Humason  and  Senator  Michael 
Knapik  filed  Bill  HO  1614  this 
past  January  in  favor  of  Gary 
Tirrell  of  Westfield. 

An  online  version  of 
the  bill  asks  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  for  special 
permission  for  Tirrell  to 
receive  compensation  through 
the  Massachusetts  Teachers’ 
Retirement  Association  for  his 
service  on  the  Westfield  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission. 

This  bill  comes  on  the 
heels  of  the  governor’s  recent 
pension  reform  that  started  back 
in  June  of  2009.  These  ongoing 
reforms  are  designed  to  close 
loopholes  that  allow  pensions 
to  be  inflated. 

The  National  Institute 
on  Money  in  State  Politics’ 
website,  followthemoney. 
org,  shows  Tirrell  has  been  a 
donor  to  both  the  Humason  and 
Knapik  campaigns  since  2005, 
totaling  $750.  However,  there  is 
no  link  between  the  donations 
and  the  bill,  according  to  Rep. 
Humason  and  Tirrell. 

City  of  Westfield 
Personnel  Director  Richard 
Merchant  said  service  time 
for  members  on  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  (PRC) 
is  not  recognized  through  the 
Massachusetts  Retirement 
System. 

In  order  to  gain  a 


pension  for  their  time  on  the 
board , they  must  qualify  through 
servifce  with  a regular  or  elected 
position. 

In  a telephone 
interview,  Tirrell  explained  he 
was  elected  to  the  PRC  back 
in  the  1970s  and  served  eight 
years.  He  was  only  allowed 
to  buy  back  time  for  two  of 
those  years,  when  he  served  as 
chairman. 

The  other  six  could 
not  be  compensated  unless  he 
went  through  another  municipal 
position. 

Tirrell  said  he  has 
worked  in  both  private  and  public 
school  systems  throughout  the 
Western  Massachusetts  area. 

He  is  currently  the 
Assistant  Principle  at  Dean 
Technical  High  School  in 
Holyoke  where  he  is  presently 
out  on  medical  leave. 

According  to  Tirrell, 
this  bill  is  very  important  to  his 
retirement.  At  age  58,  if  he  were 
to  retire  now  he  would  only 
receive  about  49%  of  pay  in 
his  pension.  He  said  one  more 
year  would  give  him  73%  and 
in  another  two  years  he  will  be 
able  to  get  the  80%  maximum. 

However,  if  the  bill 
passes,  access  to  the  80%  would 
come  a lot  sooner  and  Tirrell 
would  not  have  to  wait  for  the 
extra  two  years  to  retire. 

Followthemoney. 
org  lists  his  contributions  to 
the  campaigns  over  the  years 
of  2005  and  2009,  with  the 
majority  of  donations  appearing 
in  2009.  Of  the  $750  donated, 
$600  went  to  Knapik  while 
$150  was  given  to  Humason. 

In  June  of  2009, 
Governor  Patrick  began  his 


ongoing  pension  reform,  closing 
the  loopholes  and  reducing  costs 
to  the  state’s  retirement  system. 

A press  release  by  the 
governor  shows  that  the  reform 
targets  areas  that  have  allowed 
some  to  exploit  the  system 
and  unfairly  boost  their  public 
pensions. 

One  of  the  key  parts  is 
the  elimination  of  individuals 
receiving  pension  benefits  to 
return  to  work  and  receive  a full 
salary  in  addition  to  pension 
benefits  if  the  individuals  are 
classified  as  “consultant”  or 
“independent  contractor.” 

This  is  not  the  first 
time  the  bill  has  been  proposed 
in  Tirrell’s  favor. 

Bills  from  2007  and 
2009  show  that  this  matter  was 
brought  forth  to  the  Legislature, 
but  was  turned  down. 

Humason  explained 
that  it  is  not  unusual  to  see  a bill 
such  as  this  one  brought  in  front 
of  the  Legislature.  But  it  is  the 
first  time  he  has  brought  up  this 
kind  of  bill. 

“To  become  a teacher 
at  a Vocational  School,  you 
have  to  have  worked  in  that 
specific  trade.  A law  was  passed 
a couple  of  years  ago  allowing 
teachers  to  buy  back  time  for 
past  work,”  Humason  said. 

He  does  admit  that 
national  attention  on  the 
governor’s  reform  is  making 
it  harder  to  pass  this  bill  for 
Tirrell. 

When  asked  about 
the  reform.  Sen.  Knapik  stated 
in  an  email,  “I  do  support  the 
governor’s  continued  efforts  at 
pension  reform  and  expect  the 
Legislature  to  develop  its  own 
initiatives  later  this  session.”

On  May  1st,  2011 
Osama  Bin  Laden  was  killed  by 
United  States  Special  Forces  in 
Abbottabad,  Pakistan.

Clooney  was  bom  in 
Lexington,  Kentucky, 
along  with  one  older 
sister.  He  is  related  to 
many  big  names,  includ- 
ing his  father  Nick  Cloo- 
ney and  his  aunt,  singer 
Rosemary  Clooney. 


He  attended  numerous 
schools  in  his  youth,  and 
one  year  he  developed 
Bell’s  palsy,  a condition 
that  paralyses  the  face. 
He  was  teased  but  the 
disease  went  away  with- 
in a year  and  he  is  quot- 
ed saying  the  experience 
“made  me  stronger.”  He 
got  all  As  and  Bs  and  was 
a star  at  both  baseball 
and  basketball.  In  1977 
he  tried  out  with  the  Cin- 
cinnati Reds  to  play  pro- 
fessional baseball  but 
they  never  signed  him. 
He  didn’t  graduate  from 
college.  Clooney  was 
in  a few  smaller  shows 


early  in  his  career,  but 
his  breakthrough  role 
came  as  Dr.  Ross  on  ER 
from  1994  to  1999.  His 
first  major  Hollywood 
role  was  in  “From  Dusk 
till  Dawn.”  In  1997  he 
bec^e  the  new  hero 
in  “Batman  & Robin” 
and  went  on  to  star  in 
“Brother  Where  Art 
Thou?,”  “Ocean’s  Elev- 
en,” and  the  more  recent 
“Up  in  the  Air.”  While 
he  has  starred  in  count- 
less films,  his  passion  is 
his  humanitarian  work. 
In  2008  he  was  appoint- 
ed messenger  of  peace 
by  the  United  Nations. 


Sinatra  was  bom  in 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey, 
the  only  child  of  Italian 
immigrants.  He  was  ex- 
polled  from  high  school 
after  only  47  days  be- 
cause of  his  rowdy  con- 
duct. He  worked  a series 


of  odd  jobs,  all  the  time 
listening  to  big  band 
jazz.  As  early  as  the  age 
of  eight  he  sang  for  tip)s 
in  places  like  bars  and 
parks.  As  a teenager  he 
started  to  sing  profes- 
sionally, though  it  was 
always  by  ear,  because 
he  never  learned  to  read 
music.  In  1935  he  got 
his  break  when  he  joined 
a local  singing  group, 
changing  their  name  from 
The  Three  Flashes  to  the 
Hoboken  Four.  In  1939 
he  was  asked  by  Tommy 
Dorsey  to  join  his  or- 
chestra as  the  “boy  sing- 
er.” This  was  the  turning

55  but  made  a come-  1 
back  and  never  slowed 
down  again,  celebrating 
his  75th  birthday  with  a 
national  tour.  At  82  years 
old,  Sinatra  died  from 
his  second  heart  attack 
with  his  wife  by  his  side.  I

Author  Review: 

Hermann  Hesse

Perhaps  Hermann 
Hesse  is  a name  you  already 
know  as  “Siddhartha”  is 
sometimes  taught  in  high 
school,  and  in  college. 

So,  this  week 

instead  of  a book  review,  I 
would  like  to  recommend 
this  author  in  general,  as  a 
normal  book  review  cannot 
px)ssibly  express  this. 

A novelist,  poet,  short 
story  writer,  and  occasional 
essayist,  Hesse  held  a strong 
view  that  he  was  a citizen  of 
the  world,  and  if  you  read 
some  of  his  essays,  his  wish 
for  peace  in  the  world  is  clear. 

He  was  originally  bom 
in  Germany,  and  fled  the  country 
as  Hitler  was  taking  px)wer. 


Throughout  his  life,  he 
wrote  against  nationalism  and 
several  of  his  essays  explicitly 
express  this,  sometimes 
through  satire  and  sometimes 
through  straight  argument. 

Hesse  is  a writer 
who  touches  upon  the 
very  nature  of  humanity. 

In  “Knulp ,”  he  explores 
a man’s  search  for  meaning, 
and  affirms  that  every  pjerson 
has  meaning  in  his  or  her  life. 

Several  of  his 
novels  explore  the  passage 
into  adulthood  and 
growth  throughout  life. 

He  does  this  in  a 
real  way  every  single  time, 
and  even  though  some  of  his 
novels  contain  sup)ematural 
elements,  the  psychological 
elements  of  his  work  make 
everything  seem  either  real  or 
so  in  depth  that  you  can’t  help 
but  feel  for  the  characters. 


However,  the  most 
important  thing  to  be  said  about 
his  works  is  the  philosophical 
depth  and  the  amount  of 
thought  each  book  provokes 
after  someone  reads  them. 

Many  p)eople  have  said 
“Siddhartha”  is  a life-changing 
book,  and  after  reading  it 
myself,  along  with  most 
of  Hesse’s  other  works,  I 
can  see  why  they  say  so. 

That  story  of  a 
man’s  spiritual  journey  was 
in  my  head  for  weeks  after  I 
read  it.  There  are  few  books 
that  have  had  that  effect. 

There  is  so  much 
more  that  can  be  said,  but 
the  best  thing  I could  say 
is  that  he  clearly  won  the 
Nobel  Prize  in  Literature 
for  a reason,  and  his  ideas 
are  uplifting  in  a way  that  is 
so  rare  in  today’s  literary 
works.

Rise  Against:  Three  generations  of  punk

Three  generations  of 
punk  rock  bands  collided  at  the 
House  of  Blues  in  Boston  on 
Saturday. 

The  show  opened  with 
a hometown  band  called  Four 
Years  Strong,  from  Worcester. 
The  band  released  its  first 
album,  ironically  in  2007,  so 
they  have  been  going  now  for 
four  years  strong. 

Following  was  the  warm 
up  band  Bad  Religion,  a band 
that  has  been  around  for  over  20 
years. 

The  headliner  was  Rise 
Against  whose  new  album 
Endgame  debuted  at  number 
two  on  the  billboard  charts. 

Chris  McAulliffe,  a Rise 
Against  fan,  said  after  the 
concert,  “All  of  the  bands  were 
great,  this  was  the  best  concert 
I have  ever  seen.”  The  concert 
was  sold  out  with  about  500 
attendees. 

All  three  bands  had  new 
music  to  test  out  in  front  of  the 
pumped  up  Boston  crowd. 


Four  Years  Strong  went 
on  at  around  7p.m.  and  they 
played  a very  small  set.  Bad 
Religion  played  for  about  an 
hour,  and  they  not  only  played 
their  music  but  also  entertained 
the  crowd  with  a few  jokes, 
and  performed  the  tasks  of  the 
typical  “warm  up  band.” 

At  about  9:05p.m.  Rise 
Against  came  out  and  opened 
with  “Chamber  the  Cartridge,” 
the  opening  song  to  the  album 
Sufferer  and  the  Witness. 

The  band  played  an  array 
of  songs  in  their  arsenal,  with  a 
strong  mix  of  old  and  new. 

They  played  fan  favorites 
such  as  “Re-Education 
(Through  Labor,’  “Survive,” 
and  “audience  of  one.” 

The  band  played  four 
songs  off  of  their  new  album: 
“Architects,”  the  opening 
track  on  Endgame,  “Help  is 
on  the  way,”  the  albums  first 
single  to  hit  mainstream  radio, 
“Satellite,”  and  “Make  it  Stop 
(Septembers  Children).” 

When  the  band  finished 
their  set  with  “Ready  to  Fall,” 
fans  demanded  more  with  a 
“Rise  Against”  chant.  The  band 


returned  for  a three-song  set 
before  leaving  for  the  night. 

Endgame  is  the  sixth 
album  Rise  Against  has 
released,  and  the  Chicago  based 
band  has  been  together  for  ten 
years. 

With  the  strong  meaning 
behind  his  lyrics,  lead  singer 
Tim  Mcllrath  brings  energy  to 
a performance  that  can  only 
be  matched  by  the  drummer 
Brandon  Barnes,  lead  guitarist 


Zach  Blair,  and  bass  player  Joe 
Principe,  who  was  wearing  a 
Bad  Religion  shirt. 

Mcllrath  said  on  stage,  “It 
is  so  cool  to  tour  with  a band 
that  influenced  you,  and  it’s 
even  cooler  to  find  out  that  they 
are  really  cool  people  to  hang 
out  with.” 

Rise  Against  left  the  stage 
with  lead  singer  Tim  Mclllrath 
saying,  “Thank  you  Boston,  we 
will  see  you  next  time.”

Although  it 
didn’t  achieve  nearly  as  much 
commercial  and  live  success  as 
their  1 969  rock  opera  “Tommy” , 
“Quadrophenia”  is  my  favorite 
of  the  two. 

This  double  album  is  also 
my  favorite  album  to  listen  to 
over  the  summer.  This  album 
tells  the  story  of  a young  Mod 
named  Jimmy  who  lives  in 
England  during  the  riots  between 
the  mods  and  the  rockers. 

This  album  features 
amazing  instrumental  tunes  that 
use  beach  sounds  such  as  waves 
crashing,  seagulls,  and  rain 
pattering  on  the  sand. 

I first  listened  to  this 
album  in  its  entirety  on  the  way 
to  Race  Point  on  the  Cape  when 
I was  about  15  or  so  and  it  was 
one  of  the  highlights  of  my 
summer.

Pepper’s  Lonely  Hearts  Club 
Band”,  “Magical  Mystery  Tour” 
is  a fun,  psychedelic  record  that 
makes  for  great  summertime 
spinning  on  my  hmitable. 

“Magical  Mystery  Tour” 
is  whimsical,  experimental , and 
features  some  of  my  favorite 
Beatles  vocal  harmonies. 

When  it  is  a mild,  breezy 
day,  I pull  out  this  album  and  get 
lost  in  the  psychedelic  sounds 
of  the  late  Beatles. 

From  songs  such  as

3 . “Easter 
Everywhere”  by 
The  1 3*  Floor 
Elevators-  The  1 3'*’ 

Floor  Elevators 
were  a psychedelic 
garage  rock  band 
from  Texas  that  came  onto  the 
scene  in  the  1960s. 

Lead  by  Roky  Erickson, 
The  O'*"  Floor  Elevators 
appeared  as  suddenly  as  they 
left. 

However,  their  albums, 
especially  the  1967  classic 
“Easter  Everywhere”  remain 
popular  with  60s  garage  rock 
fans. 

The  album  features  trippy, 
danceable,  psychedelic  tunes 
that  are  essential  to  my  summer 
listening. 

The  2003  reissue  of  this 
album  includes  both  live  and 
unreleased  tracks.  However, 
the  original  album  is  a treat  in 
itself. 

Key  tracks;  “Slip  Inside 
This  House”,  “She  Lives 
(In  A Time  Of  Her  Own)”, 
“Levitation”,  “Postures  (Leave 
Your  Body  Behind)”,  “Slide

4.  “Colorado  ‘88”  by 
Phish-  One  of  my  favorite  live 
albums,  this  3-CD  album  is 
great  for  soaking  up  the  sun 
with  and  dancing  to. 

Recorded  on  their 
summer  1988  tour  of  Colorado, 
this  album  shows  Phish  at  the 
begiiming  of  becoming  known 
for  their  live  shows. 

The  vocal  harmonies  are 
right  on  key  and  the  coziness 
of  the  small  venues  adds  to  the 
charm  of  these  recordings. 

The  onstage  banter  is  also 
a treat.  This  album  is  extremely 
funky  and  really  shows  the 
listener  where  Phish  came  firom 
to  where  they  are  now. 


I can’t  begin  to  explain 
how  amazing  this  album  is; 
you  will  just  have  to  listen  for 
yourselves!

The  Music  Machine-  “Turn  On” 
was  the  first  of  only  two  studio 
albums  recorded  by  garage  rock/ 
garage  punk/psychedelic  rock 
pioneers  The  Music  Machine. 

“Turn  On”  was  released 
in  1966.  The  band’s  sound  is 
dominated  by  the  use  of  fuzz 
guitars  and  an  organ. 

The  band  plays  a diverse 
garage  rock  sound  that  is  great 
for  listening  to  while  going  on  a 
bike  ride  or  gardening. 

Compared  to  The  n* 
Floor  Elevators,  The  Music 
Machine  leans  more  towards 
garage  rock  than  psychedelic 
rock.  The  fuzzy  guitars  make 
this  album  stand  out  and  make 
it  perfect  for  summer. 

Key  tracks:  ‘Talk 

Talk”,  ‘Trouble”,  “Masculine 
Intuition”,  “Some  Other  Drum”, 
“96  Tears”,  “Double  Yellow 
Line.” 

All  of  these  albums  and 
bands  make  for  great  summer 
listening  and  are  some  of  my 
favorites.

3.  “Big  Sur”  by  Jack 
Kerouac  - I must  warn  you,  this 
book  is  not  for  the  faint  of  heart. 

It  is  painfully  real  and  discusses 
some  dark  themes. 

However,  this  is  one 
of  my  favorite  books  and  I 
encourage  everyone  to  pick  it  up. 

“Big  Sur”  is  a semi- 
autobiographical  tale  that 
details  Kerouac ’s  struggles 
with  alcoholism  and  the 
horrors  of  delirium  tremens. 

This  book  discusses

I don’t  mean  to  pat 
myself  on  the  back,  but  when 
you’re  right,  you’re  right. 

And  most  of  the  NFL 
Draft  predictions  I put  in  this 
column  two  weeks  ago  were 
right. 

I’ll  save  the  back 
patting  for  another  day  - 
preferably  the  day  Tyler  buys 
me  that  pizza  he  now  owes  me. 

Anyway,  I couldn’t 
have  been  happier  on  draft  night 
than  when  the  Tennessee  Titans 
selected  Jake  Locker  - who  I’m 
sure  you  know  by  now  I have  a 
man  crush  on  - with  the  eighth 
overall  pick. 

Outside  of  the  Patriots 
and  Bills,  the  only  other  AFC 
team  I’ve  really  been  a fan  of  is 
the  Titans.  I loved  the  team  that 
featured  Eddie  George,  Derrick 
Mason,  Frank  Wycheck  and  the 
late  great  Steve  McNair. 

When  theTitans  drafted 
Vince  Young  third  overall  back 
in  2006  I was  ecstatic.  Young 
was  my  favorite  college  player 
at  the  time  and  I quickly  went 
out  and  bought  his  jersey. 

But  Young  turned  out 
to  quite  frankly  be  a whining 
baby  and  terrible  teammate 
who  couldn’t  handle  adversity. 
He  was  an  awful  locker  room 
presence  and  anything  but  a 
leader. 

Locker  is  the  exact 

opposite. 

The  Titans  knew  that, 
and  that’s  why  they’re  moving 
forward  with  Locker  as  their 
franchise  QB.  Finally  playing 
with  a good  offensive  line  and 
talent  around  him.  Locker  will 
have  a great  opportunity  to 
prove  his  doubters  wrong  and 
show  that  he  has  what  it  takes  to 
play  in  the  NFL. 

While  he  should  sit 
for  a year  and  learn  behind  a 
veteran,  he  might  be  rushed 
into  action  sooner  rather  than 
later  and  will  need  to  continue 
to  work  out  and  improve  all 
aspects  of  his  game. 

Being  taken  so  high, 
there  will  be  a lot  of  pressure  on 


Tennessee  to  put  him  in  games 
soon  and  let  him  leam  from 
his  mistakes  on  the  field.  That 
strategy  has  worked  for  some 
but  destroyed  the  careers  of 
others. 

We’ll  see  what 
happens,  but  I think  Locker  will 
be  okay  either  way. 

I’m  just  hoping  he 
might  take  Young’s  old  number 
10  jersey  so  my  authentic  Titans 
jersey  doesn’t  go  to  waste  - 1 can 
just  buy  a Locker  nameplate  and 
get  it  sewn  right  over  Young’s 
name. 

That’s  kind  of  what  the 
Titans  are  doing  with  Locker. 
Five  years  after  drafting  Young, 
they’re  pushing  the  do  over 
button  and  hoping  Locker  is 
nothing  like  the  former  #10. 

So  when  I said  Locker 
would  be  a top  12  pick,  looks 
like  I was  right. 

Seeing  Blaine  Gabbert, 
a creation  by  ESPN  and  the 
sports  media  world,  be  the  third 
quarterback  taken  (cough,  after 
Locker)  did  put  a smile  on  my 
face  as  well. 

Gabbert  could  very 
well  have  a great  NFL  career 
and  will  hopefully  be  AFC 
South  rivals  with  Locker  for 
years  to  come. 

But  I just  don’t 
understand  what  took  place  for 
him  to  jump  from  number  five 
or  six  to  number  one  on  people’s 
QB  draft  boards  in  a matter  of 
days  (right  after  Andrew  Luck 
announced  he’d  be  staying  at 
Stanford...). 

We’ll  see  how  it  turns 
out,  but  we  won’t  know  if 
Gabbert  was  a steal  or  Christian 
Ponder  was  a reach  at  12  by  the 
Vikings  until  we  see  where  their 
careers  are  at  five  years  from 
now. 

My  prediction  of 
Arizona  taking  Patrick  Peterson 
fifth  overall  instead  of  a 
quarterback  also  came  true. 

Peterson  was  too 
talented  to  pass  up  on  and  the 
Cardinals  have  no  interest  in 
adding  another  young  QB . They 


had  two  rookie  quarterbacks  on 
their  roster  last  year  and  look 
how  that  turned  out. . . 

Arizona  wants  a 
veteran,  specifically  Kevin 
Kolb,  to  make  Larry  Fitzgerald 
happy.  The  Cardinals  are 
the  frontrunners  in  the  Kolb 
sweepstakes  and  would 
suddenly  become  the  favorites 
in  the  NFC  West  if  they’re  able 
to  acquire  him. 

Peterson  will  be  a great 
addition  to  their  defense  and 
return  game  but  the  Cardinals 
won’t  be  a legitimate  threat  until 
they  acquire  a new  quarterback. 

My  final  prediction  that 
Mark  Ingram  wouldn’t  be  a top 
20  pick  (and  wouldn’t  be  one  of 
the  best  two  running  backs  in 
this  draft  class)  is  looking  right 
so  far. 

While  we  won’t  know 
if  I was  right  about  the  second 
half  of  that  prediction  for  years, 
the  first  part  was  right  as  Ingram 
wasn’t  picked  until  the  Saints 
took  him  28'*'  overall. 

While  most  people  had 
him  going  15  to  the  Dolphins,  I 
just  never  agreed  with  that  pick. 
Miami  upgraded  their  ofi’ensive 
line  first  and  then  took  Daniel 
Thomas  later,  a strategy  that 
made  much  more  sense  to  me. 

I’m  just  not  a fan  of 
taking  running  backs  in  the  first 
round  unless  you  know  they’re 
going  to  be  the  next  A.P.  and 
I’m  glad  the  Patriots  didn’t  take 
Ingram  in  the  first  round. 

I don’t  think  Ingram 


makes  sense  with  the  Saints 
and  I still  believe  durability 
concerns  and  a lack  of  elite 
speed  will  prevent  Ingram  from 
ever  being  an  elite  back  in  the 
NFL. 

I think  the  Patriots 
second  round  pick  of  Shane 
Vereen  was  a much  better  value 
pick  as  he  and  fellow  newcomer 

Stevan  Ridley  will  add  great 
depth  and  talent  to  the  Pats 
running  back  committee. 

The  Patriots  couldn’t 
run  the  ball  against  the  Jets 
in  the  playoffs,  plain  and 
simple.  While  Green-Ellis 
gets  the  most  out  of  his  limited 
talent,  he  isn’t  an  explosive 
NFL  starting  back  and  while 
Woodhead  is  a fan  favorite, 
he’s  a situational  player  who 
struggles  at  times. 

Ridley  will  be  a 
pounder  and  goal  line  threat 
while  Vereen  will  be  a home 
run  hitter  and  great  pass 
catcher  out  of  the  backlield. 
Despite  what  “experts”  are 
saying,  he’ll  be  more  than  just 
a third  down  back. 

I liked  most  of  the 
Patriots  other  picks  including 
the  Ryan  Mallett  selection, 
which  represented  tremendous 
value  in  the  third  round. 
He  could  be  groomed  as  a 
future  starter  behind  Brady 
or  traded  in  a couple  years 
for  higher  picks  like  backups 
Matt  Schaub  and  Charlie 
Whitehurst  once  were. 

Nate  Solder  will 


create  a tremendous  tackle 
duo  with  Sebastian  Vollmer 
for  years  to  come  and  guard 
Marcus  Cannon  will  prove  to 
be  an  absolute  steal  in  the  fifth 
round. 

However,  1 think  not 
taking  a defensive  front  seven 
player  until  the  sixth  round 
was  a mistake.  Bill  Belichick 
must  have  a lot  of  faith  in 
Ty  Warren  and  Marcus  Stroud 
at  defensive  end  along  with 
second  year  player  Jermaine 
Cunningham  (a  second  round 
pick  in  2010)  to  develop  into  a 
starting  outside  linebacker. 

There ’s  a lot  of  pressure 
on  Cunningham  now  to  develop 
into  one  of  the  team’s  top  edge 
rushers  but  the  Pats  sixth  round 
pick  Markell  Carter  reminds 
me  of  Arthur  Moats,  Buffalo’s 
sixth  round  pick  in  2010  who 
eventually  became  a starter. 

Well,  I’m  out  of  room 
folks  but  as  always,  thanks  for 
reading.  It’s  been  a lot  of  fun 
writing  this  column  each  week 
this  year  and  I appreciate  all 
the  feedback  and  support  I’ve 
gotten.

Holmes,  Adam  Vinatieri  and 
Kurt  Warner. 

The  Carolina  Panthers 
started  things  off  with  a 
desperation  pick  when  they 
selected  Heisman  winning 


quarterback  Cam  Newton. 
Haven’t  they  learned  anything 
in  the  history  of  the  NFL  Draft? 

What  was  Ron  Rivera 
and  company  thinking  taking 
the  scrambling,  spread  offense, 
inaccurate,  inexperienced 
quarterback  first  overall? 

Since  1999,  there  have 
been  10  quarterbacks  taken  first 
overall  in  the  NFL  Draft.  Only 
two  of  those  players  have  a 
record  over  .500! 

Michael  Vick  the  first 
has  his  legs  to  rely  on  and  Eli 
Maturing,  who  is  a big  baby 
and  forced  his  way  into  New 
York,  is  surrounded  by  a quality 
supporting  cast. 

Carolina  just  got  done 
drafting  Jimmy  Clausen  in  the 
second  round  last  season,  who 
has  room  to  improve.

Things  cooled  off  until 
Atlanta  made  a last  minute 
desperation  trade  to  move  up 


into  the  sixth  overall  spot  from 
Cleveland  to  draft  Julio  Jones,  a 
wide  receiver  from  Alabama. 

Cleveland  took 

Atlanta’s  2011  first  round, 
second  and  fourth  round  picks 
along  with  their  20 1 2 first  round 
pick  and  fourth  round  pick. 

Talk  about  a steep 
price  to  play  for  the  number  two 
rated  wide  receiver  in  the  draft. 
Atlanta  didn’t  need  to  make 
a Mike  Ditka  typ)e  draft  pick 
panicking  to  get  their  guy. 

Picks  eight  through 
twelve  got  very  interesting 
when  the  Tennessee  Titans  went 
out  and  drafted  Jake  Locker, 
quarterback  from  Washington. 
The  Jacksonville  Jaguars  made 
a great  move  at  the  ten  spot 
drafting  Missouri  quarterback 
Blaine  Gabbert. 

Here,  Gabbert  has  a 
great  chance  to  be  something 
special  someday.  He  doesn’t 
have  to  be  thrown  into  the  fire 
now  to  save  the  franchise  as 
he  can  learn  behind  veteran 
quarterback  David  Garrard. 

The  Miimesota  Vikings 
didn’t  seem  lose  Tennessee’s 


momentum  of  reaching  for 
quarterbacks  when  they  drafted 
projected  second  to  third 
rounder  Christian  Ponder  from 
Florida  State. 

They  just  made  their 
starting  quarterback  decision 
a little  bit  harder  with  all 
moderately  talented  players. 

Even  though  I might 
regret  this  by  questioning  the 
great  Bill  Belichick,  what  was 
he  thinking? 

He  started  things  oflF 
positively  by  addressing  the 
need  for  a highly  talented  tackle 
in  Nate  Solder  out  of  Colorado, 
but  after  that  things  went 
wrong. 

After  that  the  Patriots 
picked  up  a CB,  two  RB’s,  QB, 
OT,  TE,  DE  and  a DB. 

They  waited  for  the 
sixth  round  to  roll  around  to 
finally  pick  up  a defensive  end 
Markell  Carter  from  Central 
AiJtansas. 

Their  defense  allowed 
47%  of  third  down  conversions 
to  their  opponents  directly 
stemming  from  a lack  of  pass 
rush.

overall  talent  at  the  5 1 st  overall  < 
pick. 

As  if  the  Green 
Bay  offense  wasn’t  already 
unstoppable  enough,  they  went 
out  and  drafted  wide  receiver 
Randall  Cobb  from  Kentucky. 

This  guy  can  do  it  all 
in  the  slot,  outside  or  on  special 
teams.  The  Packers  are  the  first 
team  since  the  New  England 
Patriots  in  2004  who  can 
realistically  win  back  to  back 
titles.
